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PREFACE. 


tr  WIS  a  608t6iil  with  the  antlefit  Egyptians^ 
when  persons  ot  emiuence  departed  this  life,  to  insti- 
tote  a  tninut^  investigatiolt  of  their  conduct  in  the 
midst  of  a  general  assembly  ot  the  people,  and 
a^eotding  as  the  balance  was  found  to  preponfoala 

on  the  side  of  virtue,  so  was  tiic  dcgrcL'  of  respect 
awarded  by  the  public  Voice  to  their  remains. 

After  making  all  due  aUoi^rance  for  oidifiaiy 
errors,  and  unavoidable  mtinnities,  if  the  character 
appeared  worthy  of  general  imitatioiiy  no  honours 

were  tlioiight  too  grcat^  or  ceremonies  too  expcn- 
sivcy  to  mdear  the  memory  of  the  deceased,  and  to 
perpetuate  the  record  of  his  actions. 

What  was  thus  practised  by  a  nation  proverbi- 
ally celebrated  for  wisdom,  is  now  become  Ae  piKK 
idnce  of  the  Historian ;  and  though  he  has  it  not  in 
his  power  to  restrict  the  psrade  of  funereal  grandeuf , 
which  wealth  may  purchase,  and  ambition  com« 
mand,  it  is  bis  chronicle  only  that  posterity  will 
consult  for  the  deeds  of  those  who  in  their  day  were 
4istinguislied  above  the  rest  of  mankind. 

Here,  as  in  the  grave,  the  migh^  are  on  a  level 
Willi  the  mean ;  and,  liowever  elegant  may  be  the 
Jsi^gaa|;e^  of  interested  flatterers,  their  eulogiums 
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must  soon  sink  iiito  contempt  when  devoid  of  the 
principle  of  truth*  Nothing  can  kindle  the  emotion 
of  gratitude,  the  sentiment  of  admiration,  and  the 
feehng  of  emulation^  in  contemplating  the  sepulchres 
of  the  great,  but  the  faithful  memorial  of  those 
virtues  which  will  alone  rcuiaui  fragrant  amidst  the 
murkiness  of  the  tomb. 

Still  it  is  necessary,  for  the  great  end  of  moral 
instruction,  that  the  lights  who  have  illumined  our 
hemisphere  should  be  registered  with  scrupulous 
exactness  iu  the  pages  of  history,  to  rerall  men's 
minds  to  a  consideration  of  the  bright  ejuMnples 
whidi  Providence  so  long  continued  above  the 
horizou,  as  guides  in  the  patii  oi  inimortality. 

They  who  are  elevated  above  the  mass  of  sixaetjr 
are  objects  of  general  observation  during  life;  and 
when  they  depart  lience,  inquiries  naturally  arise  re- 
specting their  pubUc  actions  and  private  deportment. 

Happy  is  it,  therefore^  when  tlie  biographer,  who 
undertakes  the  task  of  gratifying  this  spirit  of  curio- 
sity, as  far  as  his  means  of  intelligence  allow,  is  re- 
leased from  tiie  necessity  of  becoming  an  ApouoQia^ig 
and  finds  himself  under  no  other  obligation  than 
that  of  discliarging  the  simple  duty  of  a  Narratur. 

bttch  is  the  situation  in  which  the  author  of  the 
ensuing  Memoir  stands,  both  as  it  regards  the  exist- 
ing generation  and  posterity ;  the  living,  who  seek 
for  information,  and  the  illustrious  shade  who  is  now 
beyond  the  praise  or  censure  of  mortoh||  in  that 
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sphere     where  the  wicked  cease  from  troubling, 
WEkdi  where  the  weaiy      in  eveiiaathig  rest.'' 

h  tnocmg  the  ismne  of  thh  endted 
wkio  shone^  with  no  borrowed  light,  through  the 
iMxkaietd,  itonnBy  and  tempests  of  an  evil  age,  the 
TCadcfr,  as  he  proceeds  from  year  to  year,  sees  the 
same  fii;edne8s  of  moral  and  veligioiis  principle 
amidst  the  shooks  of  revohitions,  the  violence  of 
factiooB^  and  the  increased  licentiousness  of  the 
times* 

The  biography  of  sovereigns  placed  in  such  cir- 
cumstances, and  whose  hves  have  been  protracted 
to  an  imnsnal  period,  is  expected  to  abound  in  re- 
markable incidents,  in  the  relation  of  private  cabals, 
'  the  detail  of  poUtical  connexions,  and  all  that  va* 
riety  of'  matter,  emphatically  comprised  in  the  . 
term  of  secret  history.  Here,  on  the  contrary,  the 
storjr,  though  long  in  itself,  £rom  the  extent  of  the 
period,  and  interesting  on  account  of  its  objects, 
exhibits  an  even  tenour  of  active  virtue  uncon* 
laminated  by  the  turbid  corruptions  of  party,  and 
totally  free  from  the  imputation  of  insincerity. 

They  who  look  for  particulars  of  regal  pageantry 
will  be  little  gratified  in  the  perusal  of  this  narrative  ; 
and  still  less  will  those  readers  be  pleased  whose 
vitiated  taste  is  only  to  be  allured  by  the  whisper- 
ings of  scandal,  details  of  conversations  tiiat  never 
occurred,  and  anecdotes  of  circumstances  that  ori* 
ginate  only  in  the  fertility  of  imagination. 
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But  h«{^y  there  are  miuda  who  hse  above  thm 
unpertinence  of  idle  curiotiiyy  who  seek  infeittia- 

tion  respecting  departed  excellence^  not  for  amuse- 
ment only,  batfxnr 


eumlative  spirit,  wish  to  retrace  the  graces,  which 
emioenUy  adorned  a  long  life  of  qsefiilncia^  that  they 
may  be  enabled,  as  far  as  the  difference  of  station

The  House  of  Mecklenburg  may  vie  in  point  of 
aatiqoitjrf  and  suooewoa  of  aoveraignty^  with  the 
fint  aumttrdikt  in  Europe,  being  enabled  to  traoa 
^  nninttfT"r^^  coitfse  to  the  Vandaliau  kiags^ 
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who6e  eaiiy  fawtoiy  b  loat  in  the  dbrimow  of  tr^ 

dition.  The  last  oJf  these  chiefs,  Pribi^laus  the 
Seoood,  after  a  long  and  mfprnury  ooolest  with 
Henry  the  Lion,  Duke  of  Saxony,  was  obliged  to 
relinquish  the  regal  title  for  that  oi  Pnnc&  of  Meck<- 
Imbiifg.  This  event  happened  in  the  year  llfid, 
at  which  time  the  inhabitaiits  of  this  country  were 
for  the  most  part  F^ana  of  a  ferodoua  chaiaetttv 
and  enslaved  to  a  gloomy  superstition.  But  war 
has  been  one  of  the  inatraoMnti  of  Fhmdence  to 
dvilize  nations;  and  whatever'  were  the  motives  of 
the  victor  in  this  case,  the  people  whom  he  con- 
quered became  improved  by  the  changje  of  tfaeur 
goverameut.    Partial  attempt*  had  been  made  to 

convert  them»  biA  without  a&ct»  and  though  aome 

of  their  princes  had  manifested  an  indination  to 
the  Christian  faith,  they  soon  apostatized  tlirough 
dread  of  their  barbarous  aubjects*  The  change 
that  had  now  taken  place  was  favourable  to  the  good 
work;  and  Hanry,  with  the  hearer  ooncunenoe  of 

Pribislauij,  set  about  it  ni  a  manner  that  deserves 
udmiraikm.  Many  of  the  Saxons^  who^  bf^  servti^ 
in  Italy,  had  acquired  much  wfU  knowMf^e,  w4th 
m  d^ree  of  refinement,  received  encouragement  to 
settle  in  Mecklenburg,  where  their  conversation 
and  example  soon  effected  a  surprising  alteration  in 
the  manners  of  the  inhahitaala. 

PriUslans  died  at  a  very  advanced  age,  leaving 
twosfms^  Cimte^his  wiooessor^  and  tiofxy  Aurewin*

jfiets  prospered  greatly,  resigned  the  administratioi^ 
to  hm  tiM>  msm,  and  lotirod  t»  a- life  of  piifooy  ondl 
dovotioii.  He  was  twiee  nuuried,  first  to  Maud,, 
daiigbtrr  of  the  Prince  of  finmswick,  by  whom  he. 
had  two  mm  md  a  daughter;  aoeondly  to  Aidoi^ 
hardy  daughter  of  tha  King  oi  Pobad^  who  brougbl 

The  names  of  the  two  sons  were  Henry,  who 
aattlod  at  GiiaUow;  audiMichoiaSj  who  resided  ali 
Mmeklmlmfg,  wbik  their  oooaiii^  tibo  Coaut  ci 
Schwerin,  dwelt  in  the  city  of  that  name^  around 
wUeb  ho  koi  •  ctandaoUe  ealate  The  hiatoiji. 
ilCthia  laat  Fhnca  of  the  fumily  i&  too  lemarkablo 
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to  be  paised  cirer  m  sileiioe.  Aceording  to  tbe 
supentitioii  of  those  times,  he  undkHook  m  cxpe-* 

dition  to  the  Holy  Laod^  ieaviaog  bis  wife  under 
the  protaotum  of  WaldeuMr,  who  abaied  the  troil 

placed  in  inm,  by  seducing  the  lady  in  tiic  absence 
of  her  husbmd* '  'Hie  ooant  at  his  letom  'Wm 
iufoi  iiitd  of  hi«  dishonour,  but  concealed  his  resent- 
m^t  till  a  convenient  opportonity  should  oS^r  of 
«miging  his  wrongs  widi  eAct   This  ooeiimd 
soon  after  in  a  bunting  party  on  the  isle  of  Luithj 
whore  Waldemar^  being  &tigued  with  the  ohaee,  fell 
asleep  in  his  tent,  from  whence  he  was  secretly 
oonvqred  on  board  a  vosseiy  and  canied  to  Scb- 
werin.    Here  be  was  confined  in  the  caede  of 
Danneberg  three  years^  during  which  his  family 
ai^  the  nobles'  of  Denmark  made  great  exerdofie 
for  the  redemption  of  their  sovereign,  by  offering 
large  sums  for  his  ransom^- and  interesting  both  the 
Emperor  and  die  Pope  in  his  bdialf.    An  imperial 
diet  was  accordingly  convoked  upon  tlie  occasion^ 
wfaene  the  matter  underwent  a  long  debate^  in  the 
course  of  which  VValdemar  was  offered  his  Uberty 
on  condition  of  relinquishing  all  his  territories  and 
eonquests  lying  near  the  rim*  Elbe.    This  proposi- 
tion VValdemar  rejected  with  indignation;  and  the 
Count  of  Sefawerhi  no  less  disdainfiilly  despised  the 
menaces  of  the  Pope,  wliu  assumed  to  himself  the 
light  of  determining  between  him  and  his  rind* 
In  tfaia  crisis  the  county  with  tlxe  uiliec  princes  of 
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ilia  house,  took  the  held,  and  m  a  short  apace  made 
thennitirai  nastenof  all  tbe  Inidswlneb  tiM  Danes 
had  conquered  in  Vaodaha.  Thus  reduced^  the 
states  ,  of  the  kiiigdom  urged  WaUemar  to  eomply 
with  the  terms  that  had  been  offered,  to  which  he 
at  length  reluctantly  assented.  But  though  hound 
bjr  a  solenm  oath  to  obseire  his  cngagemeiitS)  he 
had  scarcely  recovered  his  freedom  belure  he  vio- 
lated them  all,  under  the  sanction  of  a  papal  abso» 
lotion;  and  having  collected  a  hrge  army,  mardhed 
towards  the  £ibe,  on  the  banks  of  which  he  was 
opposed  bjra  confederate  feree,  and  defeated. 

Thus  Mecklenburg  established  its  independenccj 
but  which  it  lost  again  on  the  death  of  Burewin  the 
Seoondy  who,  by  dividing  his  territories  among  his 
sons,  so  weakened  the  family,  that  the  princes  en- 
tared  into  a  treaty  widi£ric  the  Sixth  of  Demnarky 
whom  they  acknowledged  as  their  sovereign,  and  pr<v 
tectOT  agamst  the  growing  power  of  the  emperors* 

Johny  the  eidestof  these  Pkinces,  and  the  imme* 
diatc  ancestor  of  the  present  House  of  Mecklen- 
burg, was  a  yeiy  extraordinary  character.  In  his 
youth  he  studied  at  the  university  of  Pkris,  where 
he  made  so  great  a  progress  in  philosophy  and 
sekokstic  theology ,  as  to  receive  the  degree  of  doctor, 
accompanied  with  the  appellation  of  the  Divine. 
He  had,  however,  much  higher  pretensions  to  that 
honourable  distinction  than  what  arose  fiom  his 
skill  in  metaphyseal  subtletiesi  for  he  turned  his 
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H        moiumic  uistory      his  sou. 

'knowledge  to  the  noble  purpose  of  reforaitag  hi» 
itjarto^  wambm  of  wlioaai  Imd  by  pkmikr,  tad 

all  were  in  a  state  of  deplorable  ignorance.  The  patri* 

with  success^  and  be  had  abo  the  aatiafiietion  of  free* 
ing  hia  loountry  irom  the  mcursiona  of  the  Livoniaiis^ 
00  tltttoiiaU  MMWtahs  fichly  mentod  the  epHhtt

Henry,  who,  instead  of  follow  ing  his  fatlicr  s  course,

Holy  LmmIs  but  on*  tim  voyage  Ml  into  die  handa 

idf  the  Safacens,  who  carried  him  to  Grand  Cairo, 
mkmt  hm  nwiaimd  t^eaty-m  y^an,  supported  bf 
the  labours  of  his  domestic^  who,  having  been  bred 
m  the ailk  nana&otore^  was  enabled  to  eama  good 
livelihood  during  tfits  lon^  captivity. 

At  length,  by  the  liheraht^  of  a  new  Sultan^  the 
prinoer^ained  hia  liberty;  and,  after  many  citraoiu 
dinary  adventures,  reached  his  patrimonial  domiiK 
kiia,  which  had  been  gmdy  improvadt  and  even 
enlarged,  during  his  long  absence,  imder  the  pru- 
dent govemmant  of  one  of  hia  brothen. 

Instead  of  profiting  by  this  czanqple  of  eeonomyp 
and  by  his  own  misfortunes,  Henry  almost  imme- 
diately after  Ida  anrnl  niado  wer  upon  a  neigb> 
booring  state,  and  tooJ£  the  city  of  Wismar. 
Headi,  huKWBWy  pint  a  atop  to  hb  ambilikMa  IJm 
year  &llowingy  wh^n  he  was  succeeded  by  ins  son. 
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Heary  tlie  Lion^  in  whose  time  Nicholas  Burewiu^of 
tbe  Mtekhmbiirg  Cunily,  hmrnig  involred  Irantelf 
ia  trouble  by  disputes  with  BraQdeoburg,  sold  the 
pnnaf§iity  of  Roiloek  to  the  King  of  DmmutL 

This  alienation  so  irritated  the  inhabitants  of  the 
oedad  oraatiy,  that  to  appease  thenij  the  Deoisli 
iMOerieh  ww  under  the  necessity  of  appointiiig 
Jimry  the  Lion  to  the  government.  Henry  having 
flMrriedtbe  daughter  of  the  Miigrave  of  Brmden- 
burg,  claimed  in  her  right  an  estate  which  was  dis- 
paled  hf  her  brother  JokOf  on  which^  eedh  appealed 

tu  uriiis,  when  the  latter  was  defoLitod,  and  ubliged 
to  resign  the  province  of  Stargacd  to  tiie  victor. 

Hcoiy  the  Lkm,  who  wmj  be  ooMidered  as  the 
ibuuder  of  the  braucli  oi  btreiitz^  died  after  a  gio-» 
rioas  reign  in  li99f  leaving  by  bis  seoond  wife  two 

sons^  Albert,  his  successor  in  the  principality  of 
Meoklenbitig,  and  Johi^  who  inherited  by  his  ik* 
thers  will  the  lordship  of  SlarganL 

In  considefatioii  of.  the  services  rendered  to 
Charles  the  Fonrtti,  they  were  created  by  ham  in 

1349  dukes  of  the  empire. 

The  Swedish  nobility  having  deposed  tb<nr  sove- 

reigOy  Magnus,  for  his  tyranny,  offered  the  vacant 
4mme  to  the  Count  of  Holstein^  on  whose  refusal 
it  was  tendered  to  Albert,  eldest  son  of  the  Doko 
of  Mooklenbiu^y  by  whoi%  with  the  cmisent  of 
his  father  and  the  ether  mendbereef  his  £unily»tt 
wee  aooepi^   This  natuiaUy  produced  a  long  and

migumary  war^  in  which  the  cause  oi  Magnus 
was  supported  by  the  Kings  of  Norway  and  Den- 
mark, while  Albert  had  no  other  ally  on  whom  be 
oolild  depend  but  his  fitther,  who  made  great  sacri- 

ficcs  to  secure  his  son  in  the  seat  which  he  had  so 
impmdently  taken.  For  some  Ume  Albert  was  very 
focoeBflliily  and  by  entering  into  a  treaty  with  Den* 
maik^  but  chiefly  by  getting  Magnus  into  his  hands, 
he  appeared  to  lum  overoome  ail  his  difficulties. 
The  case,  however,  was  otherwise,  for  on  the  death 
of  WaUemar  k  new  enemy  arose  in  tfae  person  of 
Margaret,  the  second  daughter  of  that  monarch, 
and  widow  of  Uaquin,  King  of  Norway.  This  re^ 
markable  woman,  who  has  been  ealled  the  Northern 
Semiramis,  was  left  with  one  son,  Olaus,  whom  she 
set  up  as  the  heir  of  WaMemar,  and  succeeded  in 
getting  him  recognized,  wiiile  she  wds  admitted  to 
govern  during  his  minority.  On  the  death  of  Ohms, 
the  Danish  nobility  raised  her  to  the  throne,  to 
which  she  added  that  of  Norway,  and  soon  ^ftec* 
wards  assnmed  the  title  of  Queen  of  Sweikn. 

The  old  Duke  Albert  was  now  dead,  but  the 
MecUenboig  family  made  a  eommoa  cause  with 
tileir  relative,  tlie  King  of  Sweden,  who  collected 
all  his  forces  (  and  a  general  battle  was  foughlf  near 
Fatkoping,  which  was  completely  decisive  in  finrour 
of  Margaret.  Albert  and  his  son  Eric  were  made 
prisoners,  togedier  with  the  Prince  of  Holstain,  and 
a  number  of  the  Swedish  nobles.  At  this  time  tiie 
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dudqr  <>S  Medclenburg  w««  in  tbe  hmdi  of  Johoiy 

the  neplMW  of  Albert^  which  prince  supported  the 
cause  of  his  uncle  with  the  greatest  heroism  and 
disiotetoited  geMmity.  His  aidoar  wit  ineratted 
rather  than  cooled  by  the  d^eat  at  Falkoping ;  and 
having  borrowed  large  sana  of  the  Teoftonie 

Ivnii^lits^  upon  the  mortgage  of  some  of  his  estates, 
he  fitted  out  a  powerful  armameuti  with  which  m 
pmcfti  be  tnmned  tbe  Baltic  seas,  and 
such  ravages  on  the  coast  of  Sweden  as  compeUed 
Maignot  to  enter  into  a  negotiation  for  peace. 
A&gr  many  discussions^  Albert  and  iiis  sou  regained 
tiieir  bbirty  iqpon  condition  of  renoaneing  all  pm* 
tensions  to  the  crown  of  Sweden,  and  paying  a  oon- 
sidfiEaUe  sum  by  way  of  ransom^  which  money  waa 
fiiaed  by  tbe  ladiet  of  MecUenbnrg,  who,  for  dwt 
purpose  sold  their  jewels  and  paraphernalia.  As  a 
fewml  for  this  act  of  patnotism^  a  kw  waa  pawed, 
rendering  the  daughters  of  the  nobility  of  Mecklen«» 
bug  capable  of  aiieoeedittg  to  the  ealatea  held  in 
fee  of  the  duke. 

'  Una  idbclXMi  of  the  I>ttke  John  waa  tbe  more 
remaritable  and  hmumrable,  as  tbe  impmonmcnt  of 
bia  nnde  and  nephew  gave  him  entire  possession  of 
Ae  aovofc^Qty,  wjnle  their  rakaie  obliged  bim  to 

divide  the  power  with  Albert,  who,  it  was  reascHi- 
aUeto  awppoae^wonldnotbeindinedtolifc  nqniet 

life^  after  having  beeu  a  kiug  for  twenty-three  y  eai  s. 
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The  tranquiUity  of  Mecklenburg^  however, 
ntiMd  wttbottt  infomiptioii  till  di^  dsith  of  Al* 
bert  in  141^,  when  bk  ton,  of  Uie  fiameiiaiiie  by  % 
saoond  mairkge^  cim !»  be  pertmr  in  the  fgomn^ 

tnent  with  Duke  John.    An  alteration  in  the  con- 

tthrirtbn  WM  then  auMU^  bjrwbidiy  mowetof  cck 
regency^  it  was  fettled  that  the  elder  d«ke  should 
prottdfi  in  all  afiaira  of  govecmnent^  wiule  tbe 
younger  acted  ea  first  miiiister.   Soon  after 
John  entered  into  a  confcde4:acy  with  the  Princes  of 
Starganl^  BraasvMsk^  Hcdsten^  attl 
Eric,  Kin^  of  Denmark,  who  had  encroached  upon 
their  conuoon  pciyii^gei.   This  contest  was  aurriell 
on  with  great  Tigour  on  both  sidesy  tiU  the  Duke  of 
Mecklenburg,  who  occupied  Sleswick^  waa  Qoai« 
petted  by  the  weakneea  of  the  pleoe  to  smrtiidert 
and  agree  to  withdraw  figm  the  alhance  into  whiob 
he  had  entared*  This  oa|^tttlation  gavis  the  yrinoes 

of  tiie  Mecklenburg  fimily  that  repose  of  which 
diear  leapective  terhtoriea  stood  greatly  in  need* 
Butif  the  impoverished  stale  of  the  oowitry  rm* 
dered  peace  necessary,  the  maanm  of  th^  people 
eiUed  lor  it  no  less,  as  the  jwsdalory  warfim  in 
which  they  had  be^n  so  long  engaged  only  i^crved 
to  ineiBase  their  natural  feroeilyy  and  t^  indispose 
them  for  the  habits  of  social  life.  In  order,  there- 
£are»to  correct  these  evilly  Duke  John  undertook 
ssraral  pnUie  srarks,  wUch  adtid  o  spirit  of  in- 
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diMtrjr;  Mid  he alao  foimitod  tfaemiiywrily  ot  Roi> 

lock  for  the  encouragement  of  learning. 

Tim  exoettent  pmee,  and  his  ooUmgm,  Albert 
dMdiiil48S.  The  fermer  had  been  mamtd  twioe 
and  left  two  sons^  but  Duke  Albert  left  no  issue. 

Jofan^  the  thifd  duke,  died  in  1443,  leaving  the 
mficritance  to  hU  brother,  Henry,  called  the  Pa^ 
who  becanole  aole  Duice  irfMeekknboig  and  Amoe 
of  Wenden,  which  estates  he  governed  with  great 
pradeace  and  tra&quiUity  till  his  death,  an  even^ 
tfiat  happened  m'  1 47f .  Bj  Doftithea,  daughter  rf' 
f rederic,  flleptor  of  Brandenburg,  he  had  fimr 
eons  and  two  daughten-^Albert,  who  incoeeded 
hnUy  but  died  the  same  year  witliout  issue ;  John, 
mha  ilied  m  the  life^me  of  his  father  %  Magnus, 

who  succeeded  Albert ;  Baltliazar,  Bishop  of 
Schwerin;  Anne,  who  died  without  issue  i  and 
Ebsafaelii,  Abbess  of  Ribmtz. 

Duke  Magnus,  who  was  a  wise  and  Uberal  prince, 
left  at  his  death  three  sons,  Eric,  Henrjr,  and  Al- 
bert, called  the  Handsome,  who  governed  in  con- 
juGtioii;  but  the  first  was  so  devoted  to  literaiy 
pursuits  that  he  took  httle  part  in  the  al&irs  of  state, 
which  were  left  almost  exclusively  to  the  manage- 
aient  ef  Henry,  denominated,  and  justly,  the  Ftei- 
fic,aQd  Father  of  liis  People. 

At  Om  tune  the  light  of  the  refomalimi,  Idiidled 
bf  Luther,  broke  forth  in  Germany ;  but  though 
Hmrf      Mecklenbuif  fmmnd  the  iiew  dee* 
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trines  upon  that  conviction  which  was  the  result  of 
close  and  serious  invest  io;ation,  he  adc^ted  no  rigo- 
rous measures  towards  his  subjects,  who  still  adhered 
to  the  ancient  religion ;  nor  did  he  hold  out  any 
allurements  to  induce  them  to  fulluw  his  example. 
'His  whole  conduct  was  regulated  by  the  exalted 
.prindples  of  free  inquiry  and  toleration ;  on  which 
account  he  refused  to  become  a  party  in  the  Protes- 
tant league  of  Smalcaid,  which  he  ooonderedas 
tending  rather  to  foment  poUtical  intrigues  than^to 
promote  the  interests  of  truth  and  charity. 

Duke  Alberty  the  brother  of  Henry  of  Mecklen- 
burg, was  of  a  very  diflerent  character,  which  he 
evinced  by  taking  the  part  of  ChristiemtheSecondy 
when  that  monarch  was  deprived  of  the  throne  of 
Denmark  for  his  tyranny.  On  this  occasion,  Al« 
bert  commanded  an  expedition  fitted  out  firom  Lu- 
bcck ;  but  thougli  he  succeeded  in  capturing  Copcn- 
hagen^  where  his  duchess  was  deUveredof  a  son,  he 
was  so  closely  besieged  by  Christiem  the  Third, 
as  to  be  obliged  to  capitulate  on  hunuiiating  terms* 
•This  Duke  Albert  died  in  1547^  leaving  five  sons  and 
a  daughter — John- Albert,  Uiric,  afterwards  Bishop 
of  Schwerin,  George,  Christopher,  Bishop  of  Ratse- 
burg,  Charles,  who  succeeded  the  last  mentioned, 
and  Anne,  the  wife  of  the  Duke  of  Couriand. 

Henry  the  P^usific,  Duke  of  Mecklenbmg,  died 
in  1562,  with  the  blessings  of  all  his  subjects,  both 

Catholic  and  Fh>teataat.  He  was  thnae  times  mar*

iM;  first  to  Ursula,  dauf^hter  of  John,  Elector  of 

Brandenburg,  by  whom  iie  iiad  oue  son  and  two 
daughtm.  Magnus,  the  son,  bacame  Bishop  of 
Schwerin  ;  iiiid  liaving  embraced  the  Lutiicraii  rcii- 
gkiB,  awrried  a  dau^ter  of  the  King  of  Dcnmarit^ 
bat  died  without  issue  before  his  father.  The  eldest 
dsi^ter,  Sophia,  married  Ernest  of  Zell,  Duke  of 
Lanenburg;  and  theseoond,  Ursula,  died  single, 
and  Abbei$i^  of  Kibnitz.  By  his  secoiui  wife,  £lea- 
aor,  daughter  of  Philip,  Elector  Pyatine,  Henrj 

had  a  son,  Philip,  who  was  dL  jji  ived  of  the  succes- 
iioa  oa  account  ot  the  defiact  ot  his  underBtanding ; 
and  two  dangbters,  one  married  to  Heniy,  Duke  of 
Munsterhurg,  and  the  other  to  Frederic,  the  Duke 
of  ligniti.  The  tiurd  wife  of  Hewy  the  Pteific 
was  Ursula,  daughter  of  the  Diike  ol  baxc  Luuen* 
baigfa^  fay  whom  he  had  no  ctiildren. 

In  consequence  of  the  mental  imbecility  of  Philip, 
the  son  of  Duke  Henry,  the  government  of  Meck^- 
kttburg  derolfed  upon  John-^Albert,  the  eldest  son 
of  Albert  the  handsome,  and  Ulric,  Bisiiop  of 
Schwerin.   These  princes  were  both  men  of  grsat 

merit  j  and  being  zealously  disposed  to  further  the 
interests  of  learning  and  religion^  they  a{qplied  with 
dii!geno0  to  the  institntioa  of  schools,  sand  the  re- 
formation of  the  University  of  Rostock,  the  revenues 
of  which  had  been  sadtf  deteriorated.  Beudes 
attending  to  tliese  important  objects,  and  correcting 
tmanber  of  abuses,  that  had  bean  aitiBred  to  re- 
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mm  im  A»  dockmalieBl  artaMithuMml,  die  twn 

^ukes  composed  a  body  of  excellent  lawa^  which 
wouU  hm  nndered  the  people  happy  under  Aeb 
administration,  had  it  not  been  for  an  unfortunate 
teftily  dbpute.  Uliie^  on  marryiiig  tb»  iridow  cf 
Magnus,  Bishofi  of  Schweriii»  deauuided  of  his 
brother  an  enlar^eiiicnt  ot  territory,  which  John^ 
Albeit  njeeted  with  •ome  degiee  of  -  henhneii; 
This  refusal  pruduccd  waiia  disputesj^wluch  weie 

^  iaiaiiiedhyaaiiie  of  the  neighboaring  princes,  wImv 

taking  part  with  Ulric,  urged  him  to  invade  his  bro- 
thers dnminionH.  in  this  exigency,  Joba  finding 
Idowelf  Qiiable  to  cope  with  the  codUenKsy  fimned 
against  him,  submitted  the  matters  in  litigation  to 
tlie  deciainn  of  arbitration^  who  awarded  that  Uhio 
should  have  a  moiety  of  the  territories ;  aud  that, 
besides  the  undinded  revenues  of  the  bishopric  ct- 
Schwerin,  he  should  have  half  the  personal  property 
that  had  been  lef  t  by  his  uncl^  . 

Jehn-Alberty  who  died  in  15J^  married  Sophia^ 
daughter  of  Albert,  Duke  of  Fhissia,  by  whom 
had  three  mns^ohn,  who.  anooeeded  him,  Albany 
who  died  an  infeint,  and  Sigismund-Augustus,  who 
married  a  dmighter  of  the  Duke  ot  Ifommn^  butt 
died  befim  his  fiither,  widMmt  issae.  Ukie^  tlm* 
brother  and  colleague  of  John,  had  a  daughter, 
Serbia,  who  maimd  Frederic,  iiLingof  Denasarky 
which  oionarcli  beliaved  with  the  most  filial  regard 

to  his  fiitheMo-Jawy  particakriy  m  eiibjvgatiaig  tba

smnty-fiftk  your,  bolovod  by  his  takgeols,  nd 
esteemed  by  the  neiglibouring  states.  He  had  no- 
■maUjTy  WM  his  ccmyulur  iit  tho  govomnonty  J^hii) 
the  son  of  John-Albert ;  but  being  disordered  botii 
iB  Blind  and  mdoisUmding,  bfttoak  no  portmliio 
•dflrinistrationy  and  died  by  his  own  hand  in  1592. 
This  prince  married  bc^hia,  daughter  oi  Aibort» 
SalDB  of  Holiteiii,  bjr  whom  ho  hod  two  oonsy 
Adoipbiis-Fredenc  and  John-Albert^  who  succeeded 
to  tho  gDivoniflMit  in  cotnoqncoco  of  tho  Inhire  of 

male  issue  on  the  part  of  Duke  Ulric.  The  eldest 
of  tbtm  ftmom  had  fot  his  portion  the  duchy  of 
Sdmonn^  snd  tibo  othor  thot  of  Chistvow. 

Tim  Duke  of  Mecklenburg  Schwerin  manied 
fiwt  Amu^Mario,  dougbtor  of  £shms  Prineo  of  East 
Friesknd ;  secondly^  Maiy-Catiieriiie^  daughter  of 
Inoi^  ]>oko  of.  Bmswiok.  ^  hisflntwi&bo 
had  Christian,  hi^  eldest  son,  and  successor  in  the 
duehy  of  Sohworin^  Charles,  Joiu^-George^  and 
flosaayqo>Redolphos,  with  two  daughters^  Bofittm- 
Agnes  and  Anm^-Mariis. 

Bf  Ub  oooond-  wife  he  had  FMsriOp  who  ioe- 
ceeded  him  in  the  duchy  of  Grabow ;  and  hve 
blan^  4ldlM^  SiMia,  Chnathia,  Mary^BUsa- 
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bedii  imd  AimsUSopfaia.   What  is  wry  remtikibk 

in  tUe  Imtory  oi  this  prince  is,  that  though  he  died 
at  tiM  ggtgiowlinary  age  of  ninety^  Us  ftachoM  im 
delivered  sevco  months  alterwards  of  a  daughter,  to 
wham  bo  had  eventaaUy  beqnmtlMd  the  dialrict  of 

Strelitz. 

.  JobOi'^Albert^  the  brother  of  AdolphH»Jrgdenc» 
Duke  of  Meekkmburi;  Schwerin,  married  firit 

ACaxgaret«£ii2abetli,  daughter  of  the  Bishop  of 
Batid>urg;  lecoaadly,  EUaabeth,  daughter  of  Man- 

riee,  Laudgrave  of  Hesse ;  and,  lastly^  Leonora- 
Bfarjr,  daughter  of  Chriftian,  Prinoe  ef  Anhalt 

Deraburg.  By  the  first  of  these  princesses  he  had 
two  sons,  who  died  iufiintSy  and  two  daughters^ 
SophiaJ&lizabeth,  who  married  Auguetus,  Duke  of 
Woiicubuttle,  and  Christina-Margaret,  who  married 
SVancia^Albert,  i>uke  of  Saxe  jAmeaimg.  Bf 
his  second  wife  Duke  John- Albert  had  nu 
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and  adanghtar,  named  Anna^-Sophia* 

In  the  destructive  war  occasioned  by  the  elevatiou 
of  Frederic,  the  Elector  JPalatiney  to  the  thnme 

of  Bohemia,   tlie  Dukes  of  Mecklenburg,  Adol- 

plutf-Fraderic^  and  John^Albeit,  took  to  decided  a 

part,  jointly  with  the  other  Protestant  princes,  as  to 
be  put  under  the  baa  of  the  empire,  their  domi*. 
mons  being  given  to  the  imperial  general  Wallcn^ 

stein,  who  assumed  thei entire  sov.ereignty,  while  the 

lawlul  princes  in  egdfe  mfioad  gmt  hanUnpiSy  at 
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weU  fts  their  people.    In  this  distress.  Providence 
raised  up  a  delivarer  for  the  oppreaiod  in  tbe.p«p* 
M  cf  Ckttlwni^-Ado^hiit  of  Svradaa,  yv^ho  pMed 
over  into  Geraiaiiy,  and  restored  the  Dukes  of 
Marideafaiirg  to  '4hm  territorial     whifik  thcjf  bid 
been  so  loi^  dispossessed.    But  the  fall  of  the  brave 
Oirtiiiiu  at  tile  battk  of  liiit^  dMpiritid 
the  Protestants  of  Germany,  and  the  flames  of  war 
mgjuik  spread  (ieaolatioa  throughout  Meckieubuig  ; 
in  ivUdb  ttete  of  hm  oomtrjr  Doke  Jotm^AflbMt 
died,  ia  the  forty^^fifth  year  oi  his  age^  leaving  mk 
'  nfanft  Mi  only  three -ycaia  dU.   On  tbk  cren^ 
Duke  Adolphus-Frederic,  being  fearAil  that  the 
jFOOf  fnmee  mmld  be  eduonted  in  tiw  Homith 
iaith,  laid  claim  to  the  guardianship  of  him;  which 
mm  contested  by  the  motb^,  who  appealed  to  the 
cnpefor,  by  wboM  her  ri^t  to  the  sole  care 
die  child  was  aihnnod*   This,  however^  did  not 
tattify  tbe  unde,  who  carried  off  the  young  Out* 
tavus  by  force,  and  caused  him  to  be  brought  up  in 
the  Rwtestant  reiigbn.   At  length,  after  inezprea- 
siblc  calamities,  a  principal  share  of  which  fell  to 
the  lot  of  the  people  of  Meeklaibwg,  the  treaty 
of  WeMphaha  put  an  cod  to  the  wnr,  and  tfie  IVo- 
testant  states  obtained  additional  securities  for  their 
«in<lc|iondinc<i  and  rshgion* 

The  first  care  of  Duke  Adolphus-Frederic,  ou 
.  lOgiiniBgpoMMMni  of  bis  estatei»  wu  t0  tmdBotate

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the  condition  of  his  subjects  by  restoring  agricul* 
tore,  and  enooumging  mstniifkctures* 

In  1647,  he  g!a!re  liis  daughter  Anns^Maria  hi 
marriage  to  Augustus,  Duke  of  Weissenfels;  and  in 
t650  his  other  daugbtser,  Sophia^A^es^  was  con- 
tracted to  Augustus,  Margrave  of  Brandenburg 
Bayrents  bat  the  bridegrooia  dying  before  tba 
espousals,  that  amiable  princess  tenouneed  the 
woaAd,  and  devoted  herself  to  a  rdigious  life.  The 
WBxbie  year.  Christian,  the  eldest  son  qf  the  duke, 
married  his  cousin  C'linstiiia  Margaretta,  widow  of 
the  Duke  of  iSaxe^Lunenburg,  who  fell  ia  the  wars 
between  the  Swedes  and  Imperialists. 

But  the  paternal  solicitude  of  the  venerable 
Adolphua-Fnederic  was  not  confined  to  his  own 
children  and  subjects,  for,  notwithstanding  his  extra- 
ordinary age,  he  paid  such  attention  to  the  concerns 
of  his  nepliew  Gastavus^Adolphus,  Duke  of  Meck- 
lenburg Gustrow,  that  when  the  young  prince 
arrived  at  maturity,  be  fi>uod  himself  in^xmession 
of  an  ample  revenue  and  a  most  flourishing  estate. 

In  iGbS  died  Adolpbu*-Fredenc,  whose  life, 
though  chequered  by  numerous  misfortunes,  mani«  ^ 
festcd  an  equal  portion  of  virtues,  which  were  ro- 
^  wai  dcd  by  a  patriarchal  longevity  that  enabled  him 
to  heal  the  wounds  inflicted  upon  bis  countiy^  and 
to  leave  it  in  a  state  of  tranquil  prosperity^ 

His  successor  .Christian:  Was  the  reveise  of  hi$ 
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ftther  in  everj  respect,  being  vrild,  e^^rayagant,  mi 
capricious,  to  the  extceme  dt  folly* 

In  hit  penon  he  was  nnoomiiioiily  haadmne^ 
and  he  had  besides  the  most  agreeable  manner,  with 
wa  abmidanoe  of  wit.  But  these  acoomplishmeati 
were  debased  by  the  grossest  licentioiisness,  and  the 
total  want  of  religious  principle.  His  wife,  who 
loved  him  passtonatdy,  became  at  last  exasperated 
by  his  abandoned  conduct;  while  he,  on  the  oth€r 
band,  instead  of  ooncealii^  his  infideli^,  made  an 
open  boast  of  it,  and  added  cruelty  to  neglect.  -  At 
length  the  nobility,  disgusted  with  his  behaviour, 
deserted  the  ooert,  and  eiren  refused  to  pay  the  cos- 
ternary  taxes.  The  duke,  therefore,  finding  himself 
abandoned,  and  despised  in  his  own  country,  re- 
soh^ed  toseek  refief  ibr  hb  perturbed  mind  infereign 
parts;  accordingly,  having  nominated  a  council  of  re* 
gemgr,  he  pioceeded  to  fatn^  thinking  thet  the 
gaieties  of  that  voluptuous  court  would  dissipate  his 
anzietiss.  Soon  after  his  antval  m  France,  he^ 
became  enamoorad  with  the  widow  of  the  Duke  de 
Chatiiion,  and  sister  to  Marshal  Montmorencii 
The.  lady,  though  gratified  with  his  attentions,  was 
too  proud  to  be  liis  mistress;  and  as  he  was  already 
married,  an  insuperable  bar  appeared  to  He  in  the 
way  of  his  inclinations^  There  was  only  cpne 
method  of  getting  over  this  obstacle,  and  that  was 
by.  aa  abjnratbn  of  the  Protestant  iaith.  It  may 
easily  be  supposed  that  this  expedient  did  not  co^t 
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much.  Mnice  on  the  part  ot  one  who  iiad  nfVir 
made  religion  tbe'viil^  of  hie  aelioiift^  Chniliaii^ 
in  shorty  signilied  his  desire  to  be  admitted  into 
llie  boamn  of  tbt  chmdi  of  Rmne  lo  the  Caidhial 
Nuneid,  who,  without  troUbliug  him&elf  about  the 
motfvea^  of  the  towtimumf  imiiarted  the  iPfish  of 
the  duke  to  his  bolineas,  who  gave  directioni  fct 
the  baptisiaj  whioh  was  performed  with  fpreat  ceie^ 
nony  iii  die  pfesenee  of  Lewii  liM  FetarlMidii 
who  stood  god£ttther  oq  the  ocaision,  and  gave  hii 
eWn  oame  to  the  new  dom^  Shovtly  after  thie 
he  married  the  Duchess  of  ChatiiioOy  by  virtue  of 
a  p^pal  dispensatkm;  but  ouoh  e  «iiioa  eeuM  Ml 
be  productive  of  happiness.   The  habits  of  the 
duke  were  as  Ubertine  as  ever»  for  his  priariplei 
had  imdergoQe  no  change ;  and  tfie  dachei<j  wlie 
had  been  flattered  by  bis  apostasy,  could  not  brook 
his  infldeliljr-    Quemds  cnned,  in,  which  the 
friends  of  the  lady  took  part  against  tiie  husband, 
who  q«it|ttd  Frlnoe  abniptl^»  to  seek  uodistnrbci 
fileadure  at  4lonie,  where  he  formed  an  acquaint- 
jSaee  with  the  famous  Jesuit  Alhanasius  jKircher; 
thus.  endeavOHring  to  procure  that  neiital  remolf 
irhieh  mere  philosophy  cannot  supply.  After  lead^- 
uif  ^  wandflriiig  Ufe  about  Italy^  Us  ihMgfalB 
turned  towards  home;  but  from  thence  he  was 
shut  outy  as  much  bjr  his  own  feaia  as  by  the  fQso- 
Itttion  of  the  famUy.   In  this  state  of  eodk  he  set* 
tied  1^  the  liaguct  where  he  dieii  in.  tiie  mtj^ 
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ninth  year  of  his  age,  ia  l6^2p  without  Ifiaving  any 

His  brother,  Frederic- WiHiam,  Dake  of  Meek- 
knbwg  Gmboir,  b«d  hem  demd  four  jmt^  Inmag 
three  sohs,  Fredcrio-Williaui,  Charles-Leopold, 
Cfanitiaft-Lewia,  aAd  a  daughter,  &>phi»4jiMUia. 

Ttm  Mmt  cftbeva  princea,  on  the  death  of  Ma 
und^  daimed  the  dukedom ;  btit  hi»  title  being 
AqHrted  bf  Adolphua-FMaric  of  Steeiitz,  the 
posthumous  brother  of  Christian,  the  afiair  was 
nfeiMd  to  dio  Electer  of  BfandcDburg^  wlio  gim 

llis  award  in  favour  of  the  nephew.

Adolphus,  Duke  of  Gustrow,  without  male  issuei 
m  oonsequeme  of  wbieh  the  D«ike  of  Meddte^ 
burg  Strelitz  laid  claim  to  the  sueoession,  on  the 
groBnd  of  proximity  of  Mood;  bat  he  waa  opposed 
by  the  Duke  of  Mecklenburg  Schwerin,  whose 
daim  rested  upon  priority  of  descent;

Happily 
ibr  the  state^  she  resided  sixty-ftve  yean  in  Chiiliowy 
and  at  length  exchanged  this  hie  ibr  a  better^  the 
twenly^ieoond  of  September,  If  19,  in  Che  Iwenty* 
fourth  year  of  her  widow  liood,  and  the  eighty- 
eighth  year  cf  her  age^  after  hsring  givea  the 
highest  proofs  of  her  faith^  piety,  and  princely 
benignity.  Her  remains  will  flourish  in  the  man* 
afams  of  death,  and  her  name  will  be  for  ever  kmd 

and  revered  antong  mankind.'* 

The  dispute  relative  to  the  duehy  of  Gustrowraa 

to  high,  that  the  htigants  had  rt  cuurse  to  arms  for  the 
decisic»  of  their  pretensions;  and  Uie  Duke  of  Stre- 
litz^  being  weaker  than  his  opponent,  called  in  the 
Swedes  to  his  assistancej  which  justly  exciting  the 
apprehensions  of  the  emperor,  he  loet  no  time  in 
adopting  measures  for  preserving  the  peace  of  Ger* 
many.  An  assembly  of  the  prinees  of  Lower  Saxony 
was  inimcdiatelv  convened,  in  which  it  was  resolved 
to  put  the  diiputed  duchy  under  sequestration  till  an 
amicable  attjoattticilt  of  the  existing  claims  should  be 
accomplibhed.  1V>  this  decision  the  Duke  of  iVieck- 
ienburg  Strelits  readily  agreed,  as  well  as  hia  comh 
petitor;  but  unfortnuately  the  ibwedei  had  already

His  brother,  Charles-Leopold,  married  Sophia* 
HUwiga,  daughter  of  HenryXaiiniii^Nassiii^  he- 
reditary  Stadtholder  of  West  Frieslandi  from  whom 
he  WW  Botm  afterwards  pnblkiy  divorowL  Ueaeit 
married  Catherine,  daughter  of  the  Czar  John, 
elder  hvother  ef  Peter  the  Greet  of  Riisii^  e  eaioa 
that  was  attended  with  very  extraordinary  eiffmm- 
stances.  On  the  death  of  Peter  the  hecond,  the 
Rnssien  nobility  raised  to  the  Taeant  thamie  Aana^ 
ifanowna.  Duchess  <tf  Courlandj  the  younger  sister 
.  ef  die  Dnehess  of  MeeUenburg,  whose  danghtar^- 
however,  and  tlie  only  cliUd  she  had,  was  adopted 
by  the  empress  as  her  soecessor. 

In  1739  the  Czarina  gave  her  niece  in  marriage 
to  Anthony-Ulric,  Prince  of  Brunswick^Woliea* 
buttle,  by  whom  she  had  a  eon  named  Iwan,  who 
was  only  two  months  old  at  the  death  of  bis  aunt^ 
when  he  was  immediately  procfadmed  empeeor;

whom  he  had  no  children ;  hut  his  brother  Lewis,  who 
aiamedChsarktte^Sopfaia,  dangbter  offVaneis«Joaiah» 
Duke  of  Saxe  Saalfeld^had  one  son  snod one  daughter* 
Adoiphus^Fredeiic  the  Second^  Duke  of  Meek* 
lenhvg  Stieiitar,  who  died  in  1706,  was  thiice 
married;  first  to  Mary,  daughter  of  the  last  Duke 
of  Gostrow,  by  whom  he  had  a  aon,  who  succeeded 
him  in  his  denbuons;  and  a  daughter,  named 
GustavarCaroima,  who  became  the  wife  of  Christian 
hBwm,  aimadetniter  of  the  Duelqr  of  Schwann, 

and  the  ^^uccessor  of  hh  brother  Charles-I^eopold. 
The  aecmid  wiii)  of  Duke  Adolphua-Frederic  was

AdolphuB-Frederic  the  Third  married  in  1709

.  Having  thus  traced  the  genealogical  histoiy  of 
the  serene  house  of  Mecklenburg  to  the  period  of 
its  near  alliance  with  Great  Britain^  the  heraldic 
narrative  may  ])ropcrly  close  with  a  display  of  its 
armonal  bean^g8.

Charles-Lkwis-Frederic,  the  younger  son  of 
Aidolphiis-FrederiCy  the  seoMid  Dttk«  of  Mectdoi^ 
Inii^  Struts,  wai  oiity  tiim  months  oM  at  the  de^ 
of  his  father,  who  settled  upon  him  thecommanderies 
of  Mirow  and  Nemerow,  the  of  which 

would  have  accumulated  considerabiy  during  his  mi- 
aoritgr,  had  il  not  been  for  the  miaeriea  inflieted*  npoti 
the  whole  principality  during  the  wars  which 
devastated  Germany  at  the  beginning  of  the  last 
tMlufy.  The  young  didee  completed  hit  edncaidon 
at  the  university  of  Gripswald  in  Fomeraniay  after 
which  he  entoed  into  the  imperial  sertice;  but 
though  he  attained  the  nink  of  a  general^  no  op« 
portnnitiee  cftred  for  the  display  of  his  military 
talents.

Tbeir  serene  highnesses,  though  ia  the  Uoom  of 
lifi^  amtawdiately  imltlicit  midaMeatthe  diiod

weU  uuderstood,  the  duchess  made  it  her  cUef 
eaiB  to  inatil  into  the  nunda  of  her  oftpring  thoae

was  a  most  aecomplished  weman^  endowed  with  ti^ 
lenta  of  a  superior  order,  which  were 
note  attractiTe  hf  en  ardent  piety  and  a  itutiietjai 
of  disposition^  that  eminently  qualified  her  to  mould 
the  infiuit  niindf  aiid  lead  it  on  in  the  path  of  know- 
ledge to  the  practice  of  every  social  virtue.

tkm  in  learning  serving  to  confirm  and  illustrate 
Aat  wliiob  preceded  it;  while  the  mind  became 
jitored  without  confusion^  and  discipUned  without 


Under  so  able  a  teacher  as  Madame  de  Grabovv, 
tile  princess  could  not  fidi  to  be  weU  grounded  in 
the  grammatical  construction  of  her  native  lan- 
guage, and  to  have  her  taste  formed  by  an  acquaint^ 
•nee  with  the  moat  elegant  writersi  who  had  at 
that  time  enriched  German  Hleratare  by  their  pub* 
lications.  This  study  of  good  authors  was  rendered 
permanently  beneficial  by  abatucts  of  their  argo- 
mentSj  observations  on  their  style  of  composition^ 
ai.d  occasional  attempts  at  imitatioa. 

In  doe  course  tiie  Ficneh  and  Italian  followed, 
with  the  polite  literature  of  each  language;  but  of 
the  Engiiahy  Madame  de  Gndbow  had  not  the 
slightest  knowledge,  which  indeed  was  not  to  be 
wmdered,  considering  how  little  erai  the  Oerauns 
waft  then  understood  in  'tfiis  country,  though  it  w«a 
the  native  tongue  of  the  reigning  monarcli. 

The  progress  of  the  yoang  pupil  refleetod  eredit 
on  the  talents  and  diligence  of  the  teacher^  who 
enjoyed  the  best  rewatd  in  the  growing  eooDellence 
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of  the  dimeter  ttiftt  was  ferming  under  .her  manage* 
ineiit^  which  pleasure  die  |>articijpeted  with  thm 
wortby  Mr.  Gentmer^  whose  instnictknis  were. 

continued  at  Strelitz  till  the  junior  branches  stood 
BO  longer  in  need  of  his  assisleaoe;  end  Iben  lie 
was  piomoted  to  the  rectory  of  Stargard. 

The  memoiy  of  the  pnneess  was  not  less  retentive 
then  her  pereepticMi  was  eente.  She  learnt  mlei^ 
attended  to  explanations;  and  without  any  other  ^ 
impelae  than  that  of  an  active  deswe  of  knowledge 
smessed  hersdf  in  the  application  of  the  princi« 
pies  which  she  had  acquired.  Thus^  in  reading 
history,  to  which  she  was  perticnlariy  attached^ 
maps  were  always  consulted  as  often  as  any  doubt 
arose  respecting  the  position  of  places  mentioned  in 
the  narrative;  and  m  like  manner  dates  were  care, 
fully  onnpared,  by  reference  to  the  proper  autbori* 
ties,  in  order  to  asoertainthe  e^uct  period  when  the 
events  that  interested  attention  actually  occurred. 

Madame  de  Grabow  was  herself  well  skilled  in 
the  constmction  of  maps,  which  she  drew  with 
equal  accuracy  and  elegance.  From  her  the  princess 
imbibed  a  similar  taste,  and  thus  laid  the  fimndation 
oi  that  extensive  knowledge  in  geography  which 
distinguished  her  through  life.  She  was  naturally 
of  an  inquisitive  turn  of  mind,  which  was  properly 
directed  by  her  enhghtened  teacher  mto  the  means 
of  quickening  the  jodgment,  and  storing  the  me- 
mory. Thus,  the  business  of  instruction  was  relieved 
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frmn  fatigiie^  ftiid  became  shortened  by  constant  in- 
^aky  and  rccift'ocd^  coofideace.  The  same  ease 
diai  ficedofn  diftingiiiBliod  llie  intwncDune  between 
the  princess  and  her  other  msiructors,  particularly 
M.  dentzmer,  fer  whom  she  enlfertaiaed  a  tender 
respect.  That  excellent  man  took  as  much  delight 
ill  hk  pupd,  whose  inquktes  in  his  laifoiirite  pur^ 
acitts  of  natural  history  Were  ettremety  flattering, 
and  which  he  always  answered  in  a  manner  that 
nerved  to  keep  tfvfe  the  emeatty  wirieh*ii  grati<ied> 
From  him  the  princess  acquired  an  elementary 
Knowledg^a'  of  the  geoettl  prittdirfteft  ef  science^ 
when  her  judgment  became  sfufficiently  strong  to 
comprehend  the  ideas  of  those  subjects.  The  in- 
defatigable ardour  of  M.  Geatzmer  fer  mineralogi- 
cal  researches  could  not  escape  the  observation  of 
one  who  had  known  him  from  her  infaney,  and 
daily  witnessed  his  peculiar  haUts.  His  collection' 
of  fossils  was  one  of  the  finest  even  in  Germany; 
and  he  had  great  pteasnre  in  exhibiting  and  dis- 
coursing upon  these  natural  curiosities. 

The  joung  princess  took  ^leat  pleasure  in  hsten'- 
ing  to  the  expKeations  of  her  tutor,  end  in  the 
inspection  of  his  cabmet.  This  circumstance  is 
here  mentioned  aa  marking  die  origin  of  thst  pmK- 
lection  for  the  study  of  natural  history,  and  particu-- 
larfy  mineratogy,  whicircontinued  to  distinguish  the 
iVustrious  pupil  of, IMP.

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pleasant  sitaation,  at  a  place  called  Glieneke,  which 
was  ft  himtiof^  seat  In  he  diraglif 
proper  i»  HMtoA  a  new  town  adgeWng  l((  A«palaee» 
tnd  ordered  it  to  be  called  by  the  name  of  New 
Smlitr.

The  situation  of  the  palace  is  on  a  ri%ing 
ground  anddry  soil,  witha  deer  park  in  front,  and  a 
spadons  garden  with  a  beantiM  Mke  at  the  baek. 
It  is  a  quadrangular  pile,  built  chiefly  of  stone,  tliree 
stones  hig^,  and  the  architectnre  extremely  light 
and  elegant.  Two  large  wings  project  from  the 
main  body  in  a  straight  fine,  between  whieh  is  a 
spaeions  area  or  eomt.  The  wings  at«  mty  feet 
each  in  length,  and  the  main  body  one  hundred  and 
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twentx*'  The  court  chqpdii  in  the  ]%)itwii^ 
iu  the  left  is  the  grand  saloon.  The  principal  stair-

On 
ttie  other  side  of  the  hall  are  several  good  rooms, 
whioh  ksdto  a  Idnd  of  gallery,  fiom  whence  you 
advance  to  the  grand  saloon^  which  is  truly  magniii* 
cent,  deoontod  with  stncoo^  gildings  and  ewetf 
other  embellishment.  It  is  lofty  and  spacious,  about 
sixty  feet  in  length  end  forty,  in  breadth^  with  a  gai« 
lery  for  the  music.  This  grand  room  is  used  only 
for  festivals,  when  there  are  balls  and  assemblies ; 
and  then  it  is  castomaiy  ferthe  dokeand  tfae  whole, 
count  to  dine  and  sup  there.

ciafd  mmmmj  of  pfiwecutioii.  But  b»is  Menenjr 
to  apuocait  pbmm  t  in*  he  it  ftnd  of  brib  and 
assemblies^  where  be  d^ces  and  pltys  at  caidji 
«ith  tfae  ladwi,  and  apptan  highly  delighted  with 
their  company.  His  magnificence  is  without  pr&» 
fiMeoetty  and  bit  imUitwiniyifiitn  withoat  mtraint* 
finttUeitepen  to  thenobilitjraf  the  comtiy,  at 
well  as  to  iofttigmera  of  any  dirtiik^oa.  Thus  ht 
litet  like  a  gtotniat  priaeey  not  inaeceatible  to  fait 
subjects^  but  diffusing  his  goodness^  and  delighting 
in  ho^talitjr  tad  beaeftcete.  Yet  hit  fiataott 
ape  namged  wilfa  the  greatttt  odder  1  and  he  hat 
the  happioest  being  assisted  by  aainisters  perr 
fcctiy  ac«[iiainted  with  pobtietl  economy.  Potseaied 
of  too  much  sense  to  value  himself  merely  for  his 
high  biitb,  be  it  the  fiffthett  of  all  prineet  fnuaa 
my  appetrtnce  of  vanity.  He  it  poaiested  of  very 
good  natural  parts,  a  quick  apprehension,  sound 
judgment,  and  coniprabafeMTe  memory.  He  it 
master  of  several  languages ;  the  French  in  parti- 
^Mjiju  he  qpeakt  with  great  parity  and  ease,  and  he 
ii  well  veited  in  the  Italian.  He  nies  Teiy  lew  di* 
versions,  neither  does  he  seem  to  take  sufficient  ex* 
CBctie  Som  fait  health,  teUoon  going  cadieclMmtiBg  at 
sliootijig,  but  contenting  himself  with  takuig  the 
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ur  in  liis  chariot   Hia  cfaiof  dmraknn  ia  4mag 

good,  in  expanding  himself  in  acts  of  beneficence 
tatwaida  hia  sobjecta^  whose  happioieiafeema  to  qo»» 
■tkitte  thaaole  object  of  hta«»bitioiu  Th^  repay 
him  with  the  utmost  gratitude ;  lie  is  poaiassad  of 
their  iofe  and  aftodon:  andnemprinDaaiidpao>> 
pie  lived  in  greater  harmony." 

Hie  poitrait  of  the  elder  prineaai  ia  no  lew 
pleasing. 

The  duke  a  siater^  PrinoaM  Christina,  ai  in  her 
one-and-thirtieth  year,  tall  and  genteri  in  her  pe»- 
aon,  round  faced,  large  blue  eyes,  and  brown.  oom»- 
plezion*   She  ia  eztiemdy  well  thqpad,  of  an  en«*  ' 
gaging  carriage,  and  a  most  graceful  ligure,  but  a 
iittla naiked  with  the  email. pox*  Uerconattta- 
tion  ia  rather  delicate;  but  she  ib  very  good  tern* 
pared,  and  endowed  with  aodn  an  affiibiltty  as  wina 
the  hearts  of  all  those  who  have  the  honcHir  of 
approaching  her  person,   hhe  speaks  good  French,  ' 
and  with  great  fluency.   Her  coantenaace  ia  dig- 
nified  with  an  air  of  grandeur  suitable  to  her  rank, 
which  she  tempiara  in  conversation  with  a  becoming 
sweetness.    Ut:r  words  express  her  judgment  and 
ioand  aenae ;  and  good  breeding  aecompaniea  all 
her  actions.    Weaned  from  the  vices  of  the  age, 
she  discovers  her  lugh  birth  only  by  solid  pie^  and 
surprising  goodneea  of  heart.    The  improvement 
of  her  mmd  lias  been  ever  her  chief  study ;  ao 
the^  without  flatteiy,  I  may  affirm  her  to  be  edmned 
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with  everjr  accomplishment  suited  to  her  sex*  She 
reads  a  good  deal,  and  baa  lately  begun  to  leam 
English.  In  siiort^  her  graceful  aud  polite  be* 
haofioiir  cannot  be  apnuedi  like  her  brotfacTy  the 
has  not  the  least  pride,  nor  does  she  aftcct  any  pre- 
cmmeocct,  though^  besides  her  birth,  highly  entitled 
<o  it  by  the  Inatre  ef  her  princely  ▼irtoes.^

taam  oonrt  a  world  to  nrtiie  draws;**  an  asseition 
IS  uu^uestionall)  true  to  a  much  greater 
extent  than  is  gennally  imagined,  even  by  tfaose 
who  take  the  closest  and  most  correct  view  of  the 
W  eSbcto  of  great  exampl«u 

When  the  dnchess  dowager  of  Meeklenbanr  was 
ibrmmg  the  mmds  of  her  children,  and  carefiilly 
attending  to  the  manners  of  her  bonsehold,  she  had 
no  prospect  of  any  splendid  alliances  for  her  daugh- 
tcfs;  end  it  is  certain  that  she  neither  indolged 
such  ideas  herself,  nor  suffered  them  to  be  encou- 
raged in  conversation.  Totally  free  from  worldly 
policy,  she  rc<;  ulated  the  whole  system  of  her  mater- 
nal govemn^t  by  the  principle  of  rehgious  duty, 
in  a  pious  conformity  to  the  direction  <^  proTidence. 
Thus  laying  her  own  foundation  of  happiness  in 
the  deepest  humility;  and  feeling  the  benefit  of  it 
in  the  cahii  tranquillity  of  her  passions,  amidst 
many  severe  trials,  she  was  anxious  that  those  in 
whose  welfare  she  was  most  tenderly  interested, 
should  experience  the  s»me  blessing.

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The  co9»taut  advice,  therefore^  which  she  incul* 
d  wiA  to  seek  feliciiy  in  unity  of  aibction,  and 
fiiin{dicity  q£  action,  wiiich  sh#  justly  considered  as 
the  move  expedient  ibr  penonB  in  bigh  itstiony 

because  they  arc  pecaharly  exposed  to  deception 
and  temptation.  There  was  nothing  ahe  more 
dreaded  than  the  influence  of  diat  moral  pettiknot 
which  had  already  begun  to  make  too  great  a  pro- 
grata  in  Germany^  through  the  powerAii  agency  of 
Frederic,  ccmimonly  called  the  Great,  of  Prussia. 
But  the  mem  attractioa  of  royalty  alone  did  not 
give  a  charm  to  scepticism,  for  science  and  wit 
were  preased  into  iti  Bernoe;  and  this  celebrated 
monarch  seemed  resolved,  like  another  Julian,  to 
destroy  the  ('>hrii^ian  religion  by  the  iascinatiog 
allurenient  of  philosophy. 

The  Princess  of  Mecklenburg  saw  the  danger 
wUck  such  an  example  was  likely  to  produce;  and 
she  knew  enough  of  human  nature  to  be  convinced 
that  infideU^  finds  disciples  only  among  those  who 
have  never  studied,  or  comprehended  the  principles 
cf  troth.  With  this  peiiuMion  on  her^mind,  she 
directed  all  her  effortB  to  counteract  the  encroach- 
ing spirit  of  licentiousness  m  principle  and  practice; 
and  she  bad  the  mtislaction  of  seeing  the  solid 
principles  of  piety,  that  shone  so  conspicuously  in 
her  own  deportment,  reflected  in  the  conduct  of 
her  children.     How  stedfastly  indeed  th^  were 

grounded  on  the  bam  of  itligion^  tb»  tenour  of - 
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their  lives  gave  abundant  evidence;  but  one  instance 
nay  here  be  adduoed  as  marking  a  degree  of  exaltft- 
tioii  in  virtuous  sentiment  not  easily  paralleled. 
Prince  Charles^Lewia,  the  seoond  son,  on  oooung 
of  age,  irisited  mort  of  Ao  oouitB  in  Gonnany ;  and 
as  he  was  a  very  handsome  young  msax,  gay^  and 
highly  accnmpiisbed,  he  tieeanie  an  ofafeet  of 
general  admnraUon  to  the  ladies.    A  princess  be- 

loD^iiig  i»  one  of  the  int  faooaes  in  the  empire  feU 

violeutly  in  love  with  him;  and  an  oveiture  wa« 
made  in  oonseqiiancej  withoet  the  tmaliest  doubt 
bat  tibafcttipouki  be  gladly  accepted^  aatheprolfered 
eihancc  appeared  to  be  too  advantageous  to  be 
iQected* 

The  pnnce,  however,  did  deciioe  it;  ior  though 
the  lady  posseued  youth,  bnaty,  and  erery  exter- 
nal attractioii  that  might  have  captivated  any  other 
man,  and  tfaongh  the  family  posseated  graat  power^ 
he  oodU  not  bring  Unuidf  to  mute  fai»  Ate  t» 
one  who  had  expressed  light  notions  on  religious 
ral^ecti. 

Here  the  excellence  of  the  system  adopted  in  the 
edocstion  of  this  iUuttrioos  &mily  beoune  manifest 
in  a  brilliant  victory  over  policy  and  the  passions. 
Tbm  waa  after  the  mother  of  the  prince  had  been 
called  to  the  enjoyment  of  lier  eternal  leward:  but 
even  while  she  was  engaged^  and  that  undet  very 
dnticMnig  ducumttances,  4n  the  performance  of 
her  maternal  duties,  ahe  w  as  encouraged  by  tiie 
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confidence  whicli  an  insight  into  their  opening 
ninds  a&rded,  that  her  sooi  would  prove  honouri' 
able,  and  her  dangbtm  virtuous. 
*  TfaU  consolation  she  experienced^  when  the  Barnes 
of  war^  kindlirf  by  die  King  of  Prussia,  spread  de* 
solation  over  the  territories  of  the  minor  princes  of 
Germany.    The  duchy  of  Mecklenbuig  fielt  the 

tremendous  scourge  with  peculiar  severity  through* 
out  the  whole  of  that  protracted  contest,  which 
lasted  firom  1756  to  17fid*  FVederic,  exasperated 
against  tiie  court  of  bcliwerin  formaintammg  a  strict 
MQtrality  while  llie  war  was  raging  betwem  him 
and  the  empress  c^ucen^  did  every  thing  iliat  a  proud 
and  vindictive  spirit  could  devise  to  manifest  Ua 

resentment.  lie  not  only  caused  his  troops  to 
march  through  the  ducal  estates,  but  to  take-up 
tbcir-quarters  in  the  towns  and  villages,  which  diey 
.  treated  as  if  they  were  in  an  enemy  s  country. 
The  PmssianSy  by  theur  repeated  wanton  acts  of  vio- 
lence, evidently  followed  the  directions  wliich  they 
had  received ;  or  they  knew  that  their  conduct  would 
not  be  displeasing  to  their  master,  whose  generals, 
in  &ct,  levied  heavy  contributions  upon  the  people 
of  Meddenburg,  forced  the  young  men  into  their 
armies^  and  punished  tlxem  as  deserters  whenever 
they  ^endeavoured  to  make  their  escape.  . 

The  outrages  committed  under  the  immediate 
observation  of  the  Protestant  hero^  as  he  was  ridi- 
culously termed^  could  not  iiavc  been  exceeded  by 
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an  infiiriatod  aoUiery  on  entiring  a  conquered 
country.  Complaints  were  uaeletiy  Sot  they  were 
^regarded;  and  rauataooe  on  the  part  of  the  op- 

presoccl  peasantry  only  aggravated  tlie  misenes 
which  they  mi&red. 

On  one  fiurm  alone^  these  ravagers  levied  a  con- 
tiibuUoa  of  four  thn^^mnd  crowns^  Htidflt  what 
they  took  as  plunder  and  ibvage.  Yet  all  this  was 
moderation  when  compared  with  what  the  poor 
villageff  endured^  whoee  entine  etock  of  ptovidoni 
■was  taken  away,  their  furniture  converted  into  fuel, 
or  wantcmly  destroyed,  and  themselves  with  their 
children  left  to  perish  in  the  depth  oi  winter. 

Thus  oontinually  exposed  to  fresh  depredatioiis^ 
the  people  in  despair  relinquished  trade,  and  even 
n^iected  tp  cultivate  their  lands.  So  little  indeed 
was  property  respected,  that  the  ducal  fiunily  and 
the  nobility  found  it  necessary  to  convey  their  plate 
and  other  valuables  to  Hambug  and  Lubec,  finr 
security.  Even  the  sacred  ornaments  and  utensils 
of  the  churches  wera  lonoved^  or  concealed^toproi* 
vent  their  ialling  into  the  hands  of  tbeie  rapacioua 
visitors,  who  wcxe  represented  in  England  as  fight- 
ing for  the  support  of  liberfy  and  religion*  lids, 
however,  was  a  convenient  pretext,  oi  which  no  one 
knew  better  how  to  take- advantage  than  flredeiie 

the  Great,  wiAo,ia  all  his  public  declaraiiuus^  ai  liully 
idfntifi^  his  cause  with  the  Protestant  interest^ 
though  iu  his  heart  he  had  no  m<Mre  reqpect  fcr  one 
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lAmeh  tibm  motlMr.  To  the  priticiplei  of  gcnamo 
IsbertjTi  this  monarchy  with  all  his  boasted  parade  of 
Im  inqniiy ,  iTlA  a  detmnided  cncinyy  and  it  wooU 
be  a  diffiimk  matter  to  find  among  bis  cotempo- 
laiiea  a  man  o£  more  despotic  diaracter«   Had  Fke* 

deric  possessed  those  great  quaHties  to  which  he  set 
mp  anch  high  pntaMkma^  and  which  were  conceded 
to  him  by  the  sycophancy  and  partiality  of  ihte 
t&mes^  the  presence  of  his  armies  in  peaceful  states 
would  not  bam  been  regarded  by  tibe  inhabitants 
with  the  same  chill  of  horror     if  the  pestilence  had 
antared  tbeir  dwellings.   This,  however,  was  the 
universal  feeling  througliout  Mecklenburg,  especi- 
ally whan  the  King  ol'  Pmtssia  made  the  whole 
country  a  military  station,  for  bia  own  defence 
against  the  mcursions  of  the  Russians  and  the 
'  Swedea.  *  Allowing  the  nccesrily  of  this  occupancy^ 
as  a  measure  justiheu  by  the  exigency  of  tlie  case^ 
and  the  laws  of  war,  no  sophistry  ean  devise  a  pal- 
liative for  the  acts  of  spohatioii  perpetrated  under 
the  authority  of  the  Phusian  comrnanders,  in  tenri- 
tones  which  it  was  their  dnty  to  have  protected. 
But  the  people  of  this  ill-tated  country  had  most 
reason  to  pray  for  ddiveranee  from  tbeir  pretended 
friends,  whose  exactions,  being  perpetual,  rendered 
tlie  i^iesakm  intakmUe,  while  the  evils  arising 
from  the  inroads  of  their  enemy  on  the  borders 
were  merdy  a  temporary  inconvenience, 
lliese  calamities,  which  deepened  in  horror  from 
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day  to  day,  as  the  war  proceeded,  weighed  so  ^ 
hoimljr  w  the  ffttriu  of  the  attetod  doclMm  m  to 

lay  the  foundation  of  that  disorder  which 
bar  nhimatety  to  the  graw.  Aa  kng  as  the  meana  * 
aflbidedy  cbmkf  waa  libenllf  diatribqled  mmotif 
the  sufiehng  poor;  but,  at  lengthy  the  visitatioo 
baeane  to  general,  that  all  the  enrtiana  afbcne- 
▼olence  were  inadequate  to  relieve  even  a  small 
poitioa  of  the  nriieiy  that  abounded.  Notbinfp 

remained  to  the  most  feeling  bosom  but  the  tear  of 

pity^  and  the  hopeurf*  peace*  Of  thialaat,  however, 
llia  ptOBpect  appealed  ▼ery  ftinty  tifii  the  Tictaty 
gained  by  the  iving  of  Prussia^  over  Marshal  Paim 
at  Tergau,  on  the  third  of  November^  IfiOp  gmm 
new  turn  to  affairs.  Amidst  the  exultation  pro- 
dnccd  by  that  event,  the  younger  princaaa  of  fitm- 

htz  took  tlic  surprising  resolution  of  vvriting  a  letter 
lo  the  king,  more  indeed  aa  aa  appeal  to  hia  feel« 
higs  thfm  an  addreas  to  his  vanity. 

The  following  la  a  traoaiaUon  o£  this  pathetic 
epMe,  the  langnaga  and  aeotimenl  of  whidi  did 
the  highest  honour  to  the  geniua  and  spirit  of  the 
fiur  and  iUnatnona  writer* 

May  it  please  your  M^yesty^ 

I  am  at  a  loss  whether  I  should  eongratnkto 
or  oondote  with  you  on  your  late  victory,  smce  the 
tame  auoeaaa  whidi  haa  euvoed  yon  wMi  lanreb 

Im  overspread  the  country  of  Mecklenburg  with 
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desc^ation.  I  know,  Sire,  tiiat  it  seems  unbecoming 
my  §eK,  in  tfik  age  of  Tickiitf  reflnenimt,  toieel  fer 
one's  couutiy,  to  lament  the  horrors  of  war,  or  to 
wnh  for  the  relam  of  peace.  I  know  you  simy 
think  it  more  properly  my  profiooe  to  study  Ae 
arts  of  pleasing,  or  to  inspect  subjects  of  a  more 
domeatic  nature;  but,  howerer  unbecoming  it  nnrir 
be  in  me,  I  cannot  resist  the  desire  of  interceding 
ibr  tbia  unhappy  people. 

It  was  but  a  very  few  years  ago  that  tliis  terri- 
tory  wore  the  moat  jrfeasing  appearance.  Tbe 
country  was  cultmEted,  the  peasant  looked  cheerful^ 
and  the  towns  abounded  with  riches  and  festivity. 
What  an  akeration  at  present  from  such  a  cfaanning 
scene !  I  am  not  expert  at  description,  nor  can  my 
fimcy  add  any  hotxeta  to  the  fueturei  but  surely 

even  conquerors  themselves  would  weep  at  the 
hideous-  prospects  now  before  me.    The  whole 
country,  my  dear  country,  lies  one  frightfid  waste, 
presenting  only  objects  to  excite  terror,  pity,  and 
despair.  The  employments  of  tiie  huabandman  and 
the  shepherd  are  quite  suspended;  for  the  husband* 
man  and  the  shepherd  are  become  aoldkrs  them* 
selves,  and  help  to  ravage  the  soil  which  they 
formerly  cultivated.   The  towns  are  inhabited  only 
by  old  men,  women,  and  duldren;  while  perhaps 
here  and  there  a  wamor,  by  wounds  or  loss  ci  limbs  * 
randared  unfit  for  aermce,  ia  left  at  his  4oar,  when 
his  little  children  bang  round  iiim^  ask  the  history  of 
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ev€^  wound^  and  grow  themselves  soidiers  b^bm 
ibef  find  strength  far  the  AeUL  But  tUi  wm 
nothmgy  4id  we  not  &el  the  alternate  imoknce  of 
chfaer  anny  ai  it  h^ipeiu  to  advmee  or  retrati;  ia 
pursuing  the  operations  of  tlie  campaign.  It  is 
impoBsiUie,  indeed^  to  eqmss  the  oonfiisioii  whksh 
tbcy  who  call  thcuiselvcs  our  friends  create,  for 
e¥en  those  fiotfi  whom  we  might  esEpect  lehet  oiiljr 
oppress  ito  witfi  new  cakmities^  '  From  jpoiir  jostice^ 
therefore,  it  is^  Sire,  that  we  hope  redress:  to  joa 
esen  duUrsn.aiid  women  may  complain,  whose 
liumamty  stoops  to  the  meanest  petition,  and  whose 
power  is  cqiaMe  of  ity  csimg  the  giesAest  wrong  * 

What  imprssiaau  this  cxtraocdinarir  epiitle  had 

en  die  personage  to  whom  it  was  addressed  cannot 
now  be  ascertained;  but  from  a  letter  written  by 
Vkederie  to  his  General  de  Zietcn,  in  whieh  he  ' 
charges  him  to    revive  a  sense  of  due  order  in  tim 
amy/  it  seems  fidr  to  eoodnde  thai  the  renmi- 

strance  had  nut  been  without  effect.  The  language 
ef  the  king  is  so  remarkable  as  ahnost  to  funush  a 
oommentary  on  die  preceding  letter.  I  am  do*, 
termined/!  he  says,  "  that  henceforth  all  violent 
expediently  att  axecCions^  aU  arbitrary  snpfdies,  shall 
oette.  I  shall  require  the  whole  army  to  pay  due 
Mpect  to  the  lews  of  diseiplinei  and  shall  eanse 
e^ery  transgression  of  those  laws  to  he  severely 
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poaished.**  Whf  ths  king,  who  had  knoini  of 

th^  mknt  expedients/*  should  aow^  for  the  first 
time,  iMmdBnclMiis  fiDT  difiir  diteonrimiMioe,  miglit 

well  excite  surprise  in  those  who  had  for  so  long  a 
tpace  sttffiaral  under  thfiou  His  semihiUty  nd 
juttioe  wonM  oertainly  hs?e  been  hoMmred  in 
enfiarcing  such  wbaksome  regulations  during  the 
heit  cf  Ae  warthanatthe'dMaofifc.  Tbepeopio 
of  Germany,  however,  soon  experienced  a  favour- 
able change  in  their  eiroainitanflee;  and  while  the  ' 
adulators  of  the  king  ascribed  that  effect  to  his 
nagnaniniit|r  akmoy  thane  wwe  eoma  an  the  aacra^ 
who  scrupled  not  to  say  that  the  hand  of  a  maidan 
had  touched  the  ch(»ds  ot  his  heart* 

txipiea  Of  me  leaer  were  in  pnvaaa  cwenniiiop 
among  the  several  courts  on  that  part  of  the  conti- 
nent;  firom  whence  ono  feond  its  wi^*  to  the  handa 
of  the  princess  dowager  of  Wales,  who  regarded  it 
with  more  admiration,  as  she  had  heraelf  always 
viewed  the  German  war  with  abhorrence,  and  held 
the  character  of  the  hang  at  Jt^russia  in  contempt. 
The  prinoesi,  howeiver,  waa  vnder  the  neceaai^  of 
concealing  her  sentiments,  as  nmch  as  possible,  in 
a  comabry  where  the  war  was  extremely  popular^and^ 
the  Prussian  monarch  a  general  fitTourite,  thpughthe 
nation  had  to  pajr  him,  iixMn  j^ear  to  year,  an  enofw 
SKRM  snm,  to  enable  him  to  fi^ht  his  own  battles. 
There  were  not  wanting  intelligent  persons  to  sea 
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through  the  tmpalky  of  such  a  connexion  on  the 
part  of  England;  but  their  publicationB  on  the 
subject  weie  considered  iigurioas  to  die  natioiial 
honour^  and  the  writers  were  covered  with  tlie  most 
odioiu  CfiiiaeitB,  as  the  enemies  of  their  ootmtiy* 
The  continental  war  was  the  darling  object  of  the 
old  monarch,  Greorge  the  Second^  whose  predilection 
fer  his  electorsl  estates  overbalanced  evay  other 
concern  i  and  no  person  could  hope  for  his  iavouTj 
^  who  ycntiired  to  call  in  question  the  wisdom  of  an 
alUance  which  exhausted  the  public  revenue,  with- 
out any  prospect  of  commensurate  advantages  tor 
sof^  immense  sacrifices  of  bkxMl  and  treasure. 

It  is  true,  England  had  gained  many  important  ac* 
qaintioiis  in  America^  which,  with  several  splendid 
naval  victories^  aflbrded  her  the  means  of  negotiating 
peace  on  the  most  honourable  terms,  and  estabhsb- 
ing  it  upon  a  permanent  basis.  But  it  was  a  pro- 
blem, at  the  best,  of  no  very  easy  solution,  whetlier 
even  these  achievements  were  not  dearly  purchased 
by  a  Grerman  war,  even  on  the  supposition  that 
this  war  had,  in  a  direct  hue,  operated  to  produce 
our  transatlantic  conquests. 

The  prevailing  opinion  at  that  time,  however, 
ran  in  &vour  of  the  Phissian  alliance,  as  essential 
even  to  the  security  of  our  foreign  possessions, 
which  strange  infatuation  was  fostered  by  the  mi- 
nistry, out  of  complaisance  to  the  king,  and  much 
to  the  benefit  of  tlic  contractofb.    But  while  the 
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aged  aovereign  was  waiting  io  0neat  auxietgr  ftr 

despatches  from  Germany,  where  the  aspect  of 
a&irs  ware  a  lowenug  caat,  h»  was.  suddenly  art- 
mrtacd  deaths  at  Kenstngtoii,  on  the  morning  of 
the  twejity-liith  of  October^  17  ia  the. seventy-^ 
seventh  year  of  his  age.

Sooli  aftor  the  conuiMnoeQieiit  of  the  n&w  ragn^ 

public  curiosity  was  oa  the  alert  respecting  the 
royd  intailioni  on  the  subject  of  mamage.  The 

tlclay  of  tlic  coiouatiou  seemed  to  indicate  not  only 

that  a  dcttgii  of  thia  nature  waa  than  coutemplatec^ 

but  that  negotiatiuus  were  actually  on  foot;  and  yet 
ao  aecretly  waa  the  affiur  kepi,  none  who  wer» 
about  the  court  oodd  form  any  idea  of  the  leal 
object  upon  whom  tljc  choice  oi  the  young  monarch 
bad  faUeoL  Speeulationa  were  haaaided  in  abun^ 
dance^  but  all  of  them  were  wide  of  the  mark^ 
bacauae  it  waa  the  ^nend  eKpectation  that  the  alii* 
auce  would  be  formed  on  the  usual  principlea  of 
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state  policy,  and  a  due  regard  to  powerful  con- 
neximis.   With  that  view^  George  the  Second  had 

projected  sojnc  years   before  his  death  a  union 
between  the  Prince  of  Wales  and  a  niece  of  the 
King  of  Prussia.    This  proposition  was  so  gratify- 
ing to  Frederic,  that  he  embraced  it  with  eagerness^ 
and  urged  the  accomplishment  of  it  by  repeated 
applications  to  the  King,  and  the  princess  do\^a^r 
of  Wales.     But  though  the  former  seconded  tiie 
wishes  of  his  brother  monarch,  the  latter  bad 
feelings  of  a  different  kind^  and  sentiments  more 
exalted  tban  those  of  a  political  nature.   She  ob- 
Jected  to  the  proposed  marriage,  because  she  consi- 
dered her  gon  as  too  young  to  enter  into  that  state; 
and  she  had  a  still  more  rooted  dishke  to  it,  on  ac- 
count of  the  libertine  principles  which  prevailed  in 
the  family.   The  princess  wisely  thought  that  mar- 
riages constructed  on  merely  public  grounds  were 
ill  calculated  to  promote  either  individual  or  national 
happiness ;  and  she  had  the  satisfaction  to  find  her 
son  of  the  same  opuiion.    From  the  gentleness  of 
his  disposition,  however,  and  the  known  respect 
which  he  had  for  his  grandfather,  the  princess  was 
apprehensive  lest  his  resolution  should  yield  to 
authority  or  persuasion.   Happily,  these  maternal 

fears  were  soon  removed  ;  for  the  young  prince  ex- 
pressed himself  with  such  modest  &rmness  on  the 
sttbjeet,  that  the  old  ^  king,  after  many  trials  «nd 
even  the  o^er  of  a  splendid  establishment,  relin*-

^lusbed  the  design,  with  the  rauarkj  thftt,tbe  boy 
ym  good  fer  notbbigy  and  only  fit  to  read  the  Bible 

to  his  mother." 

From  that  time,  the  prince  lived  in  a  very  private 
manner,  insomuch,  that  the  nation  which  he  was 
bom  to  govern  had  scarcely  any  opportunity  of 
becooring  acquainted  with  bit  character.   This  was 
eUefly  owing  to  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  the 
royal  funily,  and  the  reierved  manner  in  which  the 
princess  dowager  lived  at  Kew  and  Leicester  House^ 
where  she  saw  hut  little  company,  and  was  seldom 
visited  by  His  Miyesty,  or  the  rest  of  her  relations* 
The  princess  here  all  this  with  the  greatest  patieaccj 
Ihwikfiilj  indeed,  that  hereby  she  was  su&red  to 
retain  ber  Ktde  family  together,  under  her  own 
inspection,  though  she  had  to  struggle  through  nu« 
meroiis  difficulties,  and  to  encounter  ]the  most  acute 
mortifications.    Under  all  these  severe  trials,  she 
was  supported  by  the  unexampled  affection  and 
dutiful  attentions  of  the  Prince  of  Wales,  who  stu- 
died  her  comfort  in  eveiy  act  and  connexion  of  his 
liCe.   There  were  not  wanting,  however,  evil  dis- 
posed persons^  who  represented  this  excellence  of 
^^hary^^r  as  a  proof  of  weakness  on  the  part  of  the 
son,  and  of  political  artifice  on  that  of  the  motheir. 
Such  is  the  maiigmty  of  party,  that  even  virtues  of 
tile  purest  nature  are  sometimes  distorted  into  obli* 
ijuities;  and  that  which  ought  to  command  universal

admiration,  is  lie  Id  up  as  an  object  of  ridicule  and 

oontempt  The  privacy  in  which  the  piinoe  limd, 
and  his  refusal  of  an  establishment,  on  the  eooditi- 

ons  with  which  it  was  shackled,  did  infinitely  more 
bonoibr  to  his  integrit3r  and  ferbearanee  than  cmd**^ 
to  the  Uberality  of  ministers  or  the  nation;  an/ 
Parliament  iteelf  oooM  banUy  be  justified  | 
indifference  to  the  situation  of  the  heir  apparel 
the  straitened  circumstances  of  the  prmcesf 
ger  of  Wales  with  her  family. 

The  death  of  George  the  Second  made 
prising  change  in  the  face  of  the  political  he 
and  they  who  had  scarcely  taken  any  notice 
prince  in  public  for  fear  dFgiiing  gffimeey  wei 
the  loudest  in  his  praises^  and  the  most  obse 
in  their  respects.  I 

He  had  bnt  just  completed  his  twenty- 
year:  a  time  of  lile  the  most  eiitical  Ibr  the^ 
fiient  of  power,  and  partienlarly  so  to  coo  wb 
be  said  to  have  lived  hitherto  almost  in  a  st 
aedusion  from  the  eminence  whidi  be  was  de 
to  occupy.    His  education  had  not  been  negl 
though  it  was  made  an  object  of  fierce  contc,  ^ 
among  the  courtiers,  some  of  whom  presV  i, 
serious  remonstrances  to  the  king,  in  wlnchi 
complained  heavily  of  the  mode  of  inatn:' 
pursued  by  the  tutors,  who  were  even  accused  of

'pdriod  £dlaci<HU;  but  the  prince  suflered  in  beiiig 
thus  made  the  sport  of  party,  and,  worse  than  aO^ 

Irom  the  neglect  with  which  he  was  treated  by  the 
king,  who  seMoiii  took  the  tzoable  to  make  any 
inquiries  about  the  progress  which  he  made,  or  the 
cofDpetency  oi'  those  to  whom  his  education  was 
etttmsted. 

On  one  occasion,  when  the  young  pnnce  was  not 
ten  yean  old,  the  king,  just  as  he  was  about  to  set 

oft  for  Hanover,  sent  Jiarua  iStainbcrg  to  examine 
the  children  of  Prince  Frederic  in  their  learning. 
The  'baron  discharged  his  office  very  punctu- 
ally, by  taking  them  ail  in  due  course ;  and  at  the 
eondumon  said  to  Prince  George,  that  he  would  tdl 
the  king  what  a  great  proticicncy  his  highness  had 
made  in  his  Latin,  but  that  he  wished  he  would  be 
a  Ktde  more  perfect  in  his  Gennan  grammar,  as  it 
would  be  oi  i^ignal  use  to  ium.  "  German  gram- 
marl  German  grammar  T  retorted  the  prince:  ^'why^ 

any  dull  child  can  learn  that!"  This  witticism, 
which  would  have  tickled  any  other  man,  gavcgreat 
oSaice  to  the  old  monarch. 

These  incidents  throw  hglit  upon  tlie  history  of 
the  times,  and  they  afford  a  clue  to  the  events  which 
distinguished  the  early  part  of  the  new  reign. 

The  German  war  was  not  a  iavourite  object 
wkh  the  young  monarch;  neither  was  it  likely,  from 
tile  manner  m  wiiicli  he  bad  been  brougiit  up,  that 
he  shooU  heartily  espouse  the  interests  of  the  King 
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of  Prussia,  howev^  expedient  it  might  \m  to  main- 

with  that  potentftte.  The  kMnr  of  the  yo—g 
Fnacess  of  Mecklenburg  was  certainly  calculated 
to  heifhten  Ah  amiion  to  the  war,  liie  oaianntwa 

of  wbich  it  so  pathetically  dqiicted;  and  the  pe- 
nnal  as  naturally  excited  the  moat  fimMiraUa  aMti^ 
ments  of  the  talents,  the  spirit^  aud  the  seubibiiity 
of  thfi  wiiter. 

The  piuieeaa  dkiwftger^  with  iim  fpiwliiig  of  m  mo- 
ther who  had  the  real  liappiness  of  her  son  at  hearty 
heiM  this  eifcumateaeeas  coDdiicm  Id  Ifa^ 
Accordingly,  with  the  full  consent  of  the  king,  she 
caused  seerst  mqmaea  to  be  made  at  Siraiita  aboiit 
every  branch  of  the  ducal  iamiiy,  but  more  particu- 
larly in  regaid  to.tfae  person  and  qualifioatiDDa  of 
the  youngest  daughter.  This  delicate  business  was 
entrusted  to«»  person  ot  sound,  judgment  and  iota* 
grity,  who  eonductad  tt.with  waA  psmsiou  aad 
caution,  that  while  the  compietest  inlormation  was 
obtained,  not  the  slightest  suspicion  ame  an  the 
subject  (A  the  misisiou  either  in  Germany  or  £ng« 
land.  When  the  piincess.  de^Rragsr  had  obtaiiied 
entire  satisfaction,  she  transmitted  a  letter  by 
General  Grsune^  in  the  seme  jMrivate  "lagi^ip^  ^ 
the  Dudieas  of  Meeklenburg,  who  reoeiTed  the 
overture  with  the  greatest  surpnse*  It  has  been 
aaad  that  at  this  time  a  Seoteh  duke  was  then  aeto> 
elLy  present  in  the  court  of  Strelitz,  as  a  suitor  to 
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RXAsam  rat  iM  mauT.  9t 

the  elder  piincess,  and  ttMt  bis  tddreiM  #m  fik ' 

vourc'd  oil  every  side,  whea  this  unexpected  pro- 
posal put  an  end  to  the  eourtihipy  anieh  to  the 
regret  ef  the  young  couple,  both  of  whom  remaineti 
single  to  the  end  of  their  days. 

Let  this  slorjr  bis  es  it  mby;  the  com^MBdenee 
between  the  princess  dowager  and  the  Duchess  of 
MecUenboif^  soon  one  to  a  pomt  that  only  in* 

quired  an  open  declaration  on  the  part  of  the  king, 
and  a  formal  oonrse  of  proeeeding  t^HMwlmg  lo  the 
edquitte  usad'eti  Meh  oeeerions.  Still,  even  nfr 
to  this  period^  the  uiOst  profound  secrecy  had  been 
ehwKfeJ,  so  that  none  of  the  pemns  aboot  th» 

Bhti&h  court  had  the  slightest  conception  of  what 

wai  palling*  '  Tlie  principal  leason  ftr  this  siknco 

appears  to  have  been  an  apprehension  lest  the  spirit 
of  party  should  interpose  to  raise  a  clamour  against 
the  marriage,  as  one  beneath  the  dignity  of  a  gieat 
nation^  and  contrary  to  the  political  interests  which 
eagfat  Id  be  eonsitlted  on  snch  oceaaions* 

The  project  of  a  matrunonial  alliance  with  the 
ilOliae  of  Brandeobiug  has  been  abeacfy  mentioned^ 
and  it  still  continued  to  be  entertained  by  many  peiw  ^ 
sons  of  great  weight  and  mfluenoe,  particularly  the 
Dnke  of  Ctanberiand,  and  his  sister  Arindiiy  whose 
conduct  to  the  princess  had  been  such  as  to  nake

ordinary  council  was  convened,  which  wis  v&y 
numerously  attend^,  though  it  is  a  fact  that  fev 
of  tiie  members  knew  for  what  purpose  they  were 
assembled,  till  the  king  himself  delivered  this 
dedaration  .to  the  president: 

"  Having  nothing  so  much  at  heart  as  to  procure 
die  welfare  aad  hapfmiess  of  my  p^ple»  aod<to 
render  the  same  stable,  and  permanent  to  posterity, 
I  have,  ever  since  my  accession  to  the  throne, 
turned  my  thoughts  towards  the  choice  of  a  prin- 
cess for  my  consort;  and  I  now,  with  great  satis- 
fiustioii,  acquaint  you,  that  afier  the  fullest  in- 

formation^  and  mature  dt'lihcration,  I  am  come  tO 
a  resolution  to  demand  in  marriage  the  Princess 
Charlbtte  of  Mecklenburg  Strelits;  a  princess  dis- 
tinguished by  every  eminent  virtue  and  amiable 
endowment,  whose  illustrious  line  has  constantly 
shewn  the  firmest  zeal  for  the  Protestant  religion, 
and  a  particular  attachment  to  my  family.  I  have 
judged  proper  to  communicate  to  you  these  my 
intentions,  in  order  tliat  you  may  be  fully  apprised 
of  a  matter  to  highly  important  to  me  and  to  my 
kingdoms,  and  which,  I  persuade  myself,  will  be 
most  acceptable  to  all  my  loving  subjects/*  . 

Though  the  council  were  taken  by  surprise,  the 
royal  resolution  was  received  witli  all  proper  respect; 
and  the  same,  evening  the  declara,tion  appeared  in 
an  extraordinary  gazette,  accompanied  by  an  ofd^ 
-Ibr  solemnizing  the  ceremony  of  the  coronation.

on  the  twenty-second  of  September.  In  the  mean 
time,  the  Earl  of  Harcourt  hastened  Co  Strditz 
to  concltide  the  treaty  of  inamage  tn  fbrni)  and  to 
accompany  the  queen  to  Eughind,  whiie  Admiral 
Lord  Anson  proceeded  with  the  royal  yachts  and 

ships  of  war  to  Cuxliaven.  Before  tiie  arrival  of  tiie 
British  ambassador  in  Mecklenburg,  the  duchess 
dowager  died,  which  occasioned  a  litde  delay;  but 
on  the  hitcenth  of  August  the  customary  formalities 
of  affiancing  took  place,  and  her  serene  highness  re- 
ceived the  compliments  of  the  states  of  the  country 
on  the  occasion,  alter  which  a  sumptuous  entertain- 
ment was  given,  at  which  the  bridMlect  dined  at  a 
separate  table,  with  tlie  Princess  of  Schwartzburg, 
her  grand-aunt,  and  the  Princess  Christina,  her^ 

sister.    His  serene  highness  the  duke  dined  with 

the  ELnglish  minister,  and  several  ladies  and  gentle^ 
men,  at  a  large  table  in  the  saloon.  Pour  tables, 
with  upwards  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  covers,  were 
.  served  in  two  other  apartments.  In  the  evening 
the  gardens  of  the  easile  were  illuminated  with 
above  for^  thousand  lamps;  the  whole  town  also 
exhibited  similar  splendour;  and  the  next  day  there 
was  a  grand  festival. 

These  rejoicings,  however,  were  mixed  with  some 
painful  sensations  at  the  idea  of  being  separated 
from  a  beloved  object,  whose  iace  few  in  that  coun- 
try could  ever  hope  to  behold  again*  The  scene  of 
parting  in  the  family  was  also  exceedingly  affect* 
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ip^  and  emced  how  much,  the  princess^  whose 
devafcion  every  cme  oontempliited  with  prid«,  de- 
forred  a  throne  by  the  goodness  of  her  heart.  But 
the  nm^6mmt  was  not  coofiiifld^..to  the  palace,  a» 
appeared  in  the  extraordinary  manner  with  which 
rfk^Kiiimim  of  the  old  towa  of  Strelilz  took

tiieir  leave  of  tlic  princess. 

Of  thia  i|ieetaGle  the  ^c^l^wiag  account  wa» 
drawn  up  by  an  ejre  witiicaa: 

«  Chi  the  sevontoettth  of  August,  176 1,  was 
araotod  in  •  plain  a  triumphal  arch^  thirty^wofii^ 
in  height,  witli  two  pillars  in  fipont;  and  doic  to  it 
waa  a  platfism  of  five  hmidied  paces,  on  which 
were  drawn  up  the  three  compamea  of  the  town 
«>tli<4aj  under  arms,  with  their  colours  flying.  On 
each  tide  of  the  front  of  the  aieh  were  two  gien 
]x»wen»5  and  a  tent,  with  a  variety  of  refreshments 
ftr  the  speetatora,  of  whom  there  waa  a  prodigiotts 
liuiiiber  bom  the  towns  in  the  neighbourhood,  ao 
they  avfcied  the  heights  all  round  the  place; 
and  the  multitudes  of  persons,  horses^  and  cir- 
riages,  formed  altogether  a  very  Uvely  scene* 

The  triumphal  arch  waa  decorated  with  natorsi 

foliage  aiid  iestoons,  and  over  it  were  two  terrestrial 
globo^  having  on  the  first  Europe,  Asia,  and  Afrioi, 
and  on  the  otiier  America.  These  globes  were  unr- 
mounted  with  the  arms  4if  Great  ^ntam  and  Meck- 
lenburg united.  On  tibe  back  part  of  tibe  lihunphal 
ardi  were  rqpreaented.  autumn  ^nd  spring  in  their 
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attiibutes  of  ripe  fruits  and  flowers^  with  au  inscrip- 
Imph  to  tUi  oAmI^ 

<^  PomoiM  toon  encceedi  to  Flora, 

And  the  bridal  cliambef  sapersedes  the  gra?e.*' 

Thk  lail  Iim  liad  n  aUuimi  to  iim  demiic  the 

duchess  dowager  of  Mecklenburg,  who  died  soott 
ifter  Gcnml  Graeme  demanded  tbe  fKmcMB  im 
marriage,  and  eoiisequently  had  not  the  pleasure  of 
wkoeas&Dg  her  daughter's  happiness. 

^On  eaeh  tide  mdiittllie  arch  atood  six  reapeel- 
able  towiismens'  daugliters,  between  eleven  and 
tvfdm  yeara  ef  age,  in  white  jackets  and  petti- 
coats, with  light  blue  iibbauds^  and  their  liair 
dmaad  io  natural  fldwen«  Each  had  in  her  hand  a 
wreadi  of  myrtle,  aomething  larger  than  a  crown ;^ 
tbna  noting  the  coming  of  the  princess. 

Oi  the  ridft  of  the  flcM  towards  new  Strelita 
stood  a  captain  of  Mecklenburg  liorac,  in  a  blue  uni- 
ftm^  wHb  sixteen  troopenr,  in  order  to  join  the 
cavalcade  attending  on  her  serene  highness,  and  to 
coodueitbe  whole  to  the  above-mentioned  ptatforau 

^  Tim  iUnatfioua  procession  was  headed  by  Mar- 
ihai  Zeslierfieth,  with  two  running  tbotmeu;  then

The  dinner  lU  this 
plaoB  vaa  {Hotided  for  three  bundled  pcnotts,  bjr 
His  &Iajesty*s  cooks,  who  came  from  Hanover 
for  that  pHiposc*  The  sane  evaiii^  at  wmm 
oVlodE,  she  aade  her  entiy  into  Stade,  with  a 
tnia  «f  six  coaches^  escorted  by  a  guaivl  oi  Hano- 
veritia  hone.  AU  the  eaaMn  oo  the  walls  were 
firedy  ilie  bells  rung  throughout  the  piace^  and 
at  night  there  wai  a  general  illuminatioii*  The 
burgesses  under  arms  lined  the  street  tlnough  which 

Ibeeavalcade  passed;  and  at  theeiulaf  it  a  triuaaphal 

arch  was  erected,  omraioited  with  various  emblems 
and  iMGsipticms  in  Latin.  The  same  evenuig  the 
pstmbers  of  the  Hamburg  oompany  were  intfro- 
^icedy  when  an  appropriate  address  was  delivered 
Ha  her  aersne  highnraa^  who  reoeivedtbe  gmllenen 
\ery  courteously,  and  returned  tlieiu  a  short  answer 
■i  the  GcniMi  language*  At  the  same  tisM^  aome 
of  the  principal  ladies  of  the  town  presented  her  with 
coDgratttlatMy  veiies^  upon  rich  velvet  cushions. 
.  Tbe  nest  daf  ,  hmng  finndaiy,  her  semie  high- 
ness rested  at  iiuxtehtude,  and  on  Monday  uiormng, 

athalfpaatnine,ahekft  Stede  in  the  adaitehy 
hsge,  with  the  royal  standard  flyingi  acconipanied 
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^  her  brother^  Prince  Charles^  the  Earl  of  Har* 
comt.  and  Lord  Amon.  On  passing  down  tfie 
river,  which  was  lined  on  each  side  with  spectators^ 
the  fort  and  ships  saluted^  and  in  about  an  hour  her 

highness  reached  the  Royal  Charlotte  yacht,  which 
was  dressed  m  the  colours  of  all  nations;  but  the 
moment  she  came  on  board  these  fla^s  were  struck, 
and  the  royal  standard  hoisted  at  the  main  top-mast 
head,  the  admiralty  flag  at  the  fore-top,  mi  the 
union  at  the  mizen.  The  Lynx  sloop  of  war  now 
hoisted  the  admiral*s  flag,  and  gave  the  signal,  on 
which  ail  the  ships  fired  a  salute  ot  tvventy<<)ne 
guns  each« 

Her  serene  highness  then  said,  "  Is  it  possible 
that  1  can  be  worthy  of  all  these  honours?**  This 
drew  tears  of  joy  from  the  Duchess  of  Aneaster,  to 
whom,  and  the  Duchess  of  Hamilton,  when  they 
were  mtroduced,  and  were  kneeling  to  kiss  her 
hand,  she  as  nobly  said,  "  She  hoped  friendship 
might  take  place  of  ceremony  between  thesn^**  and 
then  saluted  them  both. 

boon  after  this,  the  wind  which  had  Mown  6eak 
some  days,  began  to  increase,  m  consequence  ot 

which  the  yacht  lay  at  anchor  all  that  day. 

On  the  twenty-fifth,  the  Royal  Charlotte  got 

under  sail  about  nine  in  the  morning,  and  passed  the 
Danish  fort  of  Gluckstadt,  which,  strangely  enough, 
paid  no  honours  to  the  English  standard,  Tiiat 
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night  the  vessel  again  auchored,  and  the  next  morn- 
Big  raudied  CuxbaTffif  wfaoie  taltttw  were  fired 
fifom  the  batteriei  on  e»ch  side^  and  the  brother  of 
her  serene  liighness  went  oa  shore.    Aa  attempt 
was  now  made  to  poah  oat  to  the  rod  buoy ;  but 
the  Wind  being  adverse,  and  the  sea  excessively 
boiat«tHia»  tha^  admiral  jiidkioiidy  retumed  to  an- 
lIjut  la  the  road  of  Cuxhtivcii^  w  here  the  yacht  lay 
till  Friday  morning,  and  then  joined  the  large  ships, 
who  salnttd  as  she  came  up,  and  the  Nottingham 
oi  sixty  guns  hoisted  the  admiraTs  flag.  The 
squadnm  llien  proceeded  to  sea;  fiyr  though  tbe 
weather  was  excmlingly  tempestuous^  and  the 
mds  adrerae,  there  was  great  anxiety  on  the  part 
ol  the  king  that  the  ceremony  of  the  marriage 
riuMild  preoede  that  of  the  coronatkHi}  the  time 
appointed  kr  which  was  now  very  near  at  hand. 
£very  exertion  was,  therefore,  made  by  Lord  Aasoa 
to  feadi  the  Nore,  bat  the  wind  blew  so  di» 
recti  V  against  ium,  that  he  could  not  even  make 
any  fingiisb  port  on  tbe  east  coast,  with  safety. 
Twice  Fiaiiiburuugh  Head  appeared  in  view,  but 
the  abi|M  were  as  repeatedly  driven  to  sea  agaii^  by 
the  violence  of  the  ^le,  in  which  every  <me  of  lliem 
siifered  some  damage.   Thus,  foe  the  space  qf  ten 
days,  were  they  baffled  in  their  attempts  to  make  a 
harbour;  m  the^mon^i^  tiUed  with  hopes  of  land* 
tog  dieir  duoige  pa  English  groimd^  and  in  the 
eremng  apprehensive  ol  being  driven  un  the  leoast 
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of  Norway.  Such  was  the  fury  of  the  tempest,  that  it 
was  famd  it  would  banre  proved  of  serioaa  csonse- 
quence  to  one  wiio  had  never  seen  the  ocean. 
But  her  fajghneaa  waa  rery  tittle,  if  at  dl,  affisetad 
with  sea-sickness ;  and  while  the  two  duchesses  wero 
exoeedingljr  iil»  she  bore  the  voyage  with  uncom- 
mon spirits,  walking  about  the  cabin,  talkmg  freely 
with  the  olticers,  and  occasionally  playing  on  the 
hafpaiclioitl* 

At  length  the  yacht  entered  the  road  of  Har- 
wich, on  Sunday  evening;  bat  it  bmng  late,  and  no 
preparations  made  for  the  reception  of  the  princess, 
she  remained  on  board  till  tliree  o*clock  the  next 
day.  During  this  interval,  a  messenger  bad  been 
sent  to  iiondon^  where  all  was  hurry  and  confusion. 

Never,  pertiaps,  was  public  impMience  carried 
higher  than  at  tiiis  period.  The  people  watched 
Ae  wind  emy  morning  with  as  much  anxiety  m 

if  they  were  in  m  n  cr  expectation  of  the  arrival  of  a 
near  retativei  and^it  bemg  generally  supposed  that 
the  royal  yicht  would  enter  the  Tbames  fer  Ae 
purpose  of  landing  the  princess  at  Greenwich,  where 
great  })  reparations  were  made  for  her  reception, 
the  bustle  on  the  river  increased  every  day  after  it 
was  known  that  she  had  taken  her  departure  from 

Strelitz.    Houses,  pleasure-boats,  and  barges,  were 

hired  all  along  the  river  wherever  there  waa  the 
least'  hope  of  ieaing  diia  iotiapeiting  virilor* 

When  the  news  of  her  arrival  became  l^novm. 
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dl  llie  liofM  and  etrriiget  in  wad  Atmt  London    /^/  L. 
were  put  m  requisition ;  and  the  JBiiex  road  was  / 
Utmllf  oomed  with  annons  flpMtetora. 

At  three  in  the  afternoon,  on  Monday,  Septem*  / 
bcr  tfaa  tcvenlb,  tbs  bride-elact  fint  act  fbct  on  v 
English  ground,  at  Harwich,  where  she  was  re- 
ceived hy  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  tlie  oorpota^ 
lion  in  their  fctmalititaf  amidet  an  inuncnae  assem* 
biage  of  persons  oi  all  ranks,  who  hailed  her  ap- 
P*— peg  with  lend  aeclamattona.  About  Ave 
o*clock  the  same  day  she  came  to  Pok'hgatffi^ 
whaaa  die  atopped^  and  took  taa  at  the  homa  cf 
Mr.  Enew:  while  there,  she  received  a  box  of 
cnogo  rooty  the  product  of  that  town^  and  wbich^ 
aoeonfing  h>  aneiHit  coitoiD,  is  always  presented  to 
any  of  the  royal  £umly  who  visit  that  piaoe*  From 
CalBheater  she  proooaded  to  Widiam,  liie  teat  of 
Lord  Ahercom,  who  was  not  present  to  do  the 
kowMBS  of  luB  iMMsa  to  so  iOnstiioss  a  guast 

How  ever,  as  elegant  an  entertainment  was  provided 
as  tha  time  would  pannit:  and  duiing  nipper^  the 
doar  af  the  room  was  left  wide  open,  that  aU  peiw 
ions  migbthave  the  pleasure  of  seeing  tiieir  future 
qaeao;  as  osie  side  of  whoaa  chair  stood  the  £ail 
of  iiarcourt,  and  on  the  other  Lord  Anson.  The 
next  taanaa%^  a  Utila  after  twehre  o*doGk,  she  f 

czme  to  Rumfurd,  where  she  ahghted,  and  took 
eirffaa  at  thahaisis  ofiklr.  Ihitto%  a  wine  marrhaytf. 
At  BaimfoixL  she  was  met  by  the  king*s  tacmala; 
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arid  abcmt  one  u  clock  entered  His  Majesty  s  coacU 
with  the  JDucheflftt  of  Ancatter  and  HsnuUnn. 
She  was  now  dressed  entirely  in  the  English  fashion, 
having  a  fly  cap,  with  rich  laced  lappets^  a  sto- 
macher ornamented  with  diamonds,  and  a  goU 
brocade  suit,  with  a  white  ground.    Her  coach 
was  preceded  by  Uiree  of  the  royal  carriagea,  in' 
which  were  the  several  ladies  of  her  suite,  both 
English  and  German.    Perceiving  the  eagemm 
manifested  by  the  people,  who  thronged  thi^  rpads 
as  she  passed  to  have  a  view  of  her  person,  $he  ex.- 
presaed  her  desire  that  the  pace  mi|^t  be  modented, 
to  gratify  public  curiosity^  while,  at  intervals,  she 
bowed  moat  conrfceoualy  to  those  who  graeted  hdr 
approach.    The  whole  of  her  behaviour  uidicated  a 
most  agreeable  temper ;  and  every  one  who  had  an 
opportunity  of  observing  her  manner  was  quite 
charmed  with  the  grarrtnlness  of  her  deportment, 
and  the  strong  tolDma  of  aentibifity  and  goodneia  . 
whirh  appeared  in  her  countenance. 
'   Parties  of  the  Leiceaterihire  militia  were  poetad 
in  all  the  towns  through  which  she  had  to  pass;  and 
at  Mile  End  she  waa  met  by  the  life  Guaida^  who 
accompanied  her  the  remainder  of  tlie  way,  by  Is- 
lington and  the  New  Road,  then  through  HydePark^ 
and  down  ConatitntiQn  Hill  to  St  Janies's,  where 
she  was  handed  out  of  the  carriage  by  tiie  Duke  (d 
Yorky  and  received  by  the  king,  ^riw  niaed  her  up 
and  saluted  her  just  as  siic  was  about  to  drop  on  her 
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knee  to  pay  him  obeisuioe.  Hit  Majesty  tfaw 
took  her  by  the  hand^  and  leading  her  into  the 
palace,  introdiiced  her  to  the  princesi  dowager 
of  \V  ales,  and  the  several  branchen  of  the  royal 
family,  who  were'aBBembled  to  wdoome  her  amvaL 
After  dmnershe  made  her  appearance  in  the  gallery, 
and  at  different  windows  of  the  palace,  that  the 
people  who  crowded  every  avetiue  'might  gratify 
their  loyal  feelings^  the  loud  expreaaioa  ,of  which 
evideotly  afforded  great  aatia£ustioa  to  the  royal  pair« 
About  nine  o'clock  iu  the  evening,  the  pro- 
oenioii  to  the  chapel  commeiioed  in  the  foUowiof 
€fder«

A  very  lively  picture  of  the  public  anxiety  at 
that  time  is  given  in  a  letter  written  by  Mr.  Horace 
Walpole,  afterwards  Lofd  Orfbrd,  to  die  Earl  of 
Strafford .  "  ' 

*^  Nothing/*  says  he,  was  ever  equal  to  the 
bustle  and  uncertainty  of  the  town  for  these  three 
days.  The  Queen  was  seen  off  the  coast  on  Saturday 
last,  and  is  not  arrived  yet;  nay,  last  night,  at  ten 
o'clock^  it  was  neitho:  certain  where  she  landed, 
nor  when  she  would  be  in  town.  I  forgive  history 
for  knowing  nutiuog,  when  so  public  an  event  as 
die  arrival  of  a  new  quem  is  a  mystery  even  at  this 
very  moment  in  St.  James  s  btreet.  Tiie  messen-

that  half  an  hour  after  four  happens  twice  in 
tw€iU.y4bur  hoursj  and  the  letter  did  not  specify 
wfaidi  of  the  twtc9i  kwas.  Well!  the  Imdeinatds 
whipped  on  their  virginity;  the  New  Road  and  the 
parks  were  fhronged ;  the  gms  were  cboaking  with 
impatience  to  go  off,  and  Sir  James  Lowtber,  who 
was  to  pledge  His  Majesty^  was  actually  married  to 
Lady  Mary  Stuart  Five,  six,  seven,  eiglit  o'clock 
came,  and  no  queen.  She  lay  at  Witham,  at  Lord 
Abercom's,  who  was  most  tranquilly  in  town;  and 
it  is  not  certain  even  whether  she  will  be  composed 
enough  to  be  m  town  to-night.  She  has  been  sick 
but  halt  an  hour&  sung  and  played  on  the  harpsi- 
dioid  all  the  voyage,  and  been  cheerful  the  whole 
time.** 

In  ft  postscrtpt  to  the  same  letter,  the  facetious 

writer  adds,  "  Madam  Charlotte  is  this  instant  ar- 
rived* The  noise  of  coaches,  chaises,  horsemen,

''The  date  of  my  promise  is  now  arrived,  Mid  I 
fulfil  it— fulfil  it  with  gremt  satisfiMctioii,  for  the 
Queen  is  come.  I  have  seen  her,  have  beenpfe^ 
tented  to  her,  and  may  go  back  to  Strawberry. 
For  this  fcitnight  I  have  lived  iqpon  the  road  he- 
tween  Twickenham  and  London.  I  caine,  grew 
impatient,  returned;  came  again,  ttill  to  no  pur- 
pose.   The  yacht  made  the  coast  of  Suffolk  last 
Saturday,  on  SSunday  entered  the  road  of  Harwich, 
aiid  on  Monday  morning,  the  kin^s  chief  eunucJi, 
as  the  Tripoline  embassador  calls  Lord  Anson, 
landed  the  princess.   She  ky  that  night  at  Locd 
Abercoms,  at  Witbam,  the  palace  of  Silence;  and 
^  yesterday,  at  a  quarter  after  three,  aimed  at  St. 
Jameses.  In  half  an  hour,  one  heard  of  nothing  but 
prodamations  of  her  beauty:  every  body  mm  con- 
tent, every  body  pleased.    At  seven  one  went  to 
court   The  night  was  sultry.   About  ten,  the  pro-  • 
cession  began  to  move  towards  the  <^pd,  wni  at 
eleven  they  all  came  up  into  the  drawing-room.  She 
lodu  very  sensible,  cheerful,  and  is  remarkaUy 
genteel.    Her  tiara  of  diamonds  was  very  pretty; 
her  stomacher  sumptuous;  her  violet«velvet  mantib  , 

and  ermine  so  heavy,  that  the  spectators  kiievv  as 
much  of  her  upper  half  as  the  king  himself*  You 
will  have  no  doubt  of  her  sense  by  what  I  shall 
tell  you.  On  the  road  they  wanted  her  to  curl  her 
toupet:  she  said  she  thought  it  lodged  as  wdl  as 
that  of  any  of  the  ladies  sent  to  fetch  her;  if  the 
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King  bid  her,  she  would  wear  a  periwig,  otherwise  -/  /  ^  / 
■he  wooU  icmain  as  she  was.  When  she  caught 
the  first  glimpse  of  the  palace,  she  prew  frightened, 
aiMl  turned  pale.  The  Duchess  of  Hamilton  smiled 
— tfaeprinceaa  aiid,  My  dear  dneheas,  yoniiuNr 
lan^:  ycMi  have  heeu  married  twice,  hut  it  is  no  ^  ' 
joke  to  me.**  Her  lips  tfemUed  as  the  ooadi 
stopped,  hut  slie  jumped  out  with  spiiit,  and  has 

done  nodiB^  b«it  with  good  hmniHir  and  ehecgfed- 

nm.  She  talks  a  great  deal,  is.  easy,  civil,  and  not 
diaoonoerted*  At  firsts  when  die  bridemaida  and 
die  ocmrt  were  introdneed  to  her,  ahe  said  Mon 
Dieu,  il  y  ea  a  taut,  ii  y  en  a  taat  T'— -She  was 
plcaaed  when  she  was  to  kiaa  the  peefeaaes:  but 
Lady  Augusta  was  forced  to  take  her  hand  and  give  ' 
it  to  those  that  were  to  kiaa  it,  whidi  was  pt^bHf 
humble  and  good-natured.  While  they  waited  for 
supper,  she  sat  down^  >nd  played.  Her 

French  is  tolerable :  she  exchanged  mnch  both  of 
that  and  German  with  the  Kmg,  the  duke,  and  the 
Deke  of  York.

pleasing  cllcct.    The  same  night  there  was  a  most 

qplendid  ball^  wluch  was  opened  by  the  Duke  of 
YcMrk,  andhis  aiater^  the  Ameets  Angoita^  afterwiirda 
Docbeaa  ot*  iiruoswidK:. 

Puranant  to  an  oider  in  oavneil,  an  edditieiial

theatre;  and  so  eager  were  the  people  to  see  the 
Qneen,  as  to  press  close  to  her  chair,  which  gave  her 
considerable  alarmj;  but  upon  euteruig  the  house  she 
soon  recovered  her  spirits,  and  appeared  highly  de- 
lighted with  the  performance.  Never,  perhaps, 
was  there  a  more  splendid  audience,  the  ladies  being 
mostly  dressed  in  the  cloaths  and  jewels  which 
diey  wore  at  the  rojral  marriage.  The  house  was 
nearly  full  soon  as  the  doors  were  open;  so  that

By  her  affuble  and 
eondaoending  muiner  to  all  who  approached  her 
person^  she  evinced  a  mind  elevated  above  the  daz- 
r^mg  eaunenee  of  a  throne;  and  while  thus  she 
endeared  herself  to  the  people,  the  sweetness  of 
her  temper  so  completely  won  the  heart  of  the 
monardij  that  every  day  witnesied  increased  a^ 
£sction. 

Diia  may  be  considered  as  ihe  triumph  of  reason 

and  virtue^  for  the  Queen  could  not  certainly  be" 
pmnotuioed  an  absolute  beauty^  when  the  obserrer 

contemplated  her  person  without  being  affected  by  ^ 
the  chSsTm  of  royalty. 

She  was  described  at  this  time  as  being  of  a  mid* 
dling  stature^  and  rather  small,  but  her  shape 
fine,  and  oarriage  grsk^efhl;'  her  hands  and  neck 
exceedingly  well  turned;  her  hair  auburn^  her 
hoe  round  and  £sir;  the  cqres  of  a  light  blue,  and 
beaming  with  sweetness ;  the  nose  a  little  flat,  and 
turned  up  at  the  point;  the  mouth  rather  largt, 
witli  rosy  lips,  and  very  fine  teeth. 

Such  was  the  portraiture  as  sketched  by  tfaoqe 
who  had  the  nearest  o])portunitie8  of  seeing  her 
features,  while  those  who  frequently  witnessed  her 
behaviour  were  enraptured  with  the  unaffected 
modesty  of  her  mien,  the  uuifinrm  courteousness 
mixed  with  dignity* of  her  deportment,  her  graoe- 
All  and  expressive  manner  of  speakings  and  the 
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faeugmty  of  her  look  wheu  reoeiviog  any  compii- 
flMiitMry  address^  or  lioldiiig  commuiucalifm  with 
her  attendants. 

Wi^tk  qualities  ao  perfectly -agreeable  and  intiiiu- 
atiDg,  shining  in  the  bioom  of  youth^  it  was  not  to 
be  wondered  that  die  moat  extravagant  reports  of 
her  exterior  cliaxins  should  be  spread  through  the 
natMUi^  and  it  is  a  eurioiis  fact  that  one  printseUer 

had  tiic  art  to  pass  off  tlie  poilrait  ot  a  once  cele- 
.biated  beauty  as  a  faithful  likeness  of  her  miyes^. 

In  the  formation  of  the  new  royal  household, 
&i&y  care  was  taken  to  give  general  satisfaction  to 
the  great  femilies^  and  at  the  same  time  to  .plaeef 
around  the  Queen  those  only  wlio  were  worthy  ef 
her  eonfidcnoe* 

The  ^tabhslioient  was  splendid ;  and  it  deserves 
timrmtioa  that  some  who  then  entered  upon  it 
continued  in  the  same  capacity  till  very  nearly  tiie 
faded  of  its  tanninatian*  The  desoendants  of 
others  have  also  in  succession  occiipied  the  same 
places;  and  it  is  a  circumstance  deservmg  ol  notice^ 
tbslin  all  the  public  changes  and  agitations  of  a 
long  ceig%  the  household  of  the  Queen  never  suf* 
any  revohitioa  on  aceonnt  of  paitfcomiewMia 
and  political  opinions.  This  hrm  attachment  of 
Eer.  Migeatjr  ta  cid  servants,  and  their  fiunilies^ 
eusurcd  tranquillity  to  the  palace^  w  hen  the  madness 
«f  £utioii.faged  thioiighoat  the  kingdom. 

After  their  marriage^  tlie  royal  pair  resided  almostr 
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sioQs  to  Kew  and  RichmoiMly  with  oooMioMl  wim^ 
to  the  FcinceM  Dowager  of  Wale^  at  I>ing<iiter 

The  approacbii^  coroa^tioii  engrosiied  miudi  of

During  the  stay  of  the  royal  party  at  Mr.  Baiu 
eli^s,  the  people  both  witbtn  and  without  were 
amply  rewarded  for  their  patience,  in  waiting  the 
arrhnl  of  the  lord  mmjror^.  bj  die  eondesocndkig 
deportment  of  their  sovereign  and  his  amiable

GENERAL  idea  prevailed  among  the  nobility, 
and  especially  the  ladies,  that  a  perpetual  round  of 
pleasure  would  distinguish  the  new  reign,  especially 
as  an  air  of  sullen  gloom  had  pervaded  the  English 
y  court  for  more  than  twenty  years.    The  youth  of 
%  tlieir  majesties  tended  to  confirm  this  expectation ; 
f  and  the  liveliness  of  their  maimer  diffused  a  spirit 
t  of  gaiety  through  tiie  whole  circle  of  rank  and 
^  fashion  by  which  they  were  surrounded.  The  levees 
and  drawing-rooms  were  numerously  attended ;  and 
all  who  came  from  them  reported  with  delight  the 
freedom  which  they  enjoyed  in  the  royal  presence, 
^his  was  the  common  observation  even  a  few  days 
after  the  accession,  when  something  like  formality 
fod  restraint  might  have  been  readily  eikCUsed. 
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The  late  Lord  Orferd,  who  h«l  seen  much  of 
oourU^  was  atruck  with  the  change,  which  he  thus 
describedat  die  time  to  hk  friend  Montague:  ^The 
King  himaelf  seeing  good^natiirey  and  wishing  to 
aatiafy  every  body :  all  hk  ipcechei  are  oUiging. 
I  saw  him  again,  yesterday^  aud  was  surprised  to 
find  the  leveeriopvi  bad  loat  ao  eirtiidy  the  air  <^ 
t||e  lions  dj{;|ju.  This  sovereign  doat  stand  in  one

•mee  the  aocessim  d  Hia  Majesty,  the  same  was  ob* 
served  with  unusual  splendour.   The  appearance  of 
St  George's  liaU  at  the  dinner  was  extremely  grand ; 
and  the  magiiificcnce  of  this  chivalric  spectacle 
could  only  be  equalled  by  the  brilliant  display  of 
elegance  and  beauty  at  the  ball  in  the  evening. 
.This  was  given  in  die  Grand  Armoury ;  and  aftor 
ac^vend  minuets  and  country  donees,  "die  company 
went  to  supper  about  twelve  o'clock,  in  the  tliree 
*fltate  rooms,  which  were  cqpen  to  all  persona  who 
'came  properly  dressed.

Tbongh  It  be  true  that  congratulatory  addresses, 

like  dedicatory  epistles,  are  generally  of  too  eph^ 
mend  a  description  to  merit  preservation,  they  are 
aometimes  entitled  to  particular  notice,  as  marking 
the  character  of  times  and  persons.  Thus  the 
compliments  paid  to  their  majesties,  on  the  birth  of 
the  heir-apparent,  were  all  divested  of  the  incense 
so  grateful  to  young  minds,  which  is  a  proof  that 
flattery  vt  d^  no  acceptable  otTcring  at  the  British

risen,  and  so  intoxicated  were  the  people  by  the 
ittoeteiiefc  which  had  teoenttjr  crowned  our  arms  in 
IWHA  ^ericft  mi  West  Indies,  tfa«t  llie  peace; 
tii^tlead  of  being  hailed  as  a  biessif^,  wad  treated 
Mill  itfAiarreiibb  as  k  nlAiotial  disgracb*  Miniatera 
were  accused  of  abandoning  the  King  of  Pnissia, 
iiid  iicritten^  ibe  honohr  of  their  couhtiy  for  the 
gratiRcatibn  of  their  private  intcresis.  Though 
fii^litel  Uail  noliuiig  tb  gaiU  on  &e  consent  cf 
Europe,  nor  any  motiv  e  at  all  for  the  continuance  of 
a  ^rar^  which  had  already  been  prolonged  beyond 
iMmity,  it  A  hiomxroM  ieitpense,  ^uch  was  thb 
public  iit&taation^  that  thoae  mm  only  were  re- 
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garded  at  patnott,  who 

again&t  government  for  putting  a  stop  to  the  e&i- 
sioii  of  human  blood.  EveD  the  King  did  not  ca» 
cape  some  of  tlie  obloquy  which  the  outrageoQi 
violence  of  party  poured  forth  upon  this  occasion; 
and,  though  he  was  not  directly  charged  with  de> 
signs  bpstile  to  the  ccmstitation^  his  calunmiators 
accused  him  of  having  tunished  tiie  digni^  of  his 
crown^  by  signing  an  inglorious  treaty.

'  porters,  who  circulated  it  witli  avidity  tlirough 
eveiy  part  of  the  empire,  llius  the  purest  inteik* 
tions  were  converted  into  crimes ;  measures  of  ge- 
neral utiUty  were  spumed  as  public  uyuries;  and 
private  character  seemed  to  have  lost  its  influence  in 
repelling  the  shales  of  malice. 

One  of  the  profbundest  reasenen,  and  dearest 
writers  this  country  ever  exyoyed^  the  great  Bishop

good ;  "-and  if  his  filial  piety  was  shocked  by  the

The  Queen  took  no  side  in  the 
jvriii^  ^^onflict  of  partial  aKcept  tJiat  of  maiiiiiMta^ip 
bergradtadafiNr  the  restoration  oi  paace^  tbe  blessing 
of  which  no  one  could  more  leelingly  estimate  than 
hoself,  wbo  had  been  aa  eye-wknesa  of  the  dread* 
ful  Qaia^auti«3  and  mioous  consequences  of  the  war* 

When^  Aeaffore^  the  pialiivhwdei  worn  xstiM^ 
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and  Her  Majestjr  miKr  that  her  nstm  cxrantry  wmiU 

be  relieved  from  misery  and  oppression,  she  ex- 
pressed her  tbankfiihiess  by  a  donation  to. die 
asylum  lor  female  orplmns.    She  also  signiiicd 
her  intention  of  takmg  under  her  immediate  patron- 
age fifty  girls,  not  under  six  years  of  age,  the 
danghters  of  officers  of  the  army^  and  a  like  num«- 
ber,  the  daughters  of  navri  officers,  who  had  iilles 
during  the  late  war,  leaving  th^  families  unpro* 
vided  fbn   These  objects  of  the  royal  benevolttoe 
were  brought  up  in  every  necessary  accomplish- 
.  ment,  and  completely  maintained  till  they  attained 
the  age  of  eighteen  years,  when  ihey  were  placed  in 
fimilies  of  the  first  respectability^  or  in  other  aitti* 

ations  of  creiiit,  suitable  tu  tlicir  inclinations. 

This  noble  design,  having  fally  answered  the 
views  of  the  ithistrious  projector,  vras  afterwards 
contnmcd  in  the  estabhshment  of  a  seminary  for 
a  limited  number  of  young  ladies  of  good  fiunily^ 
wiiose  parents  were  in  declining  circumstances. 
The  institntion  was  formed  upon  a  principle  of  the 
^greatest  liberality,  with  a  house  in  town,  and  ano- 
ther in  the  country.  The  young  laches  were  dressed 
fashionably,  but  without  extravagance;  educated 
.in  every  nsdiil  and  ornamental  branch  of  know- 
.ledge,  and  properly  quali^ed  in  every  respect  to 
tiii  tiic  first  stations  in  society. 

In  these  munificent  actions,  and  every  other^ 
•  Her  Majesty  had  the  satisfaction  to  find  that  she 

-net  vsitti  the  foil  iqpprobatioA  of  the  'King^  who 


•om  after  the  peaee  sent  one  thottaand-  pounds  to 

the  lord  mayor  of  London^  to  be  distributed  among 
the  poor,  during  the  winter;  and  as  his  German 
estates  had  suffered  dreadfully  by  the  war,  he,  of 
his  own  accord,  remitted  aU  the  taxes  there 
the  period     three- years. 

A  remarkable  comj^iment  was  paid  to  Her  Ma- 
jesty on  her  natal  dtty,  after  the  peace,  by  the 
Honorable  Miss  Cliudleigh,  tlieu  one  of  her  maids 
•  of  bcmoor,  and  afterwards  the  celebrated  Duchess 
of  Kingston.  Of  this  fSte,  Horace  Walpole  giv^es 
the  following  account,  in  a  letter  to  his  friend  - 
General  Conway: 

*^  Oh,  that  you  had  been  at  her  ball  the  other 
night!  Histoiy  could  never  describe  it,  and  keep 
its  countenance.  The  Queen's  real  birth-day,  you 
know,  is  not  kept:  this  maid  of  honour  kept  it~ 
nay,  while  the  eonft  is  in  mourning,  expected 
people  to  be  out  of  mourning:  the  Queen's  family 
really  was  so;  Lady  Northumberland  having  de- 
sired leave  for  them.  A  scatiold  was  erected  in 
Hyde  Park  for  fire-works*  To  shew  the  illumina- 
tions without  to  more  advantage,  the  company 
ware  received  in  an  apartment,  totally  dark,  where 
thejr  remained  for  two  hours,  l^e  fire-works  were 
fine,  and  succeeded  well.  On  each  side  of  the 
court  w^  two  large  scaffolds,  for  the  virgin  s 
tradespeople.  When  the  fire-worfcs  ceased,  a  large

Not  long  after  thit,  the  tame 
royal  pen  produced  the  following  song  on  the  King, 
the  tentutents  of  wfatdi  performanoe  reflected  «s 
Ihuch  honour  upon  the  heart,  as  the  flowing  ease  of 
fte  Teraificatkm  did  iipon  the  genius  of  the  acoom-

On  the  auteenth  of  August^  this  yemr,  about  ten 

in  the  morning,  Her  Majesty  was  delivered  of  ano- 
ther pnnce  at  Buckiugham  House  ^  ber.  royal  higl^ 
ness  the  Princese  Dowager  of  Wales,  several  lords  of 
the  privy  council,  and  the  ladies  ot  tlic  bed-cbamberj 
being  jmsenL  The  ceremony  of  baptiam,  which 
took  place  on  the  fouitccntli  of  the  iullowmg 
month,  appean  to  have  been  attended  with  moie 
splendid  circumstances  than  even  that  of  the  heir- 
apparent.  At  eleven  o*clock  in  the  forenoon  the 
Prince  of  Wales  and  his  brother  were  brought  from 
tlie  Queen*s  palace  to  6t.  James*s,  and  there  shewn 
to  the  public  through  the  windows.  At  twelve^ 
Majesty  li>UgwcU^  md  entered  the  palace  by  a 
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communication  opened  on  purpo&e  to  avoid  going 
tbmugh  the  garden,  along  the  wall  of  which  a  plat- 
form was  erected,  matted  at  the  bottom,  and  cover* 
ed  all  over  with  crimson  baize.  A  Uttle  after  seven 
in  th€  evening  the  procession  began  in  this  order : 
the  Lrady  Augusta,  ied  by  Pniice  VV  lUiaai ;  Princess 
lAHiisa,  hy  Mnoe  Henr^;  Princess  Caroline  Ma- 
tilda, by  Priiicc  Frederick  5  and  the  Princess  Amelia, 
led  by  the  Duke  of  Cumherland ;  then  the  nobilitjr 
according  to  their  rank,  who  all  went  into  the  great 
coonoi  eiiamber,  where  a  most  magnthcent  state 
bed  was  set  u])  for  the  Queen  to  sit  on ;  the  cover- 
lid, valeos,  and  curtains,  which  last  were  made  to 
draw  up,  being  of  the  richest  crimson  velvet,  ad(um>> 
ed  with  gold  fringe,  and  lined  throughout  with  white 
satin:  but  the  counterpane  was  made  of  lace  of  in^- 
imitftble  woricmanship,  and  alone  cost  three  thou- 
sand seven  Imtidred  and  eighty  pounds.  Hie 
whole  was  of  English  manufacture*  The  office  of 
baptism  was  administered  by  liis  grace  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury,  who  christened  the  royal  in* 
fant  by  the  name  of  Frederick*  The  sponsors 
Were  tlie  Duke  of  York,  represented  by  the  Earl  of 
Huntingdon^  groom  of  the  stole,  the  Duke  of  Saxe 
Gotlia,  represented  by  Earl  Gower,  lord  chamber- 
lain ;  and  the  Princess  Amelia  in  person.  When 
the  ceremony  was  over,  the  company,  which  was 
exJMmdy  brilliant,  went  into  the  Queen  s  apart* 
Vien^  and  partook  of  caudle  and  cake«   Two  days 
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after  tlie  christening,  lier  Majesty,  with  the  tvvQ 
efaiidren,  retamed  to  her  ownlioiiiei  which  now 
became  the  royal  residence,  the  old  palace  being, 
no  longer  used^  except  for  public  occasions. 

.  The  taste  of  the  Queen  in  fittiDg  op  the  iateriof 
of  the  pals^e  excited  uaiversal  adaiiratiun ;  and 
Urge  csDinmiMiooB  were  sent.  tx>  Italy  for  the  pop- 
chase  painiings,  antiques^  and  otiier  curious  artir 
cteS)  to  enrich  this  favourite  mansiinn.  The  Car- 
toons^ which  had  so  long  adorned  Hampton  Court, 
were  vemcmd  hither,  and  put  up  in  the  great 
saloon,  the  dome  and  ceiling  of  which  were  superbly 
enriched  with  various  ornaments,  iiut  whether  thif 
removal  was  at  the  desire  of  Her  Majesty,  or  of  the 
King,  is  not  quite  certain.  After  some  years  these 
splendid  memorials  of  Ha&eUe^s  geiiiw  weee 
transported  to  Windsor,  but  they  have  since  ibuod 
their  way  back  to  the  aplendid  though  deserted 
pile  from  whence  tliey  were  originally  taken.  At 
the  period  when  Buckingham  House  beoame  the  ae&> 
tied  abode  of  their  majesties,  when  in  town,  a  grand 
coUcctiou  of  boi^^  drawings,  and  various  works 
of  art  of  great  value,  purchased  fcr  the  King  at- 
Venice,  were  brought  over,  and  deposited  iu  the 
Queen*8  Palace,  the  Ubrary  of  which  establishiiieiil; 
next  to  Iler  Majesty's  domestic  concerns,  ibrmcd 
a  ftvourite  object  of  her  caie. 

The  commencement  of  tlic  ucw  year  was  distiA'- 
guisbed  by  great  preparatioiis  for  die  umon  of  the 
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MnteB  Aligiiitft  to  the  henditay  IWiice  of 

lirunswick,  which  event  tuuk  piace  in  ttie  gresit 
eoQDcil  chamber  «t  St.  James  t  Palaofi^  011  the  iix« 
teenth  of  January ;  after  which  the  new  married 
couple  repaired  to  Leicester  Houm,  where  they 
supped  with  their  majettiet,  the  Prinoeti  Dowager 
of  Wales,  aod  the  ouUer  branches  at  tUe  royal  fa^ 
niijr.  On  thii  oocafioo,  the  King  preaented  hia 
siiter  with  a  diamond  necklace^  wortli  liiirty  thou^ 
arndpoiiiidai  the  Queen  giave  a  gold  watch  of  eiqnk 

site  Horkoiaaship,  set  with  jeweU;  aud  the  Pnucesj* 

Qairagar  with  a  diamond  itomacbar  of  immeope 

Thii  marriage  gave  an  imeommon  htiiimkcy  to 
the  eoort  on  tbebqth-day,  the  oonooune  of  coaehe« 
beiug  so  greats  that  omiy  of  the  oobdity  wero 
ohliyrf  to  get  opt  in  St  Jamea'a  Sqiarej  and  proceed 

to  the  palace  in  chaira*  The  ball  in  the  eveunig 
Wii  no  iee»  Bumeroua  and  splendid ;  and  what  gave 

peculiar  interest  to  tlie  scene,  wnb  the  opening  of  it^ 
hf  the  fdnce  and  Princess  oi  Brunswick. 

Taro  ni gilts  aftmvards  they  ajccoirrpanied  their 
mjesties  to  Caveat  Garden  theatre,  to  see  the  mw 
fwnedy  of  ''No  one>  enemy  hut  his  own;'*  and 
K>  great  was  the  crowds  tliat  the  playiioase  pa&- 
itges  and  the  piasaas  eihibited  nothing  but  one 
connected  living  masfi ;  and  even  the  streets  were 
10  thronged  as  to  render  it  difficult  for  die  carriages 
to  get  along  without  accident    So  jgrieat  was  the 
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curiosity  of  some  ladies  to  see  the  hereditary  prince, 
that  seteni  oflered  five  guineas  for  a  seat  m  the 
boxes  and  were  refused.  But  the  pressure  at  the 
'  OperaHouse  on  the  followingSaturday  exeeeded  tbia 
to  a  degree  beyond  all  description.  The  carriagea 
cpuld  not  come  near  the  door,  on  which  aooouat 
many  of  the  nobility'  were  nnder  the  nceaMity  of 
mixing  vvitli  the  throng,  which  was  so  great  tliat . 
several  ladies  were  in  danger  of  being  muhed  to 
death.  AH  respect  for  rank  and  sex  was  lost ;  and 
some  gentlemen  beb^  impmdetit  enongh  to  draw 
their  swords,  increased  the  con&siou  to  such  a  de- 
gree, that  many  persons  fiunted  away,  while  c^hm, 

in  the  struggle  to  extricate  themselves,  had  tlicir 
clothes  torn  firom  tfaeh*  backs.  The  crowd  was  not 
flindi  less  abrat  the  palace  on  the  Monday  foOow- 
ing,  whm  Her  Majesty  held  another  drawing-room 
in  hononrof  die  Prince  andlVincess  of  Brvliswiek, 
who,  with  the  diflerent  branches  of  the  royal  family, 
and  many  of  the  nobiiily,  were  entertained  in  the 
evening  at  the  Queen^s  house,  witl}  a  grand  con- 
cert, ball,  and  supper.  This  was  by  way  of  taki^ 
leave  of  their  serene  highnesses,  who  set  out  for  the 
continent  on  the  ensuing  Wednesday,  accompanied 
.  to  the  coast  by  several  pcarsons  of  distincticm ;  a» 
much  had  the  princess  endeared  iierself  to  all  wb^ 
knew  her,  by  the  virtues  cf  faer  hearty  and  the  uni* 
ffffm  sweetness  of  iier  manners.

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fcaiody  be  more  teDdear  thaa  that  of  the  Queen  and 
the  prinoeiHS  fcctwocn  whom  iiiicerest  firKnit* 
ship  had  subsisted  ever  smce  tbeir  first  interview  5 
and  here  it  merita  Aaem&sia,  that  though  too  ge- 
ueraily  marriage  among  the  great  ereates  a  distant 
fbcmaUty  and  reaerve  ia  the  family  circle^  Her  Mfr- 

jcsty  liad  the  happy  art  of  concihatuig  tlie  cstetui 

of  eveiy  member  ol*  the  iUustrioua  bouse  into  which 
the  bad  entered.   Even  the  growing  love  of  the 

JbLiog  did  not  make  them  jealous  of  her  iofiucnce^ 
nor  when  fiMtion  wbb  employed  in  ibrging  cijumny 
from  day  to  day^  could  its  basest  tooh  ever  dare  to 
dutrge  the  Queen  with  an  improper  use  of  the 
ascendeiK^y  \vbi^  she  possessed  over  llie  affectioiia 
of  heroonaort 

Perceiving  how  suspicious  the  pubUc  were  on  the 
anlgeet  of  patronage^  and  adveiae  to  the  employ- 

.  ment  of  foreigners,  she  carefully  abstained  from 
giving  any  peeuUar  enoouragement  to  the  natives  of 
Germany.  Even  her  own  family  leeeived  little 
else  tlian  honorary  marks  oi  distinction  Iroiu  tlieir 
ithtttrioiia  relative.  Tber^gning  Duke  of  Meek- 
Icnburg-Sti-elitz,  indeed,  was  iiououred  this  year 
with  the  order  of  the  garter ;  his  brother^  Prinee 
Charies,  was  appouited  governor  of  Zell,  and  the 
younger  brother^  Prmoe  Geoige^  after  spcudmg 
some  months  iu  England,  obtained  aeomnussion  in 
the  Hanoverian  aervice»  Her  Msyesty  made  some 
considerable  preftents  also  to  aeveial  of  hec  r^-^ 
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tioiu  and  otlm  friends^  Boch  as  M  degant  mof^ 

the  hilt  of  which  was  gold  set  with  diamonds,  W 
Iter  elder  brother,  and  services  of  Chrises  chiiia»  pio* 
tures,  and  watches,  to  her  sister  and  the  princesaes 
of  the  family  of  iSchwerin,  with  whom  siic  cootie 
n^ed  to  maintain  a  most  amicable  correspondence. 

On  the  King  8  birth-day  this  year,  Her  Majesty 
smprised  her  royal  consort  by  presenting  him  with 
the  puitraits  of  their  children,  painted  in  enamd, 
and  set  in  a  ring  ornamented  with  brilliants,  tb« 
whole  executed  by  ii^iiglish  artists. 

Soch  were  the  pleasing  ineans  which  the  QMen 
emplo\  ed  to  rivet  the  bonds  of  affection  round  the 
heart  she  loved,  powerful  as  the  Cestus  of  old,  that 
could    win  the  wisest,  and  the  coldest  warn.*' 

After  the  birtlMiay,  Her  Majesty  left  town  to  re-  i 
dde  for  the  snmiper  at  Richmond  Lodge,  where 
Ae  two  princes  caught  the  hooping-cough;  and  | 
such  was  the  maternal  aoticitude  of  the  Qaeen,  that 
she  attended  them  niglit  -dud  day^  the  consequence 
of  which  was  a  miscarriage  to  herseli^  and  aaeTeie^ 
though  liappiiy  a  short  illness.    The  disorder  of  the 
children  also  abated  as  the  summer  advanced,  and  the 
danger  was  so  far  over  by  the  twelfth  of  Aii<^  ast, 
that  an  entcrtainmeut  was  then  giv»  at  the  lodge,  | 
with  a  ball  for  tb^  young  nobility,  on  wliidi  oeea* 
sion  more  than  a  thousand  lamps  wei^  lighted  up  in 
the  gardens,  and  some  very  brilliant  fire-works  exfai^

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Public  sympatliy  was  greatly  esLcited  this  sum- 
mer bjr  the  distrMing  sitiiitum  of  six  faimdrad  Pa- 
latines and  Wurtz burghers,  who  arrived  in  the  river 
from  Germany,  under  a  pledge  of  being  coay^ 
to  the  Idand  of  St  John^  in  the  Onlph  of  fit.  La«w 
rence,  at  the  expense  ot  an  oliicer,  who,  however, 
bong  maUe  to  carry  his  speculation  into  eflbel^ 
deserted  the^^  unhappy  victiiiib  of  his  cupidity,  after 
briDgiogthem  so  fw  tnm  their  iiattve  land.  Thm 
abandoned  in  a  strange   country,  many  of  the 
wietefaed  creatures  lay  abont  in  the  fields,  eqioiect* 
the  inclemency  of  the  weather,  and  totally  desti- 
tute of  ibod^  whiie  about  two  hundred  remained  on 
board  the  ship  which  brought  tbmemr,coafieomit 
of  their  passage  not  bemg  paid  ibr,  and  wher^  tbey 
of  coune  suflered  dreadfully  fiooi  want  and  aidk« 
ms s .    This  melancholy  case  w  as  m ade  known  to  the 
public  dmmgh  the  medium  of  the  papers,  1^  tbo 
Reverend  Dr.  Wachsel,  minister  of  the  Lutheman 
ch^  in  Little  Ayliffe  Street,  Goodman's  Fields, 
whb,  in  liis  very  affecting  account,  sUted  the  follow* 
iagfact: 

-  One  of  the  poor  women  was  seized  with  the 
paoga  ot  labour  in  the  open  fields,  and  was  delivered 
by  die  ignorant  people  sbouther  in  the  bast  mm--

»o  touching  a  narrative,  with  an  exhibition  of  ani- 

jnalsy  but  biography  is  neoessarily  mixed»  and  wa 
ttinst  take  our  transitions  according  to  the  order  of 
timet  without  conaidenng  the  descnptiti^^  of  tho 
cwents.   Among  other  presents  which  were  made 

to  Her  Majes^,  a  female  zebra,  attracted  most  no- 
tice^  and  excited  considerable  amusement.

It  had  long  been  a  cnstom  ok,  the  English  oowt 
Id  celebrate  Xweifth-clay^  with  religioua  cercmomala 
in  the  inoniiog»  ahd  ammpineati  mmbling  the 

Roman  Saturnalia  in  the  evening.  But  die  woibt 
thing  attending  the  entertainment  at  night  consisted 
in  ail  indiscriminate  allowance  of  hazard  playing 
throughout  the  palace;  in  consequence  of  which 
many  thousands  were  lost  even  in  the  royal  pre* 
seace,    ISotiiing  certainly  could  be  more  scaoda- 
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lous  on  8  religious  festival,  or  unbecoming  the  r^at 
dmbter,  than  aoeh  licensed  gambMnf^:  and  yet  the 

practice  had  gone  on  to  the  present  reign,  not  only 
without  correctkm,  but  even  without  cenaure.  His 
Majesty^  who  all  his  life  abhorred  gaming,  being 
desirous  of  getting  rid  of  this  abuse,  at  iirst  restricted 
Ihenimiberof  tables,  then  limited  the  hours  of 
pl^,  and  lastly  banished  hazard  altogether  from  his 
palaces.  After  this  interdiction,  which  exohed 
much  discontent  in  the  houscliold,  cards  were  sub- 
stituted ;  but  when  it  was  found  that  the  evil  had 
only  dianged  its  name  and  appearance,  and  that 
under  the  cover  of  privilege^  deep  play  was  still 
practised  at  St.  Janaes's,  by  colhisioQ  with  the  do* 
mestics^  an  order  was  issued  thai  no  kind  of  gaming 
whatever  should  be  carried  on  there^  under  the  pe^ 
aaky  of  expulsion* 

At  the  meeting  of  parliament  on  the  tenth  of 
Januaiy,  17^5,  His  Majesty  announced  the  consent 
which  he  had  given  to  a  union  between  his  sister^ 
die  Princess  Caroline-Matilda  and  the  Prince-Royal 

Denmark.  As,  however,  the  parties  were  yet  in 
their  minority,  this  iii-fated  marriage,  though  the 
terms  were  now  settled,  did  not  take  eftct  till  two 
years  afterwards. 

The  disteeased  state  of  the  weai^rs  in  Spital* 
Fields,  at  this  time,  occasioned  considerable  scnsa- 
tion^  and  was  much  felt  by  the  Queen,^  who  did  all 
tbat  lay  in  her  power,  by  example,  and  pmesial 
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•olicitation,  to  prevail  upon  the  ladies*  who  «t- 
tended  oourt  tx>  lay  aside  all  ibreiga  ulki,  aud  wear 
no  artide  of  dress  but  wfact  was  wholly  of  tbe  iM* 
nuiacture  of  the  country.  This  patriotic  spirit  ex* 
hibited  a  striking  contrast  to  the  condiict  oS  tho 
principal  nobility,  who,  after  the  pccice,  sent  large 
ordera  to  Paris  for  almost  every  land  of  omametttt 

when  the  traders  and  artisans  of  their  own  country 
were  soffMring  the  greatest  privatioi^s  for  the  want 
of  emplo3naaont. 

Her  Majesty  was  never  more  delighted  tlian 
whm  she  had  an  opportunity  of  advaneing  tbe  in- 
terests oi  the  kingdom^  by  encouragipg  to  tbe  ut- 
most of  her  ability  works  of  native  art  and  industry. 
Of  this  an  instance  occurred  when  the  trustees  for 
improving  the  manufactures  of  Scotland  transmitted 

to  Colonel  Graeme  a  piece  of  linen  of  exquisite 
workmanship^  to  be  jpresented  to  the  Queen,  wbo^ 
Ibr  obvious  reasons,  receiiMed.it  at  tho  levee,  that  it 
piught  attract  genaral  observation:  alter  wluciiy  tbe 
colonel  WIS  directed  to  write  a.  letter  to  Ae  tnis» 
tees,  expressing  Her  Miyesty*s  viriahes  for  the  suc- 
cess of  their  endeavours  to  promote  the  wdftie  of 

the  country. 

In  a  nation  like  this,  where  the  power  of  tbe 

Queen  consort  is  necessarily  very  contracted,  aud 
hardly  exceeds  that  of  any  other  head  of  a  great  iii* 
mily,  such  acts  ought  to  be  considered  as  flowing 
from  umatc  goodness^  and  not  as  the  lasuU  ol  policy*

From  ttic  same  pure  pi  uiciple  of  benevolence. 
Her  Majes^  becMne  the  patconeM  of  the  Magdnkn 
Chuttf ;  by  which  means  that  institution  was  on* 
abled  to  triumph  over  the  prejudice  which  had 
been  riised  agamst  it  in  the  poblie  mind,  as  one  ra* 
tber  calculated  to  eiieourage  vice  thaa  to  reclaim  the 
miwavy* 

Tiiat  sentiment  of  considerate  benigmty  also  pro- 

diieed  at  this  time  an  offidal  notificefionj  which  was 

sent  to  all  the  regiments  of  toot  guards,  and  troops 
of  horsct,  aeqiiaintiiig  those  soldiers  who  were  law-* 
Mlj  married  that  their  wives  should  be  admitted 
into  the  X«ying-in  Hospital,  and  that  their  chUdrca 
shottld  be  provided  Smv 

Such,  at  this  early  period  of  her  life;,  were  the 
&voiirite  olgects  of  the  Queen,  usit  to  the  attendon 
»he  paid  to  her  children,  wliose  opening  minds  slht 
Gniti¥8ted  with  the  most  sedulous  care ;  not  lenviiii; 
theui,  as  some  would  have  done,  to  the  manage- 
oient  of  attmdanls,  but  indulging  herseli;*  with  their 
innocent  pnitde,  diaring  in  their  little  amusements^ 
and  leading  them  cheerfully  into  the  first  paths  of 
knowledge. 

This  maternal  solicitude  was  not  an  excess  of 
fMidness^  which  wpmh  the  ot:9ects  of  its  regard,  bat 

an  aliectionate  concern  for  tlie  gruvving  improve 
ment,  and  future  wel&ro  of  the  important  diargt 

with   which  Her  Majesty  considered  liericlf  cn- 

tmsted*   Lit^  inenkots  fireqiieatljr  eludidata  mat^ 
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lien  of  moment:  and  how  piopcrly  die  ptnUUl 

duties  were  discliarged  at  this  period  might  easiljf 
have  been  ioierred  from  the  majuier  ia  which  tho 
Frkice  of  Wales  received  the  etewards  of  the  Sodety 
of  Ancieut  iiritoQs  ou  the  aimivereaiy  of  their  tute-i 
laiy  eahit  After  a  short  eomplimentarjr  addmty 
in  which  the  gentlemen  of  the  principaiity  expres^^ed 
their  loyalty,  and  explained  the  ohjecte  of  the  oh** 
rity,  tliey  concluded  with  saying:  "  Your  royal  pa^- 
rents  renotember  no  period  of  thm  liTes  too  early 
for  doing  good ;  and  when  a  few  years  shall  call 
forth  your  Tirtnes  into  action^  your  rdytik  higtmesa 
may,  perhaps,  with  satisfiiction  reflect  upon  yens 
faithful  Ancient  Britons  thus  laying  themsehes  at 
your  feet" 

To  this  address  the  Prince  listened  with  the  ut- 
most attention;  nor  ever  once  while  it  was  deliveied 
did  his  eye  wander  with  uiti^ntde  levity  from 
the  persons  before  htm ;  to  whom  he  relied,  with 
the  greatest  distinctness  and  propriety :  ^  Gentle^ 
men,  i  thank  you  for  this  mark  of  dutjr  to  the  Kin^ 
and  wish  prosperity  to  this  charity.** 

His  Majesty  was  not  present  at  this  interesting 
ecene,  having  been  confined  eoine  time  by  an  indis^ 
position,  the  nature  of  which  was  cautiously  kept 
from  the  pnblic«  Conjectum,  however,  mokiplM 
on  the  occasion ;  and  it  was  pretty  generaily  sur* 
mised  that  the  seat  of  the  disorder  lay  m  iliebiaiiif 
but  no  professional  reports  were  tlicn  made  upon 
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tk&ubj^;  nor  did  the  cfise  come  uoder  parlia* 
aentaiy  observation^  though  both  hiMifles  were  thea 

wUiug. 

The  trial  of  the  Queeo  in  this  exigency  was  very 

|frdit;and  the  more  so,  as  she  was  far  advanced 
iaaitalieof  pieijnancy*  &h&  oontiaiiedy  however^ 
lo  go  to  the  Chapel  Rojral  in  itate^  and  hold  draw- 
ia§4ipoin« }  by  which  means  no  alarm  was  excited 
iathe  nation.  The  answers  to  inqniries  were  'fii^ 
vourabie ;  and  such  information  was  communicated 
thioiighthe  }oamak  as  indicated  an  assnvsnce  of  a 
speedy  recovery.  Meetings  oi  tlnj  eabiuct,  iudeed> 
wwe  held  on  the  occasion ;  but  nothing  transpiied 
ol  ibeir  consultations^  which  was  tlie  more  surpris- 
iogy  conaidering  the  state  of  parties  at  that  time, 
and  the  extreme  irritability  of  the  people  respecting 
jmblie  a&urs.  . 

Things  stood  in  Ais  unoertaintf  abov«  a  inonth) 
during  which  Her  Majesty  displayed  the  greatest 
iMTtitiide,  though  her  private  feelings  snflfered  eon* 
i>ulerably.  At  length  the  King  was  jiulHcieutly  re- 
covered to  appear  at  a  leree,  held  on  the  fifth  of 

April ;  aiui  on  the  tweiity-iourth  of  the  ianic  mouth 

His  MB^mty  went  to  tbe^  House  of  Peers^  where 

he  delivered  the  following  speech  from  the  throne : «

The  high  importance  of  this  subject  to  thtf 
public  safety,  good  order,  and  traiiquiHtty ;  the  pa* 
temal  a&ction  which  X  bear  to  my  children  and  to 
all  my  people ;  and  my  earnest  desire  that  eray 
precaution  sliould  be  taken  which  may  tend  to  pre^ 
aerre  the  constitution  of  Qreat  Britain  undistntbedy  . 
and  the  dignity  and  lustre  of  its  crown  unimpaired, 
hove  detamined  ma  toky  thb  weigl»t7baaiiiessba< 
fore  my  parliament.  And  as  my  health,  by  the  bless^ 
ing  of  God^  is  now  restored,  1  take  the  earliest  op^ 
portimity  of  meetmg  yon  Ivere^  and  of  reoommmding 
to  your  most  serious  dchberatioa  the  making  audi 
pibvision  as  would  be  necessary  in  case  any  of 
my  children  should  succeed  to  the  throne  before- 
tliey  shall  respectively  attain  the  aga  of  eigfateesi- 
years. 

To  this  end,  I  propose  to  your  oonsidaratpoiQl^

&tber;  the  regent  so  appointed  to  be  assisted  by  fl 
eomeOy  eooiposed  of  the  sefend  pefsons/  who,  by

In  plidn  l^SfagHmK^  this  waaaayii^  that  they  would 
itgulat^  their  obedienoe  by  di6  <mifaMablaM8i  of 
tha-JKktng  to  the  dkectiona  which  they,  in  thw 
emwunwitato  wisdon,  ahoidd  Mggfiit  far  Ua  gofim* 
menL  The  court  of  commooHDOuncil,  however, 
tfdMtMspowith  iniMnily;  fatfa  mdiriinny  of 
UNbr  f:i?fi4»iiT*^|  and  the  absurdity  of  their  language 
bn^^bl  upon 
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ibmi  to  general  ridicule.  One  anouymous  writer 
'«1hi»  addimed  tl»:  knoir  not  him  it  k, 
the  city  ui  Londua^  like  our  modem  herd  of 
poets,  ct  lalB  mpp9ar  to  tbmk  that  nijr  kngoaga  « 
good  enough  for  their  sovereign.  Our  ingenious 
'  bards,  so  they  stdng  togolher  hdf  a  down  obmifls- 
meutary  stanzas  on  the  birth  of  a  prince,  never 
troufdo  their  hedb  cither  about  the  imse  or  the 
application:  any  sort  of  poetry  is  well  enough  fiir 
kings  and  queens;  and  it  the  delaghtfal  eomiioi** 
tiotM  are  not  fawiiwahly  neeeived  at  00111%  why  let 
the  court  go  without  coQgratulations.  In  like  maiw 
nef ,  tfie  geolleiMn  of  the  ooBMnon*oowicil^  so  th^ 
c^ier  an  address,  give  themselves  no  concern  whatso^ 
aver  abont  the  propriety  either  of  the  Mtiaaeiit  or 
the  diction.  If  it  is  calculated  to  please,  good;  if 
not,  why  let  it  go.  They  ate  aecaatooied  to  speak 
their  niiuds  to  theii-  sovereign ;  and  he  must  bear 
theittddicacy  of  a  petagnph  that  vmdd  bo  thoi^ffat 
highly  culpable  in  an  advertisement  for  the  office  of

greater,  m  the  same  afternoon  hu  royal  highness

the  Princess  of  Brunswick  at  St.  James's ;  and  re»« 
tatted  to  his  houso  in  Vppm  Orosvmor  Street 

about  seven,  to  assist  at  a  council,  whicli  was  ap« 
punted  to  be  held  th^e  the  same  ovening.  He  had 
been  at  home  bot  a  ftw  nkiiiles,  when  he  com- 
j^lsioed  of  a  shiveiing  fit ;  and  almost  as  soon  as 
Sir  CKffisvd  Wmtriagfaam,  the  King's  physician,  aiw 
lived,  he  ieii  breathless  on  the  softu  The  duke^  who 
WW  extnnely  oorpnlmt^  little  tune  befeee  kis 
dsith  earnestly  advised  His  Majesty  not  only  to  use 
conridmble  eaerasey  b«t  to  impoae  upon  faimeelf  • 
tlnct  course  of  rc^^men^  as  tiie  only  ciiectual  means 
rf ffCfwenting  obesity,  end  attaining  a  good  okl  ega 
This  oounsel  made  a  strong  inipressioq  upon  the 
ttied  of  the  Kioff,  .who  fimn  that  tiose  beceme  my 
sbsteuiioiis  iu  his  mode  of  living,  end  never^  fore 
ptfiod  of  mote  dien  half  e  centniy,  kes  .he  been 
once  Imown  to  indulge  in  the  pleasures  of  the  table.

Hi* 
potitioal  opinkwii and coanityinin  wem not  iniaufOB

bam,  bir  William  Duncan,  and  Sir  Joiin  frii^jfe. 

This  was'an  ineidenft  of  no  slight  couaeqiieaee  at 
&at  time,  when  the  prejudices  against  inoeulation 
van  highy  and  people  were  evea^toU  bom  the  pul* 
pit  hy  one  of  the  most  zealous  preachers  in  Londoa, 
that  it  was  presttmptuoas  to  ofler  prayers  for  the 
Prince  of  Wales,  who  was  now  taken  out  of  the 
bands  of  God^  and  committed  to  the  hands  of  men* 
But  their  mafesties  wei^  boA  of  them  superior 
to  tlie  narrow  noticms  which*  j^revailed  on  the  aub- 
jWt  of  a  moat  valuable  diaooirery ;  and  they  eviaeed 
as  much  parental  aflfection  as  patriotism^  in  thus 
countenaocing,  hythdirekample^apraetioa^  that. not 
only  tended  to  abridge  the  catalogue  of  human,  mi* 
but  ted  the  way  to  the.  only  effectual  meaaa 
of  exterminaliug  tiie  most  deadly  enemy  of  popu* 
lation.

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ike  Duke  of  York,  being  the  proxy  for  the  King  of 
Denmark,  and  lUe  next  moraing  early  she  mi  off  froai 
Carletm  House  fior  Harwieh.  The  perlinf  seene 
betweea  the  young  queen  and  her  u^other  was 
detoilMBd  by  tbote  wbosaw  it  ai  of  the  most  dis* 
tressijQg  nature ;  enH  this  indeed  was  evident  to  the 
ipedators  .in  Pall-MaU,  who  wore  moved  hy 
the  weeping  countenance  of  this  blooming  sacri-

On  the  lw«iity<-ii]iith  of  the  Mine  month  the 
Queen  wa&  happily  delivered  of  her  first  daughter^ 
m  efcnt  friuch  gaw  gveat  pleasure  to  the  reyal  fik- 
mily  a^fi  the  nation*  Tiie  court  cro>vded  with 
visitm  to  pay  their  compKmenta  on  this  joyiiil  oeea* 
sion,  but  the  old  ceremony  of  giving  cake  and  cau- 
die  at  tiie  palace  of  St  Jaaaaa*a  had  nearly  proved 
disastrous  to  manv  females-  Before  the  doors  were 
opened,  at  five  o'eiock,  thousands  had  assembled  i 
and  the  muh  for  admittance  was  so  violent,  that 
•ome  well  dressed  women  were  nearly  killed  by  the 
pressure.  The  yeomen  of  the  gnard,  after  letting  in 
tbe  fofemost,  were  obliged  to  make  use  of  their 
battle  axes  to  keep  hack  the  rest ;  and*having  sm^ 
ee^ed  with  diiiicuity  in  clearmg  the  entrance,  they 
soddenly .  shut  the  gates  upon  tha  multitiMle  with- 
j    out,  who  vented  the  bitterest  cunipiamts  on  the  in-

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The  cbristeiiiqg  of  the  royal  infant  took  place  on 
llie  tiPouty^MVCoA  of  the  MoOionnwig  wiotiAf  whmt 
she  was  nmed  Chaiiottc^Augusta^Matilda,  the 
being  the  King  of  Denmark,  Tepteeenfeed  . 

•  by  the  Duke  of  Portland  ;  the  Queen  of  Denmark^ 
lepfeteated  by  the  ConnteM  of  Effingham ;  and  the 
Pfincess  IjOfn8a>-AiiM  in  poraon* 

IntbnDMtion  of  the  pleasing  addition  to  the  royal 
family  of  Great  Britem  degpeitehed  imnwiiMitriy 
by  a  special  messenger  to  the  court  of  Strehtz^  whece 
the  intelUgefioe  prpdmsedvery  tt^dy  demonaMlione 
of  jey^  for  tK>  much  was  Iler  Majes^'  beloved  in  the 
friaoeof  her  iis<ifity»  that  ihepeopie  atwwfe  mani* 
fested  a  tender  sohcitude  for  her  welfare^  whenever 
it  beeame  knoim  thnt^  waa  in  aataleof  pre^ 
nancy.  At  this  time  Dr.  Nugent  was  present  there^ 
having  been  sent  over  by  the  Queen  herseU  to  ooU 
lect  materiale  fer  the  oompletim  of  the  Hbtay  of 
Vandalia,"  the  first  volume  of  which  he  had  alreadjr 
pubhabed.  Aceofding  to  \m  aoooont,  the  people 
throughout  Mecklenburg  spoke  in  raptures  of  the 
endaering  aflUNlity  of  the  Queen,  whtte  they  who 
had  been  most  intioietely  acquainted  with  her  wera 
no  less  loud  in  pMie  of  her  mtrinsk 
eminent  talents.

^arti,  which  he  bad  consideiahiy  improved  by  read* 

TravelliDg  was  his  great  delight ;  and  he  made 
himself  very  popuhur  whereter  he  eame.  At  Mo- 
naa>,  where  lie  died  of  a  malignant  fever  aiter  four- 
teen Hhem,  the  greatest  boaom  were  paid  to 
his  remains,  which  lay  in  state,  till  removed  to  the 
iUp  that  ooimyed  the  coffin  to  England  for  in* 
tennent  in  the  royal  vault  In  Westminster  Abbey. 

la  the  preceding  year,  thia  amiable  prtnee  tn^ 
nOed  Aroogh  tevend  jmrts  of  the  kingdom; 
and  at  .Pistol  he  was  entertained  by  Bi&iu>p 
Newton,  wlio,  ia  Ua  ?ery  ent^rtaming  memoirs, 
$ays — that  all  tlie  company  were  surprised  and 
delighted  with  the  pertmenoe  and  propriety  of  the 
duke^s  qnestions  and  discour^^e  concerning  the  trade 

and  oommmeof  the  plaee.   Dr.  L^rttleton,  Bishop 

of  Carli^le^  being  one  of  the  company^  some  men* 
tion  was  made  of  hia  brother^s  history  of  Henry  the 
Second,  which  was  then  in  the  press ;  and  the  Duke 
of  York  observed  «qpon  it,  that  he  was  sorry  lAad 
Lyttleton  recurred  back  to  so  remote  a  period :  ho 
wished,  that  instead  of  wntmg  the  history  of  the  life 
sod  reign  of  Henry  the  Second^  he  had  written  the 
history  of  the  'life  and  reign  of  George  the  Second* 
One  memoraMe  the  doke  related  of  himself,  and  that 
waSi,  when  he  was  upon  his  u  aveis,  his  practice  was

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to  rise  early  every  iiKH*ning,  and  then  to  recollect 
and  set  down  in  writing  all  the  traoBactioiis  and  oc* 
currenccs  of  the  preceding  day,  so  that  by  turning 
to  his  diary  he  could  presently  find  where  he  had 
been^  and  what  tie  had  seen,  and  with  whom  he 
had  conversed  such  an  hour/* 
.  On  the  second  of  November,  this  year,  the 
family  received  a  tVu  tiier  increase  in  the  birth  of  a 
prince  at  the  Queen*s  House  in  tiL  Jameses 
Park;  and  on  the  thirteenth  of  the  same  month 
his  royal  highness  was  baptized  by  the  name 
of  Edward:  the  sponsors  were  the  hereditary 
Prince  of  Brunswick,  represented  by  the  Earl 
of  Hertford;  Prince  Charles  of  Mecklenbuig^ 
Strelitz,  represented  by  the  Earl  of  Huntingdon; 
and  the  Landgravine  of  Hesse  Cassd,  represented 
by  the  Duchess  of  Hamilton. 

The  mixi d  address  of  congratulation  and  condo- 
lence which  the  city  of  London  sent  up  to  tbm 

throne,  on  the  two  events  that  had  recently  occurred 
in  the  royal  family,  formed  so  complete  a  contrast 
to  that  of  the  preceding  year,  on  tfie  birth,  of  the 
princess^  as  to  draw  from  His  Majesty  this  very 
remarkable  answer: 

"  I  thank  you  iur  this  loyul  adfhess,  and  for 
the  satisfaction  you  express,  in  the  increase  o£ 
my  family:  these  expressions  of  your  seaioua

"  I  regard  your  coiidoleAce^  on  the  melancholy 
e?ent  of  the  Duke  of  York  s  deaths  as  an  additioml 
proof  of  your  sttacliitient  to  m6  and  voy  finuily » 
and  I  ikk^  t\m  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks 

The  solicitude  of  His  M^esty  for  the  general 
mUiune  of  faU  peofde  wu  evinced  at  tbia  time  in  a 

resolution  taken  by.  him  to  abridge  the  period  allot- 
ted £>r  the  eeremomal  of  poUie  moenui^f*  Hia 
attention  was  drawn  to  this  by  the  Inconvenience  of 
thrae  eoM  mounuDga  at  the  aame  timei  pne  of  a 
national  concern  for  tlicDukc  of  York,  and  two 
othera  for  foreign  princesses*.  Sensible  how  detri- 
mental this  must  be  to  trade,  the  King  spontane- 
ously caused  an  order  to  be  issued  from  the  cham* 
berlain^a  ofiice,  that  for  die  future  all  court  and  ge- 
neral mournings  should  be  shortened  to  one-half 
of  the  time  which  had  been  hitherto  observed. 

For  this  act  of  paternal  consideration,  His  Ma- 
jesty received  ^e  thanks  of  the  great  body  of  ma^ 
nufacturers  and  traders  of  London  in  an  address^ 
presented  by  the  lord-mayor  and  aldermen*  A  se- 
parate address  on  the  same  occasion  was  also  carried 
iqi  to  St.  James's  by  the  weavers  of  Spital  FieM^ 
whose  appearance  in  procession^  with  varie|[ated 
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'banners  and  streamers  emblematic  of  their  busi- 
neu,  bad  ayety  pleating  effect. 

Their  address  concluded  in  the  following  compli- 
mentary terma  to  the  Queen^  which  muat  have 
been  pecnliarlj  gratifying  to  the  feelings  of  the 
monarch. 

At  the  same  time,"  sttd  they^  that  we  oiler  up 
our  tribute  of  thanks  to  your  majesty^  we  should 
think  ounelvei  very  nngratefol  to  your  majesty's 
royal  consort^  if  wo  did  not  humbly  express  our  sense 
of  liie  great  obUgatuma  we  lie  ender  toHerMejeaty, 
for  her  generous  patronage  and  encouragement  of 
out  silk  manofacture :  and  we  are  bonnd  to  make 
the  same  acknowlcdginent  to  the  rest  of  tlie  royal 
family^  for  the  distinguished  pr^raooe  tliejr  give

ble  griei  of  tlic  wbole  t^mily,  on  the  thirteenth  of 
MajTj  ID  the  twentieth  year  of  her  age. 

The  gloom  occasioned  by  these  successive 
breaches  in  the  rojral  bouse  was  somewhat  dissi- 
pated ill  the  course  of  the  summer,  by  the  arrival  of 
the  yoong  King  of  Denmaikt  whose  pnqpeosity  to 
travelling  induced  him  to  leave  his  country  for  a 
tour  in  Germany  and  France^  irom  whence  he 
came  over,  rather  unexpectedly,  to  England.  Mere 
he  reittamed  above  two  months,  during  which  he 
jifaundantly  graiiiied  the  cnriosily  of  the  pubUc  by 
the  exhibition  oi  his  persa%  which  Horace  Walpoie 
thus  describes:  came  to  town  to  see  tile  Da* 
iiibh  king.  He  is  as  diminutive  as  if  he  came  out  of 
a  kernel  in  the  Fairy  Tales.  He  is  not  iU  mades^nor 

weakly  made,  though  so  small:  and  though  his  face 

is  pale  and  delieato^  it  k  not  at  all  ugly^  yet  hns  a 

strong  cast  of  the  late  King^  and  enough  of  the  late 
Prince  <^  Wales,  to  put  one  upon  one  s  guard  not  to 
be  preju^Keed  inhisfcfow.  8tin  hehasnoivioy* 
alty  than  tbiiy  in  his  air;  and  considering  he  is  not 
twenty^  k  as  Well  as  one  ezpoeta  any  king  in  a  pup« 
pet-show  to  be.  He  arrived  on  Tixuraday^  supped 
and  iay  a*  St  Jasnea'a.  Yeetasday  mmm^  {thm 
twelfth)  he  was  at  tlie  Queen's  and  Carlton  House^ 
and  aa  night  ait  Ltdf  HcftfianTa  asaenaUy .  He  wAf 
takes  the  title  of  Altesse,  an  absurd  mezzoterniine^ 
bil  acta  the  king  eHoeadiiigiy ;  atrata  intisa  tkdm 
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like  a  cock*sparrow^  and  doe&  the  henours  of  iuin- 
•ett  way  cmily; 

On  the  nineteenth  of  September  the  illustrious 
UaveUer  wat  ctntertained  at  the  Qiim&*«  pakca,  witb 
•  'grand  topper  and  ball,  at  which  wm  pratant 
Ule  Frincess  Dowager  of  Walet^  with  the  rest  of 
the  rojml  fiynily,  bgwdai  munhan  of  iIm  noUli* 
ty  and  ioreign  ministers.  Every  tiling  was  oon- 
dadad  otkaacak  of  apkndkl  magnifieeiioay  aakad 
to  the  .  occasion ;  and  the  company,  by  a  very 
^tmptwfJ  indnknaoe.  niaintaniad  their  iisiliaihr  tiU 
four  in  the  morning.  A  Ibrtiiight  afterwar<is  the 
Danish  mooaich  fgm  a  grand  amkcd  ball  tn  the 
nobility  and  ^ntry,  at  the  Opera  House,  which  was 
cotiraiy  iiUad  at  his  expanse^  and  aveiy  kind  of  iuj^ 
ary  was  piwried  fot  tiia  nmnemiua  assembly.  Tba 
Queen,  howavar^  did  not  even  go  thither  as  a  apef> 
talor,  havinir  a  ta^eal  amtion  In  that  spceiaa  of 
amusement;  but  the  Jiing's  two  brothers  were  tbere;^ 
snd  tho  MacBBB  AmriuL  His  Mijasty,lmn  ca* 
no^ity^  and  a  wish  to  oblige  htB  now  relative,  went  in 
a  BBoot  pdaate  unuuiVy  and  sat  sasno  ihno  m  an  n» 
closed  box,  with  shutters,  which  enabled  him  to 
take  a  nnw  of  aU  that  pMsd,  witfaont  bomg  aean. 

On  the  eiglitli  of  November  this  year  the  royal 
ftnnij  lajbetPHl  a  ifftbsr  addition  in  the  btrth  of 
another  princess,  to  whom  was  given  the  name  of 
AaguslBu  Xn  oonjg^atulatiDg  His  Adiyea^  on  this 
i&  taia  ^onsflMiiSDtt  ea  I^flnoflB  wonHsad  tha 
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wimeit  loyalty,  ummnd  with  the  tbgliteit  dli 

to  the  political  ferment  which  thea  prevatlecL  Thit 
dmgo  in  tboir  language  the  Hiag  eonld  not  hut 
notice^  and  hi^  reply  marked  the  satijifactioa  which 
it  afibided  him*

you  my  hearty  thanks  for  your  congratulations  on 

the  happy  dehray  of  the  Qoeen^  and  the  birth  of 
the  pnncess^  as  well  as  fof  th6  repeslxid  assufancee 
you  give  me  of  your  loyalty^  and  attachment  to  my 
person  and  fionily  J* 

The  fcUowmg  year  was  remarkable  for  the  per^ 
taiM  *tate  «f  th«  Hili«  Buod,  om^ 
political  incendisu-ics^  whose  libels  were  but  too 
snoeeiafid  in  hlnayiiir»  ud  the  ijf  sedition  al* 

most  to  the  height  of  rebellion.  But  while  the 
fiieada  of  govenment  tranbled  finr  tlie  thaone^  llMi 

King  maintained  his  scat  with  firmness,  repelling 
the  intuits  wUeb  WBW  ofimdta  iiie&oe  with  nk^ 
dignity;  and  even  when  the  furious  rabble,,  instiga- 
ted by  tlie  fiiebsanda  of  mIsr^^  cxmunitied  the  mo64 
violent  ostrages  befoe  the  galea  of  the  pdace,  the 
fortitude  of  His  Mi^jesty  never  once  forsook  himi 
nor  eonU  the  manaoas  of  hddon  khake  therteoliK 
lion  which  he  had  formed  of  Uidng  and  dying  with 
the  lanra  and  the  coMtitnlian. 

To  suppose  that  the  King  did  not  suffsr  inwardly 

amkbt  the  tempest  that  suifoondad  hhnj,  the  car* 
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4ie  purity  of  his  motiveSy  and  the  probable  djuag/m 
to  wUdi  Ae  astkm  WM  cKpoted,  by  «lMMdMMm» 

eforts  of  pretenikd  p^triots^  would  be  doing  the 
groatett  wmg  to  his  prindplet  and  hm  fnaHngi. 
By  the  former,  liowever,  be  preserved  tlie  country^ 
while  the  ktter  made  faun  tender  tomida  hit  eoe^ 
mies,  and  coinpai>3ioiiatc  to  tlie  people  who  were 
ddaded  bf  their  artifioei.

room  to  be  held  by  the  Prince  of  Wales  and  the 
f  rtnceis  BoyaL  The  wmtj  a£  the  thiB^  waa  at* 
iraetive;  and  the  spectacle  itself  was  calculated,  if 
any  sight  could  produce  suchaaefibcty  to  soften  the 
aMfipaoit  fretioiiy  and  to  »ahe  the  people  ashamed 
of  their  owa  credulity,  in  yieldmg  to  the  machi- 
wtkma  of  mqprincipled  demagoguea. 
This  drawing-room  took  place  on  the  tweoty-fiith 
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of  October,  1 769,  theday  of  His  Majest/s  accession, 
and  was  beU  in  the  late  Prinoess  Aineims  apartiaeats 

.  at  St  JamesV  The  Prince  of  Wales  was  Awsed 
in  scarlet  and  gold^  witli  the  eosigus  of  the  Order  of 
the  Gaiter:  oo  his  light  was  Frinee  FVedeneh, 
Bishop  ot  Obiiabrug,  in  blue  and  gold,  with  the  en- 
(Kgns  of  the  Onlsr  ef  the  Bath:  nnt  to  hi»9  OD 
sofa,  8at  the  princess-royal,  with  the  two  youiiger 
princes  at  her  right  hand,  el^ginUj  elotbadi  ia 
Roman  togas. 

The  appearaiice  of  so  maoy  fine  cfaildrcsi  escilad 
the  most  Kvely  sensibility  in  the  company;  but  the 
sight  was  rendfired  stiU  more  dalighttul  by  the  ray 
graosfid  naniier  in  which  Ae  Prime  aad  his  sister 
conducted  themseiyes  toward  the  elegant  atarmhliyt 
by  whooa  thay  were  sanonnded* 

With  a  sunilar  intention  of  allaying  the  iniu* 
riatad  passioBB  of  the  people^  the  Prince  was  again  I 
brought  forward  to  public  noticei  in  a  baU  and  sup- 

.  per  gtfM  by  him  at  the  Qnaen*s  palace  on  the  nine* 

teciitli  of  Mardi,  in  the  following  year.  But,  as  if 
CR  pnrpoae  to  oonnteract  theiapiessicn  bkAy  to  be 

made  by  these  pleasing  acts  of  com  tes}  ^  Beckford, 
the  lord-mayor, .  who  rnkd  predominant  an  the  taty, 
gaee  e  semptnona  entertainment  at  tiie  Mansion 
Hou&e  to  the  friends  of  Wilkes,  and  aU  who  were 
active  on  the  side  of  cpporition.  This  amdeciens 
proceedings  to  call  it  by  no  worse  a  nam^  added  oil 
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tothefiameof  faction;  and  sem^l  |)er9<ms  m  the 
m^ropolis,  of  known  loyalty^  had  their  wmciowa 
demelkhed  by  the  mob. 

Among  the  objects  of  the  popular  rage,  Mr. David 
Barclay^  ia  Cheapside,  was  marked  out  m  a  manner 
so  very  particniar,  as  plainly  shewed  that  the  rabble, 
thus  coliected  by  the  foUy^or  sometliing  worse^  of  the 
lord-mayor^  were  actuated  by  a  spirit  ripe  for  rebeU 
lion,  since  notliing  in  Mr,  Barclay  s  conduct  could 
ha^e  induced  such  outrages,  but  the  entertainment 
which  he  had  formerly  givci^  to  their  majcsUes. 
When  the  multitude  attacked  his  house,  Mn  Bar* 
clay  sent  out  some  of  his  servants  to  observe  the 
most  active  of  the  rioters,  by  which  means  two  of 
the  ringleaders  were  afterwards  apprehended,  and 
bcought  before  Beckford,  who,  instead  of  com- 
mitting them>  proposed  that  tfaq^  should  pay  for  the 
damage  which  had  been  committed.  Mr.  Barclay 
however,  with  becoming  spirit,  refused  the  offer, 
saying  that  he  came  for  justice  on  the  ofienders, 
aiid  not  for  money;  in  consequence  of  which,  die 
magistrate,  much  against  his  will,  was  obliged  to 
send  the  men  to  the  compter.  Daring  these  tu- 
mults, the  mob  dragged  a  hearse  into  the  court-yard 
of  St.  James*s,  decorated  with  insignia  of  the  most 
scandalous  description;  but  the  King  remained  iirm 
in  &e  drawing-room,  whilst  the  court-yard  and 
the  streets  resounded  with  the  shouts  of  anarchy. 

On  the  twenty-seoond  of  May  Her  Majesty  was 
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delivered  of  a  princess,  who  was  baptized  on  the 
•eventeandi  of  tlie  £[^wiiig  moodi,  by  the  name  of 
Elizabeth.  Being  thus  prevented  from  appearing  in 
pubUc  on  the  eoauiiig  birUi-day,  the  Queea  presented 
to  her  bdovedooMort  the  feUowing  ataiias^  writtei 
with  her  own  hand  m  pencil^  and  which  we  may 
be  sure  were  not  leas  acceptable  to  him  than  the 
aimiud  tribute  o£the  l4aurcatou  th^  $anie  occasioiu

aipect  of  aiiaii  s  at  this  time>  that  the  princess  dow- 
tgn  mttamUf  wmt  abimd,  with  the  lecret  intention 
tS  ending  her  days  in  the  Palace  of  Zell,  tiiat  man- 
iktt  which  not  kmg  afterwards  proved  an  asylum  to 
hcrinifortfinate  and  persecuted  daughter.  It  was 
aow  thir^-four  years  since  the  princess  had  left  her 
native  land,  lor  a  coontiy  wberfe  she  esrperimced 
litde  else  than  a  scries  of  trouble^  after  the  death  (jf 
iicrliiiBband*  On  tfaeaooessiotiof  heraon,  she  bad 
mison  to  iK>pe  for  other  days,  and  to  expect  that 
hcrdediniiig  life  would  be  spent  in  peace :  instead 
of  which,  a  new  storm  arose,  and  she  found  herself 
ra&oitxfy  wcnie  treated  than  whan  her  hmilj  were 
deprived  not  merely  of  the  pleasures,  but  in  a  great 
Bueasure  oi  the  oeoessary  comforts  of  their  elevated 
I  ilation.  Goaded  by  every  species  of  insult,  it  was 
no  wonder  that  the  princess  should  take  up  a  reso> 
laliofi  of  quiiting  forever  »natioii  where  she  was 
caatinuaily  exposed  to  the  most  unfeeling  and  un« 
dcnved  iiyumi.  Her  royal  highness  acoording^y 
'  embarked  for  the  continent  witii  a  large  suite,' on 
i  Ae  eighth  of  June^  bat  at  the  eameat  entreaty  of 
ilic  Kiiig,  fc-hc  altered  lieriiiind,  and  returned  by  the 
way  of  Calais^  at  the  end  of  October.  .  « 

.  In  the  course  of  this  summer,  die  Prince  of 
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Hem  Dtnnrtadt,  with  fab  iniUr*  ^ 

iu  a  very  private  manner;  but  though  the  illustrious 
strangers  chose  to  be  unknowii  during  tb^r  slmt  < 

stay,  they  received  parUcular  marks  of  atteirtiflil 

The  Queen,  in  a  sportive  humoiir,  took  «  rich 
diaaaowi  and  pearl  necklacep  and  desired  the  youxig 
Pkmess  of  Hesse  to  put  it  on,  which  bdog  doM^ 
she  said  theornameut  became  Iier  so  very  weUy  that 
it  would  be  a  pity  to  take  it  off  again^  and  desirad 
that  she  would  wear  it  for  her  sake. 

Hitherto^  all  the  royal  duldran  had  besn  kept 
cbieiiy  under  the  cou&tant  observation  of  their 
pawnts  at  Richmond  and  Kew ;  but  the  Prinoe  of 
Wales  being  now  in  his  ninth  year,  it  was  deemed 
proper  thai  he  should  be  mora  in  tow%  fi»  die  con- 
venience of  his  tutors.  Accordingly,  a  separate 
household  was  appointed  £i>r  has  rogrul  highnass  at 
the  Queen  s  Palace,  and  an  order  was  issued  on  the 
eleventh  of  May^  177^9  ^  conatant  attendance 
of  a  chaplain  in  waiting  to  read  prayers  them  every 
day.  About  this  time^  an  attempt  was  made  ij(f 
Lotd  ChesterfiaU  to  get  that  ingenioos  but  proHi- 
gate  divine^  Doctor  Dodd^  appointed  tutor  to  the 
iVinoet  but  the  King  rejected  the  appUcndony  in  a 
manner  tiiat  piamly  shewed  how  superior  Im  judg- 
ment in  esrimatmg  the  chttnetar  of  men  was  to 
that  of  this  celebrated  peer."

Ob  the  fifth  of  Jiim,  Her  Miyettjr  was 
Wwodof  another  prince^  named  Ernest- Augustus, 
now  htt  royal  highneu  the  Duke  of  Ciiaiberiaiid* 

An  nliiuiduiafy  cmsmnstanoo  ooenfrod  in  tfiit 
year,  which,  while  it  manitititi^  the  goodness  of 
ttie  Qoeen,  proved  that  mensf  may  MMmtiaMi  bo 
i^arioiu  to  the.  puhKcw  A  woman,  nami d  Sarah 
Wihon,  who  aCtendod  the  bonouTable  Mi«  Vernon, 
mc  of  the  maids  of  honour,  having  found  her  way 
ioloone  of  the  rci^  apertmnti,  broke  open  a  ca- 
binet, which  she  rifled  of  several  valuable  jewels, 
ttd  enied  tben  off  with  several  other  articles. 

The  robbery  was  soon  discovered ;  and  the  thief 
being  detoeted,  was  oommittad  Ibr  tiial,  convictedt 
■ad  sentenced  to  death.  Through  the  gracious 
iiiterpo6itio&  of  the  Queen,  however,  tl^  cuiprtt 
leceiveda  pofdon,  oh  eonditioii  of  being  transported 
life,  and  accordingiy  slie  was  sent  to  Maryland, 
where  she  was  poichaeed  by  Mr.  Devall^  of  Bush 
Creek,  in  Frederic  county.  But  .  shortly  after  her 
airhral  in  Americai  she  contrived  the  means  of 
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escape^  and  making  her  way  to  Chariestovrn,  South 
Cardina,  she  there  amuned  the  title  of  ftriuceae 
Susaoiiah-CaroIina^Matilda,  giving  Iierself  out  a« 
Ae  sister  of  the  Queen.  The  dotbcs  which  she 
had  carried  with  her  favoured  tlie  deception^  and  the  | 
move  so,  as  she  still  possessed  aoiiie  of  the  stobn 
articles,  among  which  was  a  miniature  of  Her 
Majesty.  She  pretended  that  her  reason  for  seek- 
ing a!i  asylum  on  the  transatlantic  shore  was  to  ! 
avoid  a  marriage  into  which  she  was  about  being 
forced  by  her  august  relations. 

Strangeas  this  tale  was,  many  reapeotabW persons 
believed  it ;  and  as  the  impostor  hiri  eeen  emvigh  of 
a  court  to  ape  its  forms,  she  succeeded  admirably, 
being  received  witti  profemid  respect  in  meivf 
iamUies  of  tiie  first  consequence.  I^e  oven  went 
so  far  as  to  admit  persons  to  the  honoor  of  kissing 
her  haud^  aud  made  large  promises  of  preferment 
to  those  vrho  had  fiuth  in  her  pretensions. 

Some  of  the  gentry  in  the  province^  indeed, 
inspected  the  trick,  and  endeavoured  to  nndeoave 
their  neighbours,  but  with  little  effect ;  and  she  con- 
tinued to  levy  pret^  large  contributions  iqpon  the 
credulous,  till  the  fiune  of  die  princess,  reaching  the 
ears  of  her  master,  he  sent  a  messenger  with 
powers  to  apprshend  her  as  a  runagate;  and  then 
the  bubble  burst,  to  tliQ  cootusioa  of  the  houciit 
people  of  Caroling.

ik&tFt  inauspiciousiy  did  the  year  177^  ojpen  tQ 
Idle  royal  family  of  Great  Britahiy  but  more  partis 

cuiarly  distressing  to  the  private  feelijigs  of  the  King. 
The  conduct  of  hi*  b^>ther,  the  Duke  of  Cumbei^^ 

land,  iiad  very  recently  been  brought  before  the 

public,  ID  a  manner  that  could  not  but  sensibly  affect 
His  Majesty,  who,  frofti  the  high  notions  which  he 
entertained  of  hit  own  duty,  could  ill  endure  any  in< 
decorum  in  tiiose  about  him;  Scarcely  had  thd 
Duke  of  Cumberland,  however,  passed  through  thd 
tefiere  ordeal  of  a  judicial  inrestigation  on  an  action 
for  criminal  conversation^  than  the  public  papers  an->- 
Mounced  bin  marriage  with  the  widow  of  Mr.  H(»rtoD> 
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a  Derbysliire  gentleman.  This  new  act  of  UKliscr&- 
tion^  and  total  want  of  respect  to  the  sovereign,  not 
only  produced  au  order  forbidding  the  duke  and  his 
consort  from  appearing  at  court,  bat  a  message  to 
parliament,  recommending  a  new  legislative  provi- 
limi  Ibr  pievealing  any  of  the  royal  fiunily  bam  mar^ 
rying  without  tlie  consent  of  the  King,  his  heirs, 
and  snimssors.   AooordiDglyy  a  bill  to  tfan  efiect 

was  brought  into  the  House  of  Lords,  by  which  it 

was  enacted,  that  none  of  the  royal  &mity,  being 

under  the  age  of  twenty-five  years,  should  marry 
without  the  King's  consent ;  but,  that  on  attaining 
the  above  age,  they  might  be  at  liberty,  in  case  of 
his  refusal,  to  apply  to  the  privy  council,  announc 
faig  at  the  same  time  the  name  of  the  person  they 
were  desirous  of  espousing ;  and  if  within  a  year 
ndther  bouse  of  parliiment  should  address  the 
throne  against  it,  the  marriage  might  be  solemnized*

in  both  houses ;  and  it  must  be  confessed  that  thd

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right  iniicrent  in  mankind  ;  a  right  that  has  beeft 
amfirmed  bjr  dhrine  insfcitiitioai  a  right  which  ean* 
not  be  taken  away  by  any  laws  of  man's  making. 
There  in  a  totel  dtfEereooe  betereen  regnleting  the 
mode  oi  eujuying  a  right  derived  ivom  aaftore^  and 
the  eflenmiagor  gnmtmg  a  dieeretioiMiy  poerer  whack 
tends  to  its  annihilation.    While,  therefore,  it  ii 
aekoewfadged  retmai>le  and  expertiwrtj  thai  th^ 
marriftjve  of  minors,  as  well  as  the  exercise  ot  all  their 
elher  xigbti^  ihoakl  derive  validttf  only  free»  tlm 
fVNMent  of  their  parents  or  guardians,  there  is  no 
power  that  caa  justly  keq>  men  and  .women  loiuid 
minds  in  a  state  of  emAem  nonage.   Though  the  le- 
gisiatiwe  has  a  right  to  fresccibe  rules  im  tiie  regu« 
litiaiief  marriage,  the  annmpfeieB  of  a  {ftowerftoiei- 
pose  snAKfinite  restrictions  upon  niLitiiniany  is  a 
groia  Tiolatiaa  of  the  laiws  of  natme^'*   This  etgu^ 
XDcnt,  upon  general  principles,  was  followed  by  a  par- 

applieatktt  to  the  suppoaed  mgmcy  of  the 

oa  which  the  presex^  act  was  framed,  it  being 
ebeerved,  that  the  hill  was  tmie  likely  at  any  oon* 
juncture,  where  the  succession  should  couie  to  de- 
pend upon  the  eonstmedon  of  it»  lo  pvodaee  a 
war  tlian  a  peaceable  settlement.  It  was  also  for- 
cibly femarked,  that  the  aataral  conaequeoeejof  th» 
restraint  laid  upon  the  marriai^e  of  the  foyid  fiumljr 
would  be  to  iiuny  them  into  hbertaniam  and  an  ivse** 
gaIar.eourse  of  .fife ;  acDneeiiiieiioedMifeought  tohd' 
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l^iuunkd  agttinBt  wUh  the  greater  eare>  in  jmportioA 
to  the  extensive  and  dangerow  mflnenoe  of  their 
example  upon  tlie  inferior  orders  of  society.  This 
"  was  a  cogent  objectioii  upon  the  atroiig  ground  of 
moral  principle  ;  nor  was  it  less  ahly  contended  in 
a  political  point  of  Tiew,  that  the  hiU  iraa  nuentiaHy 
wanting  to  its  own  purpose,  in  having  provided  uo 
remedy  agamat  the  greater  evil  arising  fimn  die  im* 
proper  marriages  of  the  princes  of  the  blood 
reyal  into  formgn  iaauhes«  nor  any  agatart  the 

issue  of  princesses  so  married  disturbing;'  the  sue* 
esBsioBt  and  thendby,  in  certain  cases,  as  inn^ 
afiectiniB^  the  interest  of  the  nation  as  the  marriages 
ef  resident  princes  with  native  subjects* 

Notfrtthstanding  the  opposition  whicli  this  met^ 
sore  encountered,  and  naturally  considering  the  in- 
lerasts  of  the  neble  fionifies  likely  to  he  afteted  by 
At,  the  act  passed  into  a  law.  Jiut  neither  tlic  dis- 
pleasure professed  by  the  King,  nor  this  decision  of 
the  l^islature,  could  deter  the  Duke  of  Gloucester 
from  making  a  public  smwal  of  the  marriage  whsoh 
he  had  contracted  five  years  before  with  the  Coun-*  - 
teas  Dowager  of  Waldegrave,  and  the  grancMangb* 
ter  oi  the  celebrated  Sir  Robert  W'alpolc. 
•  Of  this  act,  it  may  now,  without  ofience,  be  ob- 
served, that  however  commendable  might  be  the 
motives  from  whence  it  originated,  it  lias  certainly 
been  m<m  injurions  than  beneficial  to  the  angns^ 
tine  wh^ih  it  -w«s  intended  to  preserve4  .  Time  haf  ' 
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ftmm  the  hupolicf  of  attemptiiig  to  gund  againtt 
snoattam  and  remote  eviis^  by  laying  restraints  upon 
Iba  impieacriptible  rights  of  iiiAiikiiid>  and  tfae  im- 
mutable laws  of  nature.  Tboilgh  the  present  reign 
lias  been  extended  to  an  imperalleled  lengthy  and 
the  progeny  with  wliicli  it  ha^  been  blessed  is  nu^ 
mmm^  the  cxistuig  alateaf  the  iUiaatriooa  house  of 

Brunswick  is  far  from  justifying  the  expectations  of 
diose  who  considered  this  act  aa  the  amest  bed^ 
that  could  be  planted  for  its  security. 

At  the  very  time  when  tlie  bill  waa  in  ite  progceaa 
diroogh  parliament,  a  tragical  scene,  in  proof  of  the 
baleful  e&cts  of  political  marria^,  was  es^hibiting 
ID  Denmark,  where,  through  the  mental  imbecility 
of  the  king,  his  amiable  consort,  Caroliue^Matilda, 
heeame  a  victim  to  the  rancorous  hatred  of  the 
queen  dowi^er,  JuIia^Maiia,  a  woman  of  such  leil 
walignity,  that  the  mother  of  Hamlet,  in  the  com- 
parison, would  liave  been  asi  the  odoriferous  myrtk 
lo  the  deadly  nightahade* 

Ihe  old  queeo^  who.  was  intriguing,  ambitious^ 
sod  vengeiiil  in  the  eictremi^  placed  what  aflbctkMi 
ahehad  upon  her  younger  son,  Frederick,  for  whom 
die  wished  to  secure  the  soooesaioa,  bopin|h  tsom 
the  weakness  of  the  eldest,  that  this  object  would 
axn  be  acoomplished*  The  alliance  entered  into 
with  the  British  court  ooqM  net  hot  add  the  pessen  of 
jealousy  to  a  spirit  already  envenomed  with  unna* 
iQial  hatred,  though  she  amotfaemd  her  maKee  tiH 
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the  return  of  the  king  bom  his  ioreign  ramble, 
which  slamge  mMore  wit  mstigatod  hjr  hcmlf, 
the  better  to  mature  her  designs.  During  the  ab- 
tence  of  her  ton,  and  his  minuter,  Bamdofff^  lAw 
mrtful  woman  flofcceded  ia  strengtheniog  her  party, 
whifdi  memsed  hj  the  aubtoquent  conduct  of  the 
king^  whose  huLiu  rendered  him  contemptible  hi 
(he  efOB  of  his  siabgoete.  The  only  difllciilty  in 
getting  possession  of  the  supreme  power  was  in 
what  manner  to  dispose  of  the  yoong  quoen^  upon 
vrhom^  as  a  matter  of  right,  the  regency  would 
otherwise  dot otve,  in  ease  of  her  httsbaiid  s  demiss 
or  insanity.    The  tjr  of  remoring  Caroline^ 

Malilda  being  tbos  obvious  as  a  preiuninary  measuic^ 
the  plot  was  formed  of  charging  hte  with  trBaaonbfe 
practices.  In  such  a  country  as  Denmark,  acen- 
•ation  and  oondennatioiii  where  the  state  ia  ooiw 
cemed,  are  synonymous;  and  the  unsuspecting 
qoeen,  withoat  veoeiimg  the  least  intioaation  of  wuf 
crime  being  alleged  against  her^  was  arrested  in  her 
hed^chamhcTj  and  harried  to  the  eaatle  of  Croneo* 
burgh. 

The  sairage  exeeotion  of  die  two  ministers^  fitnk> 

enscc  and  Brandt^  upon  the  most  equivocal  charges^ 
#aB  a  pieliideof  the  intended  iateof  the  qaoeny  who 
would  certainly  have  suffered  also,  had  it  not  been 
lor  the  spirited  ijotorposition  of  her  brother.  That 
iht  cunsphahiiw  in  Denmafk  shoidd  haw  ventured 
snch  lengths  without  fear  ot  incuning  the  vengeance 
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if  tfab  oonliy  iMim  eKtmtdnwvjri  but  tmt 

is,  they  were  led  to  beHeve  that  it  was  out  oi  the 

done  to  hie  mtor.  Hie  state  of  England  was  cou* 
sidemi  all  over  the  continent  as  vei^gvng  on  ctfil 
anr ;  and  thit  idea  lecrived  aoffident  colour  to  ren- 
der  it  probable^  from  the  scandaloua  outragea  that 
19m  eadubiied  at  that  time  in  liia  The 
Danes,  however,  were  soon  convinced  of  \hm  mia- 
lake  io  this  mpeett  and  StrJIobeit  JKeiai,  by  hia 
»  firmncs^^  succeeded  in  obtaining  the  iiberation  of  the 
nbappy  MatiMai  who  waa  oomrejred  toZell^  whcm 
«he  died  of  a  broken  heart  three  years  afterwards*  la 
dooiif  thii  metanchoiy  atory,  ii;  jnay  not  be  niwv 
ceptable  to  relate  one  instance  of  becoming  spirit 
n^ich  tbe  qnom  abewed  vader  ber  miafaitBDeay  and 

when  she  had  every  reason  to  dread  the  worst  from 

bar  ippylaifehlfi  cnamiea*   Oat  of  mere  modkeryy  a 

committee  of  enquiry  was  formed,  to  investigate  the 
cbaq^  againit  Her  Miyesty^  but,  like  true  iai|ii»*' 
thqr  went  to  Croneoburgh  to  pat  interrogap 
tonei  to  the  . royal  priioner,  who  plainly  told  theoa 
^  that  if  iiiey  eame  to  pay  dieir  doty  ta  her  aa  their 
^een  they  were  weloome ;  but  if  their  otyect  waa 
only  to  aak  quealioiM,  they  might  fctem  from 
whence  they  came,  as  she  was  determiDed  not  to 
hear  any  thing  they  had  to  sqr/* 
The  shock  produced  on  the  aund  of  her  brotlier  by 

tfibinteO^^eiioe fion  DeiUMik  waiiendeced neee 
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{Mtiifiil  by  the  «kalh  of  bii  moktier,  on  the  mnfli  of  * 

February.  The  praiccds  dowager  had  mdcc  d  been 
long  in  a  yery  indiflerent  itate  of  beakh,  and  hnrdUa* 
order  w  as  aggravated  in  no  small  degree  by  this  verf 
Biarriage,  towhich  ske  was  iiom  the  begiiuikig  exr 
eeedingly  averse,  amounting  to  a  presentiment  that  it 
woiikl  prove  unhappy,  Tbe  King  and  Queea  used  to 
go  and  see  her  cvory  evening  at  ciglit  oTciock ;  fant 
whan  ibegrew  worse,  they  went  at  seven,  pretending, 
they  mistook  the  hour.  Tbe  night  befim  hoc  deafthi 
they  were  with  her  firom  seven  to  nine^  during 
wfakh  she  kept  up  the  conTersaftion  as  usual^  retiml 
to  rest  at  ten^  and  died  ax  six  the  next  mornings  . 
On  the  sixteenth  of  same  mmth,  tbe  body  of 
her  royal  highness  was  interred  in  Webtuiinst^ 
Abbey,  by  the  side  of  her  beloved  husband. 

IS  ev  er,  perhaps,  was  there  a  uiore  striking  instance 
exhibited  of  tbe  instabihty  of  sublunaxy  h^pi^ima 
than  in  the  history  of  this  excellent  pruicess.  For 
aa^ny  years  she.  was  thei^ol  o£  the  people  of 
land,  and  enjoyed  in  die  bosom  of  her  family  tbe 
greatest  comforts;  but,  at  the  close  ot  life,  witboitf 
the  least  &ult  whatever,  she  was  held  up  to  pabKe 
scorn,  and  traduced  beyond  ail  example.  The  pror 
ffigate  andior  of  tbe  North  Briton  began  tho  attack  - 
upon  her  character;  and  when  asked  hy  one  of  his 
aoquauitance,  who  was  shocked  at  tbe  abase,  wh^ 
thcr  he  really  Iiad  any  authority  for  his  assertions, 

ho  sttd,  ^^tio,  but  that  the  people  wottkl  belief.  • 
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any  thing  that  was  said  against  their  supcriois^'* 

Yet  thsm  Mpenkoa  muds  m>  liitle  imjineMioa  on 

the  mind  of  the  princew,  thiit  she  would  often  ask 
la  the  monuQg,  Wjell,  what  have  the  f^pers  aaid 
of  me^**  After  which^  she  read  the  tnoet  gGurrilouy 
pwagtijihs^  without  aoy  oth^r  cmoMon  than  that  of 
a  aoiite.  But  tfaon^^h  unooMwed  by  the  culnmiiief 
daily  poured  out  agaimt  her^  slie  was  sensibly  at* 
ftotai  by  the  troubled  state  of  the  kingdom^  the 
breaches  made  in  her  family,  and  especially  the  im^  . 

ftvtmea  of  her  bdoved  dimigbterj  which  laat  atrol^ 

avidently  hasteaed  her  dissolution. 

llie  princen  leftno  mU»  for  abe  had  Both^ 
bequ^tbj  her  charities  having  kept  an  even  pace 
with  her  inconie;  end  it  waa  eseeftained  that  abe  ex- 
pended no  less  tlian  ten  thousand  a-year  ia  the  ^up- 
*  port  of  iodifgent  funiliei^  oom  qf  Hbem  Imeir  fitou 
what  source  their  relief  came,  till  the  secret  waa 
discovered  by  the  death  of  tlieir  beaeiactress.  The 
charge  brought  against  her  of  cKereising  an  undue 
intufii^  over  son  was  utterly  fidse^  and  a  mere 
artifice  of  the  ftetkm  to  inflaine  the  puhlio  vmA-  * 
Am  a  psoof  of  the  contrary^  it  waa  universally  knowii 
Ifart  her  hmbrad  left  many  debts  unliquidated^  a(»ne 
oi  whldh  remained  in  that  unsettled  state  alter  th^ 
aeoeaaiattcfHis  MiVaty*  Butsofitrwasthepriinesa 
fiom  ^i^kipg  any  advantage  of  this  change,  she  conti- 
nued to  pay  off  these  daiina  out  of  her  own  annual  io- 
till  tb$  whole  outdliiuding  dt^btf  ^erc  enti^f 
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cleared.   The  only  patnmage  she  crar  ckeidind 
m  appoiutioeatft  wholly  at  her  .own  dispoial ;  anil 
these  ahe  bwtowadwHhoot  uiy  aolieit^^  win* 

stanoe  ot  which  may  be  meationed  in  her  nomins^ 
ing  Dr.  SCqphen  Halei  to  be  her  deric  of  tba  do* 
set,  oa  whose  death  she  erected^  at  her  awn  e&- 
pense,  a  mooomeiit  to  his  meworjr  in  Westaninaiar 
Abbey.  He  was  succeeded,  in  the  saooe  liberal 
maimer,  by  the  celeliiratod  Dr.  EkbranI  Yoaogi  mad 
as  a  farther  proof  of  her  readiness  to  encourage 
vieii  of « merit,  when  Dr.  Doddridge  israed  pro^ 
posals  for  publishing  by  subscription  his  Family 
fixpositor,  the  prinoess  exerted  honelf  witfa  on- 
Common  earnestness  in  promoting  that  valuable 
work.  The  only  luxury,  if  it  could  be  so  called^  m 
which  she  indulged,  was  the  improvement  of  her 
gmlea  at  Kow.  Her  botanical  knosrlodge  was  exr 
tenrivO)  and  she  spared  no  cost  in  proeoring  rare 
plants  from  every  part  of  the  world.  It  was,  tbei«- 
fere,  gratifying  to  the  prineoss,  when  she  fiMmd  that 
the  Queen  had  a  congenial  taste;  and  this  made  the 
residenee  of  her  royal  highnesa  parftMstly  ikiightfiil 
to  herjthe  mtercourse  between  the  two  families  being 


daily,  and  oondnctedwitbontaaqrfcrmali^  She  was 

steady  in  her  friendships,  and  very  indulgent  to  her 
aerfuts,  beinf  dwqrs  aiixiona  to  giiw  thamia-l^^ 

trouble  as  possible ;  and  when  any  of  them  were  past 
kbonr,  she  tcN^  care  to  provide  cemfartnUy  Ibr 

their  dedinmg  years.    Iler  umlerstanding  was  solic^ 
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her  temper  placid,  and  her  relii^ion  unaffected.  Her 
constant  prayers  were  otiered  ibr  the  happinew  of 
the  King  and  Queen,  whose  tlial  conduct,  she  re- 
peatedly ackiiowiedge(i,  was  the  great  support  she 
had  under  the  serere  trials  with  which  she  was  iri* 
sited.  Bishop  Newton,  who  had  been  for  majijr 
years  intimately  acquainted  widi  die  princess,  thus 
oondodes  a  neat  enlogium  upon  her,  in  his  memoirs: 
The  calmness  and  composure  of  lier  death  were 
fivther  prools  and  attestations  of  the  goodness  of  her 
life ;  and  she  died  as  she  had  lived^  beloved  and  ho- 
noured most  by  those  who  knew  her  best.** 

After  this  loss,  their  majesties  left  the  Old  Lodge 
at  iUchmond  £or  the  palace  at  Kew^  which  caaA- 
mied  to  be  their  principal  abode  Ibr  some  years. 
By  taking  in  Kew  Lane,  which  separated  the  two 
royal  gardens,  both  were  now  thrown  into  one,  tho 
beautifying  and  enriching  of  which  formed  the  chief 
amusement  of  the  Queeui  whose  additions  to  thatiiw 
estimable  collection  of  exotics  erinoed  tihe  ardour  of 
her  zeal  for  the  advancement  of  science.    Her  Ma* 
jcsty  received  numerous  presents  both  far  her  hot* 
bouses  and  menagerie,  which  last  was  also  extremely 
curious ;  and  the  recent  diseomies  made  in  theSoiw 
them  Ocean  contributed  very  largely  to  increase 
her  stock  of  natural  history.   Among  the  varie^  of 
novelties  brought  from' that  part  <^  the  worid,  ont 
was  remarkable  enough,  being  nothing  less  than  the 

wovfn  crown  taken  fiom  the  head  of  Queen  Obma, 
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and  sent  by  herself  as  a  token  of  vassalage  to  Her 
Mttjeetf* 

The  retired  inaimer  in  which  the  royal  family 
dp  £i^i;laiid  lived  at  this  time  surprised  IbreigMfB, 
,  who  could  scai'cely  believe  that  this  was  a  voluntary 
jset  oS  the  soveragn,  and  especiaHy  of  his  angost 
consort.  A  French  nobiciuan^  of  high  diplomatic 
ehaTaetsr^  ooee  said  that  this  want  of  splendour  and 
gaiety  had  an  ominous  aspect,  that  tended  to  a  re\'o- 
hstion^  kttle  thinking  bow  soon  the  levity  of  his  own 
eonrt  would  hasten  the  destroetion  of  the  govem- 
menty  and  inundate  the  land  with  blood. 

It  is  remarlcable,  bowcmr,  that  die  same  drcftm*' 
stance  should  have  been  nuide  the  suty  cct  of  reproach 
against  the  King  by  an  anonymous  libeller,  who, 
under  au  impervious  obscurity^  sent  abroad  his  poLr 
aoned  arrows  with  the  dflxteious  hand  and  treacbe* 
rous  heart  of  an  American  savage.  But,  while  the 
aorcreign  was  basely  represented  as  ^  secluded  from 
the  woridj  neither  opening  his  heart  to  new  costf 

nenoQs,  nor  his  mind  to  better  infiMrmaftion^"  evtu 

the  malignant  Junius  dared  not  venture  ta  launch 
one  o£  his  envenomed  shafts  at  the  ooilduot  of  the 
Queen.  That  Jimius  was  withheld  by  principle  from 
doing  so^  the  whole  course  id  his  taotics  ibrbids  tha 
belief,  for  he  was  both  a  republican  and  an  infldd, 
whose  morals  were  subservient  to  his  passions^  and 
wha  cared  little  about  the  truth  of  what  he  sasorted, 
provided  hix  could  distress  his  iKivemryj  ^od.iul^gom 
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^tfoKk  the  credulity  of  the  people.  Jomus  had  a  per- 
■onal  entnity  to  the  King,  and  the  whole  drift  of  hit 
diatribes  went  to  embarrass  tiie  government,  and  to 
woond  the  private  feelings  of  His  Maje3ty.  Gladly, 
therefore,  would  such  a  wretch  have  planted  another 
.thorn  in  th<&  aide  of  the  monarch,  if  bd  Could  have 
firandany  point  to  fasten  upon  in  that  quarter,  where 
tthe  infliction  muat  have  been  felt  with  the  most  ago- 
using  aenatUlitjr.  But  the  character  of  the  Queen 
rose  beyond  the  power  of  Junius;  and  this  midnight 
slandcra*,  eonsdoua  that  any  attempt  ti>  asaail  it 
Would  recoil  upon  himself,  slunk  away  before  the 
brightncn  which  aWed  him  into  silence.

On  tlie  twenty-Mrantih  of  Janiiary,  1773,  the 
Queen  was  delivered  at  her  hause  iu  the  park  of  a 
tixtb  priDoe,  who  was  baptized  bjr  the  name  of  A»- 
gustus-Frederick,  ou  the  twenty-fitthof  the  following 
month,  in  the  great  oouncil  chamber  at  St  Jamee*i 
JPalace.  Sooa  after  this  addition  to  the  family^  now 
incfeaaed  to  nine  ohildfen,  CarielonHooai^  that  bad 
been  unoccupied  from  the  death  of  the  princess 
dowager^  waa  oideved  to  be  repaired  and  fitted  up 
for  the  reception  of  the  elder  princes,  who  were 
under  the  eave  id  Lady  Cbariotte  Finch.  Both  the 
King  and  Queen  appeared  as  if  they  were  anxioiie 
to  escape  irom  the  parade  oi  royalty  i  and  on  that 
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iComnUy  thoi^  ebii^Bd  to  b«  in  town  on  C0itii&  ' 
dajWi  tfie)r  mmbt  fiulcd  to  hasten  hmtk  in  die  even  ing 
to  ^6y  their  tranquii  retreat  at  Ikew.  Here  tbe 
Inmtf  life  fan  in  nefvtt  ODIUM  In  tlie  inomhi^, 
wiiile  His  Miyestjr  wad  engaged  on  busineu^  or  ialus 
ilactyi  dm  Qwan  employed  henelf  in  waiamCf  cnhnoii* 
or  drawing,  having  generally  the  princeas^rajral 
cr  WNM  of  ibt  yomogat  children  with  her^  dieir  nn* 
provement  being  one  of  her  most  favourite  occvpi^ 
dinfc  After  ipending  an  ii0orottw^»mthia  agmi 
able  manner,  die  royal  party,  with  their  attendants, 
cidier  took«aairingintlienflighbo«haodt€(rn.wnIk 
in  the  gardens ;  and  so  attentive  was  the  Queen  to 
hcrckildien^  diatihe  ncTcr  timatod  die  yoMUMit'  q£ 

thenx  oat  of  her  sight  on  these  occasions.    While  in 

die  miraerir^  she  raitod  them ;  and  when  dicy  had 

.  finished  their  lessons  with  Miss  Planta,  or  the  late 
Bar.  Mr«  da  Gndbfdisfe^  dieir  FkcMfa  inalmctor^ 
ihe  had  tliem  brought  into  her  presence^  enmined 
dMtr  prDgrasa  in  learning,  and  gave  them  such,  mm^ 
mendation  as  she  fmnd  diey  deesiredU 

The  deep  sense  which  she  had  of  matoma)  dnty 
appeared  net  only  m  her  imtkmmmnphf  bat  in  her 
toteneourse  with  others,  of  wluch  the  following 
stanra  4a  a  proof.  Beia^  in  oonTei%ation  with  a  aa* 
khrat^  duchess^  .slie  asked  after  her  children;  and

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them,  ^  What,*"  replied  tke  QMio;  3^0^ 
leave  them  entirely  to  their  attendants  i  That  ii 
more  tfata  I  dare  tb  doi  for  it  is  tmpoesiblB  tbit 
MTvanti,  however  tni^  they  may  be,  or  affectionate 
mxL  have  the  feelings  of  a  parent.**  TheducheM; 
somewliat  abasbedj  endeavoured  to  jostiiy' the  prac^ 
tioe^  but  was  stopped  with  this  jiiatvebake:  *<T1mm 
^ok  be  no  apology  for  the  neglect  of  the  first  of  du^ 
ties:  it  is  cno^^h  that  yod  are  a  motlier,  and  eon^ 

wse  wilii  one ;  and  I  should  be  sorry  td  su{lpOee 
ym  in  tlie  slightest  degne  indifiMnt}  where  ytM 

ought  to  possess  the  greatest  sensibility/* 
The  coodnetof  Her  Majesty  was  a  peiiiact  iUos^ 

tration  of  this  sentiment.    Though  the  royal  chil-

tad  their  proper  att 

who  were  all  selected  ^Vith  the  greatest  care,  and 
^ifmyVGd  themselves  worthy  of  their  important  trus^ 
the  Queen  watched  oVer  them  daily  with  ds  mnell 
boocem  as  if  they  had  no  other  person  to  look  after 
tiiaiii*  In  tile  fifst  stage  of  in&iicy,  they  wen  ca* 
f  eased  with  parental  fondness :  in  the  more  advanced 
Stab  of  cUldhood  tliey  lisped  tlieir  leasons  to  her 
attentive  ear ;  and  as  they  grew,  upwards^  she  was 
their  vmpird,  when  ditfenences  arose  among  tfacoii 
their  omcic  wliftn  they  wished  for  information  in 
difficakies;  and  not  only  their  mother,  bnt  .thsi# 
guidc^  counsellors  aud  confidential  friend. 

Iba  strong  seaaa  of  religion  which  anhnifced  thw 
toajesties  made  them  ci^ceedingly  ^oUcituu^  to  im* 
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ifllblietheillilldAof  tlwir  fjiiUiren  with  thft  nrifi^iUg** 

of  Cbristimmty,  as  soon  as  they  wm  capidile  of  oon<- 
pebending  the  subject.  They  were  aotkft  to  pick 
up  this  ftmdamfwrtd  point  of  knowledge  aa  a  matter 
^  course,  or  taugbt  it  merely  ia  compliance  with 
caslnaa}  but  they  were  instiucADd  in  the  whok  hia- 
tory  of  die  gospel,  and  the  greut  cioctrii^s  which  it 
leroahi  ea  the  motim  of  duty.   If  there  waa  Me 

thing  more  than  another  which  excited  the  appic* 
bensionaof  the  King  and  Qneen,  it  waathealwo* 
iag  spread  of  infideUty«  They  saw  with  deep  con«» 
cam  the  pqpubuaty  of  pubiicatioui^  which  Jaiad  no 
olherwn  than  to  undemiiney  by  ridicule  or  sophia- 
try,  the  faith  that  had  stood  the  tcpt  of  ag^  Their 
nuyeaties,  therafore^  set  themselves^  with  a  genemua 
jrcgafd  for  their  sulyects^  and  a  sacred  ref  ereuce  for 
^rathj  m  opposition  to  tibe  prevalent  oormption. 
They  shewed  by  their  own  example,  that  religion 
with  timn  waa  something  more  than  kneehog  in 
pubhc,  and  that  they  did  not  place  morality  in  a 
mere  form  of  prayer.  Their  mode  of  living  exhi- 
bited a  system  of  regularity  which  proved  the  solid 
.  iateignty  of  their  character,  and  the  perfect  sincerity 
«r  their  i«ligious  principlea.  Men  of  Ikentioa. 
mipds  mdeed  sneered  at  this  virtue  •  and  there  were 
not  wanting  some  writers  shameless  enough  to  abnse 
the  King  for  his  piety.  But  the  reproach  of  the 
wicked  only  served  to  confirm  the  resolution  it  was 
ii^ended  to  shaken  end  the  scoSers  liad  tliQ  addi* 

n 
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tional  morttflcatioii  to  see  the  it>y»l  patroiiBge  libe- 
rally extended  to  men  who  advocated  religious  trtith 
in  spite  of  obloquy,  and  planted  its  standard  trw 
umphantly  upon  the  ruins  of  false  philosophy. 
Among  these  was  the  late  pnrfessor  Beattie,  of 
•Aberdeen^  whose  book  on  the  ImmntabiKty  of 
Truth,  against  Hume,  was  so  acceptable  to  the  King 
and  Qoeen,  that  an  unsolicited  pension  of  two  hun- 
dred pounds  a-year  was  bestowed  upon  the  author 
in  the  moat  hanAMime  tmns. 

Tlie  professor  happening  tliis  year  to  visit  Ozfiifdi 
kt  the  hwtallatron  of  the  ehanoellor.  Lord  North, 
'  Was  presented  with  the  honorary  degree  of  doc- 
tor of  lawl,  m  a  manner  highly  gratifying  to  his 
feeling.  On  his  coming  to  town,  Dr.  Beattie  was 
informed  that  the  King  would  be  ^imd  to  have 
an  interview  with  him ;  and  of  this  irisit  he  has 
given  so  particular  an  account  m  his  Diaiy,  that  to 
dhridgeit  would  be  to  weaken  its  efiect  It  fi)Uow% 
Therefore,  in  his  own  words : 

Tncndky;  the  twer\ty-fouYth  of  August*  1773> 
set  out  for  Dr.  Majendie*s,  at  Kew  Green.  The 
doctor  told  me  tliat  he  had  not  seen  the  King  yes- 
terday, but  had  left  a  note  in  vvritingi  to  mllaiate 
that  I  was  to  be  at  his  house  to-d^ ;  and  that  one 
of  the  King's  pages  had  come  to  him  this  morning, 
to  say  that  His  Majesty  would  see  me  a  little  after 
twelve.  At  twelve,  the  doctor  and  I  went  to  the 
King*s  house  at  Kew.   We  had  been  only  a  few 
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tnlnutes  in  the  hall^  wlicn  the  King  and  Queeh  came 
in  from  an  afting ;  atad  as  they  passed  through  the 
hall,  the  King  called  me  by  naiiie,  and  asked  how 
long  it  was  since  I  came  firom  town.   I  answered 
tttti,  about  an  houh   *  I  shall  see  you,'  says  he, 
'ma  little  while/   The  doctor  and  I  waited  a  con-* 
tiderabte  time,  fo^  the  King  was  bcisy,  and  then  we 
were  called  into  a  large  room,  flirmshed  as  a  library^ 
whM  the  King  "was  wvilking  abont^  and  the  Qneeiii 
sitting  in  a  chair.    We  were  received  in  the  most 
grsdoos  manner  )x»stble  by  both  their  majesties. 
1  had  the  houour  ui  a  conversation  with  them,  no- 
body else  being  present  but  Dr.  Majendie^  for  up* 
Wards  of  an  hour,  on  a  great  variety  of  topics,  in 
which  both  the  Kmg  and  Queen  joined,  with  a  de* 
gfte  of  <^eerFulne<)»,  alJability,  and  ease,  that  was  to 
vdl^  surprising,  and  soon  dissipated  tlie  embarrass  • 
inent  which  I  felt  at  the  beorinning  of  the  oon- 
lereuce.    They  both  comphniented  me  in  the  high- 
est terms  on  my  Essay,  which  they  told  me  was  a 
Wk  they  always  kept  by  them;  and  the  King  said 
be  had  one  copy  of  it  at  Kew,  and  another  in  town, 
und  niimediately  went  and  took  it  down  from  a  shelf, 
I  found  it  was  the  second  edition.    ^  I  never  stole 
a  book  but  one,*  said  Ilis  Majesty,  '  and  that  was 
yours'  (speaking  to  me).    '  t  stole  it  from  the 
Queen,  to  give  it  to  Lord  Hertford  to  read.* 

^  He  had  beard  that  the  sale  of  Hume*s  Essays  had 
&iled  since  my  book  was*  published ;  and  I  told  him 
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whsX  Mr.  Strahan  bad  told  me  in  rq^ard  to  thiil 
matter.  He  bad  even  hetrd  of  my  being  at  £dni» 
burgh  last  summerj  and  how  Mr.  Uiuiie  was  of- 
fiaaded  on  the  Boone  of  my  book.  He  asked  maaj 
^uci»UMUi  iibuut  tlie  second  part  of  tlie  £ssay,  and 
when  it  would  be  reedy  lor  the  pitm*   I  gave  buOt 

in  a  short  speech,  an  account  of  the  plan  of  it,  and 
aaid  my  health  was  so  precarious^  X  could  not  tell 
when  it  iriigfat  be  ready,  as  I  had  many  hooks  to 
consult  bdbre  1  could  linish  it ;  but,  that  if  my 
health  was  good,  I  thought  I  might  bpng  it  to  a 
conclusion  in  two  or  three  years.  lie  asked  how 
long  I  had  been  in  eomposmg  my  Esmlj,  praieed 
the  caution  wiili  which  it  was  written,  and  said  that 
he  did  not  wonder  that  it  had  employed  me  fire  or 

six  years.    lie  asked  about  my  Poems.    I  said 

there  was  only  one  poem  of  my  own  on  which  1  set 

any  value  (meaning  the  Minstrel)  ;  and  that  it  was 
first  published  about  the  same  time  as  the  £3say* 
My  other  poems,  I  said,  were  incorrect,  being  but 
juvenile  pieces^  and  of  litde  consequence^  even  in 
my  own  i^pinion* 

We  liad  much  conversation  on  moral  subjects ; 
from  which  both  their  mqesties  let  it  ^ipear  that 
they  were  waiai  iricnds  to  Christianity;  and  so  little 
inclined  to  infidelity,  that  they  could  hardly  believe 
that  any  thinking  man  could  really  be  an  atlicist, 
unless  be  could  bring  himself  to  believe  that  he  had 
made  himself— a  Aougfat  which  pleased  the  KiQg 
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exeeediDglyj  and  lie  repeated  it  several  times  to  the 
Qmm.  He  atlced  whether  tnjr  titm^  had  beed 
written  «igam8t  me.  I  spoke  of  the  late  pamplifet, 
of  whicklgaw  an  aeoomit,  triKng  btnr  tiutt  I  had 

never  met  with  any  man  that  liad  read  it  except  one 

qoak^.  This  broiq^cm  tcmiedmerHimalxm 
qetkers,  whose  moderation  and  mild  bchavioiir  the 
JUng  and  Queea  ooinjiieiided.~l  was  asked  manj 
qiMitSMa  about  the  Seots  untfersities,  the  revemies 
the  iScots  clergy,  their  mode  of  praying  and 
preachings  the  mecttcal  eoOege  at  Edinbargh,  IXr. 
Gregory  and  Dt^  Cullen  ;  the  length  of  our  vaca- 
tm  aC  AbanhseDy  asbd  the  'doaeQesa  of  oar  atteuci" 
suce  during  the  winter;  the  number  of  students  ' 
diet  atteial  snjr  bctiues ;  mode  of  lectnnn^ 
whether  from  notes,  or  completely  written  lectures: 
about  Mr.  Hume  and  Br.  HobcrtsoD,  and  Lord 
Kinnoul,  and  the  Archbishop  of  York,  &c. — His 
Mi^eafy  asked  what  1  thought  ot^  my  new  acqiu^nt- 
ance.  Lord  Dailmuiith*  I  said  Aere  was  somethmg^ 
in  his  air  and  manner,  which  I  tiiought  not  only 
agreeable,  bat  enchantiiig,  and  that  he  seemed  to 
me  to  be  one  of  the  best  of  men;  a  sentiment  in 
wfaksh  both  their  mqesties  heartUy  joined.  'Tha^ 
say  that  Lord  Dartmouth  is  an  entliubiast/  said  the 
King;  '  but  surely  he  saya  nodnngonthe  sniyect 
of  religion^  but  what  ev  ery  chribtiau  may  and  ought  ^ 
tossj/ 

''He  aAed  wheth^  I  did  not  think  the  EngGsh 
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language  oo  tbe  deeltne  at  preaent.  I  atiawmd  ui 
the  aHirnuUive^  and  iLc  Kiug  agreed,  and  jiaitied 
tlw  Spectatw  aft  one  of  tbe  beat  atandaxdii  of 
the  language.  When  I  told  him  tiiat  the  Scot» 
d^igjr  foinetunes  prayed  a  quarter,  or  even 
half  an  hour  at  a  time^  he  asked  whutiii^r  tiiat  did 
not  lead  them  into  repetitiDiuu  laaid  itofieadid. 

That/  said  he,  *  I  don't  like  in  prayers ;  and 
exoelleot  as  our  hturgy  ia^  1  think  itaomewhat 
faultf  m  that  reqpect'-  'Your  miijesty  knowt,* 
aaid  h  ^  that  three  services  are  joined  m  one,  in 
the  ordinary  ehurch  ierviee^  which  ia  one  cauieof 
.these  re|^titiooa«*  ^  Tru^*  he  repUed^  ^  and  th^t 
diciunitaiioe  alao  makes  the  service  ^  long^* 
Fkom  this  he  took  occasion  to  speak  of  the  coinpo- 
sidoB  of  the  church  liturgy ;  on  which  he  very 
justly  bestowed  the  highest  commendation. 

Observe/  His  M^iesty  said^  '  how  fl«t  thoao 
occasional  prayers  are,  that  arc  now  composed^  in 
comparison  with  thf  old  oDes»* 

^*  When  I  mentioned  the  smallness  of  the  church 
Uvings  in  Scotland^  he  said  he  wondered  how 
men  of  liberal  education  ivould  choose  to  heooa»e 
deiigymen  there  ;  and  a^skedj  whether  ip 
remote  parts  of  tbe  country  tbe  dei^y  in  gmeral 
were  not  very  ignorant.  I  answered  '  No ;  for 
that  education  wan.  cheap  in  Scotland,  and  tbat  the 
clergy  in  general  were  men  of  good  scii.sc  and  com- 
petent leanuQg/  Uo  as^ed  wbeth^  wo  faM 
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good  preachers  in  Aberdeen*  I  said  yea;  aod 
ii«med,CampbeU  aiid  Geraid;  irith.wfabae  mmm, 

however,  I  did  not  find  that  he  was  acquainted. 
Doctor  Miyeodie  mealioned  Doctor  Ovwald'a  Ap> 
•pedy*  with  commeiiditioii:  I  praitedit  too}  and 
the  Queea  took  down  the  name  witli  a  view  to  scad 
for  it.  I  was  asked  whether  I  knew  Doctor  OawakL 

I  answered  I  did  not :  .and  said  that  my  book  was 
pohhtbed  before  X  read  his;  that  Doctor  Oswald 
was  well  known  to  liord  Ktnooul^  who  had  often 
proposed  to  a>ake  us  acquainted. 

We  dttcussed  a  great  many  other  topies,  for  the 

conversation  hiited  upwards  of   an    lioar.  The 

.Queen  bore  a  large  share  in  it*  Both  tho  HLm^ 
mad  Her  Majesty  shewied  agreat  deel  of  good  senae^ 


•  An  Appeal  to  Connon  Seme  io  behalf,  of  Religion^^ 
octsfo,  1767.  .  The  author,  Dr.  James  Oawatil,  was  alssraed 
aiKl  pi«mt  dfvine  of  the  ehiirch  of  Seotlanil;  and  of  hts  work) 

that  eicollcnt  judi^f,  Archbibhap  Seeker,  ihus  wrote  to  a 
fribiiil  who  had  seni  it  to  hiie.  The  fuoiiaoieBtai  principle 
of  his  Appeal  is  not  only  right,  but  of  tho  gceatest  import* 
aace  ;  aod  he  hetb  treated  the  lobject  wilb  greal  jaitice  snd 
perepiettUj  $  great  mildness  aod  deonncj  towards  those  whom 
he  eonfntes ;  tetioasneift  aad  propriety  towards  those 

whom  he  enhorts.'* 

Dr.  Priestley,  howeter,  was  of  a  dini'rent  opinion ;  aod 
Ar.  OawaM  wat  pno  of  the  three  Scotiiii  Doc  toes  whan  ha 
attacked  with  his  wontal  petaYance  aod  M.1  asf^Miaii*  Tha 
other  two  were  that  ucnt»  aMStaphysiciaa^  Dr.  Mdf  aad  tha 
Ingenious  Dr.  Brattle. 
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and  afiabilUy.  At  kst  the  King  took  out  his 
wstdi  (ibr  k  wm  mur  ilioit  tbrae  •'dock,  his 
hour  of  dinner),  which  Doctor  MajCTdKe  $mi  Itmk 
BB  a  signal  ta  wkhdraw ;  wa  aoeordingly  bawed  to 
ttiair  magailM^  and  I  MiumA  ib»  Kbg  m  iimt 
words : 

'  A*  I        your  mi^ealjr  will  pardM  me,  if  I  takt 

this  opportunity  to  return  you  my  kumbie  and 
nod  gratefoi  acknowladgmeAts  for  the  konoor  yew 
have  been  pleased  to  confer  ujx)n  me.*  lie  imme- 
diately aaiw«red :  ^  1  think  1  could  do  no  less  for  a 
man  who  has  done  so  much  service  for  the  cause  of 
cfanstaaoity.  1  shall  always  be  glad  of  an  oppor-  ' 
tnity  to  thesr  the  good  opinien  I  hwe  of  ycMu* 

^^The  Queen  sat  all  the  while^  and  the  Kong  stoo^ 
aometiiiieB  walking  about  alitde.  Her  Majesty 
speaks  the  English  language  witli  surpiisixig  ele- 
gaooe,  end  little  or  nothing  of  a  fordgn  mantier: 
so  that  if  she  was  only  of  the  rank  of  a  private 
gsnttewonseny  one  conld  not  help  *>^gwf^  notiee  of 

her  as  one  of  the  most  agreeable  women  in  tlie 
workL  Her  fatce  is  much  more  pleasing  than  any 
of  lier  pictures ;  md  in  the  expression  of  her  eyes, 
and  in  her  smile,  there  is  f5>mftthing  pcMCuliarly  en> 

gaging.- 

*  William^  Lord  Dartmouth^  mentioned  in  sucb 
hif^  terms  of  commendation  by  iheir  majestieSi 
was  at  this  time  necretazy  oi  state  for  the  ^Vviifj 
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and  first  lord  of  trade,  in  which  post  he  succeeded 
tiie£iil  of  HiUsbofreogh^  and  so  eontiiMifid  till  he 
WW  appointed  lord  privy  seal,  on  the  resignation 
oftbei>akeoi'Gnftoii.   The  excelleace  of  Im  cbi^ 
ncter  UMiy  bo  mfcrfod  Ironi  liio  tbc^ty  tfuit  dl  partios 
esteemed  him  'ix  his  integrity^  and  spoke  wA  of 
bis  taienta,  at  a  time  when  searcely  any  cm  in 
public  .life  could  escape  the  lash  of  satire.  By 
y^kmimg  HtMt  daaa  of  dnrinea  edied  Cahriniatie, 
he  drew  upon  himself  the  appeHadm  of  Metiio* 
dist;  but  he  waa  perfectly  dear  firom  tiie  %hly 
aeal  and*  cgttrmva^ncies  of  the  sectaries  who  ^ 
liadtf  that  deaaminatioii.    His  re%k>a  wm 
leiRdt  of  senom  inxjuiryy  and  its  smccnty  was  madk 
to  appear  in  the  whale  tenor  of  bis  puhlic  and 
private  life.   As  a  statesman,  he  was  upright,  dl^ 
gmt,  and  consistent ;  iirm  in  his  principles,  and 
moderate  to  Ms  opponents*  Doctor  Ranklin^  who 
was  intimate  with  him,  hailed  his  appointment  to 
die  board  of  trade  and  plantaftions  as  anapkaons 
for  the  colonies;  but  it  was  uol  in  Lord  Dart- 
mouth's power  to  prevent  a  mptur^  which  was 
already  determined  upon  in  the  secret  councils  of 
the  Americans.    One  thing  is  certain^  that  as  the 
aommatiou  of  this  etcdBent  nobleman  was  the 
.  personal  act  of  the  King,  at  whose  reija^  alone 
bis  kiddrip  could  be  prevailed  upon  to  accept  itto 
pbcc^  it  shews  that  His  Miy^^  healing 
mcaauits; 
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Qa  the  twenty^burth  of  Eebniaiy,  I774»«t  fifv 

o'clock  in  the  afternoon^  Prince  Adolphus>Fre- 
dericky  now  Duke  of  Cambridge,  was  bom  at  the 
Queen^s  hotue,  oa  wfaieh  oooaaion  the  Kii^  le- 
ceivcd  tlie  usual  anngratulations* 

The  simplicity  with  which  the  younger  chiUm 
were  brouglit  up,  is  numifested  by  au  anecdote  of  a 
eonveiaatioa  betweea  tho  King  and  the  Duke  of 
Montague^  when  the  latter  attended  a  levee,  after  a 

Tiak  to  his  daaghter^  the  Duchess  of  Bucclengfry  at 

Dalkeith  House;  and,  in  answer  to  a  question  from 
.  His  M^|esty>  respecring  the  health  of  her  chiklreny 
he  replied.that  thejr  weie  aU  wdly  and  making  a 
hearty  breakfast  of  oatmeal  pottage  every  morning. 
The  Kmg  then  enquired  whether  tliey  got  good 
oatmeal.  On  being  told  that  thty  were  supplied 
with  oatmeal  of  a  most  exeellmt  qualify  fiom 
Mr.  James  Mutter^  of  ^Xiddle  Miik^  near  La:»wade, 
His.  Miyesty  instantlf  requested  the  duke  to  ocder 
some  for  him ;  and  the  royal  family  were  also  sup- 
pbed  with  tliat  artele  hrom  those  mills  for  some 
yeafs  afterwards* 

The  education  of  the  royal  ^fljipring  was  cost* 
ducted  on  the  principle  of  utabty ,  as  wcU  as  ele- 
gance,  oi  which  the  following  instance  is  related  by 
Mr.  AjTthur  Youngs  as  having  ooenrred  when  the 
Prince  of  VV  4des  was  scarcely  more  than  twelve 
years  of  age« 

A  spot  of  ground  in  the  garden  at  Kew  was  dug 
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by  his  royal  highness  the  Prince  of  Wales,  and  his 
brother,  the  Dukot  cf  Yoik^  who  lowad  it  wkb 
wheat,  attend^  the  growth  of  tlieir  little  crop^ 
.  weededp  roq  wdf  and  harmted  it^  solely  by  thens- 

selves.  They  thrashed  out  the  corn,  and  separated 
i^fraanthe  ch^ft  ;  luvl  at  tbia  period  of  their  labour 
wm  brought  to  rtflect,  from  their  own  aperieiice, 
OQ  the  various  labours  ami  atteutiou  oi  the  husband- 
nMn  ind  fimner.  The  prinoes  not  otdy  raised  their 
own  crop,  but  they  also  ground  it,  and  iiavmg 

parted  the  Imn  from  the  mesJ^  atttndfd  to  the 

whole  process  of  making  .it  into  brcad^  which  it 
may  well  be  imagined  was  eaten  with  no  sUg^t  io> 

lish.  The  King  and  Queen  partook  of  the  philoso- 
phic »  beheld  wkh  pleasure  the  veiy 
amusements  of  their  children  rendered  the  source 
oi  useful  luiowiedge« 

'  The  strict  domestic  attentioa  wUch  the  royil 

p^  displayed  in  the  rearing  of  their  offspring, 
was^  indeed^  highly  deaerring  the  imitatioB  of 
every  class  of  their  si^bjects*    It  was  customary  to 
allow  them  a  staled  ium  as  a  |pnd  of  privy  pua^ 
giveu  vYUhout  any  ei^press  direetio;is  for  its  expaa- 
ditare,  hut  subjeetto  the  Queen's  enquiries  rfspeofe- 
i(\g  its  disposal,  when  a  due  rebuke  was  given,  if  the 
oiiBe  demanded  it;  orpmise  was  judipioualy  bestow- 
ed upon  more  deserving  appropriations,  so,  af  to 
operate  as  a  future  lesyMO. 
On  one  pccasion^  at  br^ak&st»  whilst  the  King  was 
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reading  a  newspaper^  one.  of  the  younger  branches 
of  the  family^  looking  up  in  the  Queen's  face^  said. 
Mamma,  I  can't  think  what  a  prison  is.**  Upon 
its  being  explained,  and  nndersttfdding  that  the 
prisoners  were  often  half  starved  for  want,  the 
child  repUed,  "  that  is  cruel,  for  the  prison  is  bad 
enough  without  stanring ;  but  I  will  give  aU  my 
allowance  to  buy  bread  for  the  poor  prisoners.* 
Due  praise  was  given  for  this  benevolent  intention, 
which  was  directed  to  be  put  in  force,  together 
with  an  addition  from  their  majesties ;  and  thus 
n^any  a  heart  was  relieved  that  knew  not  its  bene- 
factors. 

Thus  the  virtue  of  benevolence  ijras  not  merely 

inculcated  in  formal  lessons,  or  left  to  casual  exer- 
cise, as  objects  of  distress  might  happen  to  present 
themselves  for  relief ;  but  it  was  systematized  on  a 
regular  plan.  Method^  indeed,  was  observed  with  the 
exactest  predision  throughout  the  royal  household; 
and  the  picture  of  a  single  day  might  be  considered 
as  that  of  the  whole  year. '  Of  this  economy  of  time 
'  •  and  employment,  while  the  family  resided  at  Kcw, 
the  following  is  a  faithful  sketch,  as  drawn  up  by 
an  obserm*  at  the  period : 

^  At  six  in  the  morning  their  majesties  rise,  and 
'jenjo7  the  two  succeeding  houfs  in  a  manner  which 
'  they  call  their  own.    At  eight,  the  Prince  oiF  Wales, 
the  Bishop  of  Osnabrug,  the  princess-royal,  and 

the  Princes  WilliAin  and  JSdward,  m  ttrougfat  from 
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their  rcsjKctivc  apartments,  to  breakfast  with  their 

iiitlrioitt  pveots*  At  niiie^  the  yooQgcr  childnm 

then  attend,  to  lisp  or  smile  their  good  morrows  $ 
iiui  wiulat  tha  five  eldest  are  .closely  applying  to 
dieir  tiskt,  the  little  oms  and  their  nunea  paai  tho 
morning  in  tbe  garden. 

The  King  and  Queen  frequently  amuae  them* 
selves  with  sittmg  in  the  room  while  the  children 
dines  and  onoa  ai-week,  attended  by  the  whole  ofr 
spring  in  pairs^  xoake  the  delightful  tour  of  Bicli- 
mend  Gardana^  where  Her  M^jea^  haa  erected  n 

cottage  after  a  design  of  her  own,  in  a  chaste  style, 

and  emamenited  it  with  a  large  coiiectum  of  the  beat 
Engliflh  prints.  In  the  afternomi,  while  tibe  Queen 
works  at  her  needle^  the  King  reads  ShaJ(£speai^  <w 
some  other  favourite  anthor;  and  whatever  charms 
ambiuon  or  folly  may  conceive  to  avail  so  exalted 
a  station^  it  ia  neither  on  the  throne  nor  in  the 
drawing-room,  in  the  splendour  or  the  toys  of  so* 
veicign^,  that  they  filace  their  frlicity :  it  ia  in  an- 
cial  ftud  domestic  gratifications,  in  breathing  the  free 
air^  admiring  the  works  of  nature^  tasting  and  eop 

couraging  the  elegandes  of  art,  and  in  living  with* 
out  dissipation*  la  the  evenings  all  the  childr^ 
pay  their  duty  at  Kew  Honse^  before  they  retire  to 
bed  ;  afiter  which,  Uie  King  reads  to  Her  Majea^; 
nd  tttmng  cloaed  the  dqr  with  a  joint  act  of  devo- 
tion, they  retire  to  rest.   This  is  the  order  of  each 

WKkm%  dey»  ifidijiich  mcjeqptions  at  ape  unaveid^ 
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oble  hi  tfaeir  high  ttation.   The  sovereign  is  th^ 
father  of  his  &mily:  not,  a  grievance  reaches  hii. 
knowledge  that  remitias  unredressed,  nor  til  cha- 
racter of  merit  or  ingenuity  disregarded :  his  private 
conduct^  therefore,  is  as  exemplary  as  it  is  amiable. 

**  The  Prince  uf  Wales  and  the  Bishop  of  Osna- 
brag  bid  fair  to  excel  in  learning,  as  no  less  dum 

eight  hours  arc  spent  \a  close  application  to  tb^ 
langiiages  and  the  literal  sciences.  All  the  ten^  in* 
deed^  are  very  fine  children ;  and  it  docs  not  yet  ap- 
pear that  parentid  partialily  is  known  at  court.  * 
Exercise,  air,  and  light  diet,  are  in  the  King^s  idcA 
fundamentally  necessary  to  heaitii:  His  MajesQTj 
tlierefbre,  feeds  chiefly  on  vegetables,  and  drinks 
but  little  wiue :  the  Queen  is  what  many  private 
gentlewomen  would  call  whimsically  abstemious  ; 
for,  at  a  table  Covered  with  dainties,  she  prefers  the 
plainest  arid  simplest  dish,  and  seMom  eats  of  mor6 
than  two  things  at  a  meal.  Her  wardrobe  is  chang- 
ed every  three  months ;  and  while  the.  nobility  are 
eager  to  supply  themselves  with  foreign  dainties, 
her  care  is  that  nothing  but  wliat  is  JEUiglish  shall 
be  provided  for  her  wear.  The  tradesnien*iB  bilk 
are  regularly  paid  once  a-quai  ter^  for  what  comes 
under  the  childrens*  department;  and  the  whole  is 
judiciously  and  happily  conducted.*  ' 

This  was  written  in  the  year  1776,  b)  a  person 
professionally  about  the  court,  who  fartlier  obsenrcdj 

that  Her  Majesty  displayed  infinite  taste,  do  less 
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in  die  dispositioo  of  her  jewels^  than  that  of  her 
hair;  the  toupee  -bein;^  suited  to  the  lenjG^h  and 
breadth  of  her  face^  so  tiiat  vvbilat  it  lulhiled  avery 
bteatioii  of  nature  as  to  ornament,  it  answered 
every  purpose  of  cx>nvcniencc^  by  being  of  a  mode- 
nte  nztf  light,  and  well-arranged :  Her  Majesty's 
cap  was  Hkewisc  no  judiciously  chosen,  as  neither 
t»  be  so  diminutive  as  to  be  nearly  invisible,  n6r  of 
sack  a  magnitude  as  to  bury  the  features  of  the 
wearer."* 

At  the  time  when  these  remarks  were  made  upon  • 
the  appearance  of  the  Queen^  the  caf^riciousness  ot 
Miion  ran  to  the  greatest  excess.  The  female  head 
was  loaded  with  a  pyramid  of  bairj  on  the  summit  of 
wfaieh  waved  a  plume  of  feathers,  of  such  an  eootra- 
(»iliiiary  length,  that  ladies  of  ^ven  moderate  sta- 
tone  were  obliged  to  stoop  very  low  as  tbey  entered 
a  room.  Tbe  late  i>uciie*s  of  Devonshu'e,  who  was 
tfaen  the  principal  star.in  theoonrt  finpaiafint,  chose 
to  make  herself  conspicuous  for  the  size  of  her  plu- 
nagSy  by  wearing  an  ostrich  fiaather  of  unoommon 
^bnensions,  which  it  was  said  she  received  a^  a  pre* 
srat  from  Lord  iitormoat.  The  rage  for  feathers  b^- 
csme  in  consequence  so  extravagant,  that  Her  Mb^ 
jesty  did  all  she  could  to  check  tiie  iolly,  by  wearing 
none  hersdi^  and  intimating  her  desire  that  none 
sliould  appear  at  vomt.  This  excited  some  mirtli, 
it  the  caqiense  of  the  ladies ;  but  the  most  cac«> 
traordinary  thing  of  aU^  was  a  Latin  letter  uub* 
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\ykei  oa  the  lobject^  in  t]M<!oIogue  Gaiellfl^  at

It  is  beoome  ft  general  fkihian  with  the  iro- 

men  to  wear  large  feathers  on  their  hcads^  which 
a/faesk  blinder  dieir  entrance  into  their  apaitmente; 
and  which  fashion  now  so  increases,  that  we 
may  truly  call  them^  not  the  femioiDe,  but  the 
fiMtbered  aex.  The  Queen,  Ae  example  of  her  tex, 
in  evety  virtue^  has  ibrbidden  any  of  the  phune^ 
{leaded  hdiea  to  appear  at  cooit. 

The  Duchess  of  Devonshire  is  crested  with  aa 
wtrich  feather,  one  ell  and  three  indiet  long.** 

It  was  at  the  beginning  of  this  year^  that  Lord 

^^laie,  atterwarda  £a]:l  ^vfon^  pceaented  to  liar 
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Mi»e0ly  a  piece  of  ttoeUeiit  poplia  of  Irish  mum. 
(aehire,  which  he  accompanied  with  some  versea, 
that  excited  the  risibility  of  the  critics^  and  gave  oc- 
casion to  a  witticism,  it  bdng  said,  though  nottrdlj, 
thai  the  Queen  relumed  thanks  to  his  loidsbip  for

Farliaoien^  during  this  session,  granted  one  Im^ 
died  thousand  pounds  to  His  Majesty,  on  acooont 
of  what  had  been  faiid  out  in  the  original  pur* 
dase  and  the  fitting  up  of  the  Queen's  palac^  in 

consideration  that  Somerset  House  should  be  con- 
verted and  appliedj  Sor  the  future^  to  the  purpose  of 
holding  and  keeping  therein  certain  public  oflioes* 
Pursuant  to  this  resolution^  an  act  was  also  passed 
for  settling  the  Qaeen*i  honse^  heretofoie  called 
Buckingham  House,  upon  Her  Majesty. 

The  sequestered  manner  in  which  the  rojnal  fi^ 
mily  lived  at  this  time  was  fiir  from  being  agreeable 
to  some  of  the  hoosebokt ;  and  the  maids  of  honour^ 

in  particular,  were  so  much  offended,  that  they  pre- 
sented a  memorial  to  the  Lord  Steward,  complain* 
ti^  of  their  want  of  suppers.  This  being  imparted 
to  the  King»  he  said,  that  the  regimen  adopted  by 
himsdf  and  the  Queen  eoidd  not  be  altered  buC^ 
of  his  own  accordj  he  immediately  raised  the  sala* 
ries  of  the  ladies  seventy  pounds  each,  which  wae 
more  tlian  an  adequate  compensation  for  the  priva- 
tion tfief  sustained.  Having  noticed  this  ctrcum- 
ttaoe^  it  may  not  be  improper  to  observe,  that 
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whenever  one  of  Her  M^jesfy's  maidi  of  honour 

.mairied,  a  bridal  gift  of  one  thousand  pounds  was 
always  presented  to  the  lady  previoas  to  the  oera^ 

iiioay.     The  lirst  who  received  this  comphment 

was  the  daughter  of  l^r  Cecil  liisbop,  on  her  niar- 
liage  with  Sir  George  Warroi.

.  A  MOST  distressing  spectacle  shocked  the  feelings 
,.of,Her  Msgjesty  «|t  the  beg^oning  of  the  year  1776^ 
laa,  she  passed  through  an  anti-room,  in  her  way  to 
till;,  |^hf|>c]i-rpyal.    This  \\  as,  the  wife  of  Robert 
.  Perreau,  aecornpanied  by  her  Itttie  family,  all  clad 
,  i;i  .dee|>  ^puming,  and  waiting,  with  piiipitatiiig 
I  i|!qutSy  to  present  a  petition  on  the  behalf  of  tiie  un- 
happy man,  who,  together  witfi  his  brother,  then 
;  lay;  ^pde^  ^s^^tence  of  d^ath  for  foi^gery.    Tlie  case 
was  on^  of  an  extraordinary  Mature,  that  greatly  agi- 
.^a^cd,  tlie  public  mind,  particularly  as  it  c(Hicemcd 
.  ^ei  husbwd  of  tbe  .afiicted  woman  who  nbircame 

«  2 
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to  implore  tlie  interest  of  the  Queea  for  mercjr. 
Her  Majesty  w»  deeply  afieoled,  took  the  petition 
with  a  trembling  hand^  and  looked  compassionatdljr 
ttpoot  die  mdmcboly  grovip,  but  covid  oidjr  titter  a 
$igh|  which^  liowevcr,  sutiicicutly  apoke  the  lan- 
guage of  the  heart.  The  petitioo  was  eoinmitted  to 
the  liauds  of  the  King^  by  whom  it  was  referred  to 
the  Goundl ;  but,  on  Ixml  Mansfield'a  aaying  that 

one  brother  cuuld  not  be  pardoned  without  the 

Other,  and  the  guilt  of  Daniel  Pmem  bmng  consi-> 
tiered  as  manifest,  justice  took  its  course,  though 
not  without  exciting  a  general  muromr  of  dia^tia" 
ftctioii.    While  upon  thia  melaiiclioly  snbjoet,  it  is 
proper  to  observe,  that  the  King  was  never  known 
to  sign  a  death-warrant  without  eatpi easing  viaable 
emotions,  wtiich  someUmes  rendered  him  incapable 
of  performing  that  act  of  royal^lbr  a  few  minntoa* 
Let  it  be  spoken  also  to  the  iionour  of  his  royal 
highness  the  Prince  Regent,  that  he  has  nnifimnljr 
evinced  tlie  same  tenderness  of  heart  in  the  <fi»* 
charge  of  this  most  painful  of  his  miniaterial  duties* 
It  would  be  well  if  tiie  royal  signature  coi^ld  be  dis- 
pensed with  altogether,  in  the  adjudication  of  cri- 
minak  to  death ;  for,  according  to  the  present  sys- 
tem. It  not  only  exposes  the  sovereign  to  many  harsh 
eenaures,  but  puts  his  private  fedings  oAeniimes  to 
the  most  racking  torture.    Let  the  monarch  ei^oy 
the  ezqubita  debght  arising  from  the  dis|>ensation

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€>f  mercy,  but  let  the  iuvidious  office  of  pronounciiig- 
tfiB  imt  stem  decree  x>f  juftke  be  entimted  to  « 
commission  or  the  council. 

On  the  tw^y-S&h  q£  Aprils  at  levea  hi  the 
worning,  Hor  Mt^etty  wee  deliverad  of  her  royal 
highnfaw  the  JPrixioeie  Meryj  now  Pucbess  of  Gim*- 
eester* 

Soon  after  this^  a  change  took  place  in  the  edu* 
eatioa  of  ^  two  elder  prinoei^  Lord  Bmoe^  their 
governor,  bciug  superseded  by  the  Duke  of  Mon« 
tegOy  and  Dr.  Markham  aa  totor^  hf  fiiahop  HunL

Ttiis  alteration  was  much  talked  of  at  tUe  time,  and 
wiona reaaong  were  aisigHcd  for  it;  the  moat  cce* 
dited  of  which  that  Lord  Bruce,  having  been 
corrected^  with  respect  to  a  classical  ^jjuotation,  by 
ikt  Friaoe  of  Wale%  tbought  it  prtidaot  to  retire 
from  an  office^  whicby  whatever  migiit  be  bis  merits 
ia  odber  faipectiv  he  waa  but  indiftreBtly  quaUfiad 
to  iili  as  a  schokr.  The  same  objection  certainly 
cookl  not  apply  to  the  Bisbc^  of  Chester;  but  than 
it  was  said,  that  though  hi«  lordship  s  classical  abi- 
tttiea  were  of  the  first  orderj  his  manner  of  conveys 
ing  instruction  was  far  from  being  easy  or  agree* 
abk*  Besides,  the  lUQg  had  formed  a  high  opinion 
of  Aeyarioiia  talents  of  Bishop  Hiifd^  from  reading  * 
hb  Dialogues;  and  be  thought  that  a  man  who 
evinced  soch  an  accurate  knowledge  of  the  English 
history  and  constitution,  was  the  fittest  person  to 

supetibitand  the  atndiesef  an  heur-apparent  to  the 
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iSmiie  of  A«ie  mlms.   The  appomtmenC  )9m 

cordingly  made,  but*  without  giving  offenoe  to  Lord 
Bnm  or  Dr.  Markhfun^  the  one  beiBg  creKleitEarl 
of  Aj^lesbury,  and  the  other  elevated  mjou  after  to 
idle  see  of  York;  Tbiii  last  promotion  dforded  the 
Queen  an  opportunity  of  exerting  lier  influence  in 
rakii^  D^.  Forteus  to  the  epi»oopal  bench;  but 
diough  the  ftet  wss  generally  known 'that  this  eK* 
celient  prelate  owed  his  preterment  entirely  to  th6^ 
recoinni  endation  of  Her  MajM^,*  the  ol)ligaticMi  it 
not  once  mentioned  by  bb  lordship's  biograplien 
Dr.  Forteus  was  origimdly  reebinmeiided  to  Hef 
Miyesty  by  tiis  patron,  Arclibishop  Seeker,  and  he 
eontmned  to  enjoy  her  confidence  all  his  Me :  h<Mr» 
thei  efoi  e,  no  notice  should  have  been  taken  of  a  cir- 
cumstance so  perfectly  honourable  to  ail  the  parties^ 
is  very  unaccountable.  The  piety  of  the  bishop 
rendered  him  very  acceptable  to  tKe  Queen^  who,' 
indeed,  was  never  more  happy  than  ih  shewing  her 
esteem  f^or  those  who  exerted  their  taleilts  in  behalf 
of  religion,  of  which,  the  peiisions  she  procured  for 
Dr.  Blair  and  Dr.  Fordycc  may  also  be  adduced  as . 
strflting  instances. 

The  birth-day  of  the  Prince  of  Wales  was  cele- 
brate this  year  at  Wihdsor  in  a  peculiar  maim^. 
Their  majesties,  and  all  the  family,  with  several  of 
tile  no^iliQr,  went  in  proossnbh  to  Si  GeorgeV 
Chapel,  where,  previous  to  the  service,  the  King, 
the  jPiinc^  the  Bishop  of  Oshabhijg,  and  the  Dilko 
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ot  j|lontagUj  went  to  the  altar^  and  made  their  offer. 
ings  of  gold  and  'silver,  die  prdmdiries  receivthg 
the  same  in  a  guldcu  dish.  On  the  twenty-seoond 
of  the  same  moiidi,  there  was  a  legatta,  ia  hoiiour 
of  the  Prinee.  who  gave  three  prizes,  lo  be  rowed  for 
as  many  young  watermen  just  oot  of  their  time. 
The  day  was  fine,  and  their  majesties  walked  among 
the  comfAny,  along  the  side  .of  the  river,  enjoy- 
ing the  liveliness  of  the  scene,  and  the  pkaaure  it 
afiurded  to  the  numerous  spectators. 

Abont  a  mont^  af^erwaids,  the  King  and  Qneen, 
With  the  Prince  of  Waies^  the  Bishop  of  Osnabrug, 
die  princesa-royal,  and  the  ^Princess  Augusta,  af^> 
tended  by  Lady  Charlotte  Finch,  General  Desagu- 
Serf,  and  Cdonel -Hotham,  vtrenttoMr.  Hartley's 
house  on.  Wimbledon  Common^  to  see  some  very  rc-i 
marksd>le  esperiments^  iUostrative  of  that  gentle- 
man*s  invention  for  the  security  of  huildings  against 
fire.  Their  majesties,  with  tiie  princes  and  prin* 
cesses,  first  breakfasted  in  one  of  the  rooms,  the  tea- 
kettle being  boiled  over  a  hre  made  upon  the  floor 
of  the  opposite  room,  which  apartment  they  after- 
wairfs  w^nt^  into,  and  saw  the  bed  set  on  fire,  the 
curtains  which  were  soon  cbnsmned,  and  part  of 
the  b^^tead,  but  not  the  whole,  the  ilaraes,  from 
the  resistance  of  the  floor,'  going  6ut  of  themselves. 
Their  majesties  then  weut  down  stairs,  and  saw  a 
horse-snoe  forged  in  a  fire  made  upon  the  floor ;  as 
also  a  larHc  faggot  lighted,  that  was  hung  up  to  the 
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ceiling  instead  of  a  curtaiii ;  after  which,  two  fires 
were  oiade  ii^pon  the  ttaircajte,  and  one  under  the 
stairs,  all  of  which  fatuni  out  quietly,  without  spread- 
ing beyond  the  place  where  the  fuel  was  first  laid* 
Thdr  OMgeatiet  paid  the  greatest  attentioa  to  eveiy 
experiment  that  was  made,  and  expressed  the  ut- 
most BatisfiMcdou  at  the  discovery*  The  whole  con- 
cluded by  lighting  a  large  magazine  of  faggotsj, 
pitchp  and  tar,  in  the  same  room  that  had  undcsgow 

tlic  same  trial  twice  before  :  once,  when  these  cxpc- 
timents  were  first  shewn  to  tbe^  King^  and  after- 
wards to  the  committee  of  the  City  of  London ;  and 
it  burnt  out  now  as  it  did  then^  with  amazing  fury, 
but  no  damage  to  the  floor  or  ceiling.  What  de- 
served observation  perhaps,  as  much  as  any  thing, 
was  the  comrq^e  of  die  Queen  and  the  childreiv  in 
going  up  stairs,  and  abiding  in  the  room  directly  over 
that  which  was  raging  like  a  fiimaoe  beneath. 

In  the  summer  followii^,  their  majesties  were 
very  much  distressed  by  tte  case  of  Dr.  Dodd,^  on 
whose  behalf  numerous  petitions  were  laid  before 

the  tturon^,  and  among  the  rest,  one  £rom  the  iord- 
mayor,  aldennen^  and  commoii-*couiicil  of  Igondon. 
This  was  presented  at  a  drawing-room  ^  and,  at  the 
mnB  time^  die  wife  of  that  unfortunate  divine  at* 
tended  witli  another,  to  Her  Majesty,  but  was  so 
cveieome  with  grieC  that  she  fainted  away  three 
times,  wliich  being  imparted  to  the  Queen,  she  r^ 
ceived  the  petition  without  waitmg  till  she  came 
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I  tut  of  the  drawmg-^rooin.   Another  appficttion  far 

I  the  sauie  object  was  made  to  the  Queen  bv  the 

I  pmrnon  of  the  Magdalen  ehariQr,  of  which  the 

,  doctor  was  the  principal  founder,  and  Her  Majesty 

\  the  patroness*    But  here  also  justice  closed  the 

door  upon  mercy  ;  and  Lord  Mansfioid  said,  when 
the  case  came  before  thecouncil,  *^  that  shouUDodd 
he  pudoned,  the  Perreaus  were  murdered.'^  Two 
such  circumstances  in  crimioal  histoiy  have  sel- 
dom  happened  within  the  same  compass  of  time ; 
but  though  the  guilt  of  Dr.  Dodd  could  hardly  be 
dmdrted^  there  were  points  m  his  case  that  might' 
have  justified  the  exercise  of  the  finest  attribute  of 
the  erown  in  his  faToor^  if  it  had  not  been  fcvthe 
previous  taint  on  his  character,  by  an  act  which  oe- 
cssioned  his  being  stilick  out  erf*  die  list  of  king's 
chaplains.    That  mark  of  disgrace,  Instead  of  curing, 
ooly  served  to  increase  the  folly  of  the  doctor,  Mrho 
went  on  from  one  degree  of  extravagance  to  another, 
till  a  capital  o&nce  completed  the  climax  of  his 
errofs,  and  an  ignominious  death  terminated  his 
career. 

On  the  fourth  of  November,  1777,  Her  Ma- 
jesty was  delivered  at  her  palace  of  a  princess,  who 
was  baptixed  on  the  first  of  the  following  mooth 
at  St.  James's,  by  tlie  name  of  Sophia. 

The  contest  between  England  and  her  revolted 
colonies  had  now  lasted  three  years,  when  tlie

Keppel^  and  capips  formed  in  different  places^  to 
rqiel  any  attempts  at  invasion.    On  the  rnqm^ng 
ef  thfttf^  of  t/L$yp  i77!^f  their  majesties  set  out  for 
PortsniouUi,  wher^  they  arrived  the  next  day  ;  aa4 
wl^te  the  King  was  viewing  the  ordnanee^  ti^ 
Queen  went  on  board  tlie  royal  yacht,  in  which  she 

giooeeded  to  Spith#i^4f  pacing  through  tb^  Q^t^  and 
receiving  royal  salutes.  In  the  course  of  the  day, 
was  joined  by  His  ^lU^ty^  who  di{i<^  with  ber 
umkn  a  iwg^  awning  on  the  quarter-deck  of  the 
yacht,  aqcompauiediby  ^yeral  ila^- oncers.  On  Uie 
siadly  the  Queen  inspected  the  rope-house^  with 
all  its  wonderful  machinery;  aiid^  after  a  minute 

eiaminnrion  of  the  several  departmenta  in  the  dopk- 

yard,  the  royal  |>air  returnied  to  town,  the  road 
throHghout  hM9g  IWed  with  spectators. 

At  the  end  of  September,  their  niajestics  set  out 
m  ^t^tim  'tour  t«  tb^  west^  for  th^  purpose  of  idp 
spsicting  the  camp  near  Winchester.    On  their  ar- 
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they  were  waited  npoa  by  thm  majror  aad  o^tfotm 
tioH'of  WnuShMir;  "who  addralseil  tbMi  m^^layvl 

ipeech,.  as  did  the  master  ttid  feHuws  of  the  <£olkgeg 
who  WjMi  all  graekimiy  lifteivttL  Itt  th«  evwiag, 
there  was  a  general  illummationr  iu  the  city^  tlm 
Teiy  steeples  ojPtiie  dHttdies  tMln^  sumaadei  with 
lights,  and  the  b^Us  rimg  all  night  long. 

Tiuk  majesttes  siip|pied  flfod  nikp^*  art  EtfitgiM 
House  during  their  stay  ;  but  though  the  Queen 
bdd  dnclviiig'^ramis' tb^j  the  King  had  hk  ImM 
aVSt  JohnTs  Hotise,  in  the  city.  His  Majesty  wasf^ 
drdssed  in  scarlet,  iaeed  with  blue,  gold  lac^  and 
epaulettes.  Her  Mfqesty'  Wot«  ft*  Misrfet*  ridKng^ 
dre»  faced  Mfith  blue,  richly  embroidered^  a  blad^ 
hst  tAd'  feathei',  MS  a  largci  eoelsa^  tJfMi^ii4l'  ^ 
five  hundred  gentlemen  on  horstl^ack,  with  band# 

tnilncr,  tt'oite  tihiln  selm  miles  t6  meel^  tfieiv 
Aajesties,  whom  they  accompanied  into  town  withf 
ihmits  of  God  mfe  the  King  a»l  QWMi."  Tbtf  < 
ncxi  morning,  being  the  tv^cnty-nlttth,-  th^*  King 
reviewed  the  trooj^s;  after  which,  their  mayestiesr 
dilted  in  the  royal  marquee,  #Wi  se^ertl  df  fhe  tH^ 
bility  and  officers.  In  the  evening,  the  City  itf 
Wihchestijr  watf  again.  iDmntfiated,  and  the  Hesft^ 
day  their  majestic^  visited  the  printdpai  buildings^ 
p«rti&d^t*]y  klkh  doD^gc,  wbef6  iAte  'senitir  ^ebofart* 

delivered  a  Latin  oration.    The  same  afternoon,  th^ 

nijrid  ^eMta^  Idl  Whiehettet-,  httiritig,  did»tti^ 

their  ^hort  stay,  endeared  tbeniffielves  to  the  inha- 
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bitanUj  by  their  courtesy  and  charities.  Before  their 
de|Mrttire»  sewal  dobtofB  were  Kleaaed  by  tfaeif- 
bounty^  a  number  of  couvicts  received  the  royal  par* 
and  a  large  aum  waa  entniatad  to  tha  mayor  ftt- 
distribution  among  the  poor. 

Fran  Wincheaiert  their  m9^U0B  went  to  6aiiK 
bary,  where  they  inqiected  the  caithednil,  and  then 
|iaid  a  Tiait  to  Lord  Pembvoke,  at  Wjdion.  The 
BiKi  day  they  rode  out  upon  the  phin,  to  aee  Scone- 
hengCy  and  after  examining  tliat  stupendous  mouu* 
ment  of  dnndical  auperrtition  ireiy  nrinatelyj  tbey 
jMTOceeded  to  the  Duke  of  Queenaberry's  at  Ambrc^ 
Ihu^s  and  fiKna  thenoe  to  Windaor* 

On  the  nineteenth  of  the  following  nobontfa,  tlie 
King  and  Queen  went  to  see  the  camp  at  Warky^ 
m  EaaeKi  taking  up  their  reaidenoe  for  tliree  days  at 
Thomdon  Hall^  the  seat  of  liord  Petre^  who  is  said  to 
have  eqianded  upwards  of  twdve  thousand  pounda 
in  entertaining  his  royal  visitors* 

At  tha  beginning  of  Nomnfaer^  their  nu\|e8ties 
again  set  off  on  another  military  progress^  to  review 
the  troopa  encamped  on  Coxheath,  in  Kent.  Dur* 

Ing  the  manoeuvres,  the  Queen  sat  in  her  carriage, 

attended  by  Lady  £dgecuad)e;.  but,  when  tbs 
whole  ended,  ahe  alighted,  and  went  mto  the  royal 
marquee,  where  the  Duchesses  of  Devonshire^  Graf' 
toBy  and  Gonkm^  Lady  Cranbome,  and  many  other 

females  of  distinction,  were  introduced;  after  which, 

a  number  of  the  officers  had  the  honour  to  kiss  their 
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mijialM  hmds.  Thme  cmnmmim  being  ftuthed^ 

the  royal  pair  proceeded  to  Leeds  Castle,  where 
t&cy  WCT«  fumptiioiiiljr  entertained^  and  then  retum- 
cd  to  tomi. 

Dvii^  the  whole  ci  theie  exounions,  eoneMier* 

tWe  large8«es  were  left  for  distribution  among  the 
poor,  in  the  ieveral  parishes  throng  wtikh  their 
nugesties  passed  ;  and  in  this  last  pro^press,  the 
King  ordered  a  list  of  the  debtors  atMaidstone  to 
be  mede  out,  lhat  the  royal  homty  might  be  ex- 
tended to  those  who  should  be  ioimd  deserving 
of  it 

One  of  the  parliamentary  measures  of  thU  session 
was  an  act  enabling  Hia  Mapesty  to  settle  anmuliea 
on  his  younger  children^  and  tliose  of  the  Duke  of 
Ctioncester;  the  fonner  to  take  efieet  on  the  demise 
of  the  King,  and  the  latter  on  that  of  his  brother.. 

At  the  beginning  of  tbe.next  year,  that  wonderful 
phenomenon,  young  GraAch^  now  pnrfessor  of  music 
at  Oxford,  was  introduced  to  their  majesties,  who 
held  a  private  Micert  at  the  Qoeen^a  palace,  fcrthe 
purpose  of  witnessing  his  extraordinary  powers.  A 
munecona  company  of  nobility  attendedf  with  a 
large  band  of  performeirs ;  notwitlistaading  which, 
the  child,  thon^  no  moro  tlian  throe  years  and  a 

half  old,  played  several  pieces  upon  the  organ,  with 
aa  exactness  that  astonished  and  dehf^ted  aU  who 

Were  present ;  after  which,  he  performed  in  qpncert 

.vith  the  rost  of  the  musicians*.

capadcNify  was  only  designed  for  an  occasional  re* 
Urement,  the  iLmg  and  Queen  who  iometimesT^- 
iBainisd  there'tfiree  days  in  a  week,  or  longer,  dur- 
ii^  the  summer  months,  still  continuing  to  occupy 
the  old  palace  at  Kew,  for' the  convenience  of  thcSr 
numerous  progeny.  While  the  royal  family  dwelt 
at  Kewy  several  of  the  nobility  tobk  honsea  iti  flie 
^neiglibourhood;  so  that  if  the  court  did  not  exhibit 
m  ^bune  of  magnificenee,  it  displayed  the  eonaftirt 
of  sociability  and  confidence. 
Bishop  Newton,  who  had  a  bonsb  on  die  ^reen, 

observes,  "  that  it  was  an  additional  pleasure  to  sdc 
and  hear  ao  mnch  mdre  of  the  King  and  Q^oen  in 
Aeir  privacies,  of  their  conjugal  happiness,  and  of 
their  domestic  virtues^  whichp  the  nearer  they  were 
behdd,  .pp^  v*^^  more  «n»b!e.  «id 
were  a  shining  pattern  t»  the  very  best  of  their  sub- 
jects" 

In  their  daily  xideft  fiv  an  airing,  their  majesties 
never  fiuled  to  aotier'afy  ok;|ools  thil  qifleaied  to 
stand  in  need  of  immediate  relief,  or  whose  industry 
aerited  particular  en^uragetnent  '  Inqniriea  were 

made  into  the  state  ol  indigent  families,  and,  with* 
out  any  deUy,  the  most  effectual  assistance  was  coiv- 
veyed  to  them,  through  trusty  hands.  One  of  the 
<^ianties  of  the  Quoea  aft  this  pesiod  waaof  apecu* 
bar  deserintioil',  and  i^nced  as  much  discrimination 
as  liberaiily*  There  were  three  classes  of  widows^ 
twehe  in  eacfa,  suppoited  by  jSeilidlMs 
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their  fimner  aitualions  in  life.   The  lowest  gnat 

was  twenty  guineas  a-jear,  thus  judiciously  render- 
ing some  employment  neeessaiy  on  the  part  of  the 
person  who  received  it ;  but  the  payment  was  al* 
ways  quarterly^  and  in  advanoe. 

WeD,  therefore,  did  Her  Majestjr  merit  the  (cL 
lowing  encomium,  expressed  in  tlic  iormoi  a  satir^ 
wherein^  after  an  ironieal  display  of  the  exoeHencies  j 
of  the  monarch,  the  bard,  since  celebrated  as  the 
author  of  one  of  the  most  popular  poems  in  the  Ian-  j 
gnage,  tlms  proceeds  to  delineate  tlie^cliaraqter  of 
the  Queen:

TH&.dieadlEul  rioto  wliicii  laid  a  great  part  of  the 
oqpitil  in  athei,  and  struck  terror  through  the  na- 
tion, in  the  suminer  of  broke  out  while  their 
majestiea  weio  at  Buckingham  House,  for  the  cele- 
bration of  the  birth-day.  Bi^t^  wbiie  tiie  magistracy 
ibconk  fnm  their  duty,  and  even  the  ministers  .of 
state  ap^ieared  paoic-struckj  the  King  ucied  with 
hmntning  codnMi  and  eneigy.  The  Queen  also^ 
tiiougU  ill  a  state  of  pregnancy,  remained  at  her  pa- 
Woe,  when  the  ladies  of  the  court  were  hurrying  out 
of  town  with  their  jewels.  His  Majesty  sat  up  two 
ni^ifes  wi^.tbe  Guardst  io^the  ridiiig-house^  which 
*      fffi^           iutprvals  to  |^v€  information  t^  the 
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Queen,  and  to  inspire  her  with  coutidence.  To  tlu# 
resoltttion  of  the  inoUrcIi«  thd  metropolb  wis  in- 
debted for  its  deliverance;  for,  having  called  a  coun- 
cil to  coDttider  the  questioii,  whether  dM  militaijr 
could  be  authorized  in  dispersing  the  mob  without 
the  previous  farm  of  reading  the  riot-act,  the  liing 
alone  decided  the  point  by  signing  an  ord^  to  Iht^ 
purpose*  In  consecjuence  of  this  prompt  measure. 
Lord  Amherst  proceeded  vigorously  i^ainst  the 
rioters ;  and  thas»  in  a  short  space,  order  was  re- 
ilDfed. 

After  these  disgraceiui  scenes^  their  mEyesties  re-  • 
HSoved  to  Windsor  Lodge,  where  the  Quean,  oo  the 
twen^-second  of  September^  being  the  anniversaTjr 
of  the  coronation,  was  delivered  of  a  son,  who  wm 
baptized  on  the  second  of  the  following  month,  at 
St  Jameses,  by  the  name  t>f  Alfred,  the  tw<y  dder 
princes  standing  as  gudiathers,  and  the  princess-* 
royal  as  godmother. 

On  the  twenty-sixth  of  December,  the  royal  fa- 
*  mily  were  grati6ed  by  the  safe  arrival  of  Frtnce 
WilRam-Henry  from  the  fleet;  but  thi*  pleeMre 
tiras  damped  in  some  measure,  four  days  afterwards, 
by  the  deparCore  of  his  brother  FMeriek  f»  Gei«» 
many,  where  his  royal  highness  intended  to  con-* 
tinue  some  yean,  ftr  the  CDmptetion  of  fait  militafy 
studies.  The  parting  scene  at  iiucl^ingham  Hou»sf^ 
was  represented  as  moving  ones  tiie  KiBf 

tad  Queeii  shed  tear;»  on  takings  leave  of  arikvourite^ 
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hQu ;  and  the  Prince  of  Wales,  iu  particular,  was  so 
mveb  ooooerned  at  Imsu^  defuived,  Sor  a  long  pe- 
riod, of  the  sole  companion  of  his  youth,  that  he 
was  attend  roiQutes  unable  to  apeak.  Thia  aenai* 
bility  was  not  more  indicative  of  innate  goodness  of 
h^t  than  it  was  an  evidence  of  the  care  that  had 
baca  taken  by  t^«ir  nuyeatiea  to  caltivala  m-th^ 
royal  progeny  a  cooataat  regard  to  the  social  at- 
fectiona.  Indeed,  anch  ma  the  attention  paid  to 
thu»  e&sential  coa&ideratioQ,  that  nothing  hke  warmth 
af  temper,  or  the  quick  expression  of  leaentmenl^ 
.was  ever  sufiisied  in  the  royal  presence.  Both  the 
KLfBg.  and  Qaeeny  on  all  oocaaiona^  preaerved  the 
utmost  equaniguty  themselves  and  whenever  either 
of  tben  happened  to  be  offended^  it  was  aeen  at 

once  by  a  certain  gravity  of  manner,  and  not  dis- 
eoveied  by  an  aaperitjr  of  language.  Hence,  all  the 
children  acquired  a  similar  spirit  of  self-command  s 
and,  what  waa  of  equal  moment,  they  learnt  from 
parental  example  to  cherish  for  each  other  that 
esteem,  wbicb  haa  been  the  general  eharacteristic  of 
the  &mily  through  life* 

On  th^  first  of  Januaiy,  17^  1>  his  royal  highness 
the  Mnoe  of  Walea  waa  declarad  to  be  of  age,  and 
aa  such  he  appeared  at  court,  which  was  much 
cmrdfld  in  eooaeqiienoe ;  but  mora  so  6a  H€t  Ma« 
jetty's  birth>day^  when  the  assemblage  of  fashion 
wee  aplendid  beyond  wKat  had  been  seen  thcjre  for 
4|^era^  y^i$.   In  honour  of  the  same  circumstance^ 

•   T  3 
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&e  Queen,  a  mouth  afterwardsj  gave  a  ball  and  sup- 
per at  her  palBoe,  under  the  immwlkte  directioii  of 
the  Earl  of  Aylesbury,  recently  appointed  chamber- 
lain of  die  hoaiehold.  The  ereiung*B  eulertni^ 
ment  was  preceded  by  a  concert,  at  which  were 
present,  besides  their  mi()esties  and  the  royii  fiunily, 
a  select  party,  only  of  the  nobility.  At  ten  o'clock 
the  compaoy  assembled^  proceeded  to  the  baU*rooin» 
wbich  was  nearly  Bfled  by  persons  of  feskioii,  end 
a  little  aiter  twelve  the  whole  retired  to  supper  in 
iiKiother  room,  where  three  tables  were  leid.  At 
Che  first  sat  the  King,  the  Queen,  ladies  of  the  bed^ 
chamber,  the  naster  of  tlie  horse,  tbe  lord  ehaoK 
berlain,  and  some  other  state  officers  immediately 
about  the  palace :  at  the  seoend  sat  iiie  Pkinee  ^ 
Wales,  with  several  of  the  3roQi^er  nobility  of  both 
sexes;  and  at  the  third  tbe  secretaricB  of  alate  and 
other  persons  of  distinction* 
But  this  festive  scene  was  mpasscd  by  the  ode- 

bration  of  the  Princes  birth- day  at  Windsor,  the 
same  year.  On  the  morning  of  the  twdfth  of  Att» 
gust,  the  roads  were  covered  with  carriages  filled 
with  persons  of  rank  and  £ftshiou,  hastening  to  pay 
their  homage  on  the  glad  occasion  s  and  m  the 
evening  the  terrace  was  so  crowded,  that  their  ma* 
jesties  and  tiie  princesses  were  cbKged  to  fdife  infa 
the  castle,  after  walkmg  about  half^ati-hour.  The 
next  day  there  was  a  grand  reriew  m  the  pmk, 
iftcr  which  the  royal  fiimily  proceeded  (a  St» 
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George's  HaJl,  where  they  diucd  with  about  eighty 
of  the  oobilitjr ;  ud  in  the  ercniiig  there  was  • 
grand  tupper  and  ball,  which  last  did  not  break  up 
till  five  m  the  inoraing*  The  towa  of  Wiodeor  wbb 
dio  Ulnmiiiitocl)  and  the  day  dosed  with  bonfires 
and  other  demoostratioQs  of  jo/. 

AmM^  other  tmproiremeiita  that  took  place  at 
Wizulaor^  uuder  the  direction  of  Iler  Majesty,  at  this 
timtf  was  that  of  eomrerting  the  gallery^  called  the  - 
Queen's  closet,  in  the  chapel,  into  a  royal  pew,  for 
the  iceommodatkm  of  herself  and  the  King  diiriny 
divine  service  — a  point  of  dutyi  which^  iu  lUeir  es* 
timatioii,  was  of  the  first  conaeqaence,  and  in  tba 

discharge  of  which  they  were  never  known  to  fail. 

Though  Windsor  bad  now  the  preferanoe,  Kew 
was  not  altogether  neglected ;  and  in  this  year 
the  fveehcdd  of  it  was  purchased  ibr  Her  Msjestjr^ 
from  the  descendants  Sir  Ridiaid  Lovett,  by 
whom  it  was  bought  in  1697.  Up  to  the  present 
dite  it  had  been  held  on  a  long  lease,  granted  ori* 
ginally  to  Queen  Caroline.  Kew  House,  the  resi* 
dence  fi>r  many  years  of  Fktsderick,  Prince  of  Wales, 
and  ilia  widow,  was  also  purehased  of  the  dowager 
CooBtess  of  £esex,  by  the  King^  on  the  expiration 

the  lease,  with  the  view  of  erecting  an  extensive  ■% 
mansim  on  the  scite^  for  the  sole  use  of  Her  Ma- 
jesty, who  might  be  able  to  call  it  iicr  own  in  the 
event  of  his  demise. 

About  this  time,  Martin  Sherlock,  a  literary  cox* 
comby  indeed,  but  by  no  means  an  inaccurate  ddir

iieator  of  men  and  aianoers,  thus  sketched  the  cha^ 
character  of  Her  Majesty  in  a  letter  to  fata  FrenA 
correspondent : 

"  Oor  Queen  is  neither  a  wit  nor  a  beautf, 
She  is  prudent,  weU-intormedj^  has  an  excellent  un- 
derstanding, and  is  very  charitable.  I  spent  three 
months  in  the  country  wlit^re  she  was  bom;  and  the 
people  there  have  quick  conceptions,  and  are  well- 
natured.  Her  Majesty  has  an  elegant  person^  good 
eyes,  good  teeth,  a  Cleopatra  nose,  and  fine  hair* 
The  expression  of  her  countenance  h  pleashig  whA 
interesting;  it  is  full  ot  sense  and  good-temper. 
She  loves  domestic  pleasures ;  is  fender  of  diamotHk 
than  the  Queen  of  France ;  as  fond  of  snuff  as  the 
JUng  of  Pkiissia  s  is  extremely  a&ble,  very  pioxis, 
and  is  praised  all  the  world^  at  home  and 
abroad.'^ 

This  lively  writer  might  have  added,  that  the 
Queen  of  England  did  not  affect  splendour  in 
her  apparel ;  (hat  she  seldom  wore  Jewels  ex- 
isept  on  public  ceremonies ;  and  that,  so  far  from 
d^votin^  her  hpurs  to  dress,  she  studied  neat- 
ness and  simplicity.  Her  conduct  exactly  resem? 
bled  that  of  Cornelia,  who^  being  asked  h^  a  Roman 
lady  of  rank  for  a  sight  of  her  toil^  waved  the 
si^bjcct  till  her  cli\^tlren  cajxie  frqm  school,  iind  then 
said :  These,  Madam,  are  my  omamepts.**  In 
like  niauiier  did  Iler  Majesty  look  upon  the  progeny 
which  surrounded  her,  as  a  circle  more  valuable 
llian  diamonds  ^  and  sh^  made  ii  hu^  ((^onstan^  oba 
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j^ct  to  reiKler  them  deserving  of  parental  pride,  by 
kntitiiii;  into  tbtir  miiidft  ibm  purest  prindples. 
The  manner  in  which  she  trained  lUcm  to  knovr- 
*  hifjt  mm!  application  may  be  giitbmd  &om  a  aiag^ 
incidciit  which  happened  at  this  very  period :  when 
tbe  fnocesa  Mary^  now  bctwocu  five  and  six  yean 
old,  came  numing  with  a  book  in  bear  hmd,  and 
tears  in  her  eyesy  to  the  Queen,  saying;  Mt^d^m0 
I  catiDofc  comprehend  it,**  Her  Majesty,  wtdi  tnm 
jpareatal  affection,  looked  upon  tlie  phild^  and  told 
her  not  to  be  alannad.      Whet  you  cannot  oom* 
pichuid  tcMlay  you  may  oomprebend  to-morrow^ 
mA  what  yon  cannot  attain  to  this  year  yon  majr 

arrive  at  the  next  Do  not,  therefore,  be  frightcnojl 
with  little  difficttltsea;  but  attend  to  what  yon  dp^ 

know,  and  the  rest  will  come  in  time,** 

On       eighteenth  of  January^  ^7^2,  the  dran^ 

klg-room  held  for  Her  Majesty's  birth-day  was  par* 
ticularly  brilliant,  on  account  of  the  first  public  app 
pearance  of  the  princess-royal,  who  opened  the  hall 
with  her  brother.    Ooe  feature  worth  ob9erving  on 
this  occasion  was  the  circnmstance  that  his  rojrat 
highness  wore  that  day  a  richly  cmbniidered  waisU. 
coat;,  embroidered  by  the  hands  of  his  august  pa* 
cpat,  who  had  ^  double  pleasure  in  thi:i  pedormance; 
f^Pf  besides  semng  her  son  adorned  with  the  work  of - 
her  own  hands^  she  brouglit  tainbuur  into  fashiouj  , 
and  thereby  encouraged  industry.    Thus  to  he^.

DEATH  OF  rMNC£  ALf  Jl£0,  ''' 

tuolu  woman  in  sacred  writ :  laid  her  handt 

to  the  spnidk,  and  her  hands  hdd  die  difftaff.  8iM 

stretched  out  her  hand  to  the  poor;  yea,  ahestrctcl^ 
ad  forth  her  hand  to  -the  netiy.  She  opened  her^ 
mouth  with  wisdom,  aiid  her  tongue  was  the  law  of 
hmdneii*    She  looked  well  to  the  ways  of  her 

household,  and  d;d  not  eat  the  bread  of  idleness. 

Her  children  rose  up  and  caDed  her  blessed:  her 
lltlsband  also,  and  he  praised  her.** 

But  while  their  majesties  were  thus  rejoicing  in 
the  intfodtiction  of  the  elder  chiUien  im  tiie  theatre 
of  public  life,  they  experienced  a  daaop  m  witness^ 
ing  the  deelinmg  state  of  the  yomf  gest  priiieey  "who, 
in  the  beghming  of  the  summer,  was  sent  by  the  di- 
feetion  of  ihe  physicians  to  the  sea-side,  wHhevI 
receiving  any  benefit;  and,  on  the  twenty- second 
<rf  August  he  egqiired  m  die  aims  of  Lady  Chaiktte 
Fhicb,  at  Buckingham  House,  aged  one  year  and 
ten  mondis. 

On  the  twenty-seventh,  between  six  and  seven  in 
the  .morning,  the  body  was  eonveyed  in  a  pritate 

manner  to  Henry  the  Seventh's  cliapel  in  West-^ 
minster  Abbey,  and  there  interred  in  the  royal 
vault,  the  service  being  read  by  the  dean.-  At  the 
timedf  this  loss,  the  family  was  in  mourning  for 
Her  Majesty's  sister,  who  died  of  a  Ihigeting  con-* 
sumption,  early  in  the  summer.  At  the  beginning 
of  October,  however,  the  Queen  reeeived  the  unei^ 
pected  pleasure  of  seeing  her  brotlier,  the  frince  of 
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Mecklenborg'Strditz^  who,  with  hii  conBorCy  "cmc 
over  HP  MSaiguuKMf  ■cieiuira      sovm  pctmSnB  Ot  lllv* 

tincdon,  and  remained  here  several  weeks. 

In  doting  tbtt  chapter,  and  the  hUtoiy  of  th# 
year,  I  am  tempted  to  insert  a  httle  tale,  wluch  wti 
wiitten  at  Aia  tmne  bjr  006  wboae  pra  hat  been  rinco 

employed  on  many  works  of  iuiportaiice.    The  pre- 

leat  i$  one  of  those  namtim  m  wbidi  a  aligfat 

historic  fact  serves  as  a  basis  for  the  construction  of 

Vk  ititeiestiiig  atoty.  But,  to  proceed  to  the  ^^> 

mance. 

^  In  proportion  as  refinement  proceedsy  gallantly 
iacreaiev.  The  reign  of  the  iUmtrMiii  AMnA  was 
not  more  favourable  to  heroism  and  sciaice  than  to 
lorew  Hia  aon  Edward  posaeiied  a  large  "{Kiitioii 
of  his  father  s  virtues ;  and  while  he  sat  upon  the 
throne,  adthrated  tiioee  arts  which  Alfred  had  em 
oouraged.  His  heart  was  susceptible  of  the  tender 
pasiioiiB,  and  of  the  power  of  beauty*  In  one  of 
his  excursions  he  met  with  a  lovely  shepherdess, 
aamed  Egwina*  The  prince  waa  captivated  widi 
her  charms.  Honour  governed  his  actions,  and 
lalgected  hie  deshea  to  die  oontroul  ^  virtue.  He 

wished  to  exalt  lier  situation,  not  to  debase  her  in-% 
aoenoe.  lo  abort,  he  wiahed  her  for  his  queem 
but  this  seemed  impossible.  He  returned  dejected 
to  hit  palace  :  he  regretted  that  high  rank  stood 
ss  a  bar  to  his  happiness :  be  consulted  his  ft* 
vounte  ihend  and  minister :  be  urged  the  beauty, 
theiiitiie,  the  gentua  of  Sgwimi,  bot  aBm  vaitil 
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Hie  nflf  WM»  that  jfokqy  m|oired  lum  to  seek* 
union  with  some  exalted  character,  allied  to  a  pow* 
erful  and  wealthy  pnoce ;  and  that  i(  he  were  to 
phoe  a  aheplierdeia'Cii  the  thfoie,  bit  nobles  wodd 

di8|{ustcd^  quit  bis  oourt,  aod  probably  proceed 
by  open  violence  to  meat  die  suppoaed  insolt  ta 
their  dif^uty.  The  prince  admitted  that  what  was 
•aid  was  too  likely  to  be  tbe  Act,  end  reprobated 
that  pride  which  deemed  an  alhance  with  indigent 
eiid  untitled- firtiie  disgieoefbli  but  he  knew  the 
prejudices  of  his  nobility  were  unconquerable.  He 
eabmittedf  lepining  end  reliictantly»  to  his  fiUae;  yet 
he  frequently  visited  the  shepherdess ;  and  her  coo* 
vefBatiQiiwi»  bis  graeteat  delight  There  was  sowoi 
thing  mysterious  to  him  in  her  deportment  and  ao« 
flOgiplishnients>  Him  possessed  the  strictest  appear^ 
anpe  of  innoeence,  without  the  least  embamssmeDt. 
Though  plainly  ettured^  she  stepped  with  superior 
grace ;  $fid  in  erary  ection  exhibited  courtly  pro- 
pi  iety  and  easCf  Though  her  observations  wer^ 
chiefly  upon  her  flocks  and  rarel  happineii>  yet  she 
MT^vdd  occusionaily  surpri^  the  prince  with  reniairks 
VSfoa  astraniwiyt  hi8(Qiy»  moiaK  and  agriceltiifeb 
which  bespoke  a  nand  inlbrmed  above  tlie  commoa 
leveL  Thof  CQgnging^  It  wv  not  to  b<  iron^eced  at 
that  every  additional  visit  increased  the  admiratiou 
^d  estonishmcsit  of  the  (pnamoored  £kiwnnL  Hie 
passions  grew  stronger  every  moment :  his  dignity 
was  his  torture :  his  iriends  and  batterers  tiied  114 
f«i|i     fli^M  hi«  thought?  qt  a]levi|itQ  bis  distr^sf ^ 
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Tbe  greatest  beauties  of  bu  palace  courted  hii 
imikt  without  eftct :  Aeir  ehanna  seiTed  but  to 
reiiiiud  iiiui  of  the  superior  ones  id  his  beloved 
EgwiiuL  Nothni^  tnduoed  ium  to  Mtain  exisleiioo 
bat  the  trying  task  of  parting,  periiaps  for  ever^. 
fioni  his  eapthnitiiig  shqibcrdesv.  Ho  oAen  tfKNiglil 
to  ask  her  ior  tlie  story  of  hor  life,  but  dreailed  that 
tbe  namtive  would  only  couftrm  his  o^terjr, 

•  Upon  one  of  liis  visits,  he  missed  her  ^t  the  ac-. 
eiBtonied  spot,  but  found  a  TeMiuble  old  nna  ilk 
tending^on  her  sheep.  The  prmce  enquired  eagerly 
for  Egwiua,  and  was  informed  that  she  was  at  % 
neighbouring  cottage*  She  had  acquainted  her  fii* 
ther  that  she  often  bad  a  visitor  when  keeping  hep 
ioeks  in  the  fields ;  and  from  her  deseriptkNi  iSbm 
old  man  conceived  the  prince  to  be  the  person^  and 
scooidingly  hmted  fahn  to  their  habitation.  Edk 
ward,  for  a  wliile,  threw  off  his  courtly  ceremony, 
and  aocepted  of  the  invitation.   He  went  on  with 

dorrovvuit;  steps,  and  yet  would  not  have  staid  bo-» 
kind.  The  nght  of  the  cottage  damped  him^  but 

that  of  its  fair  tenant  ciieared  his  spirits.  He  found 
in  die,  place  neatness  and  rand  elegance.  He 
would  hare  gladly  parted  with  his  dignity  ttnii< 
power*  He  would  have  been  happy  to  have  changed 
his  sceptre  for  a  shepherdTk  crook,  and  his  spkndiil 
|nlace  for  this  liumblc  residence.  He  was  courted 
to  tcfrerii  himseif ;  hot  though  die  table  was  spcend 
with  heahhfttl  nisiie  dainties,  he  could  not  partake 

ff  the  ftasfci  Egwum's  cfcnrms  md  oonvwwtbn 
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were  his  rcgalemeot   He  derived  aoaicBtuy  eom* 
fcrt  fitun  the  cause  of  his  permanent  misery.  The 
old  man  apologized  for  ^  -h^nat lineiB  of  Im  Sm, 
unigiiung  that  to  oeeaskm  the  abstinence  of  bis 
guest^  and  said^  ^  that  onco  he  could  have  fwtrr 
laiiMd  him  better,  but  noir  be  had  little  more  to 
ofer  ,tbaa  a  hearty  welcome.'    At  these  word%  the 
hopes  of  the  prince  were  raked  s  hit  attention  was 
fixed  to  the  stoiy  of  their  fortunes^  which  he  b^ged 
the  fiitber  to  reiale.   The  old  man  ptoceeded  tfaos : 
*  I  formerly  was  Earl  of  Morcar,    Our  family  was 

at  n>y al  deM)eiit»  aiKl  my  poneaakm  m  land^ 

aod  herds,  exceedingly  extensive  and  valuaUeu  1 
Uved  ia  beGomiug  apleudour;  honoured  by  way  ^ 
Ittitrious  and  royal  master,  Alfred,  justly  styled  the 
graat.    I  was  beloved  by  my  oeigfabovn^  and  fai^py 
m  my  fiunily.    My  estate  was  situated  on  the  bor- 
ders of  the  Scottish  laud^  and  frequently  invaded 
by  the  highland  plundem.    For  a  long  time,  ray 
tenants  and  servants  bravely  repelled  their  ?*tiHkff ; 
but,  at  lei«th  inereaaing  in  dMir  numbers,  we  were 
overpowered.    They  sjKttled  and  ravaged  aU  our 
landsy  end  drove  away  our  flocka  and  heidi^  save  a 
small  portion,  with  which  I  hither  fiew  to  find  secur 
rity.   Here  have  X  since  lived,  iqppnnoed  my  title 
and  passed  myself  for  a  poor  old  sheplienl;  tU^my 
humble  but  afiectiooate  daughter^  the  comfort  and 
inpimtof  my  declining  years.'  The  prince  struggled 
to  conceal  the  sweet  emotiona  which  he  iUt  at  tfaia 
mmAm,  and  aaked  the  old  man  whether  he  had 
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tpplied  at  court  for  succour  in  his  distress.  Hi« 
^oeiCHMi  wt8  aBttwmd  tfaiit :  ^No;  mylkiiiily,  emu 
listing  but  of  myself  and  young  Egwna,  and  my 
Mm  oonfiMd  Id  nanow  boondi^  by  the  wise  ^Be« 
fcites  of  philosophy,  I  thought  it  unjust  to  ask  of  my 
cotmtiy  that  tapport  whicfa  indiiatry  eoukl  asore, 
•nd  th»8  deprive  more  useful  subjects  of  their  just 
rewud**  The  jmioe  admired  the  geaeroua  ipiiit  of 
Ae  veiienMe  sage,  tt>ld  him  he  had  interest  aft 
c^ourl^  that  the  kmg  wished  to  see  him,  and  ioaialDMl 
that  he  and  hia  dmgliter  ahorid  hasten  thitfier, 
lirhich  journey^  after  mucii  iiesitation,  they  agreed 
to  Qfiderlaice*  It  is  impossible  to  deaeribetiie  trans* 
ports  of  young  Edward  on  this  occasion.  He  flew 
kad[  to  his  pahure,'  eager  to  prepare  for  his  expeded 
and  welcome  visitors.  The  scene  was  now  ciianged 
from  the  most  deep  despuiideucy  to  the  most  oom^ 
plete  joy  and  fchcity.  At  the  appointed  time,  tho 
old  shephod  ami  his  iiiir  daughter  srriyed  at  eonrt ; 
tnd  having  recovered  their  surprise,  the  king  intro- 
duced them  in  their  mral  habits.  Time  and  dis^ 
plise'  prevented  the  nobility  from  recollecting  the 
earl ;  and  Egwina  had  never  been  seen  in  public. 
As  conn  of  Ae  prmec,  the  coui'tieni  were 

Miged  to  recede  tliem  with  civihty;  but  then* 
afiected  politeness  could  not  conceal  their  absolute 
contempt.  The  court  broke  up,  and  liic  king  again 
engaged  in  conversation  with  the  earl*  He  request- 
ed  to  know  whence  his  daughter  derived  so  much 

knowledge ;  to  which  the  earl  r^Ued :  ^  From  my 
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own  poor  stock  :  as  she  was  my  sole  companion,  t 
thought  ii  my  interest  as  well  as  dnt^  to  teach  her 
every  science  I  knew.    She  had  a  comprehensivi 
mindf  and  easily  received  instruction.*   In  a  few 
days,  the  king  assembled  his  courtiers  a^aiii.  He 
had  previously  advised  with  his  councillors  on  the 
propriety  of  a  marriage  with  an  earfs  daughter  of 
royal  descent,  and  received  a  favourable  answer. 
He  then  introduced  the  old  man  as  Earl  of  Morcar, 
and   the  shepherdess  as  his  daughter  £gwina« 
Shame  seized  the  ungenerous  nobility ;  butthe-kind* 
ness  of  the  offeocicd  parties  soon  removed  their  em* 
tiairassment.   Matters  being  duly  pfrepared  and  set* 
tied  betwciiii  the  king,  the  carl,  and  his  daughter, 
Edward  now  declared  his  intention  of  espousing 
Egwina,  and  the  ceremony  was  immediately  pei<- 
formed,    in  a  few  days  the  coronatiou  took  place, 
and  the  royal  shepherdess  lived  long,  happy^  and 
beloved,  the  Queen  of  England^    At  her  death  uni^ 
▼ersal  grief  prevailed.   But  the  people  of  those  days 
lived  for  posterity,  not  for  theinscives,  and  were  eon^ 
•oled  by  the  prophecy  cf  a  &vottrite  priest,  which 
lias  proved  strictly  true,  '  that  in  future  Um^Sj  a 
C«ARiiOTT£  shouU  arisc  that  woold  restore  to  the 
English  tluoiie  the  majestic  virtues  of  Egwina^**

The  benevcdent  dis-  | 
position  of  Mr.  llutton^  and  Im  religious  priaciplesi  ; 
rendered  him  a  fiivoimte  at  the  Queen's  house ;  and  j 
both  their  majesties  delighted  much  in  his  cheerful 
and  pious  conversation.   The  society  also  to  which 
he  belonged  was  one  iur  whicll  the  Queen  ever  eu- 

terteined  a  pmlilectum*  as  well  on  apoount  of  the 

•  discipline  observed,  as  the  doctrines  proiessed  by 

the  United  Brethren.   The  spirit  of  love  wUeh  par- 

vades  the  whole  system^  indeed,  could  not  but  ten- 
der this  branch  of  the  Christian  iamily  acceptable 
to  one  who  made  it  her  naaistant  study  to  mould  ber 
own  temper  alter  the  purest  all  patterns*  Her 
Majesty  did  not,  itn  true,  avow  any  connexiou  with 
the  church  of  the  brethren ;  nor  was  it  neediui  tbst 
she  shottkl,  since  m  fatth^  worahip^  and  fptm^ 
meiit, .  that  caommunity  k  la  per£M:t  unison  vviiii 
the  national  eatabliakmeat  But  to  nsCam  to  hk.

that  eatraordiaary  oharartfir  waa  nothing  inoae  tbsa 

a  journeymau  printer.     Their  friendship  lasted 

thtnugk  lifiB ;  hkI  it  contumad  onabated  even  wbea 
Franklin  rose  to  the  station  of  a  public  agent, 
though  m  religious  and  political  jsesttinneats  no  Wo 
an^oonld  be  more  idiaaiinilar.  After  ther  ackaan* 
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IttdgiMnl  ^iC  tb^  AnioricftR  stutcs  hy  1)10  cMtt  of 
France,  and  the  admiiiion  there  of  Fraukim  as  the 
iDtniitttr  of  the  new  republic,  Mr.  Hutton  Opened  a 
corre^poadence  with  him^  with  a  view  to  conciha* 
tkm*   On  the  Mune  miMkm  he  abo  wentoferfo  . 

Paris  by  the  way  of  Holland ;  but  the  man  of  poUtics 
WW  tdo'  niQch  for  the  honest  Christian ;  aotid  the 

latter  saw  at  iaSt  that  the  simplicity  of  the  tiove  is 

M  match  when  oppoaed  to  the  cunliiiig  of  tibe  ser* 
pent  He  was  oompletely  deceived  by  glosing  pro- 
iissaioas ;  and  ail  that  he  had  to  console  him  under 
the  dMappointmenC  was  the  approbation  cf  hit 
Wmtrious  employers^  and  the  perfect  conviction  of 
their  nneerityk 

Happily,  however,  the  victory  of  Rodney  in  the 

Weet  Iiidiet,  and  the  defisat  of  the  Spaniards  before 

Gibraltar^  made  the  allied  po^vcrs  in  Europe  as  do- 

lirMsof  peace  as  the  peoplaof  this  conntiy  could 

be  ;  and  the  prehnanary  articles  with  France  beincr 
mlMed,  a  general  termination  of  this  erentfol  and 
Sanguinary  conflict  soon  followed. 

Sh<»tlf  after  tbi^  their  majesties  sustained  a 
severe  shock  in  Ae  loss  of  Prince  OetaTius,  who  died 
of  the  small  pox  at  Kew,  on  the  third  of  May^  17 
in  the  lIMi  year  of  bis  age.  His  royal  higlmess  was 
reckoned  one  of  the  hncst  of  the  royal  progeny;  and 
Ibe  portrait  of  him  by  Gatnsborodgb  warrants  the 
Qpiiuoai  He  was  besides  remarkably  docile  in  his  dis- 
pMtion,  and  io  very  good-natured>  as  to  be  slmost

idoUzed  by  the  domestics.  On  tlie  tenth  of  the  same 
montb  th%  body  was  rBmoved  froon  KeWf  attended 
by  General  Carpenter  and  suiiie  of  His  Majestj''« 
bouaebold^  to  Henry  the  iSevaiith*«  chape!,  and 
there  depojiited  near  die  remains  of  Prince  Alfred. 
The  death  of  this  engaging  child  bad  a  rery  aeriout 
effect  upon  the  spirits  of  the  Queen,  who  being  then 
in  a  pregnant  state,  felt  the  catastrophe  inore  keenly « 
and  that  to  such  a  dc^rree,  as  to  render  her  reco¥ery 
for  some  time  exceedingly  doMbjfui*  At  .lengthy 
Ae  excellence  of  hereonatitntipn  triumphed  over  tha 
malady,  and  on  the  seventh  of  August  she  was 
bappily  delivered  of  a  daughter  at  BjidungtyiBa 
House.  ^ 

On  the  nineteenth  of  the  flawing  .month,  at 
seven  in  the  evening,  the  ceremony  of  cliristening 
the  young  princess  was  perfixmed  at  St  James's 
Piilace.  The  peers  and  peeresses^  foreign  ministers 
and  their  ladies,  assembled  in  the  Queen's  clrawipg-* 
room  sometime  before  the  ceremony,  and  from, 
thence  were  introduced  into  the  gcaud  cpuncil- 
chamber,  where  Her  Majesty  sat  on  an  degaiit  bed 
of  wliite  satin,  under  a  superb  canopy  of  crimson 
velvet  embroidered  with  gold.  On  the  right  aide  (|f 
the  bed  stood  the  King,  at  the  feet  his  royal  high- 
oess  the  Prince  of  Wale^i,  the  Princess-Royal,  aodL 
Princess  Augusta ;  and  on  each  hand  the  rest  of  the 
royal  cluidFen,  arranged  according  to  their  ag^«. 
The  great  officers  of  Mate,  the  royal  attendants,  fe* 
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reign  miaisteraj  peen^  and  peeresses^  formed  the 
outer  circle.  The 

Dr.  Moore^  Archbishop  of  Canterbury;  the  Prince  of  - 
Wales,  Prinoesft-Rojral,  and  Prinoen  AugufCa  being 
sponsors ;  the  former  actmg  as  proxy  for  tlie  Pria- 
Q6M  AmeliB,  whose  name  was  given  to  the  royal  in- 
iarit.  After  the  baptismal  cercmaiiy,  Her  Majesty 
feeetved  the  congratulations  of  the  eompany^  who» 
oa  the  King's  retiring,  withdrew  to  visit  the  royal 
nursery,  where,  according  to  custooiy  they  were  en- 
tertained witfi  cake  and  caudle.  The  brilKancy  of 
this  lively  scene  was  heightened  in  e&ct  by  the 
eppearsnce  of  Ae  royal  oi^Hing  roond  their  augnsC 
parents,  forming  altogether  a  spectacle  not  to  be 
equalled  in  any  part  of  Europe. 

The  corporation  of  London  presented  separate 
addresses  to  the  King  and  Queen,  which  com* 
prehended  a  threrfold  congratulation  on  the  birtli 
(»f  a  princess,  the  recovery  of  Her  Majesty,  and 
the   attainment  of  the  Prince  of  Wales  to  his 
twenty-first  year.   In  their  address  to  the  King,  the 
body  corporate  paid  the  following  compliment: 
"  We  would  express  with  more  tlian  ordinary  el- 
fbsions  of  joy  bur  feelings  upon  this  occasion,  that 
IVoTidence  has  been  pleased  to  answer  the  prayers  ' 
and  wishes  of  every  order  of  your  majesty^s  loyal  . 
sui^ects,  in  preserving  the  invaluable  life  of  our 
gracious  Queen ;  a  life  so  eminently  ul^efiil,  and  se  * 
aoQS|>icueu8ly  exemplary.** 
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The  addMt  to  Hev  Miyetitff  which  was  carried 

up  to  St.  James's  by  the  lord-mayor,  sheriffi,  and  a 
veiy  numerous  train  of  eldennea  end  oomnxm^coin^ 
cil,  ran  in  these  words  : 

*^  Wej  the  kurcUaieyor^  elderment  end  commooi 
of  the  mtf  of  London,  in  oomnieii  council 
sejmibled,  humbly  beg  leave  to  approach  your  ma* 
jeaty  with  the  moat  sincm  eoogmluktiona  iqpon  th« 
larth  oi  another  princesaj  and  your  msijes^^B  happy 
teoomy* 

Permit  ua  further.  Madam,  to  congratulate  your 
mqeaty  upon  hit  loyal  highness  the  Prince  of  Weki 
having  attained  his  age  of*  twenty^one  years ;  and 
We  aioeerely  hope  and  trust  that  he  wiU  fill  the  im^ 
portant  station  to  which  he  in  called  with  dignity  to 
himself  and  prosperity  to  his  country/' 

To  this  address  a  suitable  though  short  answer 
ivas  returned ;  and  all  the  gentlemen  had  the  honour 
to  kiss  Her  Majesty's  hend« 

.  The  celebrity  oi  Mrs.  biddons,  wiio  at  thb  time 
shone  forth  with  extraordinary  lustre  as  a  tragic  no* 
tiC6s  in  London,  iiequeutly  drew  the  royal  family 
to  tibe  tbeatrei  but  one  nig^t^  while  that  gceat 
former  was  in  a  pathetic  part  of  the  character  cf 
R'tphry'^'^j  the  business  of  the  scene  was  strangely 
interrupted  by  a  voice  from  the  upper  gallery,  es* 
claiming :  "  Your  M^e&ty  liad  the  goodness  to  pro- 
'  inise  me  one  of  your  blessed  princesses  in  nmrriagie.** 
An  uproar  ensued^  but  the  feilovf  hy  some  means 
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or  other  escaped.  Soon  after  this^  Mrs.  Siddom 
IukI  an  tnterriew  with  the  Qneeii  at  Bndtingham 
House;  when^  at  the  express  desire  of  both  their 
aqcitieiy  the  undertook  the  honoorabie  office  of 
instructing  the  two  younger  princesses  inYeadin^ 
mi  emnciatiDiu 

The  next  year  was  ieiKjeiLcI  remarkable  by  the 
great  miiiical  festival  instituted  ia  commemoratkNi  • 

o{  Handel,  and  conducted  under  the  patronage  of 
their  miyesties.  The  design  of  this  extraordinary 
aitertainment  originated  with  two  or  three  persoM 
of  distinction^  who  wished  ibr  a  periodical  celdt^ra- 
tion  of  that  mighty  master  of  hennony,  in  a  pohlie 
jperfcHtnancc  of  his  works,  the  profits  of  which  were  to 
beapproprialadtothemasioalfiind.  This  idea  bmng 
suggested  to  others,  and  particularly  the  direetora 
of  the  coa«ert  of  ancient  muiioi  met  with  tiiesr 
tire  approbation  ;  hut  while  the  matter  was  yet  in 
embryo^  the  King  hemg  of  it,  unmediatdjr  eas« 
pressed  his  resolution  that  the  scheme  should  be 
earned  into  execution.  Acaording)]r»  application 
was  made  to  Bishop  Thomas^  as  Dean  of  Westmin* 
stcr,  for  the  use  of  the  4bhey,  who  readily  granted 
the  reqnest,  on  condition  that  e  moiety  of  ^  profita 
ot  the  iirst  day  should  be  given  to  the  Westminster 
hifirmarjr.  To  this  no  otgeetion  eonld  be  made  1 
•ad  Mr.  Wyatt^  the  architect,  was  iUrected  to  fit  up 
.tfie  abbey  with  aU  expedilkmt  for  the  aooommodM 
iion  of  their  majesti^j  the  company^  and  the  per« 
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formers.  At  first  it  was  proposed  to  confine  the 
enltsrtuiinimt  vnthia  two  days ;  but  the  King  jiidg« 
ing  very  properly  that  this  would  he  too  limited, 
■igniflfid  his  pleasure  that  the  peifomiBnee  should 

be  prolonged  to  another  day  ;  after  which  two  more 
were  added^  the  last  being  at  the  express  desire  of 
Her  Majesty,  The  temporary  buHdin g  in  the  abbey 
was  comprised  within  the  west  aisle^  and  was  large 
enoui^  to  receive  four  thousand  persons.  At  the 
upper  end^  a  throne  wa;^  erected  m  the  Gothic  style^ 
with  a  center  box  for  the  T03ral  ianrily ;  another  box 
ea  one  side  for  the  bishops  and  dignitaries  of  the 
cshuroh^  and  a  tfaiid  Ibr  the  ibre^n  anhBsndmi 
Behind  the  throne  were  seat»  for  the  royal  attend- 
ants^ and  below,  the  King's  box  was  one  fiir  the  di* 
rectors.  The  orchestra  was  built  at  the  opposite 
•eflEttemity^  ascending  regularlyy  fiom  the  height  of 
about  seven  feet  above  the  floor,  to  forty  fcet  from 
the  gmnnd  $  extending  also  hrom  the  centre  to  the 
top  of  the  side  aisles^  and  so  admhably  conslrbeied^ 
that  Joah  Bates^  who  presided  at  the  new  and  mag- 
nificent organ,  could  eee  and  be  distincdy  seen  bjr 
the  whole  of  the  numerous  band.  The  intermediate 
space  was  filled  with  level  bendies  appropriated  to 
the  subscribers,  and  the  side  aislea>,were  formed 
hito  long  galleries  ranging  with  the  orchestra,  and 
ascending,  so  as  to  contain  twelve  rows  on  eacii 
side  {  the  firontli  projeeting  b^nd  the  piUai^ 
CHmamented  with  crimson  festoons. 
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On'  Wednesday,  the  twenty-sixth  of  May,  this 
gnoid  liestivai  began ;  and  before  tea  in  the  morning 
the  oompany  aMetnUed  in  prodipoiw  nnmjbera,  to 
that  in  about  an  hour  the  venerable  piie  was  nearly 
'  filled,  chiefly  with  ladies.  Their  niajesties  arrived 
about  a  quarter  past  twelve  o'clock  i  and  when  the 
King  came'into  his  boK,  he'itood  for  some  moomtB 
.seemingly  lost  in  astontshiuent  at  the  subliuiity  of 
the  qiactacle  %  nor  did  the  tmlliaacy  of  the  appear^ 

ance  less  affect  the  feelings  of  the  Queen,  who  view- 
ed it  wilb  mptim^  and  npeatodly  expressed  her  ad- 
miration to  those  around  her.  The  royal  pair  were 
accompanied  by  prince  J^idward  and  the  Princess* 

'  Royal,  who  sat  on  Ihe  King's  right,  and  the  prin- 
cesses Augusta,  Elizabeth,  and  Sophia,  who  sat  on 
the'  Qoeea*a  left  hand,  all-in  otte  box/  whidi  was 
inost  superbly  ornamented  with  crimson  velvet. 

The  iieiikival  then  began  with  the  coronation  an- 
them, in  the  execution  of  w  Inch  were  iliUy  display- 
ed the  amasing  powers  of  the  band,  consisting  of 

'  more  than  five  hundred  performers.  Mr.  Bates, 
who  was  the  eondudor  the  who^e,  appeared

Such  was 
the  fint  day  s  exhibition  of  this  splendid  entertain- 

'  ment.  On  the  Mhlwiikg  evening,  the  festival  was 
renewed  at  the  Pantheon^  which  presented  a  most 

'"•heaaftifiil  appemicef  the  dome  being  iQuminated 
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tcrmmataig  at  the  tap  ot  liie  cupola  m  a  beautiful 
figure.  Over  ike  entranee^  and  dii«ctly  oppoahie  the 
orckestray  a  gallery  was  ^ected,  supported  by 
looic  onlnmnit  and  in  the  centre  wasplaoiddie 
royal  box,  lined  with  criiuboii  satii),  and  aiirrors 
firingcd  with  goU,   ^UMiut  eigbt  o*€h»«k,  their  na* 
.  jesties,  accompanied  by  Prince  Edward  and  three  of 
the  princesieB,  ai?ived  s  ioeii  after  whioh  tim  jw* 
ibrmance  began,  of  which,  it  may  be  said,  Unt  if 
the  music  in  the  abbey  was 
Bmtheoii  was  Ae  bemti^,  of  Ha«fedd« 

In  this  nights  perlbrmance,  Madame  Mara  dis« 
played  all  the  wonders  of  ber  imce,  wUeh  mehed 
even  the  compass  of  an  instrument.  The  selectiop 
of  pieces  did  infinite  credit  to  tlMB  diiwloi^  wd  die 
execution  was  such  as  to  laav^  no  ruom  for  c{iti-* 
asm.  Mr.  Bates  played  tb^  orfm  with  the  esaio 
touch  as  he  did  at  the  abhey^  and  tbo  harmony  ia 
all  the  parts  waa  complete. 

The  next  dav  was  employed  in  the  rehearsal  of 
the  Messiah,  wbieh  master-pi^  of  ilandel  was 
performed  at  the  abbey  on  Uie  twenty-«inth ;  sod

The  present  subject  naturally  iAttdtec^s  liie  ie> 

markable  story  of  a  blind  lady,  who,  at  the  period 
of  which  we  are  speakmg^  teeitad  cMuidenifale  at* 

'tention  in  the  musical  world.  This  young  person 
was  the  daughter  of  M*  Farwfisj  aalif  eoonseUor  hi 

*the  imperial-service.   At  the  age  of  two^  years  and 
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eight  montbt  the  beoMiie  wMmsiy  Uitd,  through 
a  ingbt ;  aod  though  Uie  moat  akilful  ocuUsia  in 
Venice  irare  applied  to»  the  ease  wis  ibitiid  to  be 
hopeless.  At  seven  years  old  she  discovered  aa 
sir  far  mnsk^  which  taste  being  encomaged,  she 
was  able  at  the  age  of  ten  to  accompany  herself  on 
the  organ  in  the  Stabat  Mater  of  PeiqgDlesi^of  which 
ihe  sung  a  part  at  St.  Augustine's  Church,  in  the 
pres^ioeof  the  empress-queen^  Maria  Tbeiesey  who 
was  so  touched  with  her  misfortune  and  perform- 
ance tb^  she  s^led  a  pension  on  her  k^t  liie,  of 
which  pnmeiott  she  was  afterwards  deprived  in  a 
SSMMt  ejLtraofdinary  manner.  At  the  age  of  dgh- 
teeo,  die  noted  Dr.  Mesmer,  who  pretended  to  f»ue 
sD  ills  by  animal  magnetism,  undertook  to  restore 
licht  to  the  unforiiinale  MtiAfBMHsipH^  Paradis ;  an 
.offer  which  was  gladly  accepted,  and  she  wa5  placed 
UMkr  bis  4are.  as  a  boarder.   After  some  months^ 

however,  it  was  found  that  the  professions  of  this 
empiric  were  ^Ibu^^ouSj  and  bis  patient  was  taken 
from  his  house^  ^ich  so  exaspers^  Mesmer,  that 
he  bad  the  audacity  aod  cr^«^ltjr  to  charge  the  poor 
giii  with  hcsng  an  impostor,  sasring  that  she  ecaild 
see  as  well  as.  inmsdlf,  and  thai;  she  only  counter- 
feited Uindofiss  to  vetain  her  pensian.  Strange  as 
it  may  sccm^  this  abominable  falsehood  was  be- 
lieved; <MV  if  n(»ty  it  was  made  the  prete&t  fior  with- 
drawing the  pension  ;  in  consequence  of  which,  the 
Mplesp  Tictim  ofiquadEery  left  Vienna  with  her 
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molbeTj  and  aiier  Tisititig  several  courts  od  the  con* 
tUMiit^  whem  Im  ttlmxU  and  mnibrtiiMs  ptoeani 
ber  many  favours^  she  came  over  to  Loodon,  briug* 
log  with  her  ktlm  of  reoommeiidaticmtotheQimny 
upon  whom  she  waited  at  Windsor,  and  was  rccciv- 
mI  wkh  the  vlmoat  kindliest.  Her  M ejesfy  took  a 
most  lively  interest  in  the  young  stranger^  who, 
under  such  patronage^  becaaie  an  object  ef  notice 
among  Ae  nobiltty,  and  in  conscijuenoe  aoqsriied  a 
handsome  independence^.

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ChriH  Charoh,  they  prooeedad  Id  C^orputXairbtl 

College,  where  Dr.  Deiiab,  tlie  vice  chancellor,  and 
{Nrnfeat  of  fit  John's,  jmoeded  by  the  baadUs 
with  their  staves  inverted,  paid  his  respects  to  tlieit 
m^ieaties  and  attanded  them  to  Marton  Colkge^ 

and  thence  to  the  Iladclivian  libraiy.    Hieir  majes- 
ties from  hence  entered  the  public  schools  at  the 
I      eastern  gate^,  and  passing  through  the  divinity- 
schoolp  were  ushered  inta  the  theatre^  where  the 
heads  of  houses^  and  the  doetom  in  their  seferal  fii* 
eukies^  were  already  assembled.    In  the  area  q£ 
f     this  magnificent  loom  the  niyal  family  were  seated 
^     b>i  some  time;  and  the  vice-cbanceUar,  with  the  se-» 
yeral  heads  of  colleges  aad  the  proctors,  had  the 
honour  of  kissing  tiieir  majesties*  hands.  The  Bod^ 
tdaa  library  was  next  visited  {  and  from  thenee  the 

royal  party  were  conducted  to  the  picture-gallery  | 
after  which>  they  saw  the  Pomftet  and  AnmdeUaii 

marbles,  and  the  mubic-school,  where  the  professor 
bad  the.  honovr  of  kissing  hands*  On  leaving 
these  public  edifices,  their  majesties  went  to  see 
the  chapel  and  library  at  New  College  #  irc*a 
'  whence  they  passed  through  the  gardens  into  the 
Ubraryt  ehapel,  and  hall  of  Jolm\  and  next  to 
the  observatory.  IVoiti  this  plaee  the  finnil  v  |)ro» 
ceeded  to  the  council-chamberi  wherfi  the  mayor 
and  corporation  of  Oxford  attended  to  pay  their  re> 
tpects  to  the  royal  visitors;  and  the  former  iiad  tlie 

honour  of  knighthood  oanfsrred  upon  him.  Their 
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migesties  fmn  hence  raited  All  Souts^  QueenV 

and  Magdalen  Colleges ;  and^  liaviog  seen  the  cha- 
pels^ librttries,  ftnd  whatever  mil  most  worthjr  of  ob* 
tervatioD^  they  quitted  Oxford  for  Lord  Harcourt's,  * 
where  an  elegant  cold  ooUatton  waited  their  arrival; 
and  they  set  out  for  VVindi>ur  about  seven  tlie  same 
.reoing. 

I  a  the  following  winter,  the  Queen  received  the 
afflicting  news  of  the  death  of  her  youngest  brother. 
Prince  George  of  Mecklenburg;  on  which  account 
the  celebration  of  Her  Majesty's  birth-day  was  jut 
off  to  the  ninth  of  Pebruaiy,  when  an  elegant  court 
assembled  early,  to  pay  the  usual  marks  of  loyalty

and  aflection.  In  the  evening  the  ball-room  was 
highly  splendid,  and  exhibited  an  uncommon  dis* 
play  of  female  beauty.  The  King  and  Queen  sepa* 
rately  addressed  every  lady  within  the  circle  assign- 
ed to  the  dancers ;  during  which  period  a  prelude 
t\as  played,  and  also  some  ol  Ilaiidel  s  music  The 
ball  terminated  between  twelve  and  one,  after 
which  their  majesties  and  the  princesses  retired. 
The  prince  remained  some  time  in  convertarioii 

with  the  ladies^  and  on  his  withdrawing,  the  com- 
pany b^n  immediately  to  depart ;  but  it  was  not 
till  near  three  in  the  morning  that  the  court  was 
entirely  cleared*  The  most  remarkable  person  at 
the  ball  was  the  ambassador  from  Tripoli,  attended 
by  his  page  of  honour  and  secretary  :  all  of  them 

dressed  in  the  habiti  of  their  country,  and 
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tppeared  much  delighted  and  astonished  at  th« 
crowd  pf  beiauties  thad  tvnounded  them ;  nor  wem 
the^f  less  object^  of  wonder  to  oar  fair  country  wo- 
OMpi,  who  beheld  with  admiratbn  the  flowuig  beard 
of  the  venerable  Musulman. 

From  the  scene  of  joy  and  apleodour,  the  reader 
will  not  be  oi^oded  al  being  conducted  to  one  of  woe 
and  wretcb^4l^^^  where  royalty  will  be  seen  in  moro 
liutre,tl|fl£il  whe9*9urrounded  by  a  circle  of  courtiers; 

The  winter  of  this  year  was  a  very  severe  one  % 
but  tl[i9ngh  ^tbe  snow  by  thick  upon  the  ground^ 
the  jCing  did  not  intermit  his  customary  walks,  in 
whij^h  h^  was  .frequently  unattended,  even  by  • 
tingle  fervent  One  day,  during  this  cheerless  sea« 
iDDy,  he  rqet  two  httlc  boys^  the  eldest  not  more 
than  nine  years  old,  who,  without  knowing  whom 
they  add^sed,  fell  upon  their  knees,  and  prayed 
for  relief  a^  they  were  very  hungry  and  had  nothing 
to  eat.  His  Majesty,  shocked  at  the  sight,  tenderiy 
4eiire4  the  i^eeping-suppltents  to  rise^  and  having 
tacour^ged  them  to  proceed  in  their  story,  they 
said.  ,that  their  .ipother  had  been  dead  tliree  days, 
and  , still  lay  unburied ;  that  their  father  himself 
was  streti^hed  by  her  side  upon  a  bed  of  straw,  in  a 
sick  and  helpless  condition,^  bein^  totally  destitute 
ef  money,  bread,  and  fuel.  * 

This  Uttle  story  of  misery  touched  the  heart  of 
th«  King,  who  ordered  the  boys  to  go  before  him 
te  tbiir  wretched  hovel,  where  he  found  the  whole 
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Realized  to  the  utmost  extent  of  human  misery— 'th« 
mother  being  dead,  i^ipamtly  from  the  want  of 
common  necessaries^  and  the  father  ready  to  perish 
also,  being  unable  to  raise  himself;  but  still  en* 
cirding  with  bis  enfeebled  arm  the  deceased  pari* 
ner  of  his  woes. 

The  King  dropped  a  tealr  at  die  sad  speetadei 
left  what  cash  he  had  about  hiin.  which  seldom 
uioaoted  to  mucb^  and  hastened  back  to  WtndsoTi 
where  he  related  to  Her  Majesty  what  he  had  seeni 
and  servants  were  instantly  despatched  widi  a  sip 
ply  of  provisions^  clothing,  coab^  and  every  other 
accommodation  that  might  aAbrd  comfort  to  a  fit* 
mily^  groaning<i  as  the  King  dechred,  under  affie« 
tions  more  piercing  by  far  than  he  could  have  sup 
posed  to  exist  in  any  part  of  bis  dominions^  sad 
which  he  could  hardly  believe  to  have  any  reality  in 
m  Christian  comitiyi  had  he  not  himself  witnessed 
them» 

Revhnsd  by  the  bounty  of  the  monarchy  the  poor 
man  soon  recovered  ;  and  his  Majesty  finished  the 
good  work  lie  had  so  graciously  begun>  by  giving 
orders  that  the  children  should  be  clodied,  ed«* 
cated^  and  supported^  at  his  expense,  with  the  for* 
ther  intention  of  providing  for  them  as  their  con* 
duct  merited^

Tus  Countess  of  Salisbury  being  delivered  of  a 
daughter,  after  an  interval  of  sixteen  years,  occasioned 
great  rejoicings  in  that  noble  family;  and  tbe  chris- 
tening, which  took  place  on  the  twenty-seventh  of 
April,  1^86'^  at  his  lordsliip's  iiouse  in  Arlington 
Street^  waa  distinguished  in  a  very  remarkable  man* 
ner,  their  majesties,  with  the  princess-royal,  attead- 
ing  as  sponsors  in  person. 

The  Queen  received  the  child  from  Lady  Essex, 
and  the  archbishop  from  Her  Miyesty,  who,  at  the 
Same  time,  gave  it  the  name  of  6eorgiana-Char« 
lotta ;  which  was  also  inscribed  ou  a  superb  salver^ 

X 
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of  one  hundred  and  twenty  ounces  weight,  aS  A 
token  of  remembrance  from  the  royal  guests* 

On  thi«  occasten  Htir  MiJeBt^  was  habited  ill 
dark  green  covered  with  silver  gauze,  and  her  head* 
dresi  ^ppetared  spangled  with  briUtants. 

The  Jbking  8  birth-day  tliis  year  was  celebrated 
with  estraonKnaiy  magmftcenoe,  the  dndle  being 
elilivened  by  the  presence  of  the  Prince  of  Mecli- 
lenburg,  and  other  foreigners  of  distitidaon,  among 
whom  the  Tripoline  ambassador  attracted  consider- 
able notice.  Her  Majesty  on  this  day  wore  a  robe 
of  royal  purple,  entirely  covered  with  Brussels  lace 

great  value ;  and  cm  no  nuilar  oecaskn  was  die 

known  to  have  been  so  richly  dressed ;  but  what 
heightened  the  magnificence  of  her  appearance  was 
a  bouquet  composed  solely  of  brilliants.  This  was 
a  present  recently  sent  over  to  the  Jviog  from  the 
Nizam  of  the  Deccan,  and  not^  as  was  malevolently 
reported,  an  offering  made  to  Her  Majesty  by  ttiat 
much  injured  man^  the  late  Mr.  Hastinga.  With 
this  bulse  or  packet  of  jewels  came  over  also  six 
pair  of  crown  birds  of  the  most  beautifiil  descrip« 
tioni  and  so  very  rare^  tliat  it  was  said  they  cost  the 
prince  who  sent  them  a  sum  little  short  of  four 
thousand  pounds. 

The  attempt  made  upon  the  King's  life  by  an  m« 
sane  woiuau^  named  Margaret  Nicholson^  on  the  se* 
cond  of  August^  this  year,  drew  more  loyal  ad- 
dressee to  the  thiuac  than  perhaps  wci  c  evci  known 
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«poii  any  former  occattoiii   FortltiiMteljr)  die  QueeH 

was  unacqiiaiatcd  with  what  had  happened  till  in* 
I  kxmed  oIl  it  by  her  royal  contort  himself.  This  waft 
!  oirinjf  to  an  admirable  presence  of  mind  in  tlie  iMar-^ 
^  qois  del  CJampo>  the  Spaniiih  ambassador,  who,  the 
moment  he  heard  of  the  oceurrence,  went  post  to 
Wuidsor,  and  obtained  an  interview  of  the  Queen ; 
not  as  a  man  of  ordinary  sagaeily  woold  have  done/ 
to  assure  Uer  Majeaty  that  the  King  had  received 
no  injury  from  the  knife  of  the  aasassin,  but  solely 
to  engage  her  in  conversation^  and  thereby  to  pre-^ 
vent  her  from  hearing  any  thing  of  the  transaction 
till  the  King's  arrival*  In  this  design  he  happily 
sQoeeeded,  and  then  took  leave  of  their  majestiei, 
leaving  the  Kuig  to  tell  the  story  himself.  His 
lA^tMty  shook  hta  exedlency  very  heartily  by  the 
hand,  and  as::*ured  him  that  he  hardly  knew  any 

manmthe  world  to  whom  he  was  so  much  obUged. 

On  the  fifteenth  oF  the  same  months  their  majes^ 
tiesj  with  the  three  eldest  princesses,  paid  a  second 
visit  to  Lord  and  Lady  Harcourt  at  Nuneham, 
where  they  arrived  about  noon,  and  spent  great  part 
of  tile  day  in  viewing  ^  new  improvements  carry 
ing  on  at  that  delightiul  seat.  The  next  day  bemg 
Simday,  afcer  attending  divine  service  at  Nuneham, 
the  King,  Queen,  and  princesses^  set  out  tor  Ox- 
ford^ where  Ihey  arrived  aboot  half  past  one  o'dodc, 
and  were  received  by  the  vice-chancellor,  the  Duke 
ef  Mviberongli^  an4  iIm  effieitfft  of  the  Uravcrsitjr| 
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who  Qflhered  them  into  the  diviniiy-ichool,  fiott 

\\'hcnce  in  grand  possession  they  entered  the  theatre, 
where  the  King  took  the  chancellor  s  chatr^  the 
Queen  and  the  princesses  being  seated  at  bis  righ 
hand.  After  a  voluntaiy  had  been  played  on  the 

Oigan^  tlie  vice-chancellor  approached  llic  throne 
with  an  addreas  on  Hia  Miyeaty'a  happy  deUverance^ 
to  wliich  the  King  made  this  reply  : 

Such  dutiiul  aentimenti  on  my  second  visit  to 
this  seat  of  learning,  accompanied  by  affectionate 
cragratuiationa  on  tlie  protection  of  divine  Provi- 
denoe,  maniieeted  by  die  fiulufe  of  the  attempt  on 
my  lifi^  call  ibrth  my  warmest  thanks.  I  am  not 
lees  aeneible  of  your  eacpreeeiona  towaida  the  Queen. 
The  Umveraity  of  Oxford  may  ever  depend  on  my 
nidtnatiflii  to  encourage  emy  branch  of  adcnee ; 
as  the  more  my  subjects  are  enlightened^  the  more 
they  muat  be  attadied  to  the  excellent  cooatittttion 
established  in  this  realm.** 
Thia  unpremeditated  r^ly,  uttered  in  a  very 

feeling  and  iiiipressivc  manner^  had  a  seii:»ible  effect 

upon  all  who  heard  it ;  and  indeed  it  meat  have 

satisfied  every  one  tliat  the  mind  from  whence 
tttch  expressions  flowed  oottld  be  ol'  no  ordinaiy 
character.  '  • 

On  leavmg  the  theatre^  the  royal  party  went  to 
take  a  lecond  view  of  the  New  College  and  tti 
beautiiui  windows  ;  after  which  they  viaited  Wad- 
ham       Trinity  CoUeges^  et  which  laat  tfiey  par- 
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took  of  an  elegant  collation  in  the  hall.  From 
tiiaioe  tfMff  went  to  liiieoln  tad  BmeQ^ 

and  next  to  the  council  chamber  of  the  city,  to 
nK«iT«  the  ooq»nrtkm  with  Uu^  Aft«r 
inspecting  the  library  and  pictures  at  Christ  Church, 
the  t€f9i  party  returood  to  Nuneham  to  dinnery 
about  sfac  o*dock.  The  next  monitng  their  imj^s* 
tics  honoured  th^  Duke  of  Marlborough  with  a 
visit  at  Bfenheiiii;  and  on  their  entmoe  mto  jdie 
park  from  Woodstock  were  saluted  with  the  firing 
of  dewn  cammn,  on  the  tide  of  the  Great  Lake. 
The  duke  and  duchess,  with  their  family,  await|xl 
the  anml  of  the  rojral  vintncs  on  the  itepa  of  the 
grand  ratrance,  and  conducted  them  through  the 
I     gnat  heO,  sekxniy  end  aviite  of  roomi  en  the  west 

side,  to  a  splendid  collation  prepared  for  them  in  the 

libnuy  •  Thtk  migeariet  proeaeded  fiom  Aenoe  to 

view  the  principal  apartments  of  that  noble  monu« 
ment  of  natioBal  gratitude;  after  which  thqr  drove 
round  the  park,  and  having  surveyed  it  at  the  mos^ 
athking  pointaof  view,  th^abghted  near  the  cascade^ 
where  they  spent  some  time  in  admiring  the  improve* 
meats  recently  made  by  the  duke^  who  received  many 
I  oenpfimeiiti  fitmi  Us^eugnit  ▼isitofw  on  the  eaaaeW 
I  lence  of  his  taate.  The  party  then  returned  to  the

On  the  thirty-fiwt  of  October,  the  PHncen 
Amelia  died  at  her  house  m  Cavendish  Square,  inthe 
aeventywsizth  year  of  her  age.  She  was  the  teooml 
daughter  and  last  surviving  isanc  of  Geoi^c  the 
Seccindy  attd  his  itneen  Carotine»  Her  rofwl  high* 
il^a  was  born  on  the  tenth  of  June^  ^7^^f  was  never 
aiarned;  and  had  hved  many  years  in  rather  a 

private  luaiiuer.     She  had  a  smgulai^  piescatiment 

lliat  she  should  die  in  OdDber^  it  heing  the  month 

that  her  father  died :  and  it  was  not  a  little  remarkable 
that  her  £mmrite  brother^  theI>iikeof  Cumberland^ 
should  be  carried  off  by  an  apoplectic  stroke  on  the 
wy  same  day  of  the  month.  In  the  evening  oC  the 
eleventh  of  November,  her  remains  were  privately 
interred  in  die  royal  vault  in  H^mry  the  .Sevenths 
chapel  at  Westminster.

Numerous  applicaiions  have  been  made  since  the

buodiiy  received  new  cloathing  and  presents^  accords 
iKg  V>  the  progress  which  they  bad  made,  and  tbo^ 
character  they  bore  upon  exauiiuation.

The  Queen  continued  to  hold  Mra.  TrimiiMr  im  [ 
great  eateem  through  life,  on  account  q£  her  talents^ 
and  iim  wae  which  she  made  of  them ;  but  the  jm^ 
tiali^  was  increased  perhaps  by  the  circymatanoe 
tftai:  the  &tber  of  tli^  aeoomphshed  womaD^  the 
late  Mr.  Joshua  Kirby,  had  the  honour  of  teaching  i 
both  their  majestiea  the  art  of  drawing  in  perspecdfei  ) 
and  it  should  be  mentioned  also,  that  lie  was  the  \ 

-ttmm  of  mtrodiiGuig  Gainsborough  to  the  rogral 

patronage^  which  that  excellent  artist  ever  renicm*  \ 
hered  mth  gvatitade;  and  just  before  his  death  be 

made  it  his  request  to  be  buried  in  Kew  church- 
yard,  near  the  grave  of  his  friend. 

Oahnborovigh  appears  to  have  been  the  favoiflrite 
painter  of  Her  Miyesty,  for  whom  he  executed  an 
admiTaUe  wholeJength  of  die  King ;  he  painted  aho 
most  of  the  princes  and  princesses.  The  last  com- 
missioa  whidi  be  recemd  fimi  tk^ 
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portrait  of  the  Duke  of  York ;  and  thh  marked  atten- 
tion Gainsborcagli  always  dwell  upoa  with  great 
Might  and  exultation. 

(hk  the  twenty-sixth  of  June,  this  year,  their 
mtgcstiefty  accompanied  by  the  thtee  elder  prin- 
ceiset,  and  the  Dukes  of  Montagu  and  Aucaster, 
went  to  iriew  the  porlar*breweffy  of  Bfr«  Whitbread 
ill  Chisweil  Street  They  were  received  at  the  door 
by  Mr.  WhillMnoad  and  faia  daughter;  when,  after 
politely  decliniog  the  brcak&st  that  had  been  pro* 
nitdf  they  immediately  went  eifer  the  bmldings. 
Tlie  steaiiKengme  took  up  their  attention  above 
haUokbour,  during  which  time  the  King  expfa 
ed  ihe  leading  movemcnu  of  the  machinery  ia  a 
manner  that  clearly  shewed  his  inentifte  imciwledge. 
The  &tonc  cistern  raised  such  wonder,  that  the  - 
Queen  and  princesses  woukt  mimdi  go  jate  it,  though 
whh  some  difficulty,  as  the  aperture  was  very  small ; 
but  the  sight  abundantly  rewarded  them  tor  their 
tiwUe,  the  vessel  being  of  such  capacity  as  to  hold 
iour  thousand  barrels  ot  beer* 

Afbr  mtnutdy  viewing  efvety  piut  ef  tfie  pmm^ 
they  retired  to  the  d  welhug-house,  and  partook  of  a 
handsome  oold  ooUation,  on  a  seivioe  €if  plate.  Tbm 
board  was  furnished  with  every  kind  of  wine;  and 
time  wae  that,  witbont  which  the  regalement  would 
not  liave  been  complete,  old  porter  pouied  from  a 
boHb  cf  eBdraordinary  sise.  At  two  o'cled^  the 
rojral  party  left  Chisweil  Street,  highly 
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frith  &m  reception,  and  the  plain,  ^pi table  man* 
ner  of  Mr.  Whitbread,  who  was  no  less  delighted 
with  the  aflabiUtjr  and  condescension  of  his  iiliis^ 
trious  visitors. 

A  TOiy  novel  and  agt^eable  entertainment  took 

place  a  few  days  after  this,  at  the  Queen's  house, 
where,  in  the  great  cartoon  chamber,  Mr.  John 
Kemble  and  his  sister  read  the  whole  of  the  corriedy 
oi  the  Jealous  Wife,  in  the  presence  of  their  majes* 
ties,  and  a  select  party  of  the  nobility ;  Mrs.  Siddons 
taking  the  parts  of  Mrs.  Oakley,  Miyar  Oakic^i 
Harriet^  Rnssfet,  and  Lord  Trinkdi  her  brother 
reading  Mr.  Oakley,  Paris,  and  John.  The  reading 
comoieiiced  aboot  nnie  o'clock,  and  ended  a  little 
before  twelve ;  but,  during  tiie  acts,  the  compauy 
took  refineshments,  which  were  laid  out  abundandy 
in  the  adjoiniDg  rooms. 

It  shookl  be  obsenred^  that  at  this  period  there 
was  an  extraordiaaiy  rage  for  private  theatricals^ 
and  many  persons  of  distinction  were  ambitions  of 
the  sock  and  huskin.  Several  domestic  theatres 
were  erected^  where  these  amateurs  of  the  drama 
displayed  their  histrionic  talmts  to  brilliant  assem- 
blages of  applauding  ihends.  Among  the  nobility 
who  patroniacd  tfiis  Ashionable  vpmeB  of  amose*- 
ment,  the  late  liuke  oi  Kichmond  was  by  iar  the 
moat  pmniincot  and  spirited;  and  hit  honeemay 
truly  be  said  to  have  been  coinpietely  crowded 

through  the  seaaon.  Their  mvesties,  wiOi  five  prin« 
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te««l,  honoured  this  th^tre  with  their  presence 
mm  thaa  oocd :  llie  iirst  time  ta  aee  Murfdiy't 
ma/edy  of  the  Way  to  Keep  Him,  and  the  last 
Mrs.  CeutUvre's  lively  play  of  the  Woucien  At 
the  fiofmer  exhibitioii,  an  ap^rofiriate  prcdogne  and 
epilogue  were  spoken,  the  latter  writtea  by  General 
Borgoyne^  and  delivered  by  the  HonoraUe  MrSi 
DameTj  concluded  with  the  ibllowing  allusive  lines  %

This  year  was  rendered  remarkable  by  the  eoiii- 
mencement  of  the  trial  of  Warren  Hastings  i  at  the  . 
opening  of  wluch,  the  Queen,  in  a  very  plain  dresS| 
aooompanied  by  the  prinomei  Augusta^  Elizabeth^ 

tnd  Mary,  appeared  in  the  gallery  of  the  Duke  oi 
Newcastle.  It  was  indeed  a  spectacle  worthy  of 
royal  cariosity,  as  wdl  for  the  splendour  of  the 
aceoe  itseli,  as  i<>r  the  conU>ination  of  talents  which 
it  cslled  forth ;  and  yet  who  is  there  that  now  looka 
back  upon  this  pompous  exiiibitiou  with  any  other 
fodings  than  those  of  admiration  at  a  sight  pro*

nounced  by  the  ancient  moralist  as  the  sttUimeft 

in  the  world^that  of  a  good  man  struggling  witli 
%   » j_ 

Through  iife,  the  King  had  enjoyed  an  almost 
uninterrupted  state,  of  good  health,  owing  to  habi* 
tual  regularity  and  exercise ;  but  in  the  middle  of 
the  summer,  this  year,  be  b^an  to  complain  of 
indigestion  and  bilious  syniptojiis,  for  which  he  was 
advised  to  try  the  waters  of  Cheltenham.  Accord* 
ingly,  Bayshill  Lodge,  built  lor  the  late  Earl  of 
Fauconberg,  was  taken  for  their  majesties^  who,  on 
the  twelfth  of  July,  with  the  Princess-Royal,  Prin- 
cess Augusta,  and  Pnncess  Elizabetii,  set  out  from 
Windsor,  a  quarter  before  seven  in  themomiog, 
and  proceeded  to  Lord  Harcourt^s  seat  in  Oxford- 
shire, where  they  staid  about  two  houra^  and  then 
continued  their  journey  to  Cheltenham,  which  place 
they  reached  a  little  before  five  in  the  afternoon. 
The  next  day  being  Sunday,  the  royal  family 
attended  divine  service  at  the  parish  church,  where 
a  sermon  was  preached  by  Dn  Samuel  Hallifax, 
Bishop  of  Gloucester.  On  the  following  mornii^, 
about  six  o^clock,  the  King  was  upon  the  walks  at 
Cheltenham,  and  drank  tlie  water;  which  early  iiour 
was  his  daily  custom  during  bis  stay;  and  after 
breakfast  he  rode  out  with  the  Quccm  and  prin- 
cesses, making  excursions  round  the  country,  but 
generally  appearing  again  on  the  walks  between  six 
and  seven  in  the  evening* 
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t)n  the  sixteenth,  after  going  to  the  Spa,  the 
iofil  vititan,  with  their  sait|  set  oat  for  Tefricwr 
fcury,  where  they  viewed  the  inside  of  the  church, 
with  what  eke  was  worthy  oi  attention, .  and  re* 
tenid  to  ChelteiibBfli«  As  His  Bfajcstjr  hxleintai 
Tewkesbury,  the  people  stood  upon  the  wails  <^  the 
bridi^c  to  tee  him  pass ;  on  wfaicb,  the  monafdi 
observing  the  danger  ot  the  situation,  humanely 
addicssed  thea  in  these  words :  My  good  people^ 
I  am  airaul  that  some  of  you  may  iali*  Don  t  run 
soeh  hanrds  for  the  sake  of  seeing  your  king.  I 
will  ride  as  slowly  as  you  please^  tliat  you  may  all 
him** 

On  the  nineteenth,  their  m^esti^s  and  the  prin* 
went  to  Cireoeestsr,  and  from  theiioe  to 

Oakley  Grove,  the  dehght^ul  and  classical  seat  of 

Lofd  Belbmt,  widi  the  beauty  of  vfiiieh  they  were 

highly  pleased. 

Tbe^ity  of  Qloueester  iiext,had  the  honour  a' 
royal  visit,  where  their  majesties  and  the  three 
prinoeaHes  weri>  received  at  the  episcopal  palace  by 
the  bishop.  Who,  attended  by  the  dean  and  chapter, 
addressed  the^iiing  on  the  occasion,  as  also  did  the 
mayor  and  cerpomtkm,  all  of  whom  kissed  the 
hangs  hand^  and  were  ietroduced  by  liim  to  tlie 
Qeeeii*  Their  majesties  afberwards  visited  the  ca- 
thedral and  the  deanry^  where  the  King  entered 
nto  a  irood  deal  of  txHiyersatioii  with  the  venerable 
X)r«  ^oaiali  Tucker^  the  dean,  who  made  many  apo- 
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logies  for  the  unprepared  condition  of  his  house^  and 
pirticulariy  the  Ubraiy,  which  was  indeed  in  a  ludio* 
reus  state  of  confusion.  From  thence  the  royal  party 
returned  to  the  palace }  and  after  waiting  a  short 
time  for  the  carriages^  retnmed  in  the  afternoon  to 
Chdtenham. 

On  the  following  IViesday,  their  mijeaties  and 
the  princesses  dined  with  the  Earl  of  Coventry, 
who  displayed  all  the  hospitality  of  the  ancient 
nobility  in  the  reception  of  his  illustrious  guests ; 
for,  beudes  the  splendid  entertainment  within  the 

house,  he  caused  the  cellar  doors  to  be  thrown 
open  to  regale  the  immense  multitudes  that  were 
assembled  on  the  outside.  ^' 

At  an  early  hour,  on  the  second  of  Augns^  the 
King  and  Queen  rode  to  Hardebory  Castle,  tlie 
episcopal  residence  of  Bishop  Hurd,  with  whom 
they  breakfasted;  afier  which,  they  walked  through 
the  grounds,  and  remained  for  some  time  upoa  the 
terrace,  to  gratify  the-  numerous  spectators  who' 
flocked  thither  from  all  parts  of  the  country.  On 
the  fifth,  thar  majesties  again  Tinted  the  bishop  at 
his  j^laoe  in  the  city,  for  the  purpose  of  attend* 
ing  the  musical  meeting  of  the  three  choirs  of  Wor« 
cester,  Gloucester,  and  Hereford.  The  next  mom- 
tug  the  King  received  the  clergy  in  the  great  hall, 
when  the  bishop,  after  addressing  His  Majesty^ 
made  a  complunentary  speech*  to  the  Queen,  who 
lej^ed  in  a  Tery  gra;ci<Htt  manner;  after  wliid^  die 
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mrnod  body  had  the  honour  to  kits  her  htnd, 

they  also  did  that  of  His  Majesty.    At  eleven  the 
cati^cW  ^rvke  begaa,  ia  which  w«mt«xi»ped  , 
me  ovettim  in  Either,  HandeTe  Dettingen  Te 
Beam^  aad  the  Coronation  Anthem.   Their  nu-' 
jcrtwM  Mt  tipon  an  occaskmd  tiwone,  the  nobility, 
^l^^y>      magistrates,  being  disposed  on  each  side** 
Thuraday  morning  the-  royal  fimiily  wepfe  again 
present  at  the  cathedral,  when  a  selection  from  tlie 
mnaie  <rf  Handel  was  moat  ably  performed.  On 
Friday  morning,  ti^e  corporation,  conducted  by  Lord 
Coventry,  aa  the  reeovder,  waited  on  tfie  King,  to 
request  that  he  would  honour  tbein  with  a  visit  at 
tile  town  haU»  to  which  Hia  Majeety  gracioiialy 
assented^  aiid  a  grand  procession  accordingly  took 
plaoe ;  the  various  tradea  with  their  atreamera  lead* 

ing  the  way,  the  maces  borne  by  the  aldermen,  and 

the  mayor  carrying  the  sword  of  state.  After  view^ 
ing  the  •  pictures,  the  regalia,  and  every  thing  cu- 
noua^  His  Miyeaty  was  shewn  into  the  grand  par^ 
lour,  where  an  elegant  cold  eolktien  wtm  pinonded.  * 
As  it  was  known  that  the  King  never  took  any 
fiqnor  before  dinner,  the  mayor  askbd  him  if  he 
would  be  pleased  to  take  a  jelly,  when  His  Miyesty 
replied  :  I  do  not  reeollect  ever  drinking  a  glass  of 
wine  before  dinner  in  my  life,  yet,  upon  this  pleasing 
occasion,  I  wfll  venture."  A  glass  of  rich  <Ad  mo«m- 
tain  being  then  served  by  the  mayor^  His  M^esty 
unmediately  drank  ''pioaperity  to.tho  coipoffmtMii

would  gratify  their  highest  wi^hes#**  To  thm  the 
King  answerod^  Certainty,  genlleniaii,  I  eamiA*

The  picture  was  accoi  duigly  sent,  and  tmo  others, 
one  of  the  King,  and  the  other  of  the  Quaen,  at 

presents  to  the  bishop^  by  whom  tliey  were  placed 
in  the  great  drawin^^oom  of  the  episcopal  palace^ 

with  a  commemorative  inscription^  written  by  bis 
lordship* 

The  visit  to  the  corporation  being  ended,  the 
TOyal  iamily  agaiu  repait^  to  the  cathiBdnily^wbere 
the  Messiah  was  performed,  which  condodadtfae 
musical  festivali  and  in  the  evenmg  there  was  a 
grand  misoellanaoua  concert,  which  the  royal  visitoff 
honoured  with  their  presence*  The  next  momiif 
their  majesties  and  the  prinoessas  left  Worcester; 
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tnd  at  going  away,  the  Queen  put  fifty  pounds  into 
tile  liuidi  ci  tht  bbiiop  for  the  poor  of  the  city^  in 
addition  to  the  same  sum  from  tiie  Bing,  who  also 
gm»  time  hundrad  pounds  towards  releasing  tlie 
debtors  in  the  city  and  county  jails. 

£eri3r  on  Thwrsdqr  morning,  the  sixteenth,  their 
majesties  left  Cheltenham,  to  visit  Lord  Ducie  and 
Sir  George  Panl,  of  which  preyions  intimation  had 
been  given.  They  passed  throu^^h  Painswick  about 
hali'  after  eighty  and  arrived  at  btroud  betwectn  nine 
aof  ten.  Every  testimony  of  attachment  that  a 
welUaftected  people  could  shew  was  evinced  on  this 
joyfiil  oeeasion;  and  a  very  respectable  party  of 
geatiemen  conducted  the, royal  visitants  through 
the  dbthing  district,  exerting  themselves  in  exhi* 
biting  the  objects  peculiar  to  this  part  of  the 
county.  After  a  most  oondescen^ing  attention  to 
the  whole  process  of  the  woollen  manufacture,  their

tifKia  were  saspiHided, 

(ki  tiiA  tWMty*flfit  of  August)  a  dvawin^foom 
waa  held  at  St  James's,  which  was  very  mach 
-mwded  hf  the  aobility,  who  oAred-tfieir  congra* 
tnlations  on  the  amended  state  of  the  King;  but 
appevanoea  wm  faUaobna^  and  in  the  middlo  of 
October  Hia  Miyesty  was  attacked  with  fever  and 

otlior  corapfanttta  of  m  biUona  kbd,  but  not  ao  aa  to 

prevent  him  from  attending  a  levee  on  the  twenty- 
Imrth  of  the  amo  aosth,  when  the  court  was  again 

▼ery  numerous^   la  the  eveaiag  of  that  day^  the 
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King  returned  to  Windsor,  where  the  malady  ' 
increased  to  such  an  aliutning  dfgree»  that  at  the 
bcginniug  of  November  Sir  George  Baker  fouud  it 
necetaaiy  to  call  in  Dr.  Warren,  and  Mr*  Batlisr  • 
combe,  of  Windsor ;  the  latter  at  the  express  desuc 
erf*  His  Majesty  himself.   On  the  arrival  of  Dr. 

Wancu  at  tlic  Queen's  Lodge,  he  found  Dr.  He-  ' 

berden  there,  who,  as  residing  near  Windsor,  had 
been  invited  to  the  consultation  by  Her  Majestf, 
with  whom  th4t  exiseUent  physician  was  always  a  i 
great  favourite.   Hie  reanlt  of  tbia'ibeetin^  was  the 
applicatiou  of  a  blister  to  the  head  of  the  royal  • 
Jiatient,  who  as  yet  rcftained  the  possession  of  his 
senses,  though  he  complained  much  of  an  intoler- 
able oppression  on  the  braisu   In  spite  of  bleedings 
topical  applications,  and  James's  powders,  the  fev«r  .j 
oontinued  with  unabited  ' viofence,  and  delirium  ! 
tiatuiaily  i^u^iucd.    Towards  the  end  of  the  month,  * 
however,  advantege  was  takea  of  a  tempoiBry  cahii- 

ness  to  remove  His  Majesty  from  Windsor  to  Kevv, 
which  joumlqF  be  berfe  extremely  well;  but  the 

disorder  remained  the  same,  or  at  least  v\^ith  very 
lUde  abatement    .By  this  titne  it  wab  deemeil 
necessary  to  procure  additiotiel  medical  assistanee;  | 
and  among  the  rest  jUr.  I'lancip  Willis,  €£  btaodrnd,  \ 
near  Grtatbam,.in  linoohiabire,  whose  celebrity  ia 
the  treatment  of  mental  diseases  induced  the  Lord- 
Cbaneellor  Tburiow  to  reommend  btm  to.  Her  Mm- 
jestv.  •The  doctor  was  a  clergyman,  and  rector  of  ^ 

fit,  Joho*^  Wapjping,  wbioh  Uving  he.  obtained  as 
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an  option,  in  right  of  his  fellowship,  from  Brascnose, 
CoUftg^  Omferd.   Pienom  to  tbis^  he  ftrndei  on  t 
simJl  donative  in  Lincolnshire,  where,  having  a  turn 
&rphysio»  be  wMeoaUfid  to  be  of  service  to  bis 
pmhiofwre.   Vhub  •oecoM  of  his  jmctice,  particti- 
iarly  in  disorders  of  tlie  bnuu^  increased  tbe  number  . 
di  Us  patieoti,  wlneb  mMd  the  jeakmsy  of 
faculty  to  such  a  pitchy  tbat  tbey  threatened  him 
wA  a  prosecotioii*   Indignant  at  auch  'nnwortlijr 
usage,  he  proceeded  to  ins  bacbdor*8  degree .  in 
phyac  at  Ozfixrd,  and  thna  became  mm  than  a 
match  fi:>r  the  Sootch  dooters,  wiio  envied  ins  repu- 
tation.  Afkar  thii^  he  took  alalia  maoikNi  for  din 
reception  oi  lunatics;  and  many,  wlio  had  been  pro* 

nonnoed  incnraUe  by  men  of  eminaiiee^  were  by 

his  treatment  restored  to  reason  and  their  frieiids. 

fint  thmgh  Dr.  WiUv  was  neitber  an  obaeuva^ 

nor  an  empirical  praetitioner,  his  appointment  in  the 
jnesrat  instance  cKcited  much  jealousy  in  some  of 
royal  physicians,  particularly  Dr.  Warren,  who 
eonkl  not  even  conceal  bis  resentment  within  mo- 
derate bounds.  The  diftrence  in  their  opinions 
respci^ng  tbe  discuder  of  tlie  ivmg,  and  its  prol^able 

passions  of  Ih^ 

Warren,  who  was  naturally  of  a  warm  temperament; 
and  when  he  perceived  thai  the  person,  whom  ha 

looked  upon  a»  an  intruder^  possessed  the  contideiice 

of  the  Qnaen»  he  became  irritated  to  exoess.  Tbe 

reason  of  tins  partiality  towai4^  Dr.  \Viiii:i  was 
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8uflicleiitly  obvious,  and  ftminble,  stiice  it  aro#efit>iii 
the  enfioaragement  giraa  by.  him  to  Her  M^ef^*i 
bopet'  in'  tStm  rnmumeB  wbiA  ha  kaM  out  of  a 
apeedy  recovery  4  whereas  Dr.  Warroi  took  a  gloomy 
inew4d  the'ciscyand<thi<fp>ottotmcedkaiii^^ 
desperate.  The  rest  of  the  physicians  acted  with 
grader  eanlioii  in  tile  licUprtry  of  their  jadgnent^ 
and  with  niore  liberaUty  towarda  Dr.  Willis^  who, 
hoiw€ft»,  fond  hia  aitaeitiai  e;ctranely  critioal  and 
diffijcult  under  such  peculiar  circumstancesy  and 

In  the  mean  time,  the  situation  of  the  so?e* 
ragn  cause  necerarily  under  the  oonidefBtiott  ef 
the  two  branches  of  the  legislature^  where  the  sus* 
penasonoftherajrel  fiinetiiDns^  end  tlie  qneirfioa  of 

supplying  them  in  the  present  exigency,  occasioned 
more  violence  of  debate  than  had  ever  been  known 
•in  the  English  annals  since  the  disputes  in  the  con- 
vention parliament  on  the  abdication  of  the  tfarons 
|>y  Jamea  idie  Second. 

The  examination  of  the  physicians  was  oondncted 
mth  en  inquisitive  miiiatenees^  which  teBeUed 
httie  credit  upon  the  dignity  of  a  great  asMmhly; 
end  incidentei  cirenmatanoes  were  thna  rdeted, 
which  respect  ior  private  feeling  and  common 
jdeoonim  ought  to  have  ooneeeled.  Bat  what  no-' 
deration  was  to  be  expected,  wlien  the  first  of  on- 
iony in  the  vehenienoe  of  hiapaariona^  oonU  dart^ 
without  trembhug,  to  say  that  the  Almighty  had 
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been  pleased   to  bmite  the    suvcrciga  with  his 
iuuu^  and  that  he  had  huiied  him  from  the  tbrouc, 
mi  put  him  in  the  ooi^tion  of  the  meanest  peasant 
ia  tha  country,  i 
The  langiiage  and  dorion  of  tUs  extiwi^aiit

figbl  were  equally  odious  and  ravolting  to  tha  ien- 
tiaentairf'hiiiiiaailgrs  Imt  the  latanperata  seal  mani- 
fested to  uphold  the  opinion  of  Dr,  Warren,  on  the 
iacnrahlanatii  of  Uia  Majas^s  ooinplaint,  cairied 
with  it  a  far  more  malign  appearance.  What  was 
•till  worse  than  all  tha  vest,  attempts  were  made  to 
create  prejudices  against  tlie  Queen,  on  account  of 
the  aonAdattoe  whkh  the  placed  ia  the  judgment  of 
Dr.  Willis,  preferably  to  that  of  his  opponent.  Dr. 
Warren,  who  erea  went  eoftraa  to  charge  Her  Ma- 
jesty, indirectly,  with  cauisiug  some  of  the  reports 
to  be  altmd  mm  finmnaUy  than  dia  latter  would 

allow.  In  answer  to  this,  Dr.  Willis,  when  examined 
befeie  the  committae  of.  the  House,  of  Commons, 
observed,  that  Her  Majesty  had  an  accomt  of  the 
Jimg$  haakh  every  hour,  and  that  this  statement 
mmt  of  neeaiAy  be  freqnendy  more  favourable 
than  the  &L  James's  account,  which  waa  only  taken 
m  a  morning,  when  the  ajrmptoma  always  app^unxl 
the  worst ;  therefore^  he  ccoiaidered  this  last  to  be 
lata  ftmunlife  than  strktiy  tme* 

Or*  Warren,  who  evinced  through  the  whole  of 
thia  mrhnffholy  attar  a  moit  tenackma  adheri^ 
nc^s  to  his.  firftt  opinion^  next  £>und  fault  with 
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Dr.  Willis,  for  having  introduced  the  Queen  and 
iome  of  the  toywl  ehilibeii  to  Hk  Mqesty,  which 

liad  produced  a  considerable  emotion,  though  die 
interview  was  but  short.  The  answer  to  this  was  si 
follows :  *^  I  ftni  vciy  fnfe  thttt  siieh  occiinisiicC'i 
can  scarce  be  too  irequent,  as  it  ecunforts  the  pa- 
twit  to  think  he  ts'witfi  Im  fimiily^  and  that  ib&f 
are  affectionate  to  him  :  and  upon  enquiries  of  ps- 
tients  who  ham  been  cored  of  the  same  indispo-

aitioD,  they  have  always  mentioned  those  occur- 
raiees  «  facing  given  tfiem  the  greatest  comftft, 
and,  as  they  thought,  helped  very  much  towaixls  a 
reeoferjr***  Dr.  Willis  went  on  to  dcaoribe  ths 
ineeting  <^  His  Majcs»iy  witli  tlie  Queen  and  the 
yoimgest  princess,  as  extremely  moving  aodaftct- 

mg,  '*Thc  King,"  said  he,  "  shewed  the  greatest 

mailu  of  paternal  a&ctioa  for  the  prineess^  and  sf 

attention  to  the  Queen,  with  whom  he  conversed 
fiNTthespaoeof  a  quarter  of  an  hour."  Bnttiioagk 
the  doctor  was  present  all  the  time  of  tfiis  iiileifieap, 
he  professed  himseU  not  a  ^udge  wbetlier  Uis  Ma- 
jesty s  conversation  was  disordered  at  the  end  «r 
not,  as  be  spoke  several  sentences  in  German,  but 
at  the  concliinon  of  the  meeting,  die  King  took  kafe 

pi  the  Queen  and  princess  very  properly. 

The  scandalous  vellection  upon  Her  Majesty, 
for  having  caused  a  favourable  report  to  be  issued 
in  regavd  to  the  improved  stete  of  hef  mpl  eooM% 

was  repvlicd  by  Mr.  Pitt  in  v^y  indignant  tcim^} 
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"  ii,**  be  ofamv^ genlfemm  inte^^ 

any  argument  on  that  point,  lie  hoped  tbcy  would 
be  etftaait  wd  rite  superkir  to  any  inBiniiitioii 
with  respect  to  a  great  personage  who  had  resided 
near  thirtjr  year*  ambngal  us,  and  on  whoae  ch»» 
racter  .not  even  slander  dared  attempt  to  iix  a 

Into  the  history  of  the  proceedings  that  took 
phce  on  the  aulgect  of  the  Regency,  il  k  not  hare 
aeeessary  to  enter  Any  farther  than  as  the  Queen  was 
immfdiately  cQac<?road,  Amidst  all  the  aerimonyy 
howefer,  whidi  the  aptationef  that  important  mem» 
sure  produced,  aa  umversai  testimoay  was  borne  to 
the  maritotiotti  eomdnetc^  Her  Majesty;  and  though 
tbe  proposition  for  eutrustiog  her  with  the  sole 
dnection  oi  the  houaehold,  aa  wdl  aa  the  eaie  of 
iUe  king*s  person^  assisted  by  a  council^  met  with 
warm  resbianee,  no  one  prasmned  to  throw  out  ^ 
any  imputation  upon  her  integrity.  Mr.  (now

to  haa  aon,  m  fbrwarimg  aU  such  meaaures  as 

tended  to  the  benefit  of  the  empire. 

Theae  ware  not  randooi  ezpreasions,  thrown  out 
mthe  heat  of  debate,  but  the  result  of  an  intimate 
aeqnamtance  with  tbe  royal  personages. 

Hie  reaolntkna,  at  leup:tli,  were  carried  through 
both  houses,  who  joined  in  an  address,  humbly 
daairing  Her  Majesty' to  taike  under  her  care  those 
important  trusts,  as  soon  as  an  act  should  be  passed 
iur  that  purpose;  to  which  the  fcUowing  answer 
was  returned :

The  King  on  that  day  dined  at  Windsor^  wh^ 
^  joy  of  tbe  people  was  unbounded  on  bebolding 
him  once  more  among  them ;  but  Her  Majesty  and 
the  Uiree  elder  prinoesaeB  xemained  at  Kew,  frooi 
whence,  in  the  evening,  they  proceeded  to  tlie- 
hoMe  of  Loid  fiatirant  m  FiccMhUy ,  fait  the  pur- 

pose  of  seeing  the  iUumiaatkm.    liaviiig  taken 

some  refieahment,  die  royal  party  set  off  in  a  coach 

belonging  to  one  of  the  ladies  of  the  household^  for 
the  oty;  and  afUrdriTing  through  the  principal 
ttreets  and  squares  for  about  three  hours,  ^bey

The  first  drawing-room  held  by  Her  Majesty 
this  year  was  on  the  twraty-aixth  of  March ;  and 
one  of  equal  brilliancy  perhape  was  neirer  witneued. 
It  was  like  the  dawning  of  a  beautiful  morning  in 
apring,  after  a  dark  and  tempestuous  night.  The 
Queen  wore  round  her  neck  a  medallion,  tied  with 
a  double  row  of  gold  chaby  and  across  her  shoal* 
dcrs  was  another  chain  of  three  rows  of  pearls,  and 
five  rowa  of  diiamoiids^  iasteiied  low  behind,  ta 
which  was  suspended  before  a  iine  miniature  of 
llie  Ki^,  studded  with  diamonda.   In  the  front 

of  Her  Majc&ty's  hair  the  words      God  save  tlie 

King''  were  set  in  a  rich  duster  of  diaOKmds.  AO 
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tlie  princesses  and  ladies  present  had  some  allusive 
denees  and  mottoes  of  miihor  import*  Her  Mm^  - 

jesty  sat  in  a  chair  of  state,  uiidcr  a  caiicipy  veiy 
ndaiy  laoed;  bal  it  trai  obaervody  or  fenocdi  that 
in  the  reception  of  the  company  she  appeared  to 
make  a  distinction  according  to  the  pact  the  visitors 
liad  reifiociif ely  taken  m  the  late 

That  the  Queen  felt  agitated  in  the  presence  of 
men  who  had  so  leoently  contributed  to  aggravate 
her  sorrows j  may  easily  he  conceived  i  and  it  would 
bmre  miKeated  etthar  a|iathy  or  bjrpocriif  if  she 
had  deported  herself  without  seeming  to  know  the 
diAmiee  between  tried  friemis  aad  time-serring 
sycophants.  Among  the  latter  was  Dr.  Watson^ 
Biahop  of  Landaff,  who  has  left  in  hb  poitfamaoiii 
publication  a  most  scurrilous  invective  agauist  the 
Qoeen^  for  hairing  treated  him  with  coofaiess, 

amounting  to  disrespect,  when  he  presented  himself 
at  the  levee*  How  hx  Her  Miyesty  merited  cen- 
sure, or  whether  in  fact  she  was  not  perfectly  justf- 
fiod  in  acting  as  she  did,  a  simple  statement  of  the 
truth  will  shew.  When  the  indiqpontion  of  tfia 
King  ^>^pri^  known^  this  restless  and  ambitious 
prelate  was  at  Cambri«^  watching  the  issue;  but 
the  instant  he  was  informed  of  the  death  of  Dr. 
Shipley,  Bishop  of  St.  Asaph,  he  poetsd  up  to 
town,  and  made  his  appearance  in  the  House  of 
LoidH  where  he  ddivmd  a  flammg  qpeeefa  in 
firfoor  of  an  unrestricted  regency ;  be&les  which|  - 
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he  joined  iq  a  pfQto^t  agaiik^^t  ilic  powers  grattUKi  to 
tbe  Queen  and  her  cmanttl*   The  bithop  was  Aa 

only  man  of  bis  order  who  toek  un  ^cuve  part  lu 

.  tfaU  deUcale  husiimiPi  Cmt  though  J>u  Wtkon,  off 

Bristol,  voted  on  the  same  side,  he  did  it  silently. 
The  9iolive  of  Watson  waa  loo  obvwMis  to  he  uaia^ 
taken;  and  biid  the  Kinf  reimhied  in  a  stale  et 
9H>v9i  incapacity  long  euuugh  for  tbe  operalioQ  of 
tha  regency  bill,  the  desired  translation  woold, 
beyond  ciu^t^on^  have  been  the  reward  of  his  zeal 
aad  oficioiasoesB^  But  hia  hopes  wane  hiaatod  h^ 
^he  rt^oveiy  of  tbe  King;  on  which  Ilia  k^rdship 
drevr  i4>  two  addrassea  i>r  hts  clergy;  ane  to  His^ 
]!^aje9ty«  atid  the  other  to  tlic  Queen.  In  the  latter 
vei»  these  expresaiotts.:  ^  Sensible  of  tlie  inflMoee 
of  royal  example,  we  have  always  thought  that 
your  mqestjf  was  entitled  to.the  thanks  of  tbe  kin^ 
dem  for  tbe  proofii  yon  ham  omfimnly  given, 
dwifig  a  long  rcaukucc  attM>agst  ui^  of  the  siocerity 
of  yous  piety,  o£  the  amiaUeneaa  aiul  purity  of 
your  manners  as  a  Queen^  as  a  wiie^  and  as  a 
molhei.  But  if  yonr  najcstyi  coukl  have  ohtimed . 
our  rcgacd  on  any  uthor  account,  the  tetiderness 
aodcQaoem  you  have  shervKn  fw  a  beloved  aMMfcb^ 
dnring  his    late  unhappy  siLuation,   would  have 

seeured  toyef  tbe  gvaleful  ittacbfaent  of  a  biyat 
people."  ' 

iSuch  was  the  tiuhutzary  respect  paid  to  the  Queen 
bjr  this  bishop  en,  fak  osrn  behalf^  and  Aat  of  hia 
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ekrgjT}  mi  yet  at  the  tnoe  of  bis  presenting  it  bcf 
did  not  think  Her  Majesty  deserving  of  the  compli* 
Boeotft  wiudi  the  address  oontamtxl.  By  ius  own 
wmont,  tlierefiire,  he  ided  witli  the  grossest  dupli^ 
city  I  but  if  bis  narrative  be  correct,  bis  comlttot: 
ms  stf II  bhcker,  for  be  seys,  thai  the  conolusion  of 
the  address,  in  which  lie  foisted  tlic  words  that 
dm  -jirfle  ^no  dmrsity  of  cpiiikm  about 
necessity  of  protecting  the  riglits  of  the  sovereign,'* 
was  Mtmded  as  a  penonBl  mmk  to  the  Queea,  who 

coiiductecl  ^larself  on  the  pruicAple,  **that  the  oppusi- 
ticNi  ta  the  OHttiiter  M»  asi  oppmkioii  e»tbe  King*** 
Here,  then,  according  to  his  own  declaration,  he 
MS  HOI  oolf  a  dovUe  dealer,  b«l  a  slanderer  of  tfa* 

worst  description,  for  it  was  neither  in  his  power, 
QBff  m  that  of  any  neieat,  to  knevr  what  the  prka- 
dple  was  which  influenced  Ikr  Majesty  in  the  late 
esenlftd  tnal*  Bat  the  bi0h<^  measured  the  royal 
nmd  by  bis  own;  and  beiafif  eonscioias  that  the 
prospest  oi'  higher  pre^iaent  bad  alone  stimulated 
bias  to  ado^  die  mirse  whiek  he  did,  it  was  Ma 
Willi,  la  make  it  appear  that  tiie  Queen  also  acted 
ftaai  nwtiTee  equally  sordid.  And  yet,  afbr  all, 
die  malice  of  the  man  was  greater  than  his  power; 
and  the  shaft,  envenomed  as  it  was,  fell  short  of  its 
aim,  ielum  mheik  aiae  ieiu;  for  nobody  but  this 
meddling  prelate  ever  thought  o£  attrMHiting,  the 
coiuiuct  oFHor  Majesty  to  a  spirit  of  ambition;  nor 

indeed  is  it  likely  that  eren  the  bishop,  with  all  bis 
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acrimony^  believed  in  his  lieait  wliat  he  asserted 
with  hii  pen* 

That  he  was  capable  of  such  deception^  is  evident 
firmn  the  ooatndictioiis  contained  in  tiiia  mUgm, 
and  from  the  circiiniatanoe  tlMt  be  made  the  whok 
body  of  hia  clergy  inttniroental  to  an  insult  upoa 
their  wcfvemgn,  without  one  of  them  hmng  the 
least  conception  of  such  a  design.  There  was  not 
a  single  person  whose  aignatnre  atood  affixed  to  this 
address  that  would  not  have  throwa  the  paper  baek 
into  the  bice  of  has  dioeesany  had  Ae  btterhonestlf 
explained  his  meaiiing  instead  of  cloaking  it  under 
phraaes  liable  to  impoee  upon  the  mMlerstamBiig. 
But  "  what  Will  not  ambition  and  revenge  descend 
tor  The  bishop,  with  all  the  deoenrahkipess  of 
unrightcousuess,  most  carefully  concealed  the  sting 
with  which  he  intemled  to  woimd  thefeelkip  of 

Majesty  from  the  knowledge  of  hih  flock^  whu,  iu 

the  simplicity  of  their  hearts^  persuaded  themadfei 

that  they  were  honoured  by  carrying  up  to  the 
throne,  not  the  poisonous  aconite^  which  groais 
unknown,  and  is  when  kndwn  refiised,**  but  a  votire 
offering  of  jc^  and  gladness  worthy  of  the  royal 
aooqptenee.    Thiw  it  is  that

claims  to  adTanoement  had  been  as  just  as  they 
were  the  nnmt,  4 le  crooked  nmy  which  he 
wed  to  gain  his  object  rendered  him  unworthy  of 
it  About  time  years  befim  thi%  he  had€nd» 
▼oured  to  insinuate  himself  into  the  royal  favour  by 
a  fakome  addma  to  the  QuMiy  prcAttd  to  his 
compilatioa  of  Theological  Tracts  for  llic  of  stu^ 
dents  mdmmty.  Perha|M  no  eoUedkm  cooldbe 
more  improperly  inscribed^  for  it  consisted  of  an 
heterogeneom  maia  of  pampUats,  many  of  tbem 

radically  iiostile  to  the  confession  of  the  established 

dmdi,  and  to  the  leUgioua  prindpksot  Uer  Miyes^. 
But  the  aim  of  the  bishop  was  to  secure  a  step  to-  ' 
wards  a  tranalahoa;  and  the  venerable liowth  being 
then  in  a  dedining  state^  his  kedship  of  Landaff 
flattered  himself  vrith  the  hope  that  a  little  well* 
tnned  adohithm  wonld  not  be  onaoeepbible  at  court 
In  this  he  was  completely  mistaken^  for  neither  the 
Kingnor  the  Qncan  could  endure  addvesses  of  this 
sort ;  and  the  drift  of  the  obsequious  prelate  was 
not  only  seen  through  by  theniy  but  by  his  oU  io* 
quaintance,  Mr.  Pitt,  at  whose  recommendation^ 
aided  by  Her  Mqesty,  Dr.  Porteus  was  rcnwwud 
firom  Cheister  to  London.

upon  this  mass  of  posthumous  calumny^  let  it  be 
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Gomidcttd,  Ihal  iter^  tiie  assertions  ot  sucli  a  man

Silence  woiild  by  auuiy  be  construed  into  an  ad^ 
miflsioii  of  their  truth.  Tlio  hishop  might  hsm 
goiie  quietly  into  his  gmre^  uccountahle  only  to 
his  maker  tor  the  imfMmneBA  of  hii  hunm  lsMi% 
and  tUe  neglect  of  his  still  more  barren  diocese, 
hed  he  aot  left  behiai  him  m  iuneef  misehitf  to 

lacerate  the  feelings  of  the  hv  ing,  and  to  destroy 
the  repHtatioti  of  the  dead^  foijgefttiiig  m  hie  uirf^ 

mly  the  observation^  that  ^  He  whose  hatred  is 

eorered  by  deeeit,!  shell  have  his  mclmdnqm  tbemi 

before  the  whole  congregation.''    (Prov.  xxvi,  36.)

I  went  throu^^li  a  very 
handsome  apartment  into  another  most  beautifully 
fitted  up,  with  a  ceiling  of  the  modem  woik,  ^  done,* 
as  the  King  told  me,  ^  in  a  week.'  into  tliis  room 
I  was  shut,  and  found  in  it,  standing  by  the  firs, 
without  any  form,  the  King,  Queen,  three  prin- 
cesses, and  this  bed-chamber-woman,  whoever  she 
was,  for  I  have  not  made  her  out,  but  liked  her 
very  much,  because  she  seemed  to  like  me.  It  is 
impossible  for  words  to  express  the  kind  and  com- 
panionable good-humour  of  the  whole  party.  1 
almost  forgot  thai*  any  one  of  them  wta  my  mpe- 
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rior.  The  King  looked  fifteen  jem  jcmger,  mii 
much  better  in  the  fac/c,  though  as  red  as  ever.  Ho 
•tid  a  number  of  eixiaelieiit  things,  and  in  the  most 
natural  way.  The  Queen^  with  amazing  address 
tod  cleveniiesiy  gave  a  turn  to  the  otmrnnationy  and 
mixed  in  it  just  at  the  right  places.  You  will  not 
heiiev^  me  when  I  tell  you  that  I  passed  half  an 
liour,  at  least,  in  the  room.  » 

Hie  princesses  looked  as  they  always  do»  the 

piiik  of  good'liuuiour.  Tlic  Princeas-Ruyal  liad  a 
very  fine  ooloor,  the  two  others  were  pale.  The 
King  did  a  very  odd  thing  by  the  Princess-Royal ; 
but  I  loved  him  for  it.  He  said,  ^  he  would  ask 
flie,  as  a  ir^an  of  taste,  what  I  thought  of  the 
ceiiingr^  and  then  called  upon  the  Princesa^Royal 
to  explain  the  allegorical  figures  en  the  cdling^ 
which  she  did^  blushing  a  huie  at  first  in  the 
'  sweetest  mannor,  with  a  distinct  voie^  and  great 
propriety  in  her  emphasis.  This  one  trait  would  of 
itself  demonstrate  how  very  kind  they  were*  The 
King  began  by  asking  me  ^  how  I  could  run  away 
from  London,  and  give  up  my  fees  T  I  told  him 
that  1  never  mmded  fees^  but  less  when  they  iuter- 
fioed  with  my  sense  of  duty  to  him.  The  Queen 
then  came  up  to  uic^  and  said^  ^  You  have  less  merit 
in  the  visit,  because  a  little  bird  has  told  me  that

the  fear  that  he  should  be  mistaken  for  an  (M 
gqneralj  that  had  fought  at  the  battle  of  Deltitigisoi 
Hie  Queen  «aid,  *  Oh !  I  plead  ^ilty  to  that ; 
1  see  you  enjoy  it.  I  said  liAkmNOfi  wiUeiyajf 
it ;  for  though  he  k  very  good-niatiited,  be  loves  $ 
little  innocent  mifichief/  The  King  then  tokl  Bit 
the  whole  story  of  the  oc  tofevenee  witb  Pitt;  ooflM 
mended  the  House  of  Commons,  and  said,  '  bk 
iUneaa  bad  in  the  end  beta  a  perfiset  Uiaa  eoljr  Id

mouth  was  selected  for  this  purpose  j  and  it  was  the 
jBore  eligible  as  tha  Duke  of  Gloucester  had  a  lodge 

there  suited  for  the  accommodation  of  his  roy^ 
t>rother  and  family.  Accordingly,  about  seven  in 
the  morning,  on  the  tweoty-fifth  of  June,  their  ma* 
jesties  and  tiie  three  eldest  printesses  left  Windsor, 
and  arrived  at  Lyndhurst  a  little  after  three  in  the 
afternoon.

cSester  lind  bis  enite.   At  Winchester  and  Romney 
their  majesties  i^i^efe  receiii^ed  as  they  passed  with 
cordial  acclamations  of  joy  \  atld  an  immense  flum^ 
ber  of  liorsemen,  wlio  joined  the  royal  travellers  on' 
the  road^  proceeded  with  them  to  the  dnd  of  their 
jbumey.  '  At  the  extremity  of  the  New  Forest  th^ 
were  tnet  by  tho  lord  warden  and  his  deputy,  the 
steward,  bailiff,  verdiirets,  regarders^  royal  and  other 
bowmen,  agjisters,  and  the  rarious  officers  of  the 
forest,  in  their  ancient  nniforms,  who  preceded  the 
royal  Carriages  to  Lyndhurst ;  where,  upon  His 
Majesfy*8  alighting  in  the  court-yard  of  the  Khig*a 
Hodse,  he  Was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Sir  Charles 
Mill,  baronet,  hereditary  bailiff  of  the  forest,  with 
m  brace  of  milk-white  grc  yhonnds,  hairing  gold  coU 
lars,  and  coupled  with  a  green  silk  ribband,  agree- 
able-to  the  ancient  custom  of  the  Manor  of  Cole* 
berry,  which  oblige?  him  to  make  such  present- 
ment to  every  crowned  head  whenever  he  enters 
the  forest.

With  cok^urs  flying,  and  a  band  of  mus^  ||l^ying 
GadratetlM  King.*'  Winla  the  Kkmg  fimM 
Ccloucester  Lodge,  a  royal  salute  of  iwwty^n^  gUAi 
niaa  ifed  kom  die  dbifii  m  Ae  wmA,  vmi  anantrnd 

by  the  battery  on  the  esplanade.  His  Majesty,  on 
^Muring  the  bey  «)f  WeyiwHith,  wae  sa  stmck  wilb 
the  beeukji^  of  tike  mee^  Aat,  tarnblg^  ta  die  Quee% 
be  said,  "  I  never  ei^joyed  a  sight  so  pleasii^.** 

After  dimier  tibegr  welked  eo  tlie  leajb  fbe 
Iwe  hoarSj^  turromided  by  an  iocredible  concour^ 
of  peeples  end  wben  the  myor  oftred  ^  fm^ 
Tide,  constables  to  attend  the  King  in  h«i  excuiw 
aiooaf  tlie  benevolent  monarch  thanked  him  foe 
Us  etbentioii)  but  said  he  found  himself  eeffiaently 
weU-geanled  by  hia  a^tipnate  people.  In  the 
cvoDUig  tbeve  wae  a  spBendid ditpli^  ^  iie-«ork«; 
the  town  was  also  iKnminated,  and  the  night  ,  sp^nt 
hf  the  eaveiitimci  khdhkaofts  of  Wefymoetdbi  iis 
mirth  and  jollity.

At  a  very  early  hour  on  Friday  the  King  peraai* 
talaled  the  b«ach  by  hunidf  far  a  eonaidefabletiiiie; 
•ad  after  dimier  the  whole  royal  family  appeared 
en  die  iandi,  cenyemug  fineely  with  sevml  pcr^ 
aon»,  and  evidently  desirous  of  coaun  unicating  hap- 
pineM  to  aH  aroiiiid  then.  Hie  weiriier  bchig 
rainy  on  Saturday^  their  majesties  did  not  venture 
but  diverted  themadwaa  ai  home  with  htafaiy 
conversation  ;  and  in  the  evening  they  had  a  select 
party  at  cards*  Ou  Sunday  momiiig,  betweoa 
aefen  atid  elght,  the  King  wm  on  the  esphomde, 
where  he  walked  two  hours  unattended ;  and  aiter 
hreafcfiift  ^nmeeded  with  all  Ua  ftmily  oa  foot  4e 
churchj  at  the  door  of  which  th^  were  met  by

Tlic  King  did  not  bathe  m  the  aea  for  aom«  dajf 
after  hia  imrival,  owing  to  tbe  imiettled  atate  €ft  tfae 
weather  ;  but  having  once  b^un,  he  contioued  the 
piacdoe  prettjr  regularly,  and  that  OFideatly  with 
considerable  benefit.  He  usually  rose  at  six,  walk- 
ed Ihefsrade  till  eighty  breakfiMted  a  Uttle  befare 
ten,  then  rode  out  till  three,  dined  ut  four,  and  re* 
aamed  the  promenade  with  hia  Qoeen  and  daugb- 
tars  till  late  in  the  evening,  provided  the  weatber 
waa  aereoe. 

On  tbe  ninth  their  nuyeatiea  made  an  aquatia 

eoLcur^oa  lu  the  barge  belonging  to  tlie  Duke  of

Here  a  still  more  agreeable  ^pectack  presQoted 
itself  in  tbe  appearance  of  the  eight  diiklren  of 
Weld,  who  were  placed  on  the  su  ps  one  above 
ipother^  and  aip^in^^ God  save  the  liing"  ea  their 
Oiajeftties  entered  tiie  vestibule.  After  partaking  of 
an  elegant  ooUationy  the  illuatrionsTiaitoirs  were  con- 
ducted into  tli^  beautiiUl  clmpel  of  that  edifice,  wher^ 
an  anthem  was  performed  in  a  atyle  that  drew  from 
their  majesties  warm  expressions  of  admiration.  On 
leaving  the  eaatle  a  roya)  saliUe  was  fired;  and  about 
nine  o*clock  the  royal  party  landed  at  the  pier  of 
Weymoutli^  from  whence  they  proceeded  iniuiedi- 
ately  to  the  theatre^  having  ordered  a  play  for  that 
evening.  While  at  jLulworth>  a  messenger  had  been 
despatched  to  the  manager,  with  diredaons  that  the 
hii^e  should  be  p^rforfued  ior  the  aTnysepiegt  of  th^ 
company  before  their  arrival. 

The  next  day  the  royal  family  paid  a  visit  to

Jess.  plea#ed  th^  with  tht^  preparations  Qtade  for 
their  reception. 

On  Thursday  the  whole  party .  embad^ed  on 
boeidtbe  SoutNmpton;  and  atqod  out  to  sea,  folr 
lowed  by  the  ^lagmficent ;  when>  after  running  su^ 
or  eigjht  leegnes.  His  Mqestj  expressed  a  wish 
^tand  in  for  the  l^nd  ^  oi\  vvliich  the  iri^p^  wa^ 
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pat  about,  and  pasting  the  Une  of  battle  ahip, 

fttlordcJ  a  beautiful  spectacle,  tlic  two  vessels  cheer- 

iog,  and  almost  touqbing  eaqb  other  s  sides.  Du^ 
ring  this  trip,  an  Amerioan  vessel,  bound  to  Eng- ' 
land,  steered  veiy  near  tiic  frigate^  witiigut  paying 
proper  respect  to  the  King's  pendant.  Captain 
Douglas,  having  their  majesties  on  boards  would  not 
bring  ber  to  with  a  giin»  for  of  alarming  the  % 
Queen  and  princesses  ;  which  the  Magnificent  per* 
ceivmg,  altered  ber  course^  and  letting  fly  an  eigh- 
teen ponnder,  soon  brought  the  republican  to 
good  manners.  The  weather  being  fiqe,  thq  breeze 
gentle,  and  the  sea  a  ^perfect  mirror,  rendered 
this  cruize  most  delightful,  and  about  three  in  the 
afternoon  their  majesties  landed,  very  himgiy,  but 
full  of  spirits. 

The  following  day  Iiord  Mount-JEklgecumbe  ar-> 
rived  at  Weymouth,  to  invite  th?  royal  family  to  his 
beautiful  seat,  in  jQevonshire,  with  wliich  the  King 
readily  complied ;  and  the  noble  viscount  instantly 
returned,  to  make  the  necessary  preparatious  for  the 
feeeption  of  bis  anggst  visitors.

About  eleven,  tiie  royal  autte  reached  the  Dock, 

where  they  were  received  by  the  troops  lu  garrison, 
and  sainted  with  ayesiile/(>ye.  The  cannon  on  the 
ramparts  also  fired,  and  were  answered  by  the  fort 
al  Hymontb.  Their  nugestiea  alighted  at  Com*^ 
nrissioner  Laforey's,  in  the  Dock  Yard  ;  and  after 
taking  some  reiresbmen^  proceeded  to  visit  the* 
Impregnable,  of  ninefy  guns,  Admnral  Btekertofi^s 
iiag  ship.  The  hLing's  baige,  which  was  steered 
by  Caplam  Bynrd,  had  the  royal  standard  tlymg, 
and^was  preceded  by  the  admiral  s  barge ;  the  rest 
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following  in  their  different  stations  to  the  number  of 
about  Ibrty ;  whicli,  together  with  the  varms  ]i)ea- 
fure-bcMti,  and  the  beauty  of  the  day,  fomedtlM 
finest  sight  imaginahUu,  Aa  exceeding  haa^fomfe

the  citadel  and  sauiH^forta  joining  in  the  aaqnei  aad 

alio  the  Lynx,  a  Dutch  man  of  war,  lately  arrived 
from  the  £ast  lodiea. 

and  when  they  put  ofl^  the  standard  and  admiral^ 
flags  were  hauled  down^  after  which  the  ahip  wei 
dressed  .in  less  th^u  a  minute,  with  the  colours  oi 
all  natione^  This  appealed  to  attcael  thn  netaeeef 
the  Queen  and  princesses  more  than  any  thing  they 
had  before  seen;  and  they  lay  alongside  the  ahipler 

some  time  to  admire  the  iiuvel  spectacle. 

On  landing,  their  m^jestiea  yisitad  the  ahips  in 
the  dock,  particularly  the  Gibndtar,  which  had  bean 
fitted  up  for  their  receptioo.   Thia  abip>  taken 
iMd  Rodney^  in  Ihe  preecsm  of  the  Dnhe  ef 
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dareneey  struck  tbam  wouderMly»  being  one  of 
the  finest  two-decken  in  the  «enrice«*' 

At  half  past  tbr^,  tbe  King,  Qucen^  and  pricK. 
cwea,  left  tbe  dock^  and  jprooeecied  in  ttite  barg«l  . 
up  Cat*water  to  Saltram.  They  were  attended  by 
« iamienie  nomber  of  8loo|it,  iNVget^  and  bottts; 
the  fortSf  tlie  ^^hips  at  aiichorj  aud^  lastlyi  aU  tlie 
gm  m  the  ptak,  Mdatiiig  as  thcjr  pawed  - 

With  such  splendoui  and  gaiety  hdd  the  day

a  glooin  over  the  general  joy.  A  small  sloop,  with- 
out bailasty  lying  off  Mutton  Cove,  opposite  tho 
ivn  wharf,  was  so  ovariosded  with  people  tiisit  aha 
overset,  and  tweive  persons  were  drowned.  Tbe 
diisstar  did  not  occur  till  some  minutes  alter  the 
passing  of  the  royal  barge,  so  tiiat  their  majesties 
vote  spared,  tbe  shock  which  such  a  mehmcholjr 
^iglit  must  have  produced.  On  being  inioruiud  of 
itsftsr their  ivtuni^  they  made  enqpiiries  into  the 
circumstances,  and  ordeitd  where  assistance  was 
aaaasaaqr  thsi  it  should  be  supplied  at  their  ez« 
pense ;  at  the  same  time  piouiising  to  provide  for 
&tteh  widows  or  chiklrea  sa  wight  have  been  Je£b  by 
say  of  the  sufierers. 

About  eight  on  Thursday  morning  tbe  Jiing 
went  oo  board  the  Southampton,  to  witness  a  grand 
nnral  review  and  mock  engagement  in  the  l!!k>und, 
the  sight  of  which  a&rded  him  considerable  plea- 
sure*   Oa  Friday^  Uis  M^csty^  unaccompanied  by 
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the  royal  family,  went  to  the  VietuaUing  (Mce,  k 
order  to  examine  the  state  of  the  provisions,  but 
without  giving  any  previous  notice  ot  his  intentions*  j 
Here  he  orders  a  cask  of  beef  to  be  opened  pfo< 
miscuously,  and  a  piece  to  be  taken  out,  wbicii  wal 
sent  immedtately  to  Sahnuil,  with  ordm  dMt  it 
should  be  dressed  tiiat  day  for  his  own  diiiiiei'. 
The  King  then  visited  the  lower  fort,  ettxieif 
ramparts,  and  storehouse^  aiid  last  of  all  the  subtcT'  j 
raneons  works,  into  which  only  the  Duke  Bidh 
mond^  the  governor,  and  chief  engineer,  were  suf- 
fered to  attend  him. 

When  His  Majesty  mounted  the  upper  part  of  ^ 
the  garrison,  be  was  met  by  the  mayor  and  corpo^  ' 
ration  of  FlymoiHh,  the  inyalfds,  and  a  detadraient 
of  the  South  Devon  militia,  who  attended  bim  in  | 
his  walk  round  the  ramparts,  the  music  playing  j 
God  save  the  King.**  At  the  governor  s  house,  tb^  j 
mayor  and  corporation  presented  a  Ioy«l  address,  \ 
which  was  most  graciously  received  ;  and  they  all  i 
had  the  honour  to  kiss  the  Ktng^s  hand.  His  Ms-  ^ 
jesty  then  left  the  fort,  and  proceeded  by  water 
to  the  gun  wharf^  where  he  snrveyed  the  j 
ordiuuicc;  after  which,  the  workmen^  headed  by  the  ( 

■ 

chaplain,  walked  in  procession  bctbre  bim  accord-  ' 
ing  to  theif  callings,  and'  eai*r3ring  the  hwtnmientfl 
of  their  labour;  with  which  sight  the  King  was  veiy 
moeh  amused. 
The  fuUowmg  day  their  majesties  wmt  to  pay 
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tbcir  praaiited  visit  to  Mount  Edgecumbe,  wliere 
they  landed  about  ten  o'oiock^  and  wete  recm^A 
hjr  toe  aoUa  ornner  of  that  romantic  seat.  Having 
stopped  to  take  a  view  of  the  bou«e^  tbe  nitpitt 
inmtan  pmoibiilated  thi  aiiohMitiiig  woods  and 
groves  by  which  it  19  suiroimded.  Tlus  vi&&t  wa% 
imkedf  mavkad  with  i]iM»miiioii.iiiagiiiAoeiiee  and 
taite.    Sixteen  youag  maidens,  dressed  in  wiute^ 

myrdes,  and  jessamines,  m  their  patli  j  and  when 
tli^.caiae  to  tlie  leading  to  the  grand  aicadc^ 
^aeh  female  on  her  knee  jjre.sentcd  an  degant  bo}]r 
tiieic  lo^tiafi^  by  wbooi  it  waa  gradonalf 
noeamd*  In  the  aama  walks,  particularly  upon 
J^iaker  He^^ht^  the  King  waa  aaUNaiahad  at  the 
gnmdanrof  thaaeeno)  and  the  Qoeen  and  princesses 
beheld  it  witli  equal  rajpture.  The  dmner  and  dea- 
aavfewm  in  tftia  moat  aomptuoua  and  elegant  stjla : 
two  tables  were  la^  out  in  tlie  great  hali^  at  the 
fint  of  whieh  aat  the  royal  fiunily,  and  at  the 
second  the  Duke  of  Richmondj  ami  the  other  great 
jaAoen  ef  ainte.   The  Qneen  waa  attended  by  the 

young  and  beautiful  bride  of  the  iionourable 
Mr.  Bdgftriimbey  the  visooont'a  eUest  aon.  Their 
tnajeslieB  ataid  to  eofee,  and  at  «x  left  the  house, 
attended  through  the  Sound  up  to  Saltram  by  a  largi& 
feet  of  boaia  and  barges/  highly  delighted  with 
their  day  ii  entertainment.   At  night  the  mansion

natcd^  which,  when  beheld  from  the  opposite 
Aore^  gave  it  the  eppemooe  of  en  enchented 
mtle. 

The  next  day  the  royal  hxsaiy  vuited  MarktoWi 
the  seat  of  Mr.  Heywood,  bet  now  of  Sir  Manatnh 
JUopez,  situated  on  the  banks  of  the  Taiuar*  Ta» 
merton  Woods,  belonging  to  tins  estate^  extend 
nearly  three  miles  a  lung  the  river,  in  the  most 
striking  and  mnantic  ntuatioiiSy  thongh  in  muj 
places  the  precipices  have  a  tremendous  aspect.  Se- 
veral new  roads  were  now  eat  through  those  woods 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  royal  vii»itors,  who 
spent  nenr  two  honn  in  surveying  end  admiring 

sublimity  of  the  scenery.  In  Biekley  Wood,  which 
is  about  half  a  mile  behind  the  house  towards  Ta-^ 
idstock,  their  majesties  and  the  princesses  amused 
themselves  till  near  hve  o^clock ;  and  having  taken 
some  reireshment,  they  returned  to  Saltram,  with 
a  proriiise  of  renewing  their  yisit  to  breakfast  on 
the  Monday  following.  Aeoordingiyy  at  an  early 
hour,  the  whole  party  set  out  lor  Maristow,  that 
they  might  lose  no  time  in  exploring  the  miegited 
beauties  of  a  place  with  which  they  had  alftldy 
been  so  much  delighted.  Here  thty  qmit  tbe 
greatest  part  of  the  day  in  traversincf  the  woods* 
climbing  rugged  heights^  and  walking  along  the 
windinii  baiiks  of  the  river,  charmed  at  ererftutn 
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with  some  new  prospect  that  burst  upon  their  view^ 
ftnd  the  picCitresqud  effect  of  wfaidi  abiiticUuitly  gra» 
tified  them  for  their  lubom.  At  four  in  the  after- 
noon the  rOyal  party  to<>k  leave  of  Mr%  Heywood, 
and  r^rn^  M  SMtrftn^  to  dinner. 

The  pleasure  derived  from  the  precedmg  excur^ 
tempt^  their  majestic  tb  set  out  the  next 
morning  ibr  Saltash  feny^  where  live  barges  were 
In  readmew  to  atrry  them  higher  np  the  Tamar^ 
the  prospects  from  which  furnished  amusement 
tuffieient  to  detain  them  till  late  in  the  afternoon. 

On  the  foliosvmg  day,  at  an  early  hour,  they  again 

went  to  the  ferry  and  embarked,  in  dider  to  ez* 

tend  their  navigation  along  the  course  of  the  river 
to  a  still  iiirther  distsnc^  tban  they  had  hitherto 

been  ;  and  after  a  propitious  voyage,  which  was 
much  enhvened  by  the  crowds  who  lin^  both 
chores  as  they  passed,  the  royal  party  landed  at 
Kitley,  an  ancient  demesne  belonging  to  the  likige- 
linmbe  family,  and  ^taat6d  abont  fonit^  miles  up 
the  1  urnar.    The  noble  owner  of  this  mansion  was

in  readiness  to  reeeive  his  royal  visitants  on  their 

landnig,  and  that  with  the  becoming  dignity  of  a 
baron  of  old  times.  The  ramparts  of  the  castle 
w  ere  0€cupi(;(i  by  his  vassals ;  and  his  lordsliip  was 
attended  at  the  Vater-«ide  by  a  numerous  train  of 

tenantry  and  clepcndauts,  who  shouted  "  God  s-ave 

the  King."   Smtablo  cars^  with  four  wheels  eacli,

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sad  irimn  bf  two  imueiy  had  been  pnyvided  to 

convey  their  majesties  and  the  princesses  to  tb« 
etttft,  wiiich  aluidi  on  «  loftjr  mwmcm  thoiak  t 

quarter  of  a  iiiile  ftoui  tlic  banks  of  the  river.  On 
the  arrind  of  thair  majcitM  it  the  oator  gitfe, 

twenty-one  paterarocs     ere  liied  in  honour  of  the 

iUnitrioiw  visitort.   After  newing  the  antiqiie 

riosities  of  the  castle,  particularly  the  armoury,  and 
partaking  of  sooie  refreahment^  which  was  highljr 
raliahed  by  keen  appetitM,  tfie  whole  party  rn  raw 
barked^  with  the  mtention  of  proceeding  10  tha 
Sakaon  Weir,  whieh  ibr  boM  and  pietxnwiiie 
scenery  far  exceeds  ail  the  views  on  the  Tamarg 
but  unfertanatelyy  by  stopping  at  Kitky,  the  advai»» 
tage  of  the  tide  w  as  lost»  and  their  nugesties  were 
obliged  to  return  to  Saitram  about  two  in  (he  afieiv 
liooii^  much  gratified  with  this  fresh-water  navigar- 
tion,  though  dtf^qpouited  in  beiiig  imder  the  neoea* 

sity  of  shortening  it. 

The  next  day  the  Kiog  heU  a  naval  laree»  when 
he  was  pleased  to  confer  the  honour  of  knighthood 
on  Captain  Thomas  Byard,  who  had  cooataatiy 
itaered  the  royal  barge;  several  oAhseraalao  leeeived 
promotion^  and  the  following  sums  were  distributed 
by  His  Majesty's  orders :  vis,  fifteen  bundled 
pounds  to  tlie  artiiiccrs  and  labourers  of  the  dock- 
yudp  vidoallang^offiee,  and  gnn^wbarf ;  *  two  hniH 
dred  and  fifty  pounds  to  the  poor  of  Piymouti^^ 
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Stoiiehouse,  and  Dock  ;  and  two  huiulred  to  the 
crewa  of  tbe  baig^  tbat  atteodod  him  jduriog  bit 
stay. 

It  being  known  that  their  majesties  would  leave 
SaltnuD  the  foUowuig  morning,  an  kmneiise  roohi- 
tude  as^mblod  in  the  park,  eager  to  catch  a  ghuipse 
of  the  iovereigii  and  his  augost  oonsort  ere  they  der 
parted.  Ever  desirous  to  gratify  the  loyal  wishes 
ot  their  subjects^  the  King  and  Queen  placed  themr 
ielvet  near  the  windows,  fill  ciMrioMijr  beconae  ao 
troubleaome  that  they  were  obliged  to  retire.  An 
eUerly  wonm^  more  forward  thao  the  teat,  bad  the 
effrontery  to  thrust  a  petition  through  the  window 
where  Her  Migeaty  atood.   The  |Niper  ietton  the 

inside,  at  the  Queen  s  feet,  who  hesitated  a  little, 
then  stooped  and  took  it  up>  which  act  of  eaLtr^? 
tfnary  condeaeanaion  greatly  alfected  tbe  poptthMsa 
This  was  an  apf^ication  for  admittance  into  an  asy* 
lorn  Impropriated  to  decayed  widows,  and  the  dangh?* 
ters  of  persons  in  the  naval  service ;  and  though  the 
manner  of  preientaag  the  request  was  far  enough 

from  bein^  respectful,  the  favour  was  granted. 

The  next  morning  their  m^esties  took  leave  of 
their  noUe  host,  with  many  kind  expressions  for 
she  entertainment  they  had  experienced  during  a 
•tay  of  twehfe  dtayh  in  aU  of  which  tb^  bad  en- 
Joyed,  to  use  their  own  words,  inexpressible  delight. 
Tbe  prinemses  left  this  part  of  the  country  with 
regret ;  and  the  eldest  was  heard  to  obierve  to  one 
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of  her  sisters,  while  walking  ou  the  side  of  the 
Timar,  We  never  before  h^d  tbe  pleasme  of 
teeing  nature  in  the  perfection  of  beaotjr :  oar  H?e» 
bitlierto  aeem  to  have  been  spent  in  a  cloister  rather 
than  in  a  kingdom  abonnding  ewery  whete  with 
lovely  prosjpects^  inhabited  by  a  generous 

people.** 

At  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  the  royal  party 
reached  £xeter,  where  they  dined^  andpaMedtbe 
night  with  the  dean.  The  next  iiioruiug,  at  eight, 
they  proceeded  to  Weymonthy  wkhoiit  wU^ppBg 

any  where  on  the  journey  ;  and  about  four  o'clock 
tiieip  majesties  alighted  at  Gloncester  Lodg^  in  high 
spirits,  aud  to  the  uiiiversal  joy  of  the  inhabitants. 

On  the  fidbwing  Monday  the  weather,  which  Icir 
some  da3rs  had  been  nnfavouraUe,  dteared  up,  and 
the  royal  family  resumed  their  marine  racursioos. 
About  deven  in  the  forenoon,  the  Kit^,  Queen, 
and  princesses,  accompanied  by  the  Lords  Howe 
and  Chatham,  with  seveial  other  noMenicvi  and 
persons  of  distuietion,  went  on  board  the  ISoutli- 
ampton,  and  with  a  pleasant  gale,  tuiled  off  and  on 
till  near  three  in  the  aftomoon,  enjoying  the  breeze 
with  much  pleasnre.  During  this  little  emize,  the 
frigate  several  times  passed  so  near  the  stern  of  the 
Magnificent  as  to  touch  the  fly  of  her-  ensign.  la 
Ae  course  of  the  day,  the  Queen  preeiitttod  Capteii^ 
]>ouglas  with  a  gold  medalUon,  representing  the 

ship  which  he  co^nmandeda  and  deawwl  tha(  k 
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ihoakl  be  worn  bjr  Us  hdy  as  an  amktimt  waaad 

lier  neck.    A  similar  medaUion  was  ^Iso  piescuied 
ta  eMd&  of  the  ladiet  of  the  foyal  aohiB. 

Their  majesties  having  long  wished  to  be  present 
at  tbe.I,ertoniiu«  of  diviDa  <«nnc«  iaaship  of 
wir,  wmt  fcr  that  pwrpoie  on  board  the  Magni^ 
ficeut,  in  the  monuag  oi  the  «uib  of  September  i  " 
wbeiiy  as  soon  as  the  royal  barge  ap(>6ared,  the 
yards  were  maimed,  and  the  marmcs  received  the 
Ulostrioiia  ▼isitants  under  arnia.  The  King  waa 
much  pleased  wilii  their  military  appearance,  nor 

Sunday  dresa.    The  arrangement  was  as  follows :

In  bia  sermon  the  preacher  took  occaiion  to 
touch  upon  the  presence  of  the  sovereign,  who  had 
\§o  reoently  been  providcntiaUy  restored  to  the 
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priymrfhii fMMifsle.  Tlii«  appropriile  •Uodcm 

ftibly  a&cted  lier  Majesty  and  tiie  Princess  Eliza- 
beth, wlio  were  obmrved  to  wipe  tiM  peutf  dftipi 
from  their  eyes :  and  when  the  service  was  over, 
Hie  .  King  mA  Qnceii  webt  nott  iundly  up  to  tin 
clergyman,  thanking  him  for  his  discourse,  and 
hoi^  timt  the  length  of  the  Aaty  had  not  fatigued 
hull.     Her  Majesty,  in  particular,  expressed  Ae 
pkarare  wbieh  she  bad  Mi  from  the  sermon,  a 
eopy  of  which  she  cendeseended  to  request  might 
be  sent  to  Windsor.    While  the  dinner  was  serving 
oot  to  the  abip'ft  eompany,  the  royal  fiunily  retired 
into  the  great  cabin,  except  the  Frmceis  EUisabeUi, 
who  lemained  on  dede  for  the  purpose  ef  ieebg 
the  sailors  at  their  meal    am  act  of  aiiable  courtesy 
that  gave  the  hooett  tut  great  delight. 

Having  taken  some  refreshment,  the  King  de- 
iired  the  beife  to  be  manned^  end  at  two  o'clock 
the  royal  family  left  the  ship  with  the  same  honours  . 
es  distinguished  their  entfanoe. 

The  next  momifif  their  majesties  and  the  ])rifi- 
ceases  visited  Milton  Abbey,  where  they  were  re- 
ceived bjF  LdrI  Ifiltai  end  Miea  Demei';  givcei 
baixe  strewed  with  flowers  being  spread  from  the  | 
deer  of  the  hooee  to  the  earria^.  Aflerfealbga 
little^  the  royal  visitors  made  an  excursion  over  the 
gmmdi ;  the  kdiea  in  open  eamages,  tnd  Hie  Me- 
jcsty  on  horseback,  accompanied  by  Lord  Milton. 
The  ride  was  prolonged  till  ftniro*ckxic^  wtepi  the 
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whole  party Tollinied  to  the  Abbey  to  dinner,  which 
in  every  respect  did  honour  to  the  noble  hoAt,  wai 
gm  great  taliiliuskioii  to  his  ilhistriotis  guesli. 

On  the  following  evening  their  majesties  had  ai 
select  partjr  to  a  ball  and  suppev,  in  commcniora^ 
tion  of  their  wedding-day,  which  anniversary  they 
never  iulod  to  kaep  while  it  could  be  enjoyed  wkk 
mirtBal  pleaaare:

The  period  of  the  royal  residence  at  WqroKHitb 

being  now  nearly  at  a  close,  every  day  almost  was 
devoted  to  battling  and  aquatic  excursions,  iinr 
wMch  last  the  whole  party  had  conceived  such  an 
enthusiastic  afTection,  that  no  weather  could  deter 
them  from  indulging  in  the  amusement*

rarely  ever  missed  going  on  foot,  the  King,  Queen, 
and  princesses,  vrith  the  French  ambassador,  and 
other  distingttiihed  persons,  walked  on  the  eqda- 
nade  a  considerable  time^  surrounded  by  thousands  of 
spectators.  The  same  day  His  Majesty  was  pleased 
to  confer  the  honour  of  knighthood  on  Captain 
Andrew  Saape  Douglas,  of  the  Southampton  fri- 
gate.

About  half-past  Ave  in  the  afternoon  thef  ainral 
at  Loii^lcat,  where  many  thousands  of  loyal  bul> 
jects  were  aMembled  in  the  pari^,  from  evety  part  of 
the  country,  testifying  the  joy  which  they  felt  it 
the  sight  of  tlieir  sovereign^  by  siugmg  God  save 
the  King,**  in  the  chorus  of  which  Her  Mqesty  ami 
the  princesses  took  a  lively  part»  On  Tuesday 
morning  the  King  and  Queen  rode  round  the 
grounds  in  an  open  cbai&i^^  to  grati^  the  eager  cu- 
riosity of  the  people ;  many  of  whom  were  afia^- 
wards  udmilted  into  tixe  royal  preneuccj  in  the  apari- 
mentB  of  the  marquises  noUe  maasm^  where  a  my 
sumptuous  entercauimeut  vv^  provided  Ibr  the  royal 

After  breakfast  on  Wednesday  morning,  about 
eleven^  theur  nHyesties  took  leave  of  this  lMM|pttiUe 
iiunily,  and  oontimied  their  route  to  Tottenham 
Park,  the  seat  of  Ixwd  Ayksbucy^  whfiie  they  ar* 
rived  the  same  afternoon,  and  rsated,  aoccHnduig  to  a 
previous  arrangement,  till  Friday,  when  they  return* 
od  to  the  Queen*8  house  at  Windsor,  in  perfwt 
healthy  atter  an  absence  of  twelve  we^ks*   As^  wogi 
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as  the  King  and  Queen  got  out  of  their  carriage, 
they  were  welcomed  home  by  the  younger  prin- 
cesses, whose  embraces  they  received  most  affec- 
tionately, and  at  the  same  time  appeared  not  less 
pleased  with  the  joy  that  their  presence  had  lighted 
up  in  the  countenances  of  the  domestics  of  the  royal 
household,  and  the  surrounding  spectators.

The  birth-day  of  His  Royal  Highness  the  Phace 
of  Wales,  on  the  twelfth  of  August,  1 791  j  was  cde- 
bratcd  with  great  splendour  at  Windsor,  where  the 
Queen  gave  a  grand  gala,  in  a  style  of  peculiar 
elegance,  and  on  an  extensive  serie. 

I'he  party  was  both  numerous  and  bhlhant,  more 
than  three  hundred  persons  of  the  first  rank  being 
present.  The  ball  commenced  as  soon  as  their  ma- 
^  jesties  were  seated,  which  was  about  eight  o'clock, 
and  continued  till  twelve,  when  the  whole  company 
adjourned  to  St*  George  s  Hall,  to  partake  of  an 
elegant  entertainment  The  royal  ftmily  supped 
on  a  throne  erected  at  the  upper  end  of  the  hall, 
and  their  guests  at  two  tables  sixty  feet  long»  whidi 


wm  ckcoratod  m  a  oiMt  beratiful  luibm 

middle  of  one  was  a  pedcsUl  with  a  column^  rouad 
which  were  eotwiofid  nwet  and  branches  of  flowen. 
At  the  top  was  a  flag,  and  under  it  was  figured  a 
riaplendent  glory,  exuurcled  with  the  order  of  the 
guter,  and  the  portrait  of  the  Prince  in  the  middle^ 
with  the  crest  and  feathers.  On  the  angles  of  the  •  * 
psdsslil  were  mosical  figures;  and  a  dicularniotiQa 
was  given  to  the  whole  by  means  of  clock* work, 
Mothii^  oonld  have  a  more  pkasing  eftet^  which 
was  heightened  by  the  fine  iliuoiiuadous  la  the 
loom. 

Soon  after  tliis  entertainment,  the  King  and  Queen, 

with  thieeof  the  princesses,  went  to  Wqmumtb  tot 

a  few  weeks :  but  though  tlie  appearance  of  royalty 
Bsturaliy  drew  a  concourse  of  people  thither^  this 
visit  was  not  marked  with  so  much  gaiety  as  distin<- 
guished  the  former  reaiilenee  of  their  majesties  at 
this  hwoQxeA  watering-place. 

Wiule  the  sovereign  and  his  august  partner  strove 
to  gmtiiy  the  loyal  wishes  of  the  people  by  every 
attention  in  their  power,  consistent  witli  the  dignity 
af  their  station,  they  carefully  abstained  firom  such 
spectacles  as  might  prove  burthensome  to  their  sub- 
jads.   In  this  respect  their  progresses  were  widely 

different  from  those  of  Queen  Khzabeth,  whose 
visits  bore  so  very  heavy  upon.thepersons  honoureji 
arilh  them,  that  they  might,  without  a  quibble^ 
Ittvc  bean  called  visitaUons.  .  Their  ms^estiesi  how* 
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Cvflr,  fully  tnertted  the  bestowed  vapM 

that  great  prindMa,  of  whom  aa  histoiian,  who  has 
deKneated  her  character  trttfa  great  aoiniracj,  says, 
*  that  in  her  progress  sli^  was  tht;  mdst  easy  to  be 
approached :  private  persons  and  magistrates,  nca 
and  VVom6n^  country-pcoplc  and  children,  canMf 
joyfully,  and  without  any  fettr,  to  wait  upon  her, 
and  see  her.  Her  ears  were  then  open  to  the  cool- 
plaints  of  the  affict)ed,  and  of  those  who  had  btseft 
anv  wav  injured.  She  would  not  suffer  the  meanfH 
of  her  people  to  be  shut  out  from  the  {daces  where 
the  resided,  but  ilke  greatest  and  the  least  wot 
then  in  a  niauuer  levelled.  She  took  with  her  owu 
hand^  and  read  with  the  greatest  goodness,  the  peti- 
tions of  the  meanest  rustics ;  and  she  would  fre^ 
quently  assure  them  that  she  wotild  take  a  paid* 
cular  cara  of  their  aifau  s  ;  and  she  would  ever  be  Bi 
good  as  her  wonL  She  was  ne^er  seen  angry  wkk 
the  most  unseasonable  or  micourtly  approach :  At 
was  never  offended  by  the  most  impudent  or  impor* 

tunaie  peUtioncr*** 

This  year  witnessed  an  accession  to  the  royd 

family,  m  the  marriage  of  the  Duke  oi  York  to  At 
Princess  f  redcrica  Charlotta  Ubica,  the  ddot 
daughter  of  the  late  King  of  Prussia,  by  his  first 
consort,  the  Princess  Elizabeth  Christina  Ulrica, 
of  Brunswick  Wolfenbuttle,  and  the  only  issue 
that  union.  His  royal  highness,  duriqg  Ins  resi- 
dence in  Germany^  had  conceivfd  an  afibctkmsfti

attachment  to  the  princess;  and  the  sentiment  bciu|j 
mutual,  the  consent  of  the  parenls  on  both  8uk» 
Wis  soon  otftained  to  the  marriage,  which  em- 
'  mony  took  place  at  Berlin  on  the  twenty-nintii  of 
September.   The  doke  and  duchess  left  the  Vrmmwa 
capital  on  the  seventeenth  of  October ;  and  after 
Stopping  about  a  week  at  Hanover,  and  four  days 
.  dt  Osnabrug,  they  proceeded  for  iilngland  by  the  way 
Brussels  and  Ldsle  to  CaUis*   In  this  joomej 
they  were  very  much  annoyed   by   the  brutal 
mobs  which  then  abounded  hi  every  town  and  vil- 
lage, committing  the  most  abominable  excesses  in 
the  name  of  liberty,  and  insulting,  as  aristocrats, 
ali  persons  who  had  a  respectable  equipage.  At  Lisle 
theur  royal  highnesses  were  ei^osed  to  CMisidenblc 
danger,  from  th^  s^Vsge  lymt  whom  the  «nm  an 
the  carriage  liad  attracted,  and  who  kept  possessioii 
of  the  vehicle  till  they  had  completely  satisfied 
their  revolutionary  spirit,  by  obliterating  the  en- 
signs of  royalty.  ,  Matters  did  not  improve  as  they 
advanced ;   and  at  Calais  the  illustrious  travellers 
had  the  additional  mortification  of  being  detained 
from  Monday  till  Friday  the  seventeenth  of  No-  ' 
Tember^  by*  adverse  winds.   Eaily  in  the  morning 
of  that  day,  however,  the  packet  got  out  of  the  har- 
bour,  and  after  a  boisterous  passage^  landed  the 
duke  and  duchess  with  their  suite  on  Dover  beach 
<ibout  noon.    Owing  to  the  fatigue  which  her  royal 
highness  had  undetgone^  she  remained  with  her 
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oooMTt  at  Dover  till  the  next  dafv  when  thoy 

out  for  luvvu ;  and  between  five  and  six  iu  the  aiter- 
nooo  iMcbed  York  Uouae,  where  the  Pniice  of 
Wales  received  his  royal  sister  in  the  great  hail, 
•End  congmtnleted  ber  in  the  German  language  oa 
«  her  arrival  in  England. 

The  duchesa  being  too  much  mdisgosed  to  be 
preaented  that  e¥etiing  to  their  majestief,  who  wm 
then  at  iiuckingbam  Uou^^  retired  immcdiatdy  to 
vest,  by  the  reeommendatioo  of  the  phynciaiu  Oa 
Sunday  at  noon  the   duke  walked  tp  CarletoQ 
Honacty  and  letnmed  with  the  Pkrince,  who  staidat 
York  House  more  than  an  hour.    In  the  meau  uine 
aU  the  nobili^  in  town  oontusued  to  lea:ve  their 
cards  ;  but  of  course  no  persons  were  introduced 
A  little  beflm  four  the  Frinee  airiyed  again,  aal 
within  a  few  minutes  afterwards  his  luyal  high- 
neas  handed  the  dncheaa  to  hia  carriage^  the  Duiui 
of  York  and  Clarence  following  them.    Upon  th« 
arrival  at  Buckingham  Houae^  the  Duchesi  of 
York  was  eonducted  by  the  Prince  of  Wales  on  ha 
right  handy  and  the  duke     her  leit,  into  the  grand 
dntmng-room^  where  were  the  King,  Qoeen,  aad 
mjL  princesses,  all  of  whom  rose  and  advanced  ioto 
the  middle  of  the  room  to  meet  the  stranger,  who 
dropped  on  her  knees  buibre  their  majesties,  but 
was  instantly  raised  most  afieetionately  between  the 
King  aiid  Uuct^u^  sur^gunded  by  their  happy  dul" 
d|^ 
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On  Tui:i>iday  evcniog  their  iii^jc^tie^^  accoj9)pauie4 
bf  the  Prineeift^Royal  and  Frinoess  Augasfa,  in  one 
coach,  and  the  Princesses  Elizabeth,  Mary,  SupUia, 
and  Aioriut,  attend^  by  Lady  Cbarl<^tl^  Fincii^  in 
another  carriage,  paid  a  visit  to  York  Iioui>e^  where 
they  were  received  by  the  duke  and  ducbesi^  the 
Plnnee  of  Wales^  and  the  Duke  of  Clarence,  attend- 
ed by  die  duke*s  household  officers.    Altec  reci^ 
procal  salutations  in  the  great  ha]},  the  royal  party 
were  led  to  the  lower  apartment^,  tronuug  Uie  park^ 
irtiere  tbe  foUowang  ceremony  was  obsenred :  Tea 
and  coffee,  introduced  by  the  sti  vants  in  walling^ 
were  reoriyed  by  gentlemen  of  the  duke*s  establish* 
mcnt,  and  handed  piiuiardy  to  His  Royal  Iligfinciij 

the  FrinoB  of  Wales^^wfao  presented  the  same  to 

the  King ;  while  the  Duchess  of  York  waited  iu  a 
•inilar  manner  qn  Her  }iB^e9ty*  At  a  (quarter 
past  ten,  the  King,  Queen,  and  princesses,  returned 
to  Bnekjingham  Houses  the  Prince^  J)uke  and 
|>odbeflB  of  York,  and  Dake  of  Clarence^  attending 
their  iilustni^us  par^ts  to  thar  car/iage. 

The  next  evening,  at  seven  o^dock,  the  Arch« 
bishop  oi  Canterbury,  the  Lord  Chancellor,  and  tha 
Bishop  of  I^ondon,  came  to  the  Queen's  House;  the 
archbishop  attended  by  two  pages  and  his  train- 
beam;  and  the  chancellor  in  his  full  robes,  with 
the  great  seal  an  ried  before  hini^  and  las  train  sup- 
poited* 

lu  about  au  iiuur  aficrwards,  the  Prince  of  Wal^ 
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whether  the  I>iich€«s  of  York        entitfed  to  nnk 

imniediatdy  after  tXxa  Quecn^  or  the  pciucesses,  Uer 
Majesty  wished  to  set  Ae  Question  at  rat,  by  s 
rdbrence  to  the  College  of  Arms*  Accordingly^ 
the  case  was  submitted  to  the  consideratkm  of  the 
Heralds'  Othce.  who  decided,  tliat  rank  dates  from 
birth^  without  anjr  rdatiou  to  marriage,  and  tbere- 
fore,  that  die  pnucesses  of  England,  as  being  in  the 
line  of  succession  to  the  tfafone.  in  &iluce  of  msk 
issue,  took  precedence  of  a  princess  of  Prussia. 
•This  determination  corresponds  with  the  rule  ia 
Blackstone,  that  all  single  ladies  rank  as  Ihdv 
eldest  brother  does  in  the  iiie-Ume  of  his  iather. 

This  solicitude  on  the  part  of  the  Queen  was  not 
only  expressive  of  her  maternal  feeimgs,  biit  an 
instance  of  her  great  prudence,  in  taking  care  at  this 
early  period  to  provide  against  any  unpleasaiii  dis- 
putes that  might  arise  hefeafter  about  pcnnts  of 
etiquette. 

Royal  marriages,  especially  where  many  interesti 

are  involved,  too  often  occasion  jealousies  and  in- 
trigues ;  but  never  did  one  bring  more  harmony 
with  it  than  tfie  present,  though  in  an  essential 
point  it  has  not  been  crowned  with  the  fruitioa 
which  the  hopes  of  the  fionily  and  the  nation  fondly 
anticipated. 

On  the  twenty-eighth  of  December  4mr  majes- 
ties. With  the  Prince  of  Wales^  the  Princess-Royal, 

the  Duke  and  I>uches8  of  York^  tfanDuke  of  Ck^ 
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euce^  and  tbe  Princesses  Augusta  aad  Eliubeth^ 
w«Bt  to  CofroiUjmrdmi  Tbaatra,  where  tbe  "  Do* 

ea»a>  *  aiid  the  paniouiime  of  Blue  Beard/'  were 
ffcpffeecntafd^  Tbe  Queen  was  dressed  in  a  rich 
gM  brocade,  the  ground  i»carlet,  witli  a  profusion 
of  diamonds;  and  tbe  aiipearance  of  tbe  wbole  royal 
party  afforded  p^eat  pleasure  to  a  crowded  house. 
But  on  tbe  third  o£  January  a  di&&rent  scene  oc* 
cumd  at  the  Hajnnarket  Theatre,  where  the  Drury 
Lane  company  were  then  performmg  till  the  resto- 
fatkm  of  their  own  establishment.  On  that  day 
tlic  royal  family  went  to  see  the  fourth  representa- 
tion nf  Cymon^**  which*  of  course  drew  an  un- 
mense  assemblage  ol  persons  ;  and  the  theati*e  being 
smaUf  tbe  rash  at  tbe  pit  door  was  so  Tiolent^  that 
one  person  was  trodden  to  de^th,  aad  oUicrs  wcic 
severely  bruised. 

The  Queens  birth-day,  this  year,  exhibited  a 
mo^  brilliant  courts  on  accaunt  of  the  late  addition 
to  the  royal  family* 

JBetwcen  twelve  and  one  the  company  began  to 
assemble^  oceopying  chiefly  tbe  three  anti-cham- 
bers leading  to  the  drawiug-room^  into  wluch,  as  the 
assembly  increased,  some  few  persons  passedy  con- 
trary to  etiquette,  but  compelled  by  the  pressure. 
A  Bomber  of  tbe  first  nobility  came  earlyi  am} 
about  two  o'clock,  the  arrival  of  Tneir  majes- 
ties and  tbe  princesses  was  annannced,  tbe  lines 
through  which  they  passed  being  formed  by  six  or  * 
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seven  rows  in  each  of  the  apftrtmentB.   The  Kin; 

passed  through  this  aveiiue,  noticing  the  company 

on  each  8ide»  but  without  stopping  for  oonmsatkiL 

The  Queen,  on  the  conUary,  spoke  for  one  or  two 
minutes  to  almost  eveiy  person  whom  she  knew, 
particularly  in  the  last  anti-chamber,  whi<A  wit 
nearly  foil  of  ladies^  with  whom  she  conversed  sq)&» 
rately,  and  with  great  a^ibility^  fiyr  some  time. 
The  draw  ing-room  iilled  immediately  on  the  ett* 
trance  of  their  majesties,  when  the  King  remained 
on  the  right  side^  and  the  Queen  on  the  left,  very 
near  to  the  doors,  but  without  approadung  ths 

thione.    The  crowd  now  became  so  great,  that 
many  ladies  were  more  than  an  iftour  in  psamg 
from  the  doors  to  the  circles,  though  not  distant 
above  four  yards,  while  some,  unable  to  support 
the  fatigue,  went  away.  The  pressure  was  chiefly 
on  that  side  of  the  room  occupied  by  Her  Majesty ; 
for  there  were  the  princesses,  and  as  many  ladies  as 
could  approacli  them,  forming  nut  so  mucii  a  circle 
round  Uie  Queen  as  a  lane  extending  on  her  leA^ 
as  far  as  the  Princess  Soplua,  the  most  distant 
their  royal  highnesses*   The  Duchess  of  York,  dup 
ring  the  short  time  she  stayed,  remained  with  the 
Queen ;  but  soon  aiier  her  arrival  she  became  lo- 
disposed,  and  baying  walked  into  the  seoond  anii- 
chamber,  iiaunted  away*    Hartshorn  and  water  w^ 
immediately  brought,  and  her  nyal  highness  wss 
soon  sufficiently  recovered  to  return  home* 
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When  the  duchess  set  out  from  York  House  sh^ 
iras  sainted  with  the  music  of  iiiamw4Kmes  and 
cleavers  \  the  discordancy  of  which  startled  her  at 
first ;  and'  it  was  with  great  diflfeol^  that  her  royal 
highness  could  be  made  to  beUeve  that  this  curious 
concert  intended  as  a  eompUment.  On  its 
being  explained^  she  bowed  courteously  to  the  po- 
pulace^  and  ordered  a  present  to  be  given  to  tbo 
performers,  who  rent  the  air  with  acclamations. 

Another  instance  of  her  affi^Mlity  appeared  in  tiie 
maimar  with  which  she  cdebfated  her  royal  con- 
sort's birth-day^  the  same  year,  when  she  gave  a 
grand  dinner  at  Oatlands  to  all  the  duke's  trades* 
men,  aliowuig  each  of  them  two  guineas  for  the 
expense  of  a  carriage  from  town.  After  Ac  enteiv 
tainment  there  was  a  dance^  and  the  duchess  opened 
the  b^l  herself,  with  the  Prince  of  Wales.  Inth« 
course  of  the  same  summer,  a  company  of  strolling 
plvjrers,  having  obtained  leave  to  exhibit  in  a  bam 
at  Wcybridge,  petitioned  her  royal  highness  to 
honour  tke  performance  with  her  presence,  to  which 
die  consented,  and  gave  tickets  to  all  her  seiu 
vanta«  Soon  afterwards,  a  methodist  teacher  came 
to  preach  a  charity-sermon  in  the  same  theatre  and 
application  was  again  made  to  the  duchess  to  visit 

the  plaoe^  which  she  complied  with  i  but  the  ser* 

vauts  desired  to  be  excused,  on  the  })I(ja  that  they 

did  not  uiiderstand  £n|^sh.  ^  Ohf  said  her  royd 
highness^      you  had  no  objection  to  go  to  the 
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eomcdy,  which  you  understood  much  less;  ttlAfO 
yoo  shall  go  to  tb^  The  dachett  accord* 

ingly  went  with  all  her  train^  and  couti  ibuted  haad- 
aomelj  on  tihe  occasion^  aa  well  ibr  Ibem  as  ht 

herself. 

The  conclusion  of  this  summer  was  spent  by 

their  majesties  and  the  princesses  in  a  prirate  man* 
ner  at  Weymouth,  for  which  place  they  seemed  to 
htLV€  a  growing  attachment  During  this  visit,  tha 
royal  party  rode  over  to  Dorchester,  where,  amoog 
Hther  objects^  they  inspected  the  new  oomity  gao], 
When  a  farmer,  of  the  name  of  Pittieid,  who  had 
been  confined  there  seven  years,  ibr  a  debt  amount- 
ing to  two  huluircd  and  twenty  pouiids,  incurred 
by  a  lawyei's  bill,  presented  m  petition  oo  Us 
knees  to  the  King,  who  caused  the  money  to 
be  paid ;  and  thus  the  poor  man  was  iaunediately 
restored  to  his  Kberty  and  friends.  Such  wars 
the  acts  of  our  gracious  monarcli,  in  which  he  had 
always  the  cheerful  concurrence  of  his  bdoved  part* 
ner,  both  being  most  happy  when  contributing  to 
the  happiness  of  others,  and  never  feriin^  more  tm* 
easiness  than  when  thar  means  were  inadequate  ta 
the  relief  of  human  aaflfering* 

With  what  aeutcncss  of  sensibility,  therefore, 
they  must  have  contemplated  the  agoniziog  tf»- 
gedy  at  this  time  exhibited  on  the  bloody  theatre 
of  France,  may  be  fauntly  conceived,  but  cannot  be 
described*   The  conditioii  of  the  poor  emigrants, 
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tlirowu  upon  our  shores,  to  escape  the  worse  than 
iavige  fury  <d  their  brotabied  couutrymctt,  escito^ 
the  tender  commiseration  of  the  whole  royal  fam  ily, 
whoie  bounty^  though  secret^  was  ejLtciuiiv«ly  lib^- 
n\y  and  delicately  bestowed,  particularly  whem  thd 
objects  of  it  had  been  precipitated  from  affluence  to 
tmtehednesS)  incapable  of  digging  for  a  liTelihood, 
and  ashamed  to  beg  for  support* 

But  while  there  wis  a  consoiation  in  reliercu^ 
these  exiles^  who^  with  all  liieir  misfortunes^  might 
be  considered  as  so  many  persoi  IS  saved  from  the 
fury  of  a  tempest,  the  compassionate  hc^ii  ts  of  our 
soferagn  and  his  emwort  sorrowed  deeply  for  the 
illustrious  victims  who  were  left  to  perish  in  the 
revolutionafy  stonD,  a  melancholy  sacrifice  to  that 
accursed  Moloch,  the  madness  of  the  people. 

When  the  Countess  of  Sutherland,  now  Marehio^ 
ness  of  Stafford,  arrived  fiom  Pinris,  and  rekled  to 
their  majesties  a  small  portion  only  of  the  horrors 
wUdi  she  had  witnessed,  aMl,  among  otllcr  things; 
mentioned  the  circumstaoce  of  her  Imviiig  sent 
many  articles  of  her  own  dress  to  die  haplesa 
Maria  Antoinette,  as  well  as  some  of  her  son's  for 
the  young  dauphin,  all  of  which  were  tbaakiuUy 
received,  the  feelings  of  the  Km<r  and  Queen  were 
so  completely  overpowered,  that  they  both  wept 
during  the  aflfecting  narrative. 

Shortly  afterwards^  the  mtldeit  monarah  that  aver 
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sat  on  the  throne  of  France,  was  murdered  for  hit 
irirtues ;  and  before  tb&  e&pinrtioii  of  the  year, 
rojml  widow  ww  dragged  from  her  cell  and  bed 
of  straw,  to  glut  the  monsters  wixU  her  umoceot 
blood. 

In  the  mean  timey  the  itisolciice  o£  the  new 
republic  had  oompelled  the  Engliah  govenwMDt  to 
arm  for  self-defence ;  and  whatever  may  be  said  by 
tho«e  who  are  callous  to  revololkoaiy  enonatia, 
nothing  short  of  the  prompt  measures  then  adopted 
could  have  saved  this  couatry  ixoiu  tha  horroa  oi 
anarehy.  There  were  then,  as  there  are  now,  mm 
among  us  of  such  perverse  (ii&positiooSy  as  to  be  iih 
difierenttoall  consequmoes^ferthesak^of  apoUti* 
cal  change ;  men  who  hailed  the  savage  march  of  the 
FVench  as  the  progress  ^  liberty^  and  wfaogloriedin 
scenes  that  were  a  reproach  to  human  nature.  Had 
the  wishes  and  ocmiisels     tbssa  persons  prevailed^ 

the  probability  is  that  our  own  calendar  would  have 
been  nunriked  in  letters  of  blooc^  commnnaniting 
another  anniversary  of  royal  martprdom.  Happily, 
however^  the  ibrtitude  of  die  sovereign,  and  tbe 
anergy  of  ninisten^  proved  an  elfeetoal  mound 
against  repubhcan  fury  and  internal  faction.  War 
being  inevitable,  three  battalions  of  goardsi  des- 
tined fur  foreign  service,  marched  ofl  from  before 
^Buckingham  House,  in  the  morning  of  the  twenQf^ 
ifth  of  February,  J  793,  Her  Majesty  and  the  three 
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good  wishes,  and  a  courteausness  of  behaviour  that- 

mmbiy  aftcted  both  the  jfivntft  ioldien  and  tiieir 

But  this  waa  not  the  only  inatanoe  of  rciytl  good- 
ness manifested  towards  the  brave  men  wiio  were 
€illed  oat  in  the  aerviee  o£  tibeir  king  and  eonntiy 

at  this  period ;  for,  besides  actively  promoting  tiia

Ths  year  1794  opened  very  ioauBpickMialy  to 
their  niiycstics^  whofle  parental  fedings  were  miidi 
agitated  by  the  receat  marriage  of  Prince  Augus- 
tas tp  Lady  Augusta  Muiray,  first  at  Rome,  and 
next  by  banns  at  the  parish  church  of  St.  George, 
Hanover  Sqoare,  in  eipreas  defiance  of  the  statute. 
It  has  been  confidently  said,  tliat  His  Royal  Higb* 
ness  wrote  a  letter  to  his  father^  reqoestiog  per- 
mission to  renounce  any  claims  which  he  might 
have  to  the  succession^  on  condition  that  the  alli- 
ance which  be  had  formed  should  remain  midii* 
turbed.    This,  however,  was  not  in  Xlis  Miyestf*! 
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power  to  grant ;  and  the  marriage  was  accordingly 
proaounced  by  the  proper  legal  court  null  and  void* 

Disquietudes  of  this  nature  are  peculiarly  afflict- 
ing where  they  occur,  though  the  bitterness  of  them 
eannot  easily  be  conceived  by  personji  in  huuibler 
life.  •        •  , 

'  Shordy  after  the  discovery  of  this  irregular  con- 
nexion, the  subsequent  dissolution  of  which  evinced 
k8  impradence,  their  majesties  were  distressed  by 
one  of  the  uio»t  dreadful  aocidents  that  ever  marked 
their  appearance  in  public. 

On  the  evening  of  the  third  of  February  the 
royal  family  went  to  the  little  theatre  in  the  Hay- 
market,  which  drew  as  usual,  on  snch  occasions, 
an  immense  crowd  of  persons ;  and  some,  who 
were  foremost  in  entering  the  pit,  fell  down,  when 
the  rush  beiiind,  like  a  torrent,  not  only  prevented 
their  recovery,  but  brought  down  others,  over  wliose 
bodies  the  multitude  passed  into  the  body  of  the 
bouse,  amidst  screams  and  groans  that  were  tcrrir- 
ble  beyond  description.  Fifteen  persons  were  thus 
crushed  to  death,  and  about  twenty  more  suffered 
So  severely  from  the  bruises  which  they  received  as 
to  be  incurable.  Fortunately,  their  majesties  did 
not  witness  the  harrowing  spectacle ;  but  when  ap- 
prised of  what  had  happened,  they  made  a  resolu- 
tion never  to  visit  that  place  of  amuiiement  agam. 

A  very  different  scene  engaged  the  royal  atten- 
tioa  m  th^  fi/ilowing  summer^  on  t|^o  arrival  of 
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Lord  Heme  at  Spitliead,  with  the  ships  captured  hf 

inm  in  his  hard-fought  battle  on  tlie  drst  of  June. 
This  seasonable  victioiy  had  the  efiect  of  febeving 
the  public  mind  from  the  depression  produced  bj 
the  gloomy  state  of  affiadrs  on  the  contment ;  and, 
therefore,  His  Majesty  very  judiciously  detcrmiaed 
to  invigorate  the  natiooal  spirit  by  honoming  the 
fleet  with  his  presence.    Accordingly,  on  Thursday 
the  twaaty-Hixth  ol  Juoe,  the  Kuig,  Queen,  Phooe 
Ernest,  and  the  princesses,  entered  Portsmooth, 
wliere  Lord  Howe  and  the  governor  were  in  readi- 
ness to  conduct  the  royal  party  to  the  Dock*  Yard, 
iVoui  whence  they  all  proceeded  to  Spithead.  The 
King  carried  in  Jus  own  hand  a.valuable  diamond' 
hiked  sword,  which  he  presented  to  the  noble  ad- 
mimlon  board  the  Queen  (JharlottCp  as  a  mark  of  his 
satisiaction  and  entire  approbation.    His  Miges^ 
also  presented  a  gold  chain  to  admirals  Hood  aiid 
Gardner ;  the  like  honour  being  likewise  conferred 
on  Sir  Roger  Curtis,  fir^t  captam  to  Lord  Howe. 
In  the  evening  the  royal  family  returned)  and 
rowed  up  the  harbour  to  view  tlie  six  French  prizes, 
which  lay  there  at  their  moorings.   On  Friday  the 
King  held  a  grand  naval  levee,  when  marks  of  dis- 
tinction were  bestowed  upon  several  oihoers ;  after 
whidi,  the  party  dined  with  the  comniissiMer  (of 
the  dock-yard. 

The  next  day  their  majesties  and  fiunily  attended 
the  launching  of  the  Prince  of  Walc$j  a  tine  ship  ^ 
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liinety-eight  guns ;  after  which*  they  embarked  to 

go  on  board  the  Aquilon  frigate^  the  IIunorabl# 
Captain  Stopford^  at  Spithead.  A»  the  barges  ap- 
proached the  fleet,  two  gmis  from  the  Queeu  Char- 
lotte were  the  signal  for  a  general  salute:  when  every 
ship  in  consequence  fired  twenty-one  guns,  and  the 
crews  cheered.  On  their  majesties  entering  the 
frigate,  and  getting  under  sail,  the  salute  was  re- 
peated, and  the  bands  of  the  diflerent  ships  played 
martial  symphonies  for  the  greatest  part  of  the  day. 
The  AquiloTi,  afitcr  sailing  round  the  fleet,  stood 
away  towards  the  Needles ;  but  there  being  very 
little  wind,  she  touched  the  ground  in  putting  about^ 
to  the  eastward  of  Cowes  Point*  By  this  accident 
the  ship  was  delayed  near  two  hours;  and  as  the 
night  was  coming  on,  their  majesties  and  all  the 
royal  party  took  to  the  barges. 

On  Monday  morning  the  King  and  his  family 
went  on  board  the  Niger  frigate^  and  sailed  for 
Southampton,  where  they  landed  in  the  aflemoon, 
and  immediately  proceeded  in  their  carriages  for 
Windsor.  The  Queen  on  her  arrival  received  the 
tidings  of  the  death  of  her  eldest  brother,  Adol- 
phus-Frederick,  Duke  of  Mecklenburg-Strelitz ;  and 
bL'iore  the  expiration  of  the  court  mourning  on  that 
occasion,  news  came  of  the  demise  of  Her  Majesty*s  - 
sister,  Princess  Christina ;  which  renders  it  neces- 
,9ary  h«;f e  to  correct  an  inadvertent  slip  in  a  former 
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diapter^  where  tbe  death  of  diispriacess  is  enooe. 
adsly  stated  instead  ot*  that  of  her  aunt 

The  aspect  of  the  times  was  now  exceedingly 
dismal^  and  the  progress  of  the  Frepch  arois  bs> 
casie  more  alarming  on  acooimt  of  the  revdoti* 
onaiy  principles  wliich  went  along  with  the  torrent, 
like  the  degrading  doctrines  of  Mahomet  with  the 
swords  of  the  Saracens.  It  was  melancholy  to 
see  with  what  readiness  the  people  of  the  nei^ 
•  during  countiies  fraternized  with  the  rcpublicanaj 
whose  successes  ikppeared  to  have  obhtei^ted  the 
horror  produced  by  their  crimes.  Holland,  which 
had  so  often  repelled  the  ambition  of  mooarclucsl 
France,  now  seemed  proud  of  being  eonsidered  m  s 
province  of  that  country.  The  stadtiiolder  in  con- 
sequence was  undffir  the  necessity  of  seeking  sa 
ai^ylum  in  England,  to  escape  tbe  tender  mercies  of 
the  new  disciples  of  tiberty ;  and  oa  the  twenty-sixth 

oi  Jaiiuary,  1  JQo,  liis  iiercuc  highnciis,  accompanied 

by  the  Princess  FredericanLouisap^Wilhrimina,  bii 

daughter,  and  Prince  William-George-Frcdcrici, 
.  his  second  son^  arrived  in  Ijondoa. 

Tile  reception  which  the  illustrious  fugidves  ipet 
with  was  such  as  might  have  been  expected^  from 
the  characteristic  generosity  of  the  nation,  and  the 
synipatlietic  ieehng  of  their  majesties.  I ni mediate 
orders  were  given  to  fit  up  the  palace  of  Hamploa 
Court  fur  their  residence   ^md  iu  t^e  lu^iu  uaie 
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where  the  Queea  frequently  visited  them^  and  eon* 
trived  by  every  meant  in  ber  power  to  make  them 
fcrget  the  cruel  persecution  whicli  had  driven  them 
into  exile.

NotwiUittand- 
ing  tlune  dreadftd  ap]>eafan€et,  the  King  ordered 
his  private  carriage  to  be  brought  up,  and  ni  a  few 
uinutet  entered  it  to  go  Co  the.  Qeeen'a  Hottt% 
though  sutroundcd  by  a  tumultuary  and  infuriated 
horde,  every  one  of  whom  seemed  bent  upon 
attattination.   Here  being  now  no  goardt  to  in« 
tinndate  them,  the  mob  ruthod  upon  the  carriagt 
witti  eavage  fury,  and  one  diitcreant,  attenytcd  ter 
burst  open  iiui  door.     This  attack  was  made  by 
tkteen  i«  teventiM  wretchet^  who  ittned  Ib^ 
die  ^i€ut  ma^s ;  and  then  it  wat  that  ihe  pcrtait 
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of  the  ao^eragn  wts  in  the  moit  imtDmeot  danger* 

A  gentleman  of  the  Navy  Office,  who  stood  by  at 
the  time^  pat  bis  hand  into  bin  pocket,  and  cocked 
a  bface  of  pistc^  which  he  hwi  with  him,  when  ' 
seeing  ttie  Ule-guards  at  a  distance,  it  immediately 
oocumd  to  him  that  their  aasistatice  woaM  be 
more  ^Eectual  than  ius  own ;  he  accordingly  ran 
with  the  utmost  speed,  and  brought  them  up  to  the 
rescue  of  their  master;  but  fortuuuteiy  His  Ma- 
jesty^s  coachman  bad  already  succeeded  in  extri- 
cating the  carriage  from  the  mob;  and  the  ruffians 
having  already  mingled  with  the  crowds  it  was 
impossible  to  mark  any  of  them.  GNie  of  the 
guards,  however,  on  comii^  up,  perceiving  a  feBow 
as  he  fhoughi  finwaid  in  assailing  the  King,  lifted 
up  bis  sword,  and  would  have  cut  him  down,  had 
he  not  been  peevented  £nm  dmog  ao  by  the  gm> 

cious  interporjition  of  His  Majesty. 

The  sitnalion  of  the  Queen  and  Princesses  durii^ 

these  commotions,  some  knowledge  of  which  could 
not  be  kept  from  them,  may  easily  be  omoeived ; 
and  yet  it  is  a  feet  that  His  Majesty  related  die  oc- 
currences to  them  with  as  much  calmness  as  if  his 
life  had  not  been  any  way  endangered ;  nay,moee( 
confident  in  the  attachment  of  his  people,  and  the 
protectioii  of  Providence,  be  went  with  Her  Ma- 
jeaty  and  three  of  the  princesses  the  very  next  day 
to  Covent  Garden  Theatre*  At  the  entrance  oi  '  - 
the  royal  viaifton,  the  house,  which  wan  thraoged 
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inemjr  part^  Ktomided  wiA,  '^Ciod  M^e  the 
King,**  and  diis  loyal  wM  caiRdi  Ibr  Hltee 
times  during  the  e¥ening. 

.  Hetirem  At  tkown  of  one  bmA  fiMir  ib  the  non»- 
ing  of  the  sixlii  of  November^  a  hurricane  raged 
witk  ad^ree^  vMlettoe  tbat  perliapa  vto  nmr 
exceeded  in  England,  unless  in  the  great  storm  of 
the  yeir  If 04^  Tbeir  majestiei,  who  were  at 
Buckingham  House,  aroie  from  their  beds,  aa  dicl 
fioany  hundreds  of  families,  ia  and  about  towu ;  for 
mA  was  the  fiiiy  aad  firetirare  of  itlie  dementBl 
strife,  that  scarcely  any  fabric  seemed  capable  of  re«> 
eiiting  iti  force. 

The  moral  atmosphere  was  not  less  dismal  at  this 
period:  aad  the  bistofum  «of  the  prastet  le^nlviU 

have  to  record,  with  serious  concern,  the  fact,  tliat  af* 
•ter  tlie  oatngeottspvocoedingsat  the  openrngof  the 
aession  of  partiament,  when  the  mmmmh  hadnaailj 
been  torn  m  pieces  by  the  popukice,  persons  of  raiik^ 
caUing  themielm  the  Whif^  CM,  pubGahed  a 
declaration  to  the  people  full  of  inflammatory 
matter^  and  tending  to  blow  diseontent  into  rebet 
lion.  The  effect  of  this  appeal  to  the  worst  pas- 
eioaa  of  the  puUse  was  exfaibitfld  in  little  more 
than  a  week  by  another  attack  upon  the 
the  sovereign ;  tor  on  the  night  of  the  lirst  of  Fe- 
bmary,  as  the  foyalfittnUy  were  retnmng  imn  the 
theatre  to  Buckingham  Uottse,  about  half  way  up

Amidat  the  gloom  which  overspread  the  kingdom 
at  tfda  pariod;  the  birih  of  a  daugtMr.to  the  henv 
apparent  aflforded  some  beams  of  oonfort  to  the 
vo^  <«Bttly  nd  t^  ThiaiolavaatiiigaNrwt 
took  place  early  iu  the  morning  of  the  sevetith  of 

Januaiy,  179^ »  ^  okmntk  of  the  fol- 
lowing ittonth  the  baptityoial  ceremony  was  po^ 
formed  by  the  ATcMnihop  of  Canterliwry,  in 
presence  of  their  majesties,  who  stood  sponsors, 
with  the  Priaoess  Royal  as  the  representative  of  the 
Dodhest  of  9mii9wid^.  flie  Quean  mado  tlie 
re^MXiieSy  and  gave  the  name  of  CbarlottewAtigusta 
to  *tii6  liftyal  mfiuit;  iMt  tiio  du^lomng  waa  con- 
ducted  without  any  parade  or  entertainment,  and 
at'  an  earfy*  hoar  the  eompany  leparatied.  The 
pleasurCj  however^  aiForded  by  this  addition  to  the 
foyal  lineage  waa  aoon  oeunteihahineod  and  attoyied 

by  rrports  of  a  rupture  in  that  quarter  where  it  was  • 
reasonable  to  expeet  that  sncb  a  Ueeaii^  iimiU 
have  relnmed  even  the  dying  embers  of  affection. 
But  the  birth  of  the  Fhneess  Charlotte,  inatead  of 
'  bringing  union,  appeared  to  faanl'tiie  eentimy  cf> 
feet;  and  the  coolness  which  had  hitherto  been 
only  tof pectedy  waa  now  yiaibiy  tnanHbated  m  n 
disjunction  that  assumed  no  disguise.  ^  into  a  sub- 
ject of  so  delicato  a  natnre^  it  is  disegreeaUe  to 
enter ;  and  were  it  not  for  tljkc  odious  mass  of  ca* 
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Ittimqr  which  malice  hnrcntftd,  and  ptrty  propagated 
on  that  occasion  ,  ai^ainst  the  most  spotlesi  character 
in  the  Imgiloiiiy  the  whole  thovkl  have  been  fieaaeil 
OTcr  in  silence.  But  the  laws  of  biography  would 
liot  be  observed^  nor  the  ends  of  juatioe  aoawerod^  . 
by  a  fiwbeanuioe  which  has  alreadVf  perhaps^  been 
earned  to  the  excess  of  liberality.  There  is  a  line 
bqrond  which  moderation  cannot  go  withont '  ceas* 
ing  to  be  a  virtue ;  and  however  commendable  it 
may  be  to  cndim^  obkM|tty  m  patience,  there  can  be 

no  alternative  when  integrity  is  to  be  justified. 
What  Johnson  has  observed  in  his  account  of  AA^ 
disbn  is  p^liarly  appUeaMe  in  this  place.  ^  Hie 
necessity  of  complying  with  times,  and  of  sparing 
peiaons,  is  the  great  impediment  of  biography. 
History  mtiy  be  formed  from  permanent  monuments 
and  reeoads;  bot  Uves  can  only  be  writtai  from 

personal  knowledge,  which  is  growing  every  day 
Icss^  and  in  a  short  time  is  Iqst  for  ever.  What  is 
known  can  seldom  be  immediately  told ;  and  when 
it  might  be  told,  it  is  no  longer  known.  The 
catn  fcnhutss  of  the  nnnd,  the-niee  diseriminatioBS 
of  character,  and  the  m'mute  peculiarities  of  con« 
dnct,  aie  soon  obliterated;  and  it  is  snrdy  better 
that  caprice^  obstinacy,  frolic,  and  folly,  however 
they-  might  delight  in  the  description,  should  h4 
silently  forgotten,  than  that  by  wanton  merriment 
and  unseasonable  detection,  a  pang  should  be  given 
to  8  widow,  adanghter^  a  hiotiier,  or  a  friend.  As

nately  it  often  happens,  that  the  eagerness  to  refute 
oahuony  eoly  eervea  to  give  it  a  wider  eireiilatieiit 
ind  ao  it  wai  in  the  present  instance,  for  the  coM- 
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mcnd^le  feeling  of  Lord  Jersey,  undor  the  foul 
ehai^  covertly  brought  against  his  oountessy  of 
having  betrayed  the  confidence  reposed  in  her  by 
the  FHnoess  of  Wales,  produced  an  epistolary  dis- 
cussion, in  whicli  every  thing  was  satisfactorily  ex- 
plained, but  the  only  point  that  required  explanar 
tion. 

It  was  said  that  in  the  preceding  summer  m 
packet  of  letters  intended  to  go  abroad  was  en- 
trusted to  the  care  of  X^aily  Jersey  at  Brighton,  but 
that  the  same  never  reached  its  intended  destination 
After  the  lapse  of  some  weeks,  inquiry  was  made, 
when  on  the  part  of  the  lady  it  appeared  that  the 
packet  had  not  been  committed  to  her  charge,  bat 
to  another  person,  who  sent  it  by  the  xx^ach.  Thus 
fiur  the  ease  was  simple  enough,  but  bow,  w  whe- 
ther the  parcel  was  lost  became  the  question^  to 
which  m>  solution  ever  was  fiaund,  though  a  voy 
natural  one  might  easily  have  been  obtained  had  a 
discovery  been  intended.     But  the  indifference 

with  which  the  supposed  loss  was  at  first  treated 
where  it  should  have  been  most  sensibly  felt,  had 
a  very  suspicioiis  look,  and  ceitainly  it  but  ill  agreed 
with  the  importance  afterwards  attached  to  the 
circnmstance.  In  the  one  instance  it  had  the  q>* 
pejuance  of  afiectation,  while  in  the  other  it  bore  all 
the  characteristics  of  design.  That  the  wbde^  indeed, 
was  an  artifice,  is  but  too  palpable,  for  the  very  sur- 
mise that  the  padcet  had  been  fiEadttlcatly  anestad 
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m  iU  transit  indicated  a  dispositioii  to  form  the 

worst  conclusions  without  data,  or  I  lie  shadow  of 
^idenoe^  and  consequently  a  mind  capable  enongh- 
of  devising  the  scheme  on  which  the  base  accusa- 
tion was  founded.  The  communication  also  of  the 
circumstance  to  the  worid  through  die  daily  prints 
plainly  shewed  the  dramatic  (  haracter  of  the  busi* 
ness^  and  the  object  it  was  intended  to  answer.  FVom 
what  source  tlie  information  came  could  not  well 
be  mistaken^  and  therefore  this  eagerness  to  excite 
curiosity  at  the  expense  of  private  feelings,  nut 
ooly  marked  a  spirit  ready  to  imagine  evil  things, 
but  one  delighting  in  scattering  firebrands  of  the 
iQost  deadly  tendency^  witliout  carn^  for  the  con^ 
w^ucnccs*  The  Queen  was  not  unapprised  of 
these  attempts  to  injure  her  in  the  public  opiuioni 
and  to  sow  disoonl  in  her  fiimily  i  but  willi  a  forti-^ 
tude^  beyond  all  praise,  she  maiutaiued  a  perfect 
equanimity  and  an  absolute  silence  nnder  the  most 
scandalous  imputations.  This  was  uelther  apathy 
nor  pride^  but  affection  and  prudence*  *  She  felt  for 
tliosc  who  were  most  dear  to  her ;  and  in  a  tcudcr 
eooosm  fortficir  tranquillity  she  avoided  didcussioft 
and  supprciiscd  resentOH^nt.

The  dentb  of  Madame  ScbweUenbergeti,  which 

happened  suddenly  on  the  evening  of  tlie  seventh 
of  Marcbj  1797?  ^  aevsre  shock  to  .the  Uueeo, 
from  whom  she  had  ncv^  liTed  apart  lor  the  space 
of  filly  y^ars^  having  becii  Her  Majesty's  attendant 
at  Mirow,  her  oompanion  at  StrelUz;  and  her  most 
confidential  sei^vant,  uiistrc^s  of  the  robes^  ever 
since  her  arrival  io  England. 

She  was  a  well-educated  and  highly  accomplished 
womap,  exprcmely  cpur^ou^  ber.  maimer^  much 
respected  by  all  the  domestics  of  the  royal  house*, 
hold^  and  devotedly  attached  to  the  illustrious  fa- 
mily with  whom  she  lived,  who,  in  their  turn,  en- 
tertained for  her  the  sincerest  affection.

she  gave  of  the  death  of  die  princess.  Many  per- 
aons  in  Germany  teyaciensly  maintained  that  sfae 
was  still  living  in  a  state  of  oonfinement^  or  an  eiils 
in  Siberia ;  and  this  was  tiie  constant  cjuiuon  of  the 
latia  Bndiese  of  Bmnsiwiok,  her  mother,  i^khongii 
iicr  liu^baiid  and  brother  were  satisfied  of  the 
oonteaiy. 

The  conduct  of  Catherine  iu  this  instance  is  dif- 
ficult to  be  aecoontied  for}  sinc^  ee  is  naitml  t^ 
suppose,  she  was  afraid  that -the  princess  would 
sufier  tiie  vengeance  oi  ber  o&mded  roiaiivesy  and 
therelofe  cimed  her  to  be  detained  ont  of  regard  te 
her  fiaiety,  this  concern  for  a  fitvonrite  is  haidly  to 
bo  leooociM  with  her  sttbaequent  trestoeiit  The 
Princess  of  VVirtemberg  could  not  have  endured 
more  severity  fiom  her  fiimily  than  what  she  es» 
pericuced  from  licr  pre  ended  fnend  ani  protectorj 
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mi  tbe  nKMt  probiMe  eoncIuMim  then  i%  thai  die 

empress,  tiiough  far  enough  from  concealing  lier 
UnH,  wm  QowUlmg  to  bmm  tho  pirdookn  of 
tfaam  disclosed  in  the  German  courts ;  on  which 
aoBomt,  md  being  eooteiottf  that  the  Princew  of 
Wirtembcrg  knew  too  much  of  her  secret  history, 
sba  took  the  vesolataoa  of  aotbg  in  this  arUtrarjr 
manner.  Such  is  that  amity,  which,  having  no 
olhor  bond  than  tho  reciprocity  of  licentious  pio« 
pemttias,  k  liable  to  be  converted  into  jealousy  and 
hatred,  either  by  the  caprice  of  new  attachmenti^ 
or  through  the  fear  of  detecdoii. 

Tlie  cloud  of  obscutiiy  tliat  enveloped  tlie  cata- 
itraphe-of  thii  prinoesi  naturally  aorated  nnwh 
curiosity^  and  numerous  conjectures,  some  of  which 
were  axtreoiely  harsh  and  ua&vouraUe  to  her  hn»- 
band,  who  was  even  suspected  of  having  contri- 
buted to  the  severity  with  which  she  was  treated. 
This  surmise  was  ceitainly  unjust ;  but  there  wera 
other  circumstances  connected  with  tlie  history,  that 
eould  not-  be  ao  easily  elaared  up ;  and,  as  is  usual- 
in  such  cases,  tiie  irregularities  of  the  su^erer  wefe 
attempted  to  be  palliated  by  recrimination. 

When,  theieiure,  the  hereditary  prince  made  an 
oiEar  of  his  hand  to  the  Prineeai^Rq}^  of  Rnglandj 
His  Majesty  was  very  much  affected,  and  more  sa 
OR  pero^ving  that  the  overture  met  with  a  iavour* 
aUe  reoeptiott  on  the  part  of  his  daughter.  The 
^^n|r  having  before  his  eyes  the  tragical  nan^tivo 
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felt  an  extreme  repugnance  to  the  proffin^  alii- 
'  wce^  luir  was  the  Queen  less  averse  to  it;  bat 
their  joint  remomitraiieas  wars  of  m  avail,  nor 
could  even  the  marvellous  iate  of  her  cousia  deier 
tbe  princoas  fiein  giving  aa  asaant  to  the  proponL 
liar  royal  iuthcr^  however,  deemed  it  necessary  ta 
make  a  vary  doae  inquiry  into  the  paiticniaia  that 
Imve  been  just  Ui^Uiled,  before  be  gave  his  final 
anaver}  and  having  ascertained  the  fact  of  the 
death  of  the  Princess  of  Wirtenibcrg  in  Russia^  his 
consent  was  no  longer  withbekL 

Matters  "beittg  thus  iar  settled,  and  her  royal 
highness  remaining  in  the  same  atate  of  mind,  the 
prince  left  Wirtemberg  at  the  end  of  Mardi ;  ani 
ott  the  fifteenth  of  AprU  arrived  ui  Xtoodon,  where 
he  was  waited  u^on  by  several  pefMns  of  distiao- 
tion  I  and  the  same  evening  he  was  introduced  to 
theif  miyestiea  and  his  intended  bride. 

The  marriage,  however,  did  not  take  place  till  a 
oionth  afberwafdsy  and  in  the  mean  time  the  King 
oonverMd  mnch  with  his  daughter  on  the  subject, 
oHering,  if  lier  mmd  should  alter  be£are  the  so* 
lemnisation  of  the  cermony,  to  break  off  the  en- 
gagement, and  take  all  the  cesjionsibiiity  upon  lum* 
self.  Such  was  tbe  paternal  tenderness  of  one,  who 
in  no  instance  was  knowu  to  liu  /e  ever  violated  ths 
slightest  promise  that  he  had  Dsade ;  but  in  the 
present  instance,  icehng  that  h    engagement  watf 
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l^rely  conditional^  His  Majesty  lussitated,  wd 
waited  till  the  laat  numietit  for  Ae  final  demon 

of  tbeprmccss^  when  linding  that  her  deteroiinatioii 
waa  iirevooablj  Axed,  he  aaid  no  more;  and  the 
union  took  place  with  circumstances  of  great  pomp 
at  theGbapel  Royal  in  the  afternoon  of  theeighteenth 
I  of  May.  The  service  was  performed  by  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Canteihary,  with  the  amstanee  of  hk 
Grace  of  York,  Hia  Majesty  giving  wmtf  the  bride ; 
in  doing  which  the  whole  audience  observed  how 
greatly  be  was  agitafsed,  while  the  Queen  and  the 
other  princesses  appeared  overpowered  with  sorrow* 
When  the  rdigioua  iervioe  in  the  duqpel  was  eoif-' 
ciudedj  Her  Majesty  held  a  drawing-room^  which 
was  nmnenMialy  attended ;  and  on  breakmg  op,  the 
whole  of  the  royal  family,  with  the  Pnncc  and  * 
Phaoesa  of  Wirtonib^^  left  town  for  Windsor, 

It  should  here  be  stated^  that  the  reluctance  of 
the  King  to  this  manriage  waa  mctfeaaed  bf  another 

drcumstance^  whidi  pressed  very  hcaviiy  upon  his 

nbd;  and  Aia  wai  the  fcar  that  the  eiample  of 

!  the  reiguing  duke^  who  Iiad  turned  Roman  CathoUd^ 
migfat  he  fidlowed  in  time  by  hia  aon^  the  conan- 
quences  of  which  His  Majesty  dreaded,  as  aflkcting 
his  daughter.  Wkhoal  wounding  the  feelings  at 
hit  liighneiB  on  tbisMieate  aubject,  otar  exeellenl 
monarch  had  some  conversation  with  the  prince 

on  Nligi(HM  topics^  and  it  aiiiMded  iri^ 
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'rtlief  to  iiud  iivAt,  as  fiur  iS  appearances  cuulJ  ga, 
there  was  no  duger  of  his  epoetesy. 

On  ilic  tvventv-third  of  the  ^mtic  month,  Urn 
Majesty  gave  a  splendid  l^te,  in  honour  ot  Uie  mu- 
liage,  at  Ftogtnofe^  which  Seat*  was  now  beeone 
her  favourite  place  of  retirement ;  and  this  was  tiie 
seoond  grand  entertainaieDt  held  here  since  its 
eomplciiou,  the  iir&t  being  on  her  own  birdi-iky 
two  years  beftm  the  present  ocessioii^ 

At  the  drawing-room,  two  days  afterwards,  ad- 
dresses were  presented  by  the  ijatd  Mayor  and 
■  Corporation  of  London;  that  to  the  Queen  containing 
the  ibUowing  wdttimed  and  merited  comphmeot, 
in  eongratokting  Her  Mqioity  on  the  nerripga  <f 
her  daughter* 

^  The  niHneroas  and  cadeariof  virtiRs,  B^ive  is

plary  assiduity  by  the  brilliant  and  eminent  ecm-

To  tbeae  gaAkotMpraMioiM^  Ifer  Miyeity  made 
ibe  following  reply : 

"  I  return  you  my  tlxaoks  lor  this  dutUui 
and  loyal  addrem  of  coogratutatioii  cm  the  marriage 
of  the  Princesb-iioyal  with  the  Hereditary  Prince 
of  WirtMoberg ;  and  fiw  tibose  Motuiieiitiy  so  rery 
favourable  to  myself^  with  which  it  is  accompanied.** 

On  Friday  Iho  aaoond  of  Jono,  thdr  royal  ind 
serene  highnesses  quitted  St.  James*s  Palace  for 
Uarwkb^  earortod  by  a  party  of  Ugbl  dragoons* 
Th0  prioeeat  was  diraaril  in  a  Mm  ridiiig^ialrit) 
with  th^  aUr  of  the  Russiaa  order  of  St.  Catlimne 
atberbmiit  BboeodeBvoiiiod  toaf^paareboerfaU 
but  the  faltering  achats  with  wiiich  siie  baile  iier 
attendanta  and  the  tarroonding  oniltitQde  ftiowell 
spoke  her  agitated  feeUngs.  Noue  of  the  royal 
*  laaaily  wcto^praoot,  aa  thoy  had  all  token  leaw  the 

preceding  night  at  Buckingham  House,  when  the 
sotno  waa  most  afiectmg*  Jtier  M^eaty  and  tbo 
princeaaes  weio  hafthad  m  taara^  and  her  royal 
bighoe^  buQg  upon  the  neck  ot  her  father^  over<- 
vhdmei  widi  fddL   At  length,  the  prince^  Imo 
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husband,  took  her  hand,  and  persuaded  her  to  go

solved  to  give  a  public  expression  ot  gratitude  ior 
tjpa  signal  hlessinga  whirh  lihe  nariew  harf  tgeehrtA 

Accordingly,  tiic  lUiieteenth  of  I^cember  was  ap- 

foifitMA.^  bik  ehMPMAiMfc* day gj  genesairiianhs* 
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giviig£M*iMn'gi^iift¥al  victoriei;  and  t  grand 
CMiion  to  St.  FittPs  Csthedrftl,  hf  the  royal  family 
and  two  houaea  <^  parliament,  then  took  pkiee. 
The  nidtiifliff  wia  ranMrkabiy  ftne^  aod  the  aeene 
«  liad  an  iiiipreasive  eSect,  particularly  in  the  choir  of 
tbe  ckfiTcb)  eo  enterm^  whieh  their  najeatiea  were 
seated  under  a  crimson  canopy  ot  state,  the  King  on 
the  right  end  the  Queeo  on  the  left,  with  the  prin^ 
cesscB  formed  in  a  circle  by  her  side.  At  the  end  of 
the  Arat  leaaon  a  naval  proceaiion  commenGed,  to 

choral  music,  from  the  body  of  the  church  to  the 
cbok*,  whea  the  Krttiah  admirals  advanced  with  the 
eolom  taken  in  the  three  great  victoriea  gained  bjr 
Lords  Howe,  bt.  Vmcent,  and  Duncan.  These 
§ags  were  reeeived  firon  the  gaffiant  officers  hy  the 
dean  and  chapter,  who  ranged  them  on  both  sides 
Ae  altar  in  eonseeratod  order  ^  after  which,  a  dis« 
course  was  pteacbed  by  tlie  iil^^hop  of  Luicohi  i  and 
the  aarfice  being  oondoiled,  the  procession  letotned 
in  greater  state  than  it  entered.  Their  majesties 
wees  preceded  by  the  mele  branches  of  the  £unily, 
the  forei^  ambassadors,  ftc,  the  Bishop  of  London 
bttog  on  the  right  hand  of  the  King,  and  the  Bishop 
ef  Lteeidn  en  hia  lefta  The  sword  of  state  was  bonne 
by  Earl  Spencer,  and  that  of  the  city  by  the  lord 
mayor.  The  King  appeared  in  bine  and  goM,  the 
Queen  in  maaarine  blue  wiiii  a  diamond  head-dress : 

AfB  piinceases  in  the  same  coloured  vests^  with 
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chdnKl  head-dreateft  o(  gold  «nd  wlute  ftftthen. 

The  ceremony  catiliiHied  till  half  past  one,  when 
their  majestiM  rtttomed  io  timr  okmi&  of  ateteto 
Buckiiigliana  House.  No  accident  oceurred  to  mar 
the  qikodoiir  of  the  day^  which  torminatiid  widk 
great  credit  to  all  who  had  the  direction  of  tbft 
.  several  arraagemenU. . 

The  fellowuig  year  glided  smoothly  away  witbost 
any  thing  ])articularly  remarkable  ii\  regard  to  the 
royal  family*  who  tpsat  the  coiiielasktt  of  the  lonk- 
mer,  as  mual^  at  Weymouth^  where  the  hdng  aud 
the  prioccaaea  balhed  m  the  sea  rofularly  ewy 
morning,  when  tlie  weather  permitted.  While  at 
this  gay  place  af  resort,  the  nem  anirad  of  tbe 
splendid  victory  gained  by  Admiral  Nelson  over  Ae 
French  fleet  ou  the  coast  of  Jt%yp^  which  intslli- 
gence  increased  the  gladness  oeeasieiied  fay  tliepv»> 
sence  of  royalty^  and  contributed  to  furnish  addU 
tiovial  fiastivities^  in  which  their  miyjestm 

participated. 
Of  their  leadinesa  to  eotiar  into  the  aympithctic 

feelings  oi  others,  as  well  for  sorrow  as  iorjo} , 

instancp  occurred  at  the  asd  of  Janasiyt  l^flflb 

when  the  King,  in  reading  a  foreign  newspaper  it 
•Buckingham  Jiouse^  was  suddenly  struck  with  a 
paragraph  mcntioiiing  the  death  of  the  aeoond  son 
of  the  ibtadtholder,  at  Venice,  where,  in  the  ca|^ 
'  city  of  an  Austrian  offi^r,  he  fel^  a  victim  to  d» 
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.puactual  discharge  oi  im  duiy^  m  aLteiiiiing  tiie  mUi- 
.tary  hospital,  whidij  at  that  timc^  wis  infer  trri  by 
a  contagious  fever* 

Ttieir  nn^eatici  were  very  mmh  ahockad  at  tbta 
melancholy  intelligence ;  and  ihc  Queen  being  fear- 
fblcf  ila  efiscts  upon  tlie  Prineett  of  Oraoge^  imma* 

diately  sent  off  a  letter  by  a  special  niebseugei,  to 

Hamptm  Coait,  requesting  her  Qompany  for  a  £ew 
days  tm  tome  pardeidar  oonoems.    Without  8us« 
pecting  any  thing  of  her  mitfortune^  the  priuceis  . 
faaatened  to  tofwn,  and  thnt^  by  the  address  of  the 
Queen,  she  was  kept  ignorant  of  the  lo>?^  which  »he 
-iiad  rastuned^  till  the  arrival  of  letters  from  Venice^ 
putting  it  beyond  doubt  the  sad  i^ews  was  imparted 
.to  her  by  gentler  degrees^  whereby  her  mind  was 
enabled  to  bear  what  otherwise  might  have  been 
.attended  with  fiitsl  oonsequoices. 

The  remainder  of  this  vear  had  a  more  cheerful 
aspect^  and  though  the  pomp  and  panulo  of  war 
'preflfailad,  llis  military  speetades  were  so  mixed 
with  festivities  as  to  present  every  where  tiie  ideas 
of  secority  and  gaiety,  rather  disn  of  alarm  and  ep- 
prehoision. 

Two  entertainments  given  by  Her  Majesty  were 
of  a  domestic  description^  and  tended  in  the  reno- 
mtioD  of  joy  to  ereate  expectations  which  were  ftnr 
li^om  bein^  realized.  The  tii  st  was  a  private  ftte  at 
FxQgmoroy  on  the  eighdi  of  March,  tn  gratefol  eom- 
memoratioo  of  the  vsoovciy  of  the  Princess  Amelia, 
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whose  life  bad  b«:eii  even  despaired  of  for  some  lime 
Thi0»  thmibre,  w«s  a  ieene  of  mmixeii  glriimij 
which  could  hardly  be  said  of  the  otlier^  for  thougii 
in  SMM  mpecti  it  mtgbt  haTO  been  tarmed  m  feast 

of  conciliation,  it  was  more  a  sacriiicc  to  duty  than 

iftsedon.   The  King  having  long  sttfiered  mwA 

anxiety  about  the  separation  of  the  Prince  and 
Princett  of  Wales,  wilh  a  true  paternal  sensihi- 
Kty,  wished  to  tee  the  appeamoey  «t  leasti  of 
restored  harmony  in  liis  &uaily«  To  gratify  bis 
desire^  it  was  agreed  that  the  prineeea  sbonid  be 
recalled  to  court,  on  the  ensuing  birth -day;  previous 
to  which,  and  to  giv«  a  greator  eckt  to  the  drcaok 
stance.  Her  MajeiU;y^  on  the  evening  of  tiic  sixteentii 
of  May,  had  a  grand  ball  and  supper  at  her  pahoa 
About  two  hundred  persons,  tlie  flower  of  the  no- 
bility, assembled  round  their  amiable  soveragn  oa 
this  oocaifon  ^  and  it  was  gmteful  to  see  the  Uase 
of  royalty  eclipsing  the  lustre  of  dress  and  the 
sparkling  of  diamonds.  The  eompany  bagm  ta 
meet  about  eight,  and  at  halt-past  niue  the  grand 

•alooD  was  ftpened  for  daMog;  which  immmmrmi 

with  Scot(!h  reels,  the  two  hrst  by  the  X>uke  of 

MjoLt  and  the  Frinoess  of  jValcs,  At  one  thesop* 
per  rooms  were  opened,  when  twelve  tables,  corned 
with  a  protuiioa  of  (be  clioicest  delicacies  of  the 
aesioo,  were  displayed  ta  view.  Urn  eutotoii 
mem.  being  iiniahed^  the  nobility  again  resoflied 
dmeing)  and  at  fenr the  cpaapay  diyartiA 
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fitntff  j/nmhwf,  ditring  his  loi^  mgn,  did  Iht 

King  witness  a  pruuJcr  day,  or  one  more  delight- 
fill,  on  all  aiocoiuiU,  la  bm  patriotic  bcaii,  thM  oo 
Ae  aoiiimtarf  of  bk  birth  this  year,  when  be  re- 
viewed the  various  associatioa*  of  volunteers  in 
Hydie  Faik*  Tbmt  \0y9l  troopt  assembled  carijr 
in  tb^  morning,  and  on  the  appearance  of  Ilk  iVia* 
jesty  pieeiedjr  at  nine  o*ck>ck,  a  royal  salute  was 
fired  by  the  artillery  company.  The  aovereign 
tlMB  proeeedod  slowly  akng  the  liae^  and  timigli 

it  rained  heavily  all  the  time,  he  continued  unco- 
vered daring  the  levirfr;  after  wbieh,  the  several 
corps;  with  the  surrounding  multitudes,  made  the  . 
air  resound  with  a^^tttg"Q»in>ng-    Her  Alaieitv  and 
die  prinessses,  aceoeapanied  by  the  Countess  of 
Harrington  and  Lady  Jdary  Stanbqpe,  viewed  thu  - 
snWimr  spectaeb  from  the  house  of  Lady  Holder- 
nesse  in  Park  Lane,  and  that  of  Lord  Caiiicart, 
where  they  partook  of  refteshments.    The  light 
very  much  affected  them  j  and  even  the  monarch 
bnneelf,  aa  he  smseyed  this  finthful  cordon  of  suh« 
jects,  walling  him  round  as  it  were  in  lofty  defiance 
of  all  bis  liies^  eould  not  refrain  from  expressing 
hie  feelings  by  a  tear^^but  then  it  was  the  tenr  of 
gratitude* 

The  Queen  efterwaids  held  a  drawiuf-room, 

whicli  was  one  of  the  most  splendid  and  crowded 
that  bed  been  wttnesaad  far  several  years. 

During  the  procession  oi  the  mail  coaches  in  the 
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fhmt  of  tlie  palace,  tbe  royal  family  appeared  ia 
the  windows,  and  were  repeatedly  greeted  by  tlw 
populace ;  but  what  gave  the  uiost  touching  efieci  to 
the  wene,  was  tbe  Prince  of  Wales  holding  up  hit 
cbtld  to  view  the  shew,  and  then  delivering  tbe 
young  princess  into  the  arms  of  her  Toyal  grsnd* 
father. 

On  tbe  twenty-first  of  tbe  same  month.  His  Ma- 

jcbty  set  out  on  a  circuit  in  and  about  the  metropo- 
lis to  inspect  tbe  difimnt  oorps  of  volimteers,  and 
about  noon,  joined  tbe  Queien  and  princesses  at  the 
house  of  the  Lord  ChauceUor  Lougiiboroughy  in 
Rossdl  Squall,  where  an  degaat  collation  was  pro- 
vided ;  after  partaking  of  which.  His  Majesty  agaia 
mounted  his  charger,  and  proceeded  to  inspect  the- 
corps  asscuibled  in  the  front  of  the  FouuUluig  Ilos- 
pital»  While  the  aetive  monarch  was  thus  engagm^ 
Her  Majesty  and  daughters  went  into  tliat  noble 
edifice,  with  which  they  were  estremely  pieascd, 
and  particularly  the  performance  of  tbe  diiUren, 
who  greeted  them  m  the  chapel  with  the  aur  oi 
God  save  tbe  King.** 

Another  miiitary  spectacle,  on  a  scale  of  splendid 
magnificence  in  this  season  of  loyalty,  was  eKhibited 
by  the  Earl  of  llouincy,  at  his.  scat  near  Maid* 
stone,  whm,  on  die  first  of  Augost,  the  soveragn 
aud  his  iauiily  attended  to  witness  a  grand  review, 
of  the  volunfteera  in  that  pari  of  Kent.  The^aa- 
nouncement  of  this  grand  entertainment  drew  Aiv 
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gether  thousaiuU  ot  eager  spectators,  oot  only  froia 
tbo  stuTOvniliii^  toWDS  and  villapres^  bat  fn>m  placet 
very  remote.  During  the  whole  ot  the  preceihug 
day  Maidftcnie  waa  in  a  bustle,  which  ineratied  aa 
the  eveulug  came  ou ;  and  when  uight  fell,  no  ac* 
oommodation  of  ai^  sort  could  bo  obtained  for  man 

or  horse. 

.  Hajqpf  wore  dioae  who  eould  s(|Qceao  then* 

fdves  into  a  corner  of  the  meanest  alehouse; 
but  the  far  greater  number  of  strangers  were 
obliged  to  bm>Qack  with  tbeir  cattle  in  the  fields^ 
lanes^  and  streets* 

To  give  peculiar  pomp  to  the  roluntem,  they 
marched  lato  the  town  with  drums  beatiug  and 

I    colours  flying,  accompanied  by  buds  of  music. 

The  royal  standard  was  hoisted  on  the  churchj 

I  and  flags  were  displayed  ftom  many  of  the  houses* 
Daring  the  afternoon,  the  roaii  tb  Moat  Park, 
Lord  Romney*s  seal,  about  a  mile  from  Maidstone, 
was  thronged  with  people  going  to  see  the  prepara- 
tions making  for  the  rec^tion  of  their  majesties. 
A  pavilion  was  erected  on  a  rising  part  of  the  lawn, 
at  the  back  of  the  bouse,  for  tiie  royal  family  to 
dm  in,  and  another  nearly  adjoining  for  the  attandU 

'  ant  nobility.  The  former  was  decorated  with  fes- 
toosM  of  floirarsy  and  the  ground  was  covered  with 

green  baize.    Ninety-uue  tables  were  placed  near 

the  spot  in  two  divisiona,  for  the  Tolunteers,  upon 

which  cloths  were  laid,  and  knives  and  forks 
placed  ior  near  six  thousand  personst 
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The  wliolc  kugdi  of  these  tables  auiounted  to 
tbirtoeit  thonMiid,  tfam  Jbandred^  and  tbir^-tbiee 

jaixiii,  Ui  nearly  seven  miles  and  a  lialf,  aiid  tbe 

value  of  the  wood-work  exceeded  filieen  bu&drvd 

pounds. 

Though  the  roy&l  family  left  Kcw  as  early 
five  in  the  morning,  it  was  near  tweTve  bcfiire  they 
arrived  at  Lord  ilomney*i«  having  stoj^ped  to  brtuk- 
fasl  with  Lord  Camden^  and  been  otbcfwiae  dalif • 
#d  by  the  excessive  badness  of  the  roads. 

The  iUnf  eame  to  tbe  ground  on  hia  eharjKv 
amidst  a  heavy  shower  of  rain,  aiid  Her  Majesty, 
with  thB|irinees8«a  Aogusta  and  £tiiabeth»  alif^ted 
.  at  the  tent  prepared  for  their  rceeption,  into  which 
tbe  Queen  invited  as  aiany  hMiies  as  it  would  pot* 
sfbly  eontain*  As  the  Tolnnteeiti  and  all  the  geo- 
tiemen  jms^  wore  boughs  of  oak  in  their  hats, 
therojral  iamily  wished  to  deoorato  Chenunheswitli 
aome  oi  the  same^  which  were  immediately  brougii^ 
and  the  Qneen  and  prinoetsee  pet  tbena  in  tbdr 
caps  dud  in  their  bosoms. 

Atter  the  review,  a  signal  gun  annonneed  dinnfir 
to  the  associations,,  and  this  sight,  which  for  norcUy 
mpuiiLed  all  tbe  rest,  was  viewed  with  admiration  bjr 
the  truguKt  visitors^  who  sat  down  to  a  snmptoMi 
entertamment  in  the  pavdion,  while  tbe  nohiiii/ 
did  tbe  sane  in  a  tont  adjominc^.  The  royal  party 
consisted  of  tike  King  and  Queen,  the  two  pria- 

M0es»  the  Dukee  of  York^  CuoiberiaiKi,  and  Gkia^ 

cester,  tli^  Stadtbolder,  and  tbe  Countm  tiarring* 
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tan  as  lady  in  waitii&g.  They  were  attended  duriog 
dinner  by  Lord  Romney,  his  son,  and  the  honourable 
Misses  Marsham^  the  three  daughters  ot  his  lords  1  up. 
The  yoliinteers  having  finished  their  dinner.  His  Ma- 
jesty*s  health  was  drank  to  martial  music^  by  upwards 
of  six  thousand  men,  ail  standing  uncofvered.  Then 

followed  some  other  loyal  toasts  ;  after  w  hich  some 

of  the  ofik»rs  came  up  befim  the  royal  tent  and  sang 

^  God  save  the  Kin*^."  About  half^past  five  the 
several  cooipanies  ieit  the  tables,  got  under  arms, 
and  marched  off  in  different  directions :  on  which, 
the  royal  family  returned  to  the  house^  where  they 
took  oo&e,  and  at  six  o*clock  set  off  for  town.  To 
commemorate  the  spot  where  this  distinction  was 
donferred  on  the  men  of  Kent,  a  subscription  was 
entered  into  by  the  volunteers,  for  the  erection  oi  a 
handsome  pavilion  of  stone,  the  cupola  of  which  is 

supported  by  nine  doric  pillars,  and  the  whole 
boilding  is  formed  after  the  model  of  the  Temple 
of  the  Sibyls  at  TitoH,  tiear  Rome,  and  that  of 
Mmerva  at  Athens,

afeairs  will  not  t^asiiy  be  convinced  by  facts  of  aii 

extraordin^  oocmrenc^i  ev€a  t)iott^  thejr 
shake  his  scepticism,  because  he  has  a  word  of  conve- 
nieat  aiubiguitjr^  ever  ready  to  be  applied  in  all  tbiM 
cases  which  are  out  of  the  cottiroon  eourseof  evmi$»f 
Apd  yet  it  will  spmetimea  happe%,  when  xu)tbiog 
short  of  incorrigiUe  infidelity  can  ascribe  that  to 
chaucc  which  evidently  earned  with  it  the  marki 
divine  interposition.  The  truth  of  tbia  was  mnarfc- 
ably  evinced  in  the  marvellous  preservation  of  the 
King  twice  in  one  day,  when  in  both  instances  there 

was  not  only  a  dtjlihcrate  aim  to  take  away  his  life, 

but  that  too  in  situations  extremely  favourable  (6 

the  diabolical  purpose. 

On  the  morning  of  the  hftecnth  of  May, 
while  His  Majesty  was  inspecting  the  evolutions  of 
the  grenadier  guards  in  Hyde  Park,  duimg  the 
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firings  a  baiUckotridge  Iras  discharged^  which  passed 

very  ucar  iiU  person^  aad  penetxated  tiirough  butU 

thighs  of  a  young  gcntlfanan  behmging  toene  of  the 

public  ofticcs,  who  happened  to  stand  withm  a  few 
yards  of  the  King. 

The  same  erening  the  royal  family  went  to  Drury 
IjftfMt  'fbeati^  and  the  Kin^  WaiI  Acaroelv  entttred  the 
State  box,  when  two  slogs  were  fired  direeily  at  him 
from  the  pit*  Her  M^sty  and  the  princesses  were 
at  that  mooMiit  stepping  into  the  bos;  but  the  King, 
appreliensive  of  the  eflect  of  the  alarm  upon  their 
minds^  waved  bis  hand^  and  said,  keep  beek ; 
they  at  e  hnag  i><^uib:>  for  diversion/'  Such  was  the 
adnumUe  ptesenoe  of  mind  of  oor  veneiaUe  sove-  > 

reign^  and  such  was  his  aflectioaate  tenderness,  in 
an  instant,  wben^  for  any  thing  be  knew,  more  fire* 
arms  were  about  to  be  discharp^  linom  the  same 
quarter,  and  with  the  same  nefarious  ubjecU  Her 
Mtfiesty,  however,  at  length  came  forward,  much 
a^tatedy  followed  by  her  daughters  trembting  with 

I  annety ;  and  on  finding  from  tlie  ttpioar  that  some^ 
tiung  of  iscnous  iiiiport  had  occurred,  they  all  join- 
ed in  urging  the  King  to  return  home,  but,  with  his 
wonted  tbrtuude,  lie  replied,  "  No  ;  sit  down  and 
be  ealm,  for  there  is  no  danger}  we  wiil  stay  and 
sec  die  entertainment  out."  They  did  so,  and  the 
audience  manifested  by  reiterated  plaudits  their- 

I  sense  of  this  firmness,  and  their  indignatimi  dgainst 
the  assassin*    The  unliappy  man  proved^  upon  in« 

•  oga 
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dubiUble  evidence,  to  be  a  iuiiatic ;  but  consider- 
ing the  position  in  which  he  had  planted  himadfi 
and  the  experience  as  a  soldier  which  he  possessed, 
it  was  oertaialy  Utile  short  of  miracolous  that  one  of 
the  balls  liad  not  a  fatal  cficct.  In  both  these  attempU 
the  deadly  ftesign  was  manifestt  and  cooducted  m  eacii 
with  the  eye  of  practioe ;  the  escape,  diefefer^  of 
the  royal  pmon  under  snchi  peculiar  oircumstaiiccs, 
cannot  be  regarded  as  fiwUiiUw^  widioot  enpposiiiK 
that  the  whole  moral  race  are  left  destitute  oi  govern- 
ment and  proteetioiii  the  dares  of  &te^  or  the  qpoit 
oi  accident. 

When  the  royal  party  retnmed  to  Buddnghsfli 

IIouso^  and  His  Majesty  was  about  to  retite  to  rest, 
he  look  a  cheerfol  leave  of  his  &mily,  and  ssi4 
"  I  hope  aiid  pray  that  the  poor  creature  who  has 
committed  the  rash  assault  upon  me  may  eiyoy  s» 
sound  a  repose  as  I  trust  that  I  shall  this  night*' 

in  none  of  the  various  assaults  inade  upon^oi 
did  the  King  ever  betray  any  thing  like  resentmcol 
agamst  the  unfortunate  or  misguided  beings^  who, 
finom  phrensy  or  fiictian,  presumed  to  eommit  acCi 
of  violence  upon  iiis  person ;  nor  could  those  re- 
peated outrages  induce  him  to  adopt  any  precM^ 
tioiia  for  liib  becuiity.  Ou  the  coutiaiy,  iic  rode 
and  walked  as  usual,  sometimes  withoot  any  aUeod- 
ant,  and,  at  the  most,  with  only  one  or  two  servsnts* 
A  nobleman,  shortly  after  the  serious  attack  m  the 
playhouse,  took  u^^on  him  to  i*emonstrate Vith  Hi>^ 
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Ibgmiy  upon  dus  ezpomnre  of  bis  person,  when  tbe 
King  answered,  that  the  constant  presence  of  a 
gaud  wonkl  be  an  iilciome  rastrain^whiclibeooiild 
not  endure,  especially  as  indicating  an  unreasonable 
jealousy  of  bis  8nb)eete»  of  wboae  lojaity  and  aSee- 
tion  he  entertained  not  the  smallest  doubt.  "  I 
know/'  «aid  Uk  M^csty,  tbat  man  who 
chooses  to  sacrifice  hia  own  life  may  eaaiiy  take 
away  mine;  but  I  only  hope  that  if  anyone  at* 
tempts  Mch  an  aet,  be  will  do  it  ptomptly^  withont 
any  circuiiistaiiees  of  barbarity.** 

The  twelfth  of  June,  this  year»  was  distinguifhed 
by  one  ot  tbo^ic  displays  of  loyalty  wliicli  happily 
were  not  nnfinequent  at  tbia  period,  and  whieh 
brought  to  recollection  the  days  of  old,  wbcih  the 
heada  of  the  baronial  bouaea  rallied  their  dqiend-- 

auts  round  the  royai  standard.  This  revival  of  the 
ancient  spirit  of  hospitality  and  chivalry  gave 
energy  to  patriotisQi}  and  drove  fteCkm  to  the  den 
of  hypocrisy. 

Among  tlie  nobility  who  took  a  leading  part  in 
tlie  national  cause  at  thu>  evrntful  iod,  the  Mar* 
qnk  of  Salisbury  apf^ared  with  the  eharacCeristie 
zeal  of  his  illustnoui<  hucage.  For  near  a  month 
hia  lordship's  magnifloent  mansion  was  the  seat  of 
busy  preparations,  to  receive  the  royal  I'amiiy,  at 
the  grand  review  of  the  Hertferd  vcdunteers  in  Het» 
field  Park.  In  this  business  above  one  hundred  ser- 
vants and  labourers  were  emfdoyed,  under  the  peiw 
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tonal  ttifpietioii  of  the  nnnfiiit^  tMrho  wit  iiidbfc 

tigablc  ill  his  exertions  to  arrange  the  tents  for  the 
acoommodation  ail  the  gpedatore.  In  the  neigb* 
bouring  niiM  al«>  all  was  bmde  and  fsonfinioB. 
The  cellars  and  iarders  were  emptied  of  their  liquors 
aad  piofitiooay  which  weiB  li'anffismd  to  booths 
erected  m  the  park,  and  scattered  among  the  distant 
damps  of  trees^  commanding  a  view  of  the  nubtaijr 
spectacle*  Many  of  the  visitors  came  on  the  pie- 
eading  evening,  but  the  gates  of  the  paik  were  aot 
tbruwQ  open  for  carriages  till  seven  in  the  nioraing, 
when  several  waggons  entered,  decomted  with  oak 
boughs,  and  filled  with  ladies  dressed  in  white.  At 
rnne  their  majesiiee,  in  a  chariot  with  ibur  horns, 
onteied  Arough  the  principal  lodge  at  the  sondicm 
extremity  of  the  park,  having  been  only  one  iiour  sod 
thieequaiterB  on  their  journey.  NestfeUow«daeii^ 
riage  in  which  were  the  Princesses  Augusta,  £liza«^ 
heA,  and  Amelia.  Then  came  the  Prince  and 
Princess  of  Orange,  and  the  Duke  of  York,  in  a 
quarter  cf  an  faonr  after  his  arrival,  the  King  mount- . 

cd  his  horse,  and  was  followed  by  tlie  Queen  and 
three  pitnoesses  in  an  open  landau;  to  which  suc- 
ceeded another,  containing  the  Princess  Mtiy» 
J^rincess  of  Orange,  Countess  of  Uarcourt,  and  the 
Ladiea  Oeorgina  and  Emily  Cecil.  The  Phince  of 
Orange  was  in  hi&  own  coach.  Tiiese  carriagei 
drove  to  the  Queen**  marquee,  which  was  o&  a 
rbiqg  ground,  commanding  a  view  of  the  wkole 
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Mae*   It  WIS  bouded  with  onk  in  the  tnoit  fltushed 

style)  and  covered  with  a  beautiM  Brtissels  carpet. 
iVqiectad  pamieb  of  vahogany;  with  stsb-doot«y 
commaaded  a  full  view  of  the  eastern  and  westeru 
tnsoL  '  Adjonung  to  this  tent  were  two  others,  one 

for  the  ministers  of  state,  and  the  other  for  the  la- 

diei.  An-d^ant  bretk&st  wat  laid  for  their  ma- 
jettt^  with  a  service  of  gold  in  the  summer  during 
room. 

After  the  review  the  voliwiteem  and  their  officeii 

sat  down  to  a  substantial  dinuer  in  the  park,  as  the 
foyml  gneits  did  to  one  of  the  most  sumptUotis  de- 
scription in  King  James's  room,  in  Hatfield  House. 
At  the  head  of  the  table  sat  their  Majesties}  on 
the  right  of  the  King  were  the  Duke  of  Gloucester, 
the  Prince  of  Orange,  tiie  Prinee  of  Wales,'  and  thb 

Dukes  of  York  and  Cumberland.  On  the  Queens 
aide  were,  the  Artncess  of  Orange,  the  Princesses 
Au^sta,  £Iieiibeth,  Msfrj^,  and  Amelia.  At  the 
k>wcr  end  aat  ilie  Marquis  and  Marciuouess  of  Sa- 
lisbury, the  Coofftessea  of  Halrhigton  and  Chester*- 
Held,  with  Ladies  Georgina  and  Emily  Cecil. 

Among  the  principal  ornaments  of  the  room  were 
two  pictures,  one  a  whole  length  of  the  King,  with 

tfacae  words  in  gold  letters  on  a  wreath*-''  Preserted 

of  God,  beloved  of  his  jjeople  T  The  other  was  of 

Her  Majesty,  having  this  motto^''  Favoured  of 

heaven,  the  glory  of  her  sex  T 

The  cabinet  ouoisters  and  geneial  officers  of  sUte 
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were  entertained  in  another  room.  Whan  the 
luateera  had  diaed^  they  aJU  drank  Uia  Majesty* 
health,  with  three  cheers,  and  aftenrmda  fang 
God  save  the  liin^''  in  chorus.  At  half  past  four 
the  royal  faouly  aet  off  m  their  ixrnagea  ai^^ 
acclamations^  the  sound  of  martial  music  frD9  tha 
heiida»  and  the  general  aehile  of  the  gnm.  Almoit 

the  people  oi  distinctiou  in  the  country  were  as- 

aemUed  on  this  oocaakm;  and  the  ooneoliraet  ia* 

eluding  the  different  military  bodies^  could  not  be 
leei  than  fifty  tboMsand  peraona* 

On  the  fourteenth  of  the  following  month  the 
Queen  gave  an  eateitaimneot  oS  ^  new  character  in 
Frogmore  Gaident,  die  maaoagement  of  which  fm 
entirely  under  the  direction  of  the  Princess  Eliza- 
beth. Ahent  two  o'dodc  the  rofil  fiunily  repaired 
from  VVmdsor  Lodge  m  their  carriages  to  the  house, 
coniiflting  of  their  majeatiea^  the  five  prineeaaa^ 

the  Prince  of  Wales,  the  Duke  and  Duchess  of 
YinrK^  the  Pukes  of  Cbienoe  eiid  Cumheriaod,  and 
the  Prince  and  Princess  of  Orange;  after  wbao 
came  the  company  who  were  invited  to  dimmer. 
The  royal  party  dined  in  the  temporery  rooin ;  aad 
for  the  accommodation  <^  the  nobility,  three  tents 
adjoining  to  thsa  apertment  were  pitehed  in  a  direel 
lipe,  so  that  their  majesties  had  a  complete  view  of 
the  whole  aaaemhly.  The  dinner,  eeitfisting  of 
every  delicacy  of  the  season,  was  served  up  in  great 

a^le  i  end  dnnag  the  nyest  the  band  of  theSti^ 


! 
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tstd  mQitui  pti^ed  several  mutial  Mrs.  As  soon 
as  dinner  was  over,  tbe  Princess  i^lizabetb  con*- 
dieted  her  royal  parents  and  the  Yisitors  to  the 

grotto,  where  some  of  the  priodpal  vocal  pcrtgsrmers 
enlartained  them  with  glees  and  songs.  The  com.* 
paay  then  proceeded  across  the  law  a  to  aiiuUicrpart 
of  the  gardem^  where  a  groap,  in  the  character  of 
gypsies,  made  their  appearance ;  and  on  the  ap* 
proacb  of  their  mi^estiesj  Mm.  MiUi^  who  person* 
ated  the  queen  of  the  vagrant  tribe,  adiranced  from 
behind  a  tiuckety  leading  an  ass  bearing  two  chiL 
drea,  and  suig  a  gypsey  song ;  ado*  whidi  she  de- 
livered her  poetical  destinies  oi  good  fortune  to  tlic 
aevevsJ  members  of  the  royal  fiunily;  The  King 
and  the  royal  dukes  took  great  notice  of  the  two 
chiUmi  plaoed  on  the  ass,  and  His  Miyes^  desired  • 
that  they  might  be  led  round  lor  the  Queen  to  see 
tbem^  as  thejr  belonged  to  two  of  the  soldiers 
wives.  Mrs.  Mills  and  lier  gypsey  tlirong  having 
fogiclndpd  their  part  with  a  dance,  retreated  into 
the  thieket ;  after  which  the  princois  led  the  way 
tp  a  space  ot  ground  near  what  is  called  the  Iler- 
fiut*a  Cell,  where  a  stage  was  erected,  on  which 
one  Du  Crow^  .termed  the  Flemi&h  Hercule^^  ex- 
hibited his  wonderfid  performances  on  the  slack 
wirCj  and  ait^rwards  his  e:K,traur(iuiary  powers  of 
atrciigth^  sodi  as  balancing  on  his  chin  three  large 
coach- wheels,  also  a  iaUder,  tu  which  were  aflSxcd 
two  chain  with  tvo  children  on  tbemi  and  bearing 
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at  the  same  time  on  bis  hands  and  feet  a  tabic  in 
the  form  of  a  pynsaad,  wiA  eight  persons  on  Hi 

suriace. 

When  these  estploits  were  owr^  Ihe  compnijr 

walked  towards  the  canal,   where  a  l^rgc  boat^ 

having  the  rojral  standard  fljring,  was  placed  on  dis 

Stocki,  to  represent  the  Royal  Sovereign  ready  for 

hnnching.   Here  Mis.  Mills  appeared  in  the  dren 

rf  a  sailor,  while  Mr.  Fawcctt,  In  that  of  the 
St*  James's  association,  delivered  a  loyal  address* 
On  the  vHttm  of  their  majesties  to  the  lawn  nxthmt 
of  the  grotto,  six  Hungarian  hussars  performed  the 
petfriiar  dances  of  thehr  eodtttry ;  after  whidh,  Air* 
cett  entcrtaxoed  the  company  wuh  a  humorous 
ionj^,  on  the  ooodosion  of  wbteh  the  company  re* 
paired  to  the  Princess  Elizabeths  Thatched  Banu 
In  this  faeantifiil  arbour,  which  Was  fitted  up  ibfi 
ball-room,  seats  were  erected  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  six  hundred  of  the  nobiiitjr,  who  were  in^ 
vited  by  tickets  from  Her  Majesty,  none  others 
being  admitted.  The  oitrance  consisted  of  arched 
cokMinades  of  erjrslal  tampg ;  the  room  wss  deoorsted 
with  flowers,  and  lighted  up  with  chandeliers  in 
th6  form  of  a  bee-Mte,  the  upper  putt  suspended 
by  a  tassel  resembling;  ears  of  corn.  The  ball 
hurted  till  twetve  o'clock^  when  their  oii^esties  fe> 
turned  to  Windsor;  and  the  rest  of  the  compaii), 
after  partaking  of  a  coM  collation,  soon  foHowed. 
At  the  end  of  the  mouth  the  royal  family  made 
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thdr  Annua)  visit  to  Weyjnf)i]tli,  wiwe  they  re- 
■latndd  till  the  beginning  of  October,  enjojrin^  the 
benefits  of  bathing,  and  mingling  in  the  aiiiuse- 
aients  of  the  nemeroas  ▼inton  who 

by  the  presence  ol  majesty  to  that  ^ay  and  pleasant 

watering-place.  Here,  on  the  second  dmy  of  their 
arrival,  they  were  met  on  the  Esplanade  by  some 
quakera,  who  accoated  Uis  Majesty,  and  requested 
leave  to  intioduee  a  yottng  member  of  their  society 
fix>in  America,  and  who,  tliey  said,  v^as  extremely 
dcsiniua  of  seeing  the  King.  'Vhe  goed-nafured 
monarch  accordingly  entered  into  conversation  with 
tfie  stranger,  who  then  redrod  to  e  Htde  distance, 
and  taking  off  his  hat,  offered  up  a  long  prayer  for 
t|ie  King  of  the  httle  island,  blessing  prorideiioe 
fur  liis  late  deliverance,  aiid  supplicating  on  his  be* 
half  a  pfoloi^tioii  of  years  Air  the  good  of  his 
people.  The  scene  was  interesting,  and  much  af. 
iected  the  persons  who  witnessed  it,  particularly 
the  Queen  and  her  dflughters. 

Weymouth  was  never  more  thronged  smce  it 
'   bectiM  a  place  of  royal  notice  than  at  this'ssasoik, 
and  their  majesties  appeared  to  make  it  their  study 
to  lender  the  residence  there  as  pleasant  to  othsim' 
as  it  was  to  themselves. 

They  vegalarly  visited  the  rooms,  seldom  missed 

the  theatre  in  the  evening,  and  made  frequent  ex* 
ennioiis  on  the  water,  there  being  oonstuitlf  one 

or  more  vessel  of  war  stationed  in  the  road^i  during. 
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their  stay.  The  principal  families  in  the  neigh 
b6urbood  received  occasional  calls^  but  quite  in  a 
friendly  way ;  and  they,  in  turn,  were  iuvitcd  to 
the  Queen*s  parties  at  the  Lodge*  At  this  time  the 
Prince  of  Wales  and  his  interesting  child  were  at 
Weymouth^  a  circumstance  which  contributed  very 
much  to  the  general  liveliness* 

Among  the  various  spots  to  which  the  royal  cu- 
riosity was  drawn  in  these  periodical  tours,  the  Isle 
of  Portland  came  in  for  a  coasidcrable  share  of  at- 
tention^  on  account  of  the  shells,  pebbles,  and  fos- 
sils, found  in  the  sands  and  the  cavities  of  the  rocks* 
The  children  in  consequence  made  it  tlieir  business 
to  search  for  these  natural  rarities,  for  which  th^y 
were  certain  of  a  libcr^  compensation,  whenever 
the  Queen  and  princesses  made  their  annual  viait 

to  the  island. 

At  the  beginning  of  October  the  royal  iamily  left 
the  coast  for  Windsor,  where  Her  Mtyesty  kept  the 
Christmas-day  follow  ing  ui  a  very  plcashig  manner^ 
Sixty  poor  families  had  a  substantial  dinner  giv&k 
them  ;  and  lu  the  evening  the  children  of  the  prin- 
cipal families  in  the  neighbourhood  were  invited  to 
an  entertainment  at  the  Lodge.  Here,  among  other 
amusing  ofcyects  for  the  gratification  of  the  juvenile 
visitors,  in  the  middle  of  the  room  stood  an  im- 
mense tub  with  a  yew-tree  placed  in  it,  from  the 
branches  of  which  hung  bunches  of  sweetmeats, 
ahnuadb,  and  raisins,  in  paperSj^  fruits,  and  toys. 
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most  tastefully  arranged,  and  the  whole  illuoimated 
bjr  ioiaU  wax  candks.   After  tlie  company  had 

walked  round  and  admired  the  tree^  each  child  ob- 
tiined  a  portioii  of  the  sweets  which  it  bore,  together 
with  a  toy^  and  then  all  returned  home  <^uite  de- 
Ughtad.

The  commencement  of  the  new  century  diffused 
tsheerfiilness  OTer  the  country ;  and  the  annivensry 
return  of  the  day  appointed  to  be  kept  as  ller  Ma- 
jesty's birth-day  was  celebrated  in  consequence 
with  peculiar  splendour,  the  perforitMiiiceof  the  ode 
for  the  new  year  i)eing  reserved  tUi  thai  great  court 
festivaL  But  pleasure  and  pain  are  nearly  allied ; 
and  within  a  few  weeks  after  this  scene  of  gaiety, 
the  royal  family  were  greatly  idistressed  by  the 

alariniug  state  of  the  King,  whose  illness  thrcalened 
very  serious  consequences,  particularly  as  none  of 
the  regular  medicines  administered  could  induce 
repose.  In  this  emergency^  ivhen  professional  skill 
was  baffled,  the'casual  observation  of  Mr,  Adding- 
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too^  BOW  Lord  Sidmouth,  upon  th«  Turtud  of  a 

pillow  of  hups,  wa5  igrtunateiy  acted  upon^  and  had 
tbo  efiectpf  leUeving  the  royal  sufferar  from  bia 
'    aahdy.    To  this  circumstance  Mr.  Addington  was 
I    indebted  for  the  joeolar 'title  of  doctor,  which, 

I    though  bijaiuvved  in  the  spirit  ot  pariy,  he  ua*  well 

GOQte&t  to  bear  oa  an  oocatioa  so  gratifying  to  hia 

own  feelings  and  those  of  his  sovereign,  whose 
•eme  of  the  beoelit  be  had  received  waa  ej^preaaed 
by  a  friendly  visit  paid  to  that  gmtlteaii  at  Wim^ 
hkdoa,  the  day  bciore  the  royal  baniiy  left  Kew 
for  the  coast 

'      On  the  twenty-aiath  of  June  their  majesties  and 
the  prinoasaea  went  to  Ciifibels,  the  seat  of  Mr*  Rose« 
'    where  they  remained  three  day  5,  and  then  embarked 
-   for  Waymoiitbt  which  place  they  did  not  reach  till 
■    twelve  o'clock  at  night,  owiu^  to  contrary  winds ^ 
;   and  when  they  landed^  there  were  no  persona  in 
attendance  to  receive  them  at  the  pier  or  on  the 
beach,  so  that  they  were  obliged  to  walk  without 
any  escort  to  the  lodge. 
I      During  the  royal  reaidence  at  Weymoutii  this 
Maon,  the  Qneen  gave,  aa  uanal,  a  splendid  enter-* 
'    taiuAent  at  iiadipuie^  but  on  a  more  extended  scale, 
under  her  own  immediate  direction  and  that  of  the 
Pirmcess  Elizabeth.    Among  the  persons  employed 
ia  the  decorationa  waa  the  wife  of  Mr.  William 

Penley,  one  of  the  performers  belonging  to  the 
Theatre  at  Weymoiith^  and  while  she  was  thus 
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tfngftgcd,  her  Uttie  boy  attraeted  the  ptrticiiblf  notii6e 

oi  the  Quceii^  who  was  so  pleased  with  the  liveU- 
neat  of  his  paitB^  that  nht  teat  bim  to  an  etnmeiU 
schoui  at  Sherborne,  where  he  remained  solely  at  her 
charge  till  be  had  completed  hia  aeventeenth  jreafi 
when  a  commission  in  the  army  was  bestowed  upon 
hiniy  with  three  hundred  guineaa  for  an  outMt 

Their  majesties  rcttimed  ftom  llita  western  er« 
eursion  at  the  begiiming  of  October,  and  ckMed  the 
year  with  a  briUiant  entertainment  at  Frogmdre,  to 
which  only  a  select  party  of  the  nobility  and  gentry 
in  that  neighbourhood  were  uivited. 

With  the  new  year,  1803,  came  in  the  cbana  of 
peace,  which  spread  a  radiance  over  the  Geliebrati<m 
of  the  Queen's  birlii-day,  and  rendereci  the  circle 
more  gay  and  nutnerona  than  it  had  been  for  a  eon* 
siderablc  time.  That  auuual  fcbtival,  however,  was 
'  commemorated  at  Constantinople  in  a  manner  more 
pleasing  to  tlie  feelings  of  humanity,  than  in  the 
formal  sound  of  presentations  and  congratuiatoiy 
compliments. 

The  Ottoman  government  having  du  ected  that  a 
pahee  ahonld  be  erected  for  the  accommodation  of 
the  EngUsii  ambassador,  Lord  Elgin,  then  our  mi* 
nister  at  that  conrt,  fixed  upon  this  day  for  the 
ceremony  iA'  laying  the  fountlalion  stone  of  the 
intended  building.  The  spectacle  was  grand  i 
but  what  lenilered  il  peculiarly  and  unspeakably 

touching,  was  the  circumstance  of-  the  hberatioQ 
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^  cma  himdnd  and  Soriy  Chmdan  tUveip  who  wm 

presented  to  the  aiababbiidor  by  UiC  capttau  pacha^ 

la  hoiVNir  of  tbft  Qofien  of  England* 

On  the  second  of  April  their  majesties  and  the 
Princess  Eluabeth  »tood  spoQ^rft  in  person  to  tiio 
iofiuit  daughter  of  the  Earl  of  Cbeaterfield,  at  bis 
bouse  in  May  Fair.  The  Dowager-Marchioness  of 
Bath  acted  as  chief  nvne^  and  preeentad  the  child 
to  il)c  Queen,  who  deUvcrcd  it  into  tlic  iiands  of 
Or.  tSnOKH^  Bithop  of  Nonricbt  giving  it  the  namo 
of  Gcorgiana.  After  the  ceremony,  the  Earl  of 
Cliesterfieldy  oa  his  knee^  praeented  a  cup  of  <»iudla 
to  the  King  on  a  gold  waiter  of  great  value,  which 
had  been  given  to  his  ancestor,  tlie  first  Lord  Stan* 
hope,  bjr  the  King  of  Spain,  for  lervioss  in  that 
country^  during  the  war  of  the  auccfjaian.

mnarkable  occurrences  in  the  royal  iamilyj  and  the 
next  had  ecwodiy  begun,  before  the  hoarse  note  of

The  Queen  and  her  dangfateni  were  ell  dbetsed  in 
iii4iite,  as  were  most  of  the  ladies  present*  After 
the  procession  the  royal  party  r^ired  to  the  deaoiy, 
whefe  an  elegant  entertahunent  waa  peeparad  ton 

their  refreshment. 

The  renewal  of  the  war ^  though  it  poitendad  an 

arduous  struggle,  so  far  from  being  attended  with 

any  damp  of  line  national  qpirit,  aeemed  to  have  the 

contrary  eflect  of  rousing  the  whole  mass  of  popu- 
lation into  energy.  Of  thia,  a  itrikiDg  proof  wai 
fpvm  in  the  alacrity  with  which  tbefolnnteers  fleir 
to  arms;  and  a  prouder  day  perhaps  was  hardly 
evey  witnesaed  than  at  Ae  end  of  Oetober.  whca 
His  Majesty  reviewed  these  loyal  troops  in  Hyde 
On  that  oceamn  Ae  aoene  waa  leoderei 
pe<^uliarly  interesting,  by  the  appearance  of  the 
Ftendi  princes  and  aevml  ef  thc^  fidthfid  adbe* 

herents,  in  uniform^  who  joined  in  the  royal  traioj 
He  doubt  with  minted  emotioQS  of  aniie^^  edtoi- 
rfttion,  and  gratitude.  Her  Majesty,  with  the  PriiH 
cesses  Augusta  and  Elizabeth,  followed  the  King  in 
ene  open  landan,  at  Ae  Princeiset  Sophia  and 
Mary  did  iu  another.

After  prayers  and  a  suitable  discourse,  the  Coun- 
tosi  of  Hanington  thua  nddrened  the  efficera ;

to  the  Queeu,  m  additioa  to  every  other  rioble  sca-

To  this  Aeat  and  energetic  speech  a  suitable 
answer  was  retnmed  by  Lord  Hobart^  who  express* 
ed  in  he  haii  of  the  corps,  which  had  thus  ham  bo* 
Bouredy  the  most  patriotic  and  grateful  sentiments. 

The  festival  commemorative  of  the  Queen's  birth- 
day was  observed  this  season  with  the  usual  do- 

monstrations  uf  respect.  In  ihc  morning  the  whole 
fiunily  break&sted  together,  according  to  custom  01^ 
these  occasions ;  but  the  King  did  not  attend  the 
drawiog-roooiy  owing  to  a  severe  attack  of  ihe  rheu« 
matism ;  in  consequence  of  which.  Her  MajesQTt 
instead  of  a  ball,  gave  a  concert  in  the  evening  at 
Buckingham  House,  to  a  numerous  parly  of  tjte 

iiubiHty.    The  dibordtr  willi  winch  the  King  was 

afliict^  assumed  such  an  alarming  aspect  by  the 
middle  of  the  following  month,  as  to  require  thi^ 
constant  attendance  of  three  physicians  for  some 
days|  after  which  two  others  were  culled  m,  and 
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the  public  anxiety  was  excited  to  the  utmost  degree 
distreas  by  the  iinfavoiirable  reports  that  were  h 
circulation.  By  the  end  cf  the  month,  bowefC|>- 
the  violent  symptoms  were  so  far  abated,  that  t 
prayer  of  tbsnksgiving  was  judidously -drawn  up, 
and  ordered  to  be  read  in  churches,  for  the  purpose 
of  qaietiiig  the  fkars  of  the  people ;  and,  at'kngth, 
the  discontinuance  of  the  official  bulletins  coaiirm- 
ed  the  hopes  of  the  nation  in  the  complete  restora* 
tioa  of  the  King's  health. 

Oft  the  twenty-fourth  of  August,  the  royal  iamily 
and  attendants  left  the  Queen^s-  Lodge  fer  Wey- 
mouth, proceeding  by  Biufield  and  Wokingham  to 
the  9iit  of  Sir  William  Pitt,  at  H<$ckfieM  Headi, 
where  they  dined.  Having  taken  coffee,  they  went 
on  tb  AndoTer,  and  stopped  for  tea  and  supper  it 
the  Star  and  Garter.  Iha  Majesty  appeared  in  ex- 
cellent spirits,  and  handed  the  Queen  out  of  the 
earriage  with  the  greatest  •gallantry,  caationing  h^ 
against  the  number  of  steps.  ]>uring  the  short  stay 
of  the  royal  visitorsi^  they  became  puticolarly  il* 
tached  to  a  beautiful  infant  about  three  months  old^ 
with  whose  charms  the  princesses  ^frere  extremely 

delighted.  About  hali-past  ten  o'clock,  all  tlie 
party,  except  die  Duke  of  Cambridge  set.off  ibr 
Weymouth,  which  place  they  reached  at  five  the 

• 

next  morning,  when  they  immediately  retirod  to 
mt»  havuig  travelled  all  night  His  Majesty,  how- 
Aver,  rose  soon  after  seven^  and  hsnring  taken  bresif- 
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fat,  walkfld  OQ  the  fisplamde^  then  ptfoeeaded  to 

inspect  the  stablesy  mounted  his  saddle-horse,  aud 
rode  out  tiU  Itu  iisiiil  hoar  <rf  dini^  Lutheerofr- 

ing  tUe  whole  town  was  illuminated ;  fire-works 
wero  iel  off  OA  boord  the  ships  as  well  as  on  the£s^ 
phnsde ;  the  plaoe  wis  iiiU  of  gaiety,  and  no  lodgings 
Gooid  be  obtained  at  any  price.  The  renovated  state 
of  tbs  King  difiMsd  joy  amoi^  all  elasses;*  and! 
tliey  who  had  close  and  constant  opportunities  at 
beholding  him  and  his  hqipy  funily  were  enrap- 
tured with  his  condescension*  In  his  walks  be 
eouitascd  with  the  firaier  on  agricultural  afiali% 
with  the  soldier  on  his  military  duties,  and  with 
the  saiknr  on  the  boasted  preparations  of  the  eneniry; 
The  hnt  enljeet  never  fidled  to  draw  freoi  him  some 
pleasing  remarks  on  the  superiority  of  the  navy  i 
and  one  day,  when  goingoff  to  the  yaeht,  an  attends 
aut  in  waitings  in  delivcnng  a  musical  iastruuieut 
to  a  man  belonging  to  the  beig^  feold  him  to  take 
care  of  it,  on  which  the  King  turned  round  and  said, 

Ub  1  there  is  no  occasion  iior  that  caution,  every 
dmgis  safe  In  the  hands cf  a  British  seaman.* 

Un  the  third  of  September  the  royal  family  and 
a  krge  company  embarked  far  the  Isle  of  Porttami^ 
hunous  for  it^  (^uarrie:^  and  romantic  scenery.  The 

barge  had  the  royal  standard  in  her  stem,  akid  m 

awning  covered  with  heautirul  silk,  large  enough  to 

fade  the  whole  par^^  but  sufficiently  open  on  the 
ndes  to  give  the  numesons  cpectatonf  mtiieaniw 
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roundifi^  boati  a  complete  -nam  of  tiMir  majes- 
tm  as  thejr  passed.  Great  preparations  had  been 
making  for  se!«^eral  days  befora  at  Bottlaiid  Cartk^ 
for  the  entertainment  of  the  royal  guests ;  and  every 
ddicaqr  of  the  seaeon  mis  octrngFed  wor  Aom  tha 
King's  kitchati  at  Weymouth.  A  large  platform 
was  raised  for  the  royal  iaiuily  to  land  upon  at  the 
beach;  and  ihe  eairiag^  and  honca  weie  taken  over 
m  the  feny-boat. 

'  Soon  after  tiicir  hmding,  Her  Majesty  and  the 
princesses^  in  twt>  carriages,  and  the  King  with  his 
aatte  on  hotiebaok,  took  a  mest  doligktfiil  esev» 

sion  almost  round  the  island  ^  and  on  their  return 
to  liie  castle^  aat  down  to  a  anmptnoua  dinner^ 
dciring  which  the  inhabitants  crowded  from  all  parts 
to  see  their  sovereign*  Shortly  after  dinner,  the 
whole  party  went  en  board  the  yacht^  igMak  eevcril 
trips  ill  the  offing,  and  xetumed  to  Weynaoutb  time 
enough  for  the  theatre^  wUch  they  rarely  ever 

nussed« 

The  ninth  being  the  annirersaiy  of  the  weddiiy 
of  their  majesties,  the  same  was  celebrated  with  a 
grand  ifite,  under  the  diiectioa  of  the  Princess  Eli- 
sabeth. The  King  appeared  finit  aft  the  roenst 
and  about  two  o'clock  the  Qaeen  and  the  rest  of 
Ike  lamily  arrived^  with  a  nnmefooa  con^iany  ef 

the  nobility.  The  tables  were  set  out  m  a  style  of 
the  greatcpit  elegance ;  and  about  three  the  daSMsing 
eemmeooed.   All  the  roads  leading  to  Weymtouth 
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were  thronged  with  carriages^  post-chaises^  and  eveiy 
kiiid  of  canrtymoey  «o  great  was  Ihe  ilesini  of  tho 
people  to  see  the  monarch. 
The  mhabitants  of  Weymouth  were  miseh  amiuMi 

by  a  succession  of  titus  during  the  residence  of  the 

foyal  family  on  the  co«8t  this  season  i  but  the  most 
enrioQs  of  all  these  entertaiimieiits  was  an  aquatic 
one^  in  honour  of  the  birthday  of  the  JDuchess  of 
Wiftemberg^  on  the  twenty-ninth  of  September; 

at  which  above  two  hundred  and  hfty  persons  were 
uiTited.  The  royal  yadits  were  moored  in  the  bar* 
bour  for  this  purpose  ;  and  while  their  majesties, 
with  the  prfaioes  and  princesses,  diiied  on  boeid 

one,  a  numerous  party  did  the  same  on  board 
the  other ;  there  being  platforms  laid,  by  which  ai| 
t&iy  oommnnication  was  mafntakied  beCwiMn  ths 
two  vessels.  After  dinner  a  Dutch  fair  was  held, 
both  in  the  yachts  and  on  shore,  marquees-  and 
booths  being  erected  for  the  several  dealers,  l^e 
whole  had  a  most  lively  eppeMrance,  and  infinitely 
surpassed  any  of  those  ridiculous  shews  called  mas* 
qnerades. 

On  the  tenth  of  Oetv^bcr  the  ro^  fcmily  visitied 
Lord  l>orcliestar,  at  Miiton  Abbey,  from  whence 
they  went  the  next  day  to  view  Stalbridge,  the  teat 

of  the  Earl  of  Uxbridge,  but  which  had  not  been  in* 
haUted  by  that  nobteuMn  for  a  nnmbcsr  of  years. 
After  inspecting  this  ancient  and  deserted  place,  the 
party  retomed  to  the  abbey  i  but  in  going  up  a 
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very  steep  hill,  two  of  the  horses  in  a  phaeton  ^ 
entangled  together,  which  caused  the  carriage  to 
ovmet ;  and  the  two  princesaes  who  were  in  it  fiali 
out,  but  happily  without  receiving  any  other  injury 
than  that  of  being  greatly  frightened.  The  royal 
family  remained  at  Milton  Abbey  till  the  thirteenth, 
when  they  returned  to  Weymouth,  Uia  Majesty  on 
hmAtuAi  and  the  Queen  and  prineeties  in  car? 
riages* 

Early  in  the  morning  of  the  tvmitytninth  of  tbt 

same  month,  their  majesties  and  family  left  Wey- 
mouth on  a  visit  to  Mr.  Rose  in  Hampshire,  pre* 
tious  to  their  retom  to  Windsor.   After  breakfittU 
ing  with  Mr.  Drax  Grosvenor  at  Charborough,  thtf 
proqeeded  lei  Wimbomne/and  there  changed  horaeai 
but  the  town  was  so  crowded  with  volunteers  and 
visit^rs^  that  the  royal  cmiages  conU  aoaicely  pass 
alongw   The  windows  were  filled  vrith  ladies  ele- 
gantly dressed^  and  ail  tlie*tops  of  the  houses  were 
covered)  aucfa  waa  the  eagemesa  of  the  country- 
people  to  get  a  sight  of  the  King  and  Queen.  From 
lience  their  majesties  went  on  to  Ringwopd^  where 
H  similar  scene  presented  itself,  and  so  it  continued 
all  the  way  to  Lyndhurst,  where  the  voluntecn 
from  Southampton  and  other  placea  wm  assembled* 
Numbers  came  from  ^cii  a  distance  that  they  tra- 
wUed  in  flying  waggons;  and  the  streets  in  every 
town  through  which  they  passed  were  filled  with 
coaches,  chaises,  gigs,  carts,  and  an  immense  coo- 
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course  of  horse  and  foot  trayellecs.  The  r^gral  fa- 
mily  Maehed  Cttfibeb  soon  after  fimr  the  svneaftcci 
MOD,  sod  inuMdiatety  tat  down  to  a  sumptuous 
dinner,  which  had  bctscprovidod  in  expcotatioQ  of 
thoirarrmd* 

On  the  first  of  November  the  corporation  oi 
SiNithaiiiptoii  were  honoiHred  with  a  mgfial  wiaiL 
The  King  entered  the  town  on  horseback,  but  tha 
Queen  and  princesses  went  in  carriages,  and  were 
teemed  hi  the  andil  iocini  bjr  the  anjw  aad  lea 
brethren.  A  loyal  address  was  then  read  to  thdc 
flugestiea  by  the  veooopdar^  to  which  the  JKLiog  roi 
turned  a  most  gracious  answer,  expressive  of  hit 
particular  attachment  to  the  town  of  Southaeiptoa^ 
hnring  been,'  at  he  aaid,  a  araDber  of -the  earpcea* 
tion  from  his  iafiincy.

cuhahty  of  seotinaieat  as  the  practical  division,  is 
fiont  enlhiisiisstic  flights  or  mystical  rewiea. 

It  is  remarkable,  tiowevcr,  Uiat  tl^e  editor  of 
Bishop  Forteiis*a  works,  and  the  writer  of  his  lifci 
should  not  have  taken  any  notice  of  the  concern 
which  that  prelate  had  in  the  arrangement  and  pub* 
lieation  of  the  book.

dm  design  unm  A^yti  ftk)m  time  to  tieie,  til]  ihm 
beginning  of  the  year  1605 ,  when  it  was  carried 
into  aSeot  m  a  moet  aplendij  mamier.

Here  and  other  ornaments  that  had  been  saved  ttovn 
the  French  ravagera  in  Hanover*  Glass  chandeliers 
and  lustres,  to  the  value  of  several  thousand  pounds, 
were  also  purposely  prepared  in  London  ;  and  no 
expense  was  spared  to  render  this  a  truly  royal  ban* 
quet.  Three  hundred  and  ninety  persons  of  dis- 
tinction were  inyited,  besides  the  royal  fiimily^  mi- 
nisters, and  offieers  of  state*  Diflferait  cards  were 
issued  for  the  concert  and  ball.  The  company  at 
the  finrmer  consisted  of  about  one  hundred  and  fi%« 
The  five  trumpeters  belonging  to  the  Oxford  Blue^ 
were  stationed  in  the  gallery,  on  the  first  flight  of 
stairs,  in  their  full  svpeHb  gold Jaoe  unifim^  and 
played  God  save  the  King,  in  parts,  when  any  of 
the  r6yal  &mily  enteral^  whioh  bad  a  ^ry  grand 
effect.  As  the  company  proceeded  into  the  castle, 
they  were  introduced  into  tbfi  preseneM^baMnber  by 
the  pages,  the  -same  as  on  a  oourt-day ;  and  after 
paying  their  respects  to  their  majestieSy  they  went 
found  *  to  view  the  apartments^  the  appearance  of 
which  ill  led  every  eye  with  astonishment. 

At  eight  o'clock  the  concert  began  in  tha  Qoeen'i 
anti-chamber,  adjoining  the  ball-room.  The  per- 
fbrmancc,  under  the  direction  of  Mr*  Bogers>  was 
the  oratorio  of  &ther  i  the  ittataumeiital  parte . 
consisted  prnicipally  of  Her  Mi^sty's  band ^  who 
at^^nded  in  a  batebnyweatf  tbo  giiardr«boiii,  in  tliw 
full  dresses.    The  mi^sic  euded  about  iten^  o*elock|^ 
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when  tlie  Ml  commenced,  which  was  led  off  by  the 
Duke  oi  Cambridge  audtbejPniiGeM  Augusts*  Tli^ 
Ikor,  inttMMl  of  being  chalked,  was  pamlad  with  fiuir 
cifui  aiid  appropriate  devioes  by  an  emineot  artiat 
The  atteatkm  of  the  eoa^Miqr  wia  ehieflf  amat^ 
the  uovcl  appearance  of  four  silver  tables,  between 
the  windows^  two  ct  which  came  fiom  Uaoofer, 

'      and  had  been  beautified  lor  the  occasion*    One  of 
.     the  other  two»  waa  japeaented  by  the  corpofatkm  of 
Loiiflott  to  King  Williain,  and  the  aeoond  bjr  the 
same  body  to  Queen  Anne.      The  ma^iticeat 
dbet  of  these  massy  pieces  of  plate  was  eonsidar* 
ably  heightened  by  four  elegant  pier  glasses^  one 
om  each  table,  with  silver  frames.    These  also 
!     tuiiic  iioin  Hanover,    At  the  fire-places  were  four 
large  beautiful  dogs  of  solid  silver^  for  bnmiDg  wood 
'     instead  of  coals,  and  similar  to  those  used  in  the 
I     time  of  lieury  the  iiligbth*   Cards  were  played  in 
leraiil  fooma.   Dancing  oondnded  a  Aw  mimitaa 
before  two^  when  supper  waa  announced.  Their 
majesties,  and  the  different  branchea  of  the  family; 
I     fupped  ill  tbc  guard-room,  at  a  table  which  was 
I    elevated  upon  .a  temporary  pklform,  nused. about 

nine  inches   from  the  floor,  for  the  purpose  of 
enabling  the  royal  £Etmily  to  behold  tbeu:  company 
with  the  greater  ease,  and  also  to  gratify  the  curi- 
osity ot  their  guests.

tasteful  and  elegant  borders;   but  what  reudered 
them  peouharly  attimdve      the  dfeutiMlaMe  tfait 
tb^  were  entirely  of  the  workmaufthip  of  the 
ptmceliei.

iHiring  the  whole  of  the  piwoMling  day,  the  road 
from  London  was  covered  witfi  one  coatimied  hne 
rf^caffiagcii  moeyorwUeb  had  ahc  faomt,  and 
•eterel  outriders.  This  sight  naturally  drew  to- 
gether an  immeoae  nomberof  apectntots  livm  tb4 
•eighbonfing  vUlages  to  the  towns  through  which 
they  passed.  The  greatest  diffieulty  wea  eiipefMMed 
in  ekteining  a.  change  of  hones,  and  in  some  in- 
staiicci  the  nobility  were  obliged  to  get  out  and 
walk  e  eoQiiderable  diatanee. 

It  was  His  Majesty  s  particular  wish  that  as  many 
of  the  old  eustoma  ahooU  be  Jnpt  up  aa  {loaaibk; 
confcnnabljr  with  whMi  he  gave  directions  that  a 
baron  of  beef  should  pr{>oured^  which  wea  ety 
tnfdmf^  done.   It  waa  oat  nearly  in  the  fma  of  a, 
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•addle  of  mutton,  weighed  one  huodfed  and  sis^- 

twj  pounds,  and  look  ten  hoawin  roasting. 

Tuesday  ntoraing  was  ushered  in  with  the  ting* 
iiig  oi  bells,  and  soon  after  seven  o'clock  the  royal 
.hone  guards  marched  from  their  barradca  opposite 
the  grand  entrance  to  the  castle,  where  a  pair  of  sil- 
ver kettle  drums  having  been  previously  pUced,  His 
Majesty  came  to  the  door,  and  addressing  the  eolD» 
nd^  said;  I  present  these  to  you  as  a  mark  of  my 
esteem  for  the  good  conduct  of  the  r^ment  upoa 
all  occasions."  The  colonel  then  delivered  a  written 
address  of  thanks  to  His  Majesty  on  behalf  of  tbe 
regiment ;  after  which,  a  corporal  lifted  the  drams 
upon  a  grey  iiorsc,  on  which  a  black  was  preparing 
to  beat  them,  when  the  band,  consisting  of  eight 
trumpets,  struck  up  "  God  save  the  King,"  cou- 
^inding  with  a  royal  salute,  and  thsa  returned  pi  ay iag 
c(  Untons  strike  Home,*'  as  they  passed  througli 
the  town* 

The  ceremony  of  the  procession  and  installation 
lasted  from  eleven  in  tbe  morning  till  live  in  tbe 
afteraooDy  when  the  sovereign  and  the  knights 
relumed  irom  the  chapel  to  St  George  s  liail^  where 
a.  most  sumptuous  dinner  was  served  up  in  all  the 
iorniul  grandeur  of  the  days  of  chivalry. 

The  prcpamttmis  for  this  qplendid  festival  were 
upon  the  grandest  scale,  and  executed  with  extraor- 
dinary elegance  and  rapidity*  In  the  chapel^  wbt^ 
alone  seats  oould  be  ehtjinsd  by  tickists,  phMs  were 
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assigned  for  spectators  iu  the  three  aisles,  and  within 
the  seraeD;  but  pardcabur  Tiittors  had  othm  ailotted 
them  in  the  orgm^Iofty  the  Queen*g  closet,  and  ihe 
chambcriaiQ  s  gallery.  On  the  north  ude  of  the 
altar,  a  temporary  gallery,  sonncMiiifeed  by  a  canopy 
of  crimson  velvet  with  a  gold  firiuge,  was  ejected 
for  the  Queen  and  princwaea ;  and  en  the  opposite 
side  was  anc^her  for  the  lord  chamberlain,  oiiicers 
of  state,  forwgn  ambassadors,  and  ladies  of  diadoc* 

tion.  The  banners  of  the  knights  were  ail  sus« 
praded  over  the  stalls,  and  above  them  their 
•pectiire  heknets,  crests,  and  armorial  bearings* 
luxclusive  of  the  knights'  banquet  m  the  hall,  ea* 
tertainroenta  were  also  given  in  the  castle  to  the 
nubility  and  geotry,  military  oihcers,  and  others. 
The  chief  of  them  was  in  the  audience-chamber  of 
Her  Majesty,  where  the  concert  was  given  at  tlie 
late  grand  ttte.  it  contained  three  tables^  aet  out 
in  the  most  beautiful  variety  and  taste  for  the 
ladies }  the  Dowagw-Marehiono&s  of  Bath,  with 
the  Countesses  Cardigan  and  Harcourt,  doing  the 
honours  to  the  Queen  s  guests.  The  female  bran- 
dies of  tlie  royal  family  dined  with  Her  Majesty 
in  auutber  apartment. 

The  nineteenth  of  May  being  the  real  birth-day 

of  the  Queen,  when  slie  cuuipleicil  her  sixiy-secouJ 
year^  was  ushered  iu  with  the  ringing  of  heila  at 
Windsor.  In  the  course  of  the  day,  the  Prince  of 
Wal^^  and  .tlie  whole  oi  the  roy^  family,  paid  thetf

parts  of  the  country  dined  at  the  equenies*  tables; 
and  about  teran  in  the  arnunff  the  whole  began  to 
assemble  in  considerable  numbers.  At  the  top  of 
the  stairs  they  were  ushered  into  the  royal  apart- 
.  mentt  by  tlie  pages^  drested  aooimUng  to  the 
Windsor  uniform, 

A  tttde  befove  nine,  their  mqestiei,  the  prin^ 
cesses,  and  other  members  of  the  royal  family,  en- 
tered the  baU-room ;  and  soon  after  the  oratorio  of 
Athaliah  commenced,  at  the  conclusion  of  which 
the  dancinf  began,  and  was  oontinued  widi  giest 
Yivaaty  till  two  oVdock  in  the  morning,  when  the 
company  withdrew  to  a  sumptuous  supper  in  St. 
George's  flalL  The  royal  family  sat  at  a  tabk 
under  the  throne;  two  large  stools^  covered  with 
crimson  velvet,  being  placed  fer  their  majesties*  ML 

The  table  was  upon  a  temporary  platform,  covert 

with  green  cloth,  three  steps  higher  than  the  floor 

of  the  room,  down  the  sides  of  which  were  laid  tw^ 
tables^  one  accommodating  seventy-six,  and  the 
ether  seventy-seven  persons.  In  the  adjoining  el^ 
gaat  room,  oaUed  the  King's  guard-chamber,  two 
loQ^  tables  were  also  laid,  eadi  holding  eighty-six 
persons.   The  ground*work  for  the  whole  of  the 
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mummitM  eonsiited  of  wmom  ^olomA  wid^  dis- 

playing  the  most  beautiful  devices,  emUematic^  of 
the  oecBsioo ;  end  hmng  tbe  eemUanee  cf  highly 
coloured  drawings.  Along  the  sides  of  the  boards 
oa  which  tbe  nnd  wes  displayed  weie  numeraiie 
trinkets  for  the  coiupany.  The  bilver  dogs  mid 
tables  that  had  baeo  need  at  the  IUiig*s  eotertain. 
ment  were  again  exhibited.  In  another  p*irt  of  tbe 
castk,  tables  were  laid  for  one  hundfed  and  fum- 
tfeeii  yonng  Etonian^  bnt  every  thii^  was  eol^  w^l 
no  chairs  were  allowed  in  this  room* 

The  following  day  Her  Majesty  gave  a  ettrione  e».  • 
tertainment  at  Froginore,  cuu:iistLQg  of  two  German 
musical  j/iwsn  of  a  oiaie  deecriptioa.  The  «h». 
raeters  were  performed  by  two  German  girls  md 
two  Geraiaa  boys;  and  one  of  tbe  kttev  waa  $o 
extremely  fHnneiimw,  as  to  prodrce  bursts  of  laugb- 
tua  even  irom  tiiose  who  did  not  uadersUmd  the  lan- 
gmge.  Ttas  exliibitioa  took  place  in  the  building 
,  called  the  Bam,  whicli  was  often  fitted  up  as  a  tem- 
porary theatrew  There  were  three  eeeties^  which, 
with  the  stage  and  decorations,  were  prepi^red  by 
an  artist  from  London.  A  box  was  ereeked  in  front 
fcr  their  majesties  and  the  pnuccssci>.  Abuut  iiily 
persons  of  quality  sat  in  tbe  pk;  and  ak>ag  the 
sidCfS  seats  we're  plaoed  for  the  aeeommodadon  of 
the  prinapal  inhabitants  of  Wmdsor.  Their  ma- 
jesties were  rnneh  pleased  with  the  perforoances  of 
the  juvenile  actors^  particulariy  with  the  boy  who 
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penoMntod  a  cmmliy  bnrber  and  •diooL-maitB'. 

Tea  and  lemonade  were  served  round  to  the  royal 
party  and  their  viihoia  in  the  mtarvals  of  the  per- 

formancc,  at  the  conclusion  of  which  an  abundanet 
of  wine  and  cake  was  distributed  to  the  rest  of  the 

In  the  same  ipirit  of  caadcscending  generosity, 
the  Queen  gave  a  sumptuous  dinner  shottijr  aAsr- 
wards  to  the  Windsor  volunteers,  for  whose  ao 
eommodation  tents  were  erected  in  the  grounds  si 
Frogmore,  and  in  the  evening  the  German  thea- 
tricals were  repeated. 

On  tfie  breaking  up  of  paritament,  their  nitjes* 
ties  and  the  princesses  went  to  Weymouth^  where 
they  spent  Aeir  time  in  the  usual  manner;  but  a 
damp  was  thrown  upon  their  enjoyments,  and  the 
gaiety  of  the  phMse»  by  the  death  of  due  Dukeof 
Gloucester  in  August,  which  event,  though  uatu- 
raUjrto  have  been  eotpeotedy  £rom  the  decUoing  state 
of  his  health,  was  sensibly  felt  by  their  majesties 
and  the  whole  royal  iamily.  The  people  of  Wey- 
mouth also  were  much  eonoemed  at  tl^  lees  of  the 
duke,  whom  they  considered  in  some  measure  ss 
one  of  their  principal  patrons^  not  imly  by  his  fit* 
quent  residence  among  them^  but  by  his  being  the 
means  of  bringing  the  Kiog  acquainted  mth  tbf 
beauties  of  the  place. 

At  first  it  was  intended  that  the  remains  of  his 
royal  highnesa  should  be  dqpoaitad  wittitihoseaf 
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his  ancestors  in  Westminster  Abbey;  but  after  the 

requisite  preparations  had  been  made  for  that  pur- 
poae^  oontrarjr  ovders  came  from  His  Majesty,  and 

the  interment  took  place  in  the  new  vault  at  Wind- 
sor^ being  the  first  body  iaid  in  that  scpnichrai 
mansion,  which  onr  yenerabie  monarch  caused  to 
be  set  apart  for  himself  and  his  family :  thus^  in 
the  midst  of  heaUb,  mindfiil  of  the  last  stage  of 
ail  earthly  grandeur^  whcii^  in  tiie  language  of  the 

poet^  it  will  be  finrnd  that 

The  glories  of  our  birth  and  state 
Ave  slmdowiy  not  substantial  things. 

There  is  no  annour  'gainst  our  firtes 
Death  leys  his  icj  hand  on  Kings. 

Sceptres  and  crowns  inu^it  uaable  doWDi

Though  the  year  l8o6  opened  with  the  promise 
of  felicit]r  toi  the  royal  femiljr,  in  the  mofiled  state 
of  tlie  King's  liealtli,  and  the  improvement  of  his 
night  to  a  dq;ree  that  enabled  him  to  discern 
minute  objects  at  table,  and  dittmguish  persons  at 
a  short  distance,  the  aspect  of  things,  pubUc  and 
priTate,  soon  assumed  a  f  loomy  cast.  As  the  sum* 
mer  advanced,  the  compiaint  in  His  Majesty's  eyes 
increased ;  in  consequence  of  whicb^  the  fatigue  of 
the  drawing-room  on  his  birth-day  devolved  wholly 
Upon  .tbe  Queen*  In  the  morning,  as  usual,  the 
royal  dnkes  breakfasted  with  their  august  relatives; 
and  at  about  halt-past  twelve  the  Uueen  and  prin- 
cesses left  Bttckin^am  House  for  St.  Jameses,  with 
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the  customary  ^corty  but  at  so  quick  a  rate^  that 
two  of  the  hoTMi  bolongiiig  to  the  liio  ginNk  iUI^ 
and  threw  their  riders ;  on  wiuch.  Her  Msyeitj 
gave  diroctioiu  that  finr  the  future  her  carriagea 
should  not  be  driven  with  such  velocity, 

Aiter  the  royal  party  had  taktfiBOinerdreahiiMiit^ 
and  dressed  for  the  drawing-room,  the  Archbishop 
of  Canterbury  was  introduced  into  the  private  apart- 
meiit  o£  the  Queeiiy  to  wfaom  be  delwered  a  coo. 
gratulatory  oratioa  on  the  liappy  return  of  tlic  day. 
Hie  eoooooise  of  vieilort  who  were  by  thb  tfano 

assembled  in  the  adjoining  room  was  so  great  that 

the  altandanta  bwl  miieh  diflkiilly  in  making  a  dew 

passage.  Soon  after  Her  Majesty  had  entered  the 
rooffiy  the  iord  chamberlain  waved  his  wand^  aa  a 
signal  for  the  perfcraumee  of  tbe  birtb-day  ode^ 
the  music  to  whicli  was  wholly  taken  from  HandeL 
This  animal  offeiing  being  ftniihed,  Her  Majesty 
continiied  to  receive  the  company  m  her  wonted 
a&ble  manner  till  near  fire  o*clock»  wben  she 
found  liiirself  so  extremely  overpowered  and  fa- 
tigued as  to  be  under  the  necessity  of  retiring,  to 
die  great  disappointment  of  numbers  who  bad  been 
in  waiting  ibr  presentation  a  considerable  time^  but 
were  prevented  horn  getting  forward  through  tbe 
pressure  of  the  fashionable  crowd. 

TYm  exclusion  of  tbe  Fvineess  of  Walea  from 

eaiart,  and  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  in- 
vestigate eertam  psMcubvBitf  hercoiKfaict^  niasd 
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public  onrioMty  to  the  haight  of  impitieDce  at  thi* 

tiuic  i  and  the  secresy  of  the  inquiry  did  not  fidl  to 
ffafiiiththe  toDgueoi  scaodai  witli  matter  of  malignant 
insinuation  against  Her  Majesty,  as  haFing  takena 
part  in  the  persecution  of  unprotected  iiuioeeoce. 
Into  the  drcamttanoes  of  the  immediate  case  to 
which  the  attention  of  the  coniimssioners  was  di- 
reoted,  or  the  particulars  of  the  evidence  adduced 
ou  the  occasion,  it  would  be  needless  here  to  enter* 
but  the  ends  of  justice  reqaire  it  to  be  observed,  tkt 
so  far  from  shewing  any  enmity  to  the  Princess  of 
Wales,  or  of  countenancuig  tlie  cliarges  that  were  al- 
leged against  her  royal  highness,  the  Qnen  mostita- 
diously  avoided  all  conversation  on  the  subject  even 
with  the  King,  who  acted  throughout  the  wholeafiur 
according  to  the  spontaiicous  dictates  of  his  own 
mind.  Nay,  up  to  the  time  when  the  informatioa 
was  made  to  the  Prince,  his  royal  mother  and  sis- 
ters were  in  the  constant  habit  of  visiting  the  prin- 
cess at  Blackheath ;  nor  did  they  cease  doing  so  tiH 
the  King  iiimself  laid  a  positive  iujuucuun  upon 
them  to  suspend  the  intercourse* 

The  result  of  this  investigation,  however  satisfac- 
tory it  might  be  in  regard  to  the  pcditicai  object 
which  it  was  instituted,  could  not  be  altogether  gra- 
tifying to  a  mind  animated  by  that  delicate  seoie 
of  female  honour  whidi  trembles  at  the  slighted 
whisper  of  reproach.  Wiiat  the  feelings  of  Her 
Majesty  weie  on  becoming  acquainted  with  thedis- 
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dosaret  elidtad  in  this  inquiry  will  easily  be  con- 
ceived by  those  who  retlect  upon  the  peculiar  lutoa- 
tkm  in  which  the  stood,  and  the  dignity  whicb  the 
had  to  support. 

In  eonaenting  to  the  re-admission  of  the  princess, 
atier  what  iiad  been  developed^  the  Queen  certainly 
consulted  prudence  rather  than  inclination ;  but  hat 
aiection  for  the  King  overbalanced  all  other  consi- 
derations; and  to  keep  his  mind  tranqniUized,  both 
Her  Majesty  and  the  Prince  were  disposed  to  make 
very  large  sacrifices.  Tiie  death  of  the  Duke  of 
Brunswick,  at  the  fiital  battle  of  Auerstadt,  ami  the 
ruined  state  of  his  family^  contributed  also  to  this 
exalted  resolution. 

The  trouble  of  the  Queen  was  io creased  at  this 
time  by  the  disastrous  state  of  hfsr  native  country^ 
which,  from  its  connexion  with  Prussia,  had  be* 
come  a  prey  to  an  insolent  victor,  who  seized  upon 
Strelitz,  and  eommitted  dreadful  nrrag^  through- 
out the  vvliole  Duchy  of  Mecklenburg. 

Amidst  these  eai«s  and  pains  of  royalty^  the  for- 
mal grandeur  of  tlie  couit  was  to  be  kept  up,  and 
the  smilmg  appearanoe  of  gaiety  put  on^  while 
perhaps  the  heart  sickened  under  its  assumed  hila- 
rity, and  grieved  m  secret  without  bemg  able  to 
complain. 

As  the  eighteenth  of  January,  1 807,  fell  on  a  Sun- 
^y,  the  celebiatioii  of  Her  Majesty's  birth-day  was 
observed  on  Mpuday «  in  the  course  of  the  mornings 
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the  royal  dukes  and  other  branches  of  tfie  family  at- 
tBoded  Co  pay  their  reipeclB  mt  Buckingham  How 
after  which  the  Queen  and  princesses  went  to  St 
James's,  where  forty  boys,  educatod  in  Cfaiist*i 
Hospital,  attended,  with  their  master,  to  exhibit  the 
books  and  drawings  executed  by  thtm  duriiig  the 
preceding  year,  aH  of  whidi  were  careiuny  ei* 
amined  by  Her  Majesty,  who  bestowed  upon  the 
youths  many  commendations. 

The  drawing-room  was  completely  filled  soon 

after  the  entrance  of  the  royal  party ;  bat  thoofh 

the  circle  was  extremely  crowded,  the  Queen  went 
through  the  fatigues  of  the  day  with  a  dieerAihwn 
in  her  manner  that  gave  universal  satisfaction, 
while  they  who  had  the  particular  pleasure  of  her 
conwrsation  were  delighted  with  her  aflUMlitf. 

Thonu^h  it  wa5  generally  expected  that  the  Fria- 
cess  of  Wales  would  have  made  her  appearance  on 
tiiis  occasion,  the  public  were  disappointed ;  and  the 
restoration  of  her  royal  fai^mess  to  the  honoors  of 

the  Court  did  not  take  place  till  the  middle  of  May, 
when  she  was  presented  to  the  Qaeen  by  the  Dake 
of  Cumberiand,  after  which  ceremony,  and  con* 
versing  for  a  few  minutes  with  Her  Majesty,  she 
passed  on  to  the  princesses,  and  lastly  received  the 
congratulations  of  the  nobility,  who  were  voy 
numerous. 

This  w  as  a  prelude  to  the  splendid  gala  on  tlic 

Iking's  birtli-4lay,  when  the  cntnmoe  ^  His  Ma- 
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jesty  into  the  seventieth  year  rf  his  age  gave  occiu 
MB  to  ftU  mkt  to  Tie  itt  demoiiBlntioiis  of  loyal 

affection  to  their  venerable  monarch. 

Tbe  Rmltitudes  of  persons  who  gamed  admittanee 
iwla  the  palaee  exceeded  what  had  been  witnessed 
ibr  maoy  years,  iivery  room  was  fail,  and  the  ave- 
noes  wwre  etowdod  almost  to  strfKicatiofi.  Tho  eonH 
pany  continued  to  enter  the  court-yard  from  twelve 
till  past  firar,  and  the  Ime  of  carriages  extended  so 

far,  that  many  persons  of  the  first  fasliion  got  out, 

and  walked  to  St  James's ;  thoogh  even  thra  it 

Was  with  much  difficulty  tliey  could  make  their  way 

tfaKmgh  the  immense  throng.  The  inconvenienee 
was  scarcely  less  within  the  palace,  where  a  free 
passage  couLd  hardly  be  made  for  the  royal  person^ 
ages,  audi  was  the  eagerness  of  Ae  people  to  wit- 
ness the  meeting  ol  the  Prince  and  Princess  of 
Wales  in-  the  piesenee  of  their  ai:^iist  parents. 

Unfortunately,  however,  liie  King  was  prevented 

Imn  making  his  appearance,  in  consequence  of 
the  wetness  of  his  eyes,  ttvonoh  in  odier  respects 
his  healtii  was  ummpatred.  Soon  alter  the  entrance 
tt  tbe  Queen  into  the  dinwing-ioom,  the  Prince 
came,  and  conversed  with  her  for  some  mmutes  i 
and  about  three  o'clock  the  attentioQ  of  the  oom« 
pany  was  fixed  upon  the  princess,  who  was  elegantly 
attirod^  in  a  st^  that  reminded  every  peiion  pve- 
tent  of  Mary  Queen  of  Scots.  After  compliment^ 
ing  Her  Miyo^ty  and  the  princesses,  ahe  entered 
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into  coQTeraatton  with  the  Prince,  during  which 
there  was  a  profound  Aiieuce  throughout  th&  assem* 
biy,  ai  though  all  pMcnt  had  felt  the  same  aenti' 
ment,  and  thought  that  tlie  perfect  restoration  of 
hannoiiy  and  luture.  feUcitjr  depended  up<m  Ak 
interesting  moment.  But  there  notliing  in  the 
seene  beyond  the  fonns  of  politeneaa ;  and  whataver 
might  be  the  public  wish,  there  were  not  wanting 
persons^  wbo^  irom  Uiur  opportunities  of  observa* 
tion,  oondnded  that  any  further  oonneuon  ms 
impracticable. 

«  The  arrival  of  the  Ducheas  of  Bnmimdc  in  tbe 

following  month  had  a  considerable  cfiect  upon  the 
national  sympathy ;  and  the  interview  between  the 
King  and  his  sister,  after  a  separatiuii  ol  Ibrty  years, 
was  the  moce  a&cting,  £rom  the  circnnurtaaces  of 
these  venerable  personages,  the  one  being  almost 
in  a  aUte  of  darknessj  and  the  oUier  a  widowed 
exile. 

On  the  part  of  Her  M^yesty^  and  indeed  oi  die 
whole  royal  family,  the  moat  atodicd  attenrioni 
were  paid  to  the  coiuiurts  of  the  aged  princess,  \s  ho, 
as  long  as  she  reaided  with  her  daughter  at  Black- 
liLiith,  and  ever  after,  experienced  nothing  but  res- 
pect and  kindness  from  her  iilu«thous  relatives- 
Daring  this  session  cf  parliament^  en  act  wss 
pa;&sed,  pursuant  to  a  message  from  the  crown,  for 
the  settlement  ,  of  Fromiore,  with  other  lands  m 
Berkslure  and  iiuckmghapi^hirc,  appertaining  to 
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Windier  Forest,  upon  the  Queen,  for  the  period 
of  ainety-iuue  y^ars^  nr  the  lives  of  tier  Majesty 
and  the  §m  yonngest  princesses* 

'1  liis  estate  was  sold,  with  other  lands  of  the 
erown,  in  the  time  at  the  eivil  war,  but  reverted 
after  the  restoration,  and  ultimately  l>ecaine  the 
leaaeiiold  property  of  Mrs.  Egerton,  from  whom  the 
Queen  potduuied  it,  and  made  great  improrements^ 
both  in  ttie  bouse  and  grounds. 

CVogmore  stands  about  half  a  mile  east  of  New 

Windsor,  lu  a  pleasant  vale  tliat  separates  the  Little 

from  the  Fovest  it  is  surrounded  by  a  num- 
ber at  rery  fine  old  oaks  and  elms,  many  of  which 
are  in  the  garden,  a  deiightfui  spot  of  thirteen 
acres,  admirably  laid  out,  and  enriched  with  a  vast 

variety  of  plants,  siirubs,  and  tlowers,  both  indi- 
genous and  exotic    Many  &nciful  builcUngs  are 

also  iiiter>jjurscd  between  the  trees  and  along  the 
walks ;  but  Uiough  art  has  done  much,  the  whole 
is  made  to  assimilate  most  judiciously  with  the  ad- 
jacent forest  sceiKTy.  The  house  is  nat  large,  but 
plain,  neat,  and  fitted  up  throughout  in  a  style  of 
elegant  simplicity.  Most  of  the  apartments,  how- 
ever, contain  very  valuable  cabinet  paintings; 
whicii,  togetlier  with  Mr.  West**  original  sketches, 
and,  above  all,  the  library,  exhibit  a  strildng  memo- 
rial of  the  refined  taste  and  si  lid  judgment  of  Her 
Majesty.    Among  the  literary  treasures  here  col^. 
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lectttd  j  ire  lereral  impartmt  works,  illuttntod  at  a 
great  wpeate ;  aad  a4|oiiu(g  to  tlie  iibnury,  which 
looka  into  the  gaiden,  m  a  loom  oontuinng  a 
printmg-prmi  and  every  necessary  apparatnaj  from 
wheooe  have  iaaved  iome  amaU  iMOcaa,  wdor  tiie 
imfni^%i&  direction  of  Her  Majeaiy^  wbo^  aa  being 
inlpfmad  thai  tho  |ilaoa  miist  be  ^rtfy*^  aoeoidhig 

to  act  of  paiiianienty  iacetiously  replied  to  the

Trough  their  majesties  began  now  to  feel  the 

infiraiities  of  age,  tiie  King  ia  a  decay  of  visioiiy 
and  the  Queen  m  the  weakness  of  her  feet»  they 
both  enjoyed  in  other  respects  good  health,  and 
that  flow  of  spirits  which  accompanies  the  calm 
remembrance  of  n  liie  well  spent.    Their  pnnclpal 
residence  was  at  Windsor,  where,  in  the  boeom  of 
domestic  comforts,  they  passed  the  time  with  the 
strictest  regard  to  an  economical  distribution ;  both 
rising  very  early,  the  King  constantly  at  six,  and 
the  Queen  never  exceedujg  seven,  even  in  the  deptli  . 
of  winter.   About  nine  they  met  the  princesses  at  . 
the  breakfast  table  ;  soon  after  which  they  respec« 
tively  separated,  either  for  excursions  or  occupa-. 
tions.    The  King  took  Ins  piaai  dinner  of  beef  or 
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flauttoa  alone,  without  any  wincj  about  <me  o'ciock; 
and  a  Ktds  after  fbur  he  joined  the  Queen  and  pm- 
ceaies  at  the  dessert  table.  The  remainder  oi  tbe 
emnhig  waa  apent  in  music,  comreraalioii,  or  eardi} 
and  invariably  at  tea  their  majesties  retired  for  the 
nigfat.  Siich  was  the  general  order  observed  throogb*- 
out  the  year  i  but  though  their  ttiiyesties  withdrew 
tbmiaelf  ea  in  a  great  degree  from  4be  pomp  and 

parade  of  royalty,  they  did  not  lead  a  secluded  life^ 
Qramiear  as  if  senility  had  rendered  them  disoQp- 
tented  with  the  world.  On  the  contrary,  they  were 
still  active^  and  even  sportively  cheerful  in  conversa- 
tion ;  never  more  ha|qiy  than  in  eontribnting  to  the 
pleasure  of  others^  and  gladly  embracing  every  op- 
portunity of  doing  good  without  ostentation. 

To  the  Queen^  nothing  was  more  delightful  thaa 
mstitutions  calculated  for  the  improyement  of  tbt 
rising  generation;  and  tiicse  she  liberally  encou- 
raged, both  by  her  own  subscriptionsy  and  by  re- 
commending them  warndy  to  the  support  of  others. 
About  this  time  she  patronized  a  school  set  op  by 
the  Honcmble  Mrs.  Harcourt,  at  Clewer ;  and  in 
the  same  spirit  of  charity,  she  co-operated  with  the 
Princess  Elizabeth  in  an  institution  at  Windsor,  for 
portioning  out  young  women  of  good  charM:ter  in 
marriage.  The  feehngs  of  Her  Majesty  weie 
therefore  liighly  gratified  this  summer,  in  two  visits 
to  Oathmds,  where  a  large  assemblage  of  orphan 
children  diiicd  uudci  uiar(|uecs  ou  tlie  green^  all  of 
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them  dothed^  mamtmiied,  and  edoeated,  at  th#  entire 

expense  of  the  Dachess  of  York,  who  gave  these 
eutertaimnenta  on  her  own  birth-day  and  that  of 

the  duke. 

The  harmony  of  the  royal  fiunily  was  at  thii 

time  undisturbed  ;  and  the  intercourse  between  the 
several  branches  ot  it  was  both  iiequent  and 
IHendly*  One  mteresiting  object  thatappearsd  to 
concentrate  these  sentiments  of  amity  more  closely 
was  the  Prineass  Charlotte  of  Wales,  now  advancing 
upon  the  stage  of  public  life,  and  exciting  general 
attention.  In  tlie  spring  of  this  year,  her  royal 
highness  caught  the  measles,  during  which  iOnesa  * 
she  was  visited  by  the  Queen^  who  presented  her 
with  a  superb  serviee  of  china,  mannfactnred  on 
purpose,  from  drawings  executed  by  Lady  do  Clif- 
ford, the  govecnees  of  the  {mnoess. 

The  education  of  her  grand-daughter  engaged 
much  of  Her  Majesty's  thougbu,  and  she  madtf 
constant  inqniries  on  the  subject;  but  without  ap>« 
pearing  to  exercise  the  least  authority  iu  the  dioioe 
of  instmctoTB,  or  giving  any  directions  relative  to 
the  mode  of  teaching  which  she  wished  to  be  pur- 
sued. At  her  suggestion,  ifideed,  delicately  and 
handsomely  conveyed  through  the  medium  of  the 
Bishop  of  London,  the  first  female  writer  in  the 
kingdom  undertook  a  work  upon  reyal  educadsn ; 
the  o^ecutipa  of  which  will  ever  redound  to  the

-  Oa  tbe  tweoty-fifib  of  October,  that  £Mroitisli 
fnansien  of  the  Queen  was  the  scene  of  splendid 
feativityj  to  commeiDorale  tlie  eatrai^^e  of  Uia  Ma- 
jesty uito  Ijlie  fiftieth  year  of  hta  feign*  This  na- 
ticHial  jubilee  was  oelebr^ted  all  over  tlie  kiogdoia 
with  the  fttlkai  demonatretiotti  irf  loyel  aflhctkm  > 
the  people  every  where  vying  vath  each  other  iu 
their  expreasione  of  joy,  oo  m  oeoomiioe  to  whidi 

no  parallel  could  he  found  iu  the  li^ii&h  history. 
At  Windaor  the  momiag  was  usheied  ia  by  the 

^und  of  the  trumpet ;  after  which  the  drums  beat 

to  arms,  and  the  bella  began  to  ring  a  na^ny  peal. 
Between  eight  and  nine  o*dock,  their  mi^esties,^ 
the  Prmcesa  J^uuiheth,  and  the  Dukes  of  York 
and  Susiex*  attended  divine  iervice  in  the  private 
efai^pel ;  on  the  ^ndusiou  of  which^  Tumo'elli,  the 
acolptor,  was  introdooed  to  the  Queen  and  the 
voyal  party,  to  vvhoui  he  presented  the  bust  of  the 

|Ung»  for  which  His  Mqeaty  had  ktely  eat  to  that 

art^t- 
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But  tbf  raAMd  enlsrtttiiiimiit  ww  tfc  iMgbti 
when  the  gates  of  Frogxnore  Gardcos  were  thrown 
open  tot  the  admiiMOQ  of  oompanjTi  who  oa  their 
entrance  were  struck  with  astonish ment  mid  delight 
at  the  fiDcifiil  aoeiie  of  variegated  lamps^  whicli»  ui 
the  shape  of  watchmen's  lanterns,  were  suspended 
through  all  the  aveuuea  and  walks;  while  the  lawaa 
acyomiog  to  the  house  aff<»ijed  a  rich  dispky  of  the 
choiceat  ihruba  aod  plaota  taken  hrom  the  greei^ 
bonae.  On  Ae  nrml  of  llie  Queen  at  ten  o'clock 
the  fire  works  b^gan;  after  which  thcare  suddenly 
appealed,  with  a  magical  ettect,  on  a  beaiitifcl  pieoe 
of  water,  two  triumphal  cars^  each  drawn  by  as  many 
«a.hanei.    In  one  of  these  cara  sal  the  lepm- 

sciitative  of  Neptune  ^  and  that  which  preceded  it 

Wis  oofliipied  by  a  band  of  nofie*  On  coning  to 

the  temporary  bridge  erected  over  the  canal  oppo- 
site to  the  garden  front,  the  battlementa  exhibited  a 
M|fdden  display  of  tianqMrenciea,  with  the  words^ 
Aule  Bntaonia,'*  which  tune  waa  immediatotjr 
played  by  the  bend.  On  the  mount,  qipoaite  to 
tbia  bridge,  an  elegant  Grecian  temple  was  erect* 
ed^  snmnnded  by  eight  beantiAil  marUe  pillars. 
Tlie  interior  of  tbia  budding  was  hned  with  purple, 
end  in  the  eentre.  waa  a  large  transparency  of  the 
eye  of  Providence,  beaming  with  radiancy  upon 
the  portrait  of  Hia  Majaaty,  and  sunnounted  bgr 
stars  of  lamps.  From  the  temple  a  double  stairw 
case,  drscendcd  to  the  edge  of  the  water  ^  and  m, 
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the  windings  of  ttm  itiiitMc  w«e  phoed  raw 
altars  bunung  with  incense. 
On  the  lawn  were  twdve  marquees,  where  the 

company  partook  of  tea  and  cofiee  during  the  fire- 
woiks;  CDwrs  als»  were  had  in  tfacprincipd  dining 
rooms  of  the  house,  and  at  twelve  the  visitors  sal 
down  t»  n  degant  rapper,  oonsiiting  of  all  the  de- 
licacies of  the  season.  The  frames  were  bciiutifiilly 
done  in  emblemstic  flgnres,  the  chirf  of  which  le* 
presented  Britannia  kneeling  by  the  lion,  with  the 
.  eye  of  Ptovidenoe  above,  and,  uodemeatb,  this  in- 
•cripttori,  written  by  Pi  iiiuess  Btzabeth  s 

Britaimia,  grateiul  to  Providence,  cdebiates 
tfie  fiftieth  year  ot  n  reign  saeied  to  pie^  snd 
virtue.** 

Ob  the  island  in  the  middlo  of  the  riieet  ef 

water  a  temple  was  erected,  being  a  sc^uare  building 

ornamented  with  Doric  colnmns,  snnuoeuted  fay  a 

dome,  bearing  emblematical  Hgurcs,  descriptive  of 
the  happy  event  now  celebnited*  Fronting  the 
vista,  or  grand  promenade  walk,  leading  from  As 
hottse  -to  the  lake,  was  a  bridge,  consisting  of  only 
one  ardi,  like  the  Rialto  at  Venice,  decorated  aad 
iUuminated.  In  the  centre  of  the  temple  was  an 
altar,  elassically  ornamented  in  the  allegorical  style, 
the  designs  of  which  were  furnished  by  the  Princess 
Elizabeth.  Fronting  the  altar  wbb  a  female  Hgm 
of  Gratitude,  kneehug,  and  exactly  resembling  die 
Venns  ^  Cleomenet/   The  temple  and  bri^gt 
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wcra  the  oaly  erections  tna4e  at  Frogmore  cq^^re^ly

In  the  town  of  Windsor  there  were  two  grand 
triumphal  arches  ^  which  extended  fipoM

haU,  was  decorated  with  obeliaks  and  devices  in 
tianaparaal  eolewa  I  aiid  the  aeeond,  ia  Sheet  liBiie, 
wbicb  waa  put  up  at  the  aoie  expense  of  Mr.  Tib«  . 
iMtt,  carpenter  to  the  Boaid  of  WoAa  at  WumU 
had  ,i|o  kss  than  two  tiiousand  variegated 
Iwnpa* 

Ti>e  mumtene^  of  these  details  will  be  excused 
kj  bim  who  lefleeta  tiiat  anch  loeideDta  aso  ilhi». 
trative  of  pcrsoiial  character,  as  well  as  of  the  age 
in  whieh  tbejr  happened.  The  Queen  has  often 
been  stigmatised  with  tbeefaarfecvT  exoasnvof^* 
simoniousoessy  than  winch  notlnng  could  be  wider 
from  the  truths  and  these  fcstiyitiaa  alom,  to  aajr  * 
nothuig  of  ^  hear  acts  of  b^nevoknce,  are  an  ample  re- 
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fitlatioo  of  the  calumny.  And  yetit  u  cnrioi»  thit 
lome  of  those  very  persons  who  industriously  ar* 
oiktod  the  fthdiood,  ffipeetuig  the  ditpotitnB  of 
Her  Majesty,  i^houlcl  have  reproached  her  tor  what 
thqr  inemuiilimtly  enough  termed  ioipnideiit  eL^ 

travagancc.  It  should  be  considered,  however,  that 
tfaia  was  an  event  of  no  ordinary  occurrence ;  and 
tfiat  when  t)ie  Queen  compared  ihe  joy  that  mm 
abounded  with  what  she  bad  witnessed  near  isdty 
yeota  beftte,  on^  her  arrrail  in  En^tand^  it  wai 
hardly  possible  for  her  to  avoid  sharing  in  the 
geneiol  glednaaa^  * 

But  this  great  natioiial  feast  of  tlianksgiviug 
waa  not  attended  with  mere  pi^eantry  and 
entertanuiients.  -  It  was  distinguished  also  by  the 
auhitantial  Mcrifioea  of  memy  and  chari^*  l^fg^ 
subscriptions  were  entered  into  for  the  relief  of  the 
diaticased;  and  liis  Majesty,  besides  sending  two 
thousand  {lounda  to  the  aociety  Ibr  the  diadiarge  cf 
small  debts  m  I^ondon,  transmitted  one  thousand 
to  Scotland^  and  a  like  sum  to  Ireland,  fcr  the 
same  purpose.  In  the  same  spuit  oi  kindness^  he 
cauaed  all  the  prisonere  of  war  then  on  their  parole^ 
with  the  exception  of  the  French,  to  be  liberated : 
and  tho  only  raaaon  why  the  people  of  the  lattar 

nation  were  excluded,  wa^i  tlie  barbarity  sliewn  to 
the  Engliah  wherever  Buonaparte  eould  extend  hk 
arbitrary  mandate. 

On  tbcv  seventeenth  of  January,  1810^  Her  Ma- 
jesty held  a  private  court  at  Buckingham  House^ 
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vviieri^  the  Persian  ambassador  was  intrudumi  with 

Km  acdentiab  and  pmrntM,  wbidi  hat  oonsiitcd  cf 

boxes  of  jewels,  rich  shawls  of  great  value,  aud  a 
BMMl  cnmuf  ourpet 

The  day  following  was  observed  in  the  usual 
manner  at  St.  J$xai6B*§,  the  drawmg-rooBi  bttng 
attended  bjr  all  the  people  of  fiithion  hi  town,  and 
Quixierous  pr^eniations  took  place ;  throughout  the 
whole  of  which  fatigaing  eeremony  the  Queen, 
though  now  ueariy  sixt^^-six  years  of  age,  couducted 
henelf  with  perfcet  case  and  eondcaeension. 

Yet,  in  tlie  uadjit  of  gaiety,  tiie  heart  it  often 
heavy,  and  even  the  efienresceaee  of  joy  tonebea 

upon  the  extreme  of  son uw.    Thus^  at  the  prehent 

tin^  while  the  appearanoe  oS  felicity  waa  kept  np 

by  the  British  court,  and  while  the  feelings  uf  a 
loyal  people  overflowed  in  the  demoottration  of 
attachment  to  the  best  of  »ovef>ejffnt,  the  dood  of 
trouble  was  about  to  damp  the  eiyoymeots  of  the 
palace,  and  to  spread  eonsternaitoo  'over  the  country. 
The  Pnucess  Aineha,  their  majesties'  yomige^it 
danghtar,  had  long  been  in  a  declining  state  of 
health ;  £or  which,  among  other  means  employed, 
the  tea-air  and  bathing  had  hitherto  proved  moat 

beneficial,  but  witl)Out  atfoiduig  any  Haltering  pross^ 

pect  of  reocyveiy.  At  the  beginning  ot  this  year, 
the  disorder  of  her  royal  highness  asanmed  a  inora 
alamiing  aspect;  and  as  the  summer  advanced, 
tymptoms  arose  whidi  tet  all  OMdical  aldB  at  de« 
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fbnee.   From  her  eariioit  yoyth  abe  was  ef  a  verf 

delicate  constitution,  and  was  frequently  attadnl 
wkh  aerioaa  eompUdnta,  wfai^  mcreas^  as  ibe 
grew  up ;  and,  though  partially  rriiWed,  tliey  oevw 
failed  to  leeur  at  certain  periods,  and  generally 
under  new  forms,  with  aggraveted  tcvcri  t v     At  tba 
bfigiiiiiiiiit  of  autumni  the  princess  was  attacked 
whh  St  Anthony's  ftre  to  a  violeat  degree,  whieh 
broo^t  on  such  excruciating  pains  as  could  not 
but  ahfltter  a  fifmine  naturally  tender^  and  akeadf 
weakened  by  the  repeated  assaults  of  an  incurable 
wmMj.  During  the  whdeef  her  lufKesinga^  wUch 
^mgiMtgp  cannot  describe,  slie  displayed  the  noblest 
Chriitian  {eititnde}  and  iim  spirit  of  pioos  reaigiia- 
tion  to  tlie  will  of  Providence  increased  in  propoT 
tkm  to  her  egoeiesi  to  that  she  traly  oTercame  the 
sting  of  death  by  the  power  of  faith.  While  thus  she 
ky  kngukhing  in  expectation  of  her  last  liour,  the 
•  King  attended  her  constantly,  admlnbtering  to  to 
child  erery  consolation  that  could  be  drawn  from  re- 
ligion, thoiigli  hia  own  heart  aiHfered  dreodAdly  ia 
witnessing  the  pains  which  be  could  not  alleviate. 

Nor  did  the  Qneen  feel  bit  aentely  for  her  daagb- 

ter  and  husband,  between  both  of  whom,  at  this 
awfhl  eaaaon^  her  cwea  wefe  dmded.   The  whole 

family,  indeed,  were  depressed  with  sorrow ;  aod 
at  the  sane  time  that  every  one  knew  thoe  wn 
no  hope  of  recovery,  all  seemed  to  dread  As 
amvai  of  the  uoaneat  q{  separatioi^  which,  to  the 
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mjml  psIiMt  heml^  wm  Ait  of  dkmble  deliver- 
aaoe*  or  the  lant  few  dayi^  the  strength  oi  the 
)«inettB  rapidly  wore  «w«y,  md  ibe  SnA  dioot 
twelve  o*ck>ck  ou  the  second  of  November,  without 
the  kiet  oommlnve  motioiiy  w  ooe  dropping  imi 
sibly  aud  cal udy  into  a  gentle  8leep«  A  short  time 
hefbce  her  dcttth^  wiehing  to  |NnetODt  bar  ▼fwrrabto 
father  witii  a  token  of  filial  duty  aud  affection,  she 
ented  e  ring  to  be  awde,  oootsiiibig  m  somU  lock 

of  her  hair,  inclosed  under  a  crystal  tablet,  set 
NMad  with  a  few  aperks  of  dumcNids.  When  tfab 
affecting  memorial  wet  eoiif|)leled,  Am  kept  it  in 
her  hand  till  the  King  came  to  pay  bia  tuuel  riait» 
when  die  plaeed  it  bertdf  Qpea  fab  Anger,  awd 
then  said,  at  fine  though  pallid  features  wem 
tniMd  fondly  towardt  the  eibcttd  cmintenanee  ef 
her  august  parent,  "  Take  this  tokea»  to  remem* 
berme.*' 

The  effect  of  this  present  oa  the  paternal  heart 
of  Hit  Mi^mty,  after  to  many  tefeie  triab  dariog 
his  daughter  s  illness,  wa«  like  that  of  an  electric 
tliodc.  He  withdrew  £roin  the  apartment  over- 
peweitd  with  grief,  and  never 
The  princess  having  thus  gratihed  her  anxious  de- 
mte^  resigned  herself  to  the  ttroke  of  fiifee^  and  in 
a  few  diiys  expired,  without  knowing  that  her  father 
wee  ai,  and  that  by  her  innooant  endearmnl  the 
Jiad  been  the  cause  of  his  malady. 

In  pemot  her  mjnl  higfanett  war  taU  and  dtBMbr^ 
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with  an  air  remTkahly  gncoful  and  pgcpawM>iH|^ 

although  a  long  course  of  indisposition  had  im- 
pmiad  itoking  mariui  oa  her  chanuiiig  and  esqpm* 
meixMintaiaiiioe.  Tbii  Acqoenejr  of  iltlwcldi  pro* 
vented  ber  from  studying  so  deeply  as  her  elder 
iuteii  and  yat  ahe  had  cnltmted  tba'Ane  arts 
with  great  success.  In  muaic  and  painting  she  was 
a  jproftdwot;  and  iisw  could  aqoal  her  en  tfaa 
piano-forte.  Notwiih&landiug  a  long  and  agoiu/^iag 
mknrm,  which^  like  the  oankcr-wemiy  preyed  io* 
wardly  upon  her  constitution^  she  was  generally 
eheerfid^  and  ever  atndied  to  corneal  bertnAriaga 

as  much  as  possible,  to  avoid  giviiig  pain  to  her 
fiianda  and  attendants.  In  performnig  the  duties 
of  hnananity  she  was  1nd«4attgable ;  and  in  the  te- 
ladooa  at  domest&c  liie  nothing  couid  exceed  her 
attention,  aasidirity,  and  aHeodon. 

The  remains  ui  her  royal  highness  were  on  the 
night  of  the  fourteenth  privately  intemd  in  St 
George's  Chapel ;  and  during  tiie  ^ whole  day  on 
wbidi  the  funeral  todt  place  the  ahopa  in  Windsor 

and  Eton  were  shut  up :  as  a  ^jirtiicr  tcsUniouy  of 

mpect  to  the  memoty  of  the  prhieesa)  aeafoety  aa 

individual  was  to  be  seen  in  the  streets  who  wa^  uo; 
•ttirod  m  moumiog. 

The  princess,  by  her  will,  directed  that  all  her 
Jewels  should  be  sold  for  the  paymeut  of  what  ske 
owed,  and  the  discharge  of  a  few  haqoeitt ;  bntths 
IVuicc  uf  Walesy  v,  lio  was  left  residuary  legatee^ 
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gave  the  whole  of  the  property  to  the  Princess 
Maiy,  who  had  inoeiaandy  watched  the  djring  bed 
of  her  sister,  taking  upon  herself  the  responsibility 
of  aettKnf  all  the  claims.  Ooe  extraordinary  and 
affecting  testimony  to  the  exalted  virtues  of  the 
deceased  appeared  hi  the  e&ct  produced  by  her 
demise  upon  Miss  Gaskoin^  a  favourite  attendant, 
who  sorrowed  ibr  her  loss  to  such  a  degree^  thatj  in 
a  abort  timey  ahe  followed  her  roytl  miatress  to  the 
grave.  Out  of  respect  to  this  excelieut  young  lady, 
Hia  Majesty  oidand  that  bar  mmmm  Aaaki  be 
deposited  as  near  as  possible  to  the  royal  vault,  and 
a  nuurible  tablet  to  be  placed  on  the  right  hand  aisle 
of  St  George*s  Chapel,  with  the  following  iu-

At  tiie  beginoiiig  of  October,  His  Majesty  be* 

trayed  symptoms  of  nervous  debility,  whieh  pro- 
ceeded from  intenie  enxiety  about  the  state  of  hit 
beloved  ehild ;  but  though  the  disorder  appeared  at 
first  in  a  gentie  form,. it  oootiaiied  to  increase  till 
the  end  of  the  months  when  he  became  incapaUe 
of  transacting  business*  In  tbe  tint  week  of  No- 
vember, the  mental  irritability  was  so  very  great, 
that  the  Kmg  had  scarcely  any  clear  idea  of  per3oa& 
or  dronmstanoes  for  two  minutes  together ;  m  eon- 
sequence  of  which,  parliameut  raet  without  any 
farther  prorogatioi^  bat  a4)omiied  again  for  a  fioft- 
night;  at  the  expiration  of  which  time,  a  farther 
adjoummentiook  plaoe  till  the  twentieth  of  Deoeo- 
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her,  when  a  warm  debate  ensued  on  the  propositions 
brought  forward  by  the  minister  rtlative  to  the  state 
of  the  nation.  The  precedent  in  IJS^i  iormed  the 
basis  of  the  present  prooeedingSy  and  while  it  was 
propusL'd  to  commit  the  powers  of  governniciit,  w  ith 
limitations,  into  the  hands  of  the  Prince  of  Wales, 
the  care  and  guardianship  of  the  King*s  person, 
together  with  the  entire  appointment  and  direction 
of  the  household,  were  to  be  entrusted  to  the  Queen, 
and  the  council  appomted  to  assist  Her  Miyesty  in 
the  discharge  of  the  weighty  trust  It  was  not  to 
be  expected  that  such  a  measure  would  pass  without 
opposition,  and  accordingly  a  fierce  one  was  made 
through  all  the  stages  of  the  proposluonSj  which, 
however,  were  carried,  with  modifications,  through 

both  houses, >  who  concurred  in  au  address  to  the 
Queen,  expressing  a  hope  that  she  would  be  gra» 
ciously  pleased  to  undertake  the  important  duties 
propo^  to  be  invested  in  Her  Majesty  as  soon  as 
an  act  of  parliament  should  have  been  passed  for 
carrying  the  resolution  into  eiiect.  To  this  address 
Her  Majesty  made  this  re])ly  : 

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 
*^  That  sense  of  duty  and  graiuudc  to  the  King, 
and  of  obligation  to  this  country,  which  induced 
me  in  the  year  1789  readily  to  promise  my  most 
earnest  attention  to  the  anxious  and  momentous 
trust  at  that  time  intended  to  be  reposed  in  me  by 
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pariiameaty  U  <trengthgiied»  it  pot»ibie»  by  the 
iniiiiteiTuptod  enjoyment  of  lihofe  blewings  whkli 
I  have  cotitniucd  to  experience  under  the  protection 
of  His  Majesty  linoe  that  period :  and  I  ihoold  be 
wanting  to  ail  my  duties  if  I  hesitated  to  accept  the 
•acred  tniat  which  is  ncm  offsied  to  me.  Hie 
assistancCj  lu  point  of  counsel  and  advice^  which 
the  wisdom  of  parliament  proposes  to  pnmde  Soi 
me,  will  make  me  midertake  the  charge  with  greater 
hopesj  that  I  may  be  able  8atishict(»ily  to  fulfil  the 
importani  duties  which  it  most  impose  upon  ne. 
Of  the  nature  and  importance  of  that  chai|;e,  I 
cannot  but  he  dnly  sensible,  invdtring,  as  it  does, 
every  thing  which  is  valuable  to  myself,  as  well  as 
the  highest  interests  of  a  people  endeared  to  me  by 
so  many  ties  and  considerations  ;  but  by  nothing 
so  strcHigly  as  by  their  steady » loyal,  and  affiactiooate 
attachment  to  the  best  of  kings^* 

During  the  progress  of  the  bill.  His  Maji  t} 
became  more  tranc^uil,  collected,  and  even  niqui- 
sitive  into  the  state  of  public  affiin(»  so  as  to  hold 
out  the  hopes  of  a  speedy  recovery.  Still,  liow- 
evcr^  it  was  expedient  that  the  r^ency  should  be 

settled  lor  the  discharge  of  the  proper  functions  of 
government^  and  the  Prince  entered  upon  his  high 
office  under  the  restrictions  which  the  wisdm  of 
parliament  had  thought  it  prudent  to  impose.  By 
the  middle  of  May^  the  King  was  so  far  restored  to 
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tbe  possession  of  his  faculties^  that^  on  the  nine* 
teenth,  be  went  to  Her  Majfesty^t  'iqiartmeiits  in 
Windsor  Castle  for  the  first  time  after  his  contine- 
menty  to  oongrrtnbtie  her  iqpon  ib»  return  of  her 
birth-day.  Tbe  scene  was  uncouiiuouly  interesting, 
and  the  whxAe  of  the  royal  fiunily  were  preaeiri^  to 

share  in  the  pleasure  which  it  afforded.  On  the 
IbUowiDg  day,  tbe  iobabitant.  of  Wind.or  were 
fivtiflfld  hy  the  €nt  aj^iearance  of  Aeir  wnerable 
sovereign  on  horseback  after  hia  illness.  His  M»- 
jcst\  rode  between  two  eqnemes^  one  of  whom 
guided  his  horse^  with  a  cane  which  had  a  crook 
at  one  end  of  it,  for  the  purpose.  cS  eatching  Ae 
bridle.    The  King  was  accuiupaiued  in  this  excur- 

rion  by  the  IVnieeMes  Augoata 

whom  lie  chatted  in  his  usual  cheerful  way. 

On  die  thirtemth  of  tbe  following  months  tbe 
Prince  Regent  geve  a  most  spleodBd  ftte  at  CMton 
House,  with  a  two-fold  motive ;  firsts  in  honour  of 
die  birth-day  of  his  august  parent ;  and,  secondly, 
to  benefit  the  numerous  classes  of  British  artizaos 
and  tiedeimen,  who,  by  the  illness  <tf  the  sove- 
reign, aad  the  discontinuance  of  the  accustomed 
spleadoar  ct  the  cotnt;  had  been  deprived  of  many 

« 

advantages.    His  royal  highness,  therefore,  deteii' 

mined  to  exhibit  a  magnifieent  entertainment,  not 


out  €ff  ostentation,  but  with  a  view  to  general 
utility;  on  which  account  he  escpressed  his  wish 
that  ili  the  Mted  gneiCi  wonk!  ettend  in  faebiti  of 
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native  mauuiacturc.  But  this  gleam  of  joy,  occa- 
sioned  by  the  mmrifld  state  of  Hit  Miyeaty  ■  beakby 
was  suddenly  extinguished,  and  before  the  expira- 
tion of  a  looath,  the  disorder  return^  with  suddea 
and  fiightfel  violence.  The  immediate  eause  of 
this  repercussion  was  never  made  iLoown  to  the 
public ;  but  there  can  be  little  doubt  of  the  het, 
that  tlie  being  deprived  of  power^  and  an  appre- 
hension of  political  changes,  contrary  to  His  Ma- 
jesty's  seniuueats^  operated  so  strongly  on  inn  nmd 
as  to  firoduce  an  incnrabie  exaeerbataoiL. 

ISothing,  ot  course,  was  Icit  uudoiic  tiiat  could 
possibly  be  thought  of  to  tranquilliae  the  loysi  pa- 
tient, to  dissipate  his  fears,' and  win  his  confidence; 
but  all  these  attempts  only  served  to  heighten  tbe 
disease,  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year  an  ofidsl 
report  was  made,  in  which  it  wa&  stated,  that 
thonf^  some  of  tiie  physiciana  did  not  absolnteljr 
pronounce  a  recovery  impossible,  yet,  that  under 
all  tbe  drcumstancea  of  the  case,  it  was  their  nna- 
niiuous  opinion  that  such  an  event  was  scarcely 
probable.  In  this  gloomy  state  of  things  parlia* 
ment  assembled  on  the  seventh  of  January,  181:2; 
and  as  on  that  day  the  Pnncess  Charlotte  enleied 
the  seventeenth  year  of  her  age^  the  same  was  ob- 
served with  due  distinction  at  Carlton  Uouse^  where 
Her  Majesty,  the  princesses,  and  a  sdeet  part\', 
were  sumptuously  euiertained*  A  iew  days  atier- 
warda  the  chanocUor  of  tbe  esehequer  prspowd 
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ind  carried  a  motion  for  granting  a  permanent  ad- 
dition of  ten  thouBand  a-year  to  Her  Majesty's 
moome,  which^  however,  was  ▼igorously  resistod'  by 
the  leaders  oi  the  opposition^  as  a  measure  rather 
calculated  to  increase  the  ministerial  influence^ 
than  for  the  benefit  of  the  royal  family. 

After  a  lapse  of  two  years,  tbe  splen<four  of  the 
court  was  revived  in  a  drawing-room,  held  by  Her 
Miyesty  at  St  James's  on  the  last  day  of  April, 
which  was  numerously  attciided;  and  iii  the  evening, 
the  Pnnce  li^nt  gave  a  grand  entertainment  to 
the  Queen,  princmes,  and  a  very  large  party  of 
the  nobility. 

The  mdancholy  fate  of  that  upright  statesman, 
Mr.  Perceval,  who  fell  by  the  hands  of  an  assassin, 
in  the  sanctuary  of  the  constitution,  made  a  deep 
impression  upon  tbe  Queen,  who,  as  well  as  the 
King,  had  ever  entertained  a  great  respect  for  his 
eminent  talents  and  unostenUtious  virtues.  The 
steady  conduct  of  this  excellent  man  in  the  settle- 
ment  of  the  regency  contributed  to  raise  him  still 
higher  in  the  estimation  of  Her  Majesty,  apd 
of  almoft  evety  branch  of  the  royal  family.  Such 
indeed  was  the  sterUng  worth,  and  engaging  manners, 
of  Mr.  Perceval,  that  no  one  could  become  slightly 
acquainted  with  him,  and  forbear  the  wish  to  culti* 
vate  a  closer  intimacy. 

Both  the  Queen  and  the  Regent,  therefore,  felt  dm 
loss  very  acutely,  aa  out  not  easily  repaired,  and 
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which  at  that  critical  juncture  of  afiaira  was  UiEeljr 

to  prove  extremely  iiyurious  to  the  public  iateresU. 

Great  changes  in  the  political  worid  were  na^ 
tiirally  expected  to  be  the  consequence  of  this  cala- 
mitous evenly  and  for  some  weeks  the  executive  go- 
vernment stood  suspended,  waiting  the  appointment 
of  new  ministers  in  tlie  room  of  those  who  then 
acted,  but  who  in  fact  had  already  resigned  their 
places.  At  length,  however,  after  every  honourable 
effort  had  been  made  in  vain  to  unite  the  different 
leaders  of  the  opposition,  the  Prince  very  judici- 
,ously  renewed  the  power  of  tlie  adaiioistration, 
which  had  received  what  was  conridered  a  death- 
blow ;  and  tlie  nation  iiad  soon  reason  to  applaud 
the  resolution. 

In  the  mean  time^  the  disorder  of  the  King  took 
a  very  unfavourable  turn,  and  the  paroxysms  which 
he  suffered  exceeded  what  had  occurred  since  his 
illness.  Some  of  these  attacks  lasted  without 
intermission  fifty  or  sixty  hours,  and  at  one  time 
the  royal  patient  was  left  in  a  speechless  state,  so 
as  to  create  the  most  fearful  aj^rehensions  in  the 
minds  of  his  medical  attendants. 

Nothing  but  the  strength  of  a  constitution  invigo- 
rated by  temperance  could  have  borne  up  against 
this  fearful  conflict  in  the  system,  the  agitation  of 
which,  both  in  violence  and,  duration,  astonished 
those  who  were  called  to  the  painful  task  of  wit- 
nessing the  scene.   Sometime  previous  to  this,  the 
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Qhod^  aeawmimied  hy  one  or  two  of  die  ptbth 

cesses,  uaed  to  visit  His  Majesty  ior  an  hour  or  more 
eiery  iky;  andtboaghhudiaooiiiriefrat  Fi|Mdy  with 
frequent  wanderingSy  yet  upon  the  wliole  he  was 
cdnife  end  never  fiuled  to  feoosiuEe  the  nreffliiOB 

of  his  family.  But  now  this  solace  could  be  no  1  onager 
Clayed :  hia  noeatal  eberrations  werecoatioual^  and 
adttk  ckmd  teeenied  to  have  blotted  oat  the  mneau 
braiice  of  all  exiating  objects  for  ever.    StiU,  amidst 

iacnby  were  not  aitogethcr  without  hop^  of  a  p^ir- 
tkl  leooferyy  in  wlueh  idee  they  weie  enoounged 

by  what   had  occurred  after  furuier  paroxysms. 

This  jodgmcnt  leoeived  aome  eonfinnetioa;  end 

diough  the  royal  sufferer  did  not  regain  the  powers 
of  inteUectual  discernment^  his  bodily  health  waa 
ipeedily  recniiled,  end  in  e  ehort  time  he  wea  pK^  , 
nounced  to  b€^  in  that  reppect»  as  well  as  he  wee 
bc&mtlie  iwent  attack. 

While  tlie  British  n^ition  was  thus  inwardly  dis- 
tmaed,  she  had  the  cooaobtion  tx>  see  ber  exertions 
successful  ill  the  deliverance  of  others ;  and  though 
*  dismal  and  cheeriess  gloom  had  entered  into  her 
own  palaces^  the  light  of  joy  was  beaming,  hy  her 
BMna^  over  distant  lands*  Hie  stnqg^  for  inde- 
pcndoice  in  the  Peninsula,  aided  by  the  powerful 
operations  oi  Mi^-  Jtintish  army  under  the  iUustrions 
Wellington,  now  eseited  tile  atfesntieii  end  eager 
^^pec^ation .  of  all  fiurofie.   A  mighty  crisis  was  . 
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evideotly  approacbmg«  and  evcu  tbose^  who  badiong; 
abmdmed  all  hope  of  aeeing  a  tenninatkm  put  tir 
the  ambitious  career  oi  tlie  usurper  of  the  FreoGb 
thnme,  began  to  think  that  hk  uM,  Foftune,  wm 
about  to  cxliibit  another  instance  of  her  lucoa- 
ftancy.  Bnt  thejr,  whc^  mindfiil  of  deeper  eauie^ 
calmly  reflected  that  in  the  excess  of  power  gained 
by  chme^  the  elements  ot  aelf-destniction  are  oeces- 
larUy  aecnmiikled  with  the  meana  of  opprenoay 
looked  upon  the  passing  scene  as  preluding  an  im- 
portant change  far  the  repoal^  of  the  woiU* 

It  was  impossible  that  persons  who  viewed  things 
in  this  light  could  avoid  tnming  their  thoogtab 
With  sjaipathetic  concern  towards  the  exiled  iaiii  iy 
of  Fiance,  then  enjoyinf  on  Bhtish  gromid  tbsi 
security  and  hospitality  which  had  been  cruelly 
denied  them  eveiy  where  else. 

PersecQted  by  the  usurper  of  then*  inheritance, 
and  abandoned  m  their  utmost  need  by  the  mo- 
narchs  of  their  own  bloodi  they  fennd  a  tranqail 
asylum  in  this  island,  even  when  peace  with  die 
oppressor  might  have  been  obtained  by  their  a* 
pulsion. 

Whatever  reason,  therefore^  England  has  to  be 

proud  of  iier  achievements  by  land  and  sea,  this 
triumph  of  honour  and  humanity  far  exceeded  ia 
solid  glory  all  the  splendour  of  her  victories. 

As  such  it  was  duly  appreciated  by  both  tbe 
royal  families ;  and  exquifile  must  have  been  dicir 
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mttbial  liBdBiiif  when  they  mettogvlber  atOadawbi 

oa  tiie  tlui  tieth  of  Juiy^  when  the  Duke  and  Du- 
cbflM  of  York  gave  a  apleodid  entertaanmnt,  %i 

which  were  present,  with  tlic  Queen  and  most  of  the 
royal  £Mmiy»  aU  the  meiaben  of  the  Uoiue  of 
Bourbon  then  in  England. 

The  biiihKlay  of  the  Fnnce  Acgent  was  tbi»  year 
publicly  celobratod  for  the  first  time,  on  wbkh  oo- 
Her  M^yetty  enterUuned  his  royal  highness 
and  mnnaMvoiia  party  at  Aognore. 

On  the  twenty-fourtii  oi  iMarch,  1813^  the  Du- 
dma-Dowager  of  Bromwick  diadt  in  the  sefenfy*. 
sixth  year  of  her  age,  having  bceu  ill  only  two 
and  in  the  folkming  waek  bar  reniatiM  wore 
interred  in  the  new  cemetery  at  Windsor. 

Ji,  ahort  timo after  this  eveat,  anincid^t  ooeurred 
which  greatly  affected  the  Queen,  and  bad  like  to 
have  proved  of  very  serious  cousequcnce. 

Misa  Dttfenport,  who  was  bom  in  the  houiehoki, 
where  her  mother  had  for  near  forty  years  ecyoyed 
a  r«qiectaUe  aitnatioa^  foil  into  a  desponding  way 
on  the  death  of  the  Princess  Amelia ;  but  as  she 
exhibited  no  symptesns  of  noknt  derangement, 
little  notice  was  taken  of  her  eccentricities.  She 
a^it  in  the  tower  OYcr  the  Queen  s  bed-room ;  and 
about  five  o'clock  iu  the  morning  of  the  seootidctf 
May  Hmr  Miyesty  was  awakened  by  a  loud  knock- 
ui^  at  the  outward  door  of  her  chamber,  acoompa^ 
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nied  With  trightrul  screams.  Mrs.  Beckendorf,  the 
Queen's  dresser^  who  skpt  in  the  same  room  with 
Her  Majesty,  instaaflf  eroee,  and  both  fer  nam 
time  hesitated  about  what  was  to  be  done.  Oa 
aioertaining  a  female  rmc^,  Mn.  Beckeadorf  aiowlf 
opened  the  inner  door,  and  ventured  out  into  the 
iqpartmeiit  from  whence  the  noise  prooeeded,  where 
she  was  enocmntered  by  Miss  Dsnmpoit  with 
extreme  ferocity,  demanding  access  to  the  QueeD. 
She  had  a  letter  in  her  band,  which  she  iamiKi 
upon  delivering  to  Her  Majesty,  who  heard  all  tliat 
pavsedj  and  was  in  great  distress  for  Mrs.  BedBm- 
dorf,  without  being  able  to  render  her  the  lesit 
assistance.  After  a  long  stnaggk^  that  lady  iiio* 
oeeded  in  keeping  off  the  unhappy  maniac  tPI 
Mr.  Grobecker^  the  Queen's  page,  arrived  with  two 
footmen;  but  even  diese  three  oouki  not  manage  dis 

poor  creature  without  calling  Mr.  Meyer,  the  porter, 
who  being  a  very  powerfol  man,  carried  her  up 
stairs  to  her  own  room.  Dr.  Willis  was  tiien  sent 
for^  by  whose  directions  a  straight  waistcoat  was  put 
OQ^  and  Miss  Davenport  instantly  conv^nd  in  a 
post-chaisc  to  an  asyiuiii  tor  lunatics  at  Hoxton. 

OnSunday,  the  third  of  Ootober,  this  year«  Her 
M^estjr  and  two  of  the  princesses  went  to  ess 
the  solemnity  of  an  episcopal  consecration,  per- 
fonned  in  An  chapel  of  the  Arehbisfaop  of  Gsn* 
terbury.    Dr.   Howiey^  the  Bbhop  of  London, 
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was  iht  prdttte  who  received  this  diitinctioii ;  and 

he  is  the  only  dlTine  in  the  present  reign  who 
has  been  so  honoured.  After  the  cefemoiiy^  which 
aoade  a  deep  impression  upon  the  Queen  and  her 
daughters^  they  partook  of  an  elegant  collation^ 
and  at  three  oVlock  returned  to  Bud^ingham 
House.

A  CENTURA  had  now  elapsed  since  the  accession 
of  the  house  of  Branftwick  to  the  throoe  of  ttee 
realms ;  diid  the  year  which  couipleted  the  cycle 
was  disttngiiithed  by  erents  that  ooatributed  to 
heighten  the  national  joy  in  the  oommemoratioii 
the  interesting  period. 

The  arriral  of  the  Duchess  of  OMeiilnirg  io  hanr 
doQ^  at  the  end  of  Marchj  seemed  like  the  hsr- 
binger  of  a  delightfiil  springs  after  a  long  and  chee^ 

less  winter.  This  amiable  and  accomphshed  plW* 
cess  received  from  all  ranks  of  persons  the  most  cor- 
dial welcome  %  and  the  Queen,  with  the  whole  sf 

her  family^  strove  by  every  exertion  to  render  tiw 
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Stay  of  the  illuitrioiit  itnuiiger  ui  England  as  agiw* 

able  as  possible. 
The  departure  of  the  King  of  IVnice  to  take  pos- 

session  of  the  throne  of  his  ancestors,  acconipaiiicd 
by  the  reaiamiog  branches  of  the  Bourbrasj  who 
had  mmved  the  revofaitkmarjr  tempeit,  gate  a 
taucixmg  effect  to  this  picture  of  providence;  for 
maieh  it  was  m  all  ita  partB,  as  well  as  in  the  general 
issue.  In  contemplating  the  mighty  change  that 
had  taken  ptaoe^  and  looking  with  astonishment 
Qpoa  the  sudden  down&U  of  the  colossal  power  that 
had  so  recently  defied  and  appalled  the  vTorld^  even 
sceptical  minds  oonld  scarcely  avoid  adopting  the 
language  of  the  philosopliical  orator :      Non  est 

humano  conoilio,  no  tncdiocri  qnidem,  Deontm  un* 

tnortah'um  cura,  res  ilia  perfecta,  religiones  me- 
bercule  ipsK^  qitfe  iiiam  bcUtiaoi  cad^  viderunt 
cotnmorisse  se  Tidentiir,  at  jns  in  illo  sumn  reti- 
nuiase.'*  No  human  wisdom^  indeed,  could  have 
ibreaeen  or  contrived  soeh  an  event,  which  was  alto- 
gether so  far  out  ot  the  ordinary  course  of  things, 
aa  almost  to  give  to  the  scene  an-appearanee  of  the 
divine  agency. 

While  Her  Miyesty  shared  in  the  general  feeling, 
and  was  deeply  gratefol  for  the  blessings  which  pro- 
duced it,  her  spuiu»  were  damped,  and  her  mind  agi- 
tated, by  a  very  nnpleasant  dilemma.  Jt  having 
been  announced  that  the  Kuiperur  Alexander  and 
the  King  of  Fnissia  would  visit  England  in  the

tmme  of  the  smnoMr,  dne  notice  wib  gim  of  tbe 

Queen's  intention  to  hold  two  drawing-rooms  at 
BockinghMD  Uousoy  which  of  coune  excited  a 
^onwtimUm  tmatk  ia  the  fiuduoneble  woiliL'  In 
the  oican  time^  the  Prince  Regent  transmitted  a 
commiiiiiotioii  to  fait  angort  poreut,  io  which  Hii 

Royal  Higluicss  observed,  ^*  that  for  reasons  of 
which  he  alone  wai  tbe  jwkra^  he  had  fenned  a 
fixed  and  tmritenible  determmtttion  never  to  wet 
the  Prioceas  of  Wales  upon  any  occaaion,  either  ia 
pablk  4»  private.** 

Tims  situated,  the  Queen  had  no  alternative ;  fofj 
aa  the  pmence  of  the  Regent  a*  ooort  waa  indiiiice- 
sibk,  and  he  had  himself  clogged  it  with  a  condi- 
tioQj  nothing  wai  ieit  to  Her  Majesty  but  to  apprue 
the  princeaa  that  she  eonld  not  be  raeeifed  at  lie 
drawing- room,  «Tiiis  communication  was  followed 
by  a  correepondenec^  in  whkh  the  prineeee  intn^ 

duccd  much  irrelevant  matter,  not  umnixctl  with 
hitter  reproach  and  indignant  meiiaoe.  In  tier 
letter  to  the  Queen,  the  princess,  after  beseeching 
Her  Miyesty  to  acquaint  the  iliiistrious  s^aagers 
with  the  reason  of  her  absence^  Tory  stiangely  sig- 
nilied  her  intentiou  ul  making  the  cause  public  ta 
all  tbe  worU*  In  anawer  to  this  long  note^  Ike 

Queen  took  notice  of  this  curious  request  and  daJ»- 
ration,  in  the  ioUowing  terms;  Her  M^)tity 
eoidd  have  felt  no  heritalion  in  coounmioadng  to 

the  Ulustnous  strangers  -who  may  possibly  be

pratCBt  «t  her  court,  the  circumstances  which  will 
prevent  the  Princess  of  Wales  irom  ajppeahog  tbm^ 
if  Her  Rojnid  HigbneM  had  not  iwdered  %  oook 
pliauce  with  her  wish  to  this  effect  unnecessaiy^  by 
intiBUitiiig  her  inimitmi  of  mldng  paUie  Ae  ctim 
of  her  absence."  Tliia  diew  a  reply,  in  wliicli  the 
priiMMe  endeavoured  to  reconcile  the  inecmiiitencf 
of  aeking  the  Queen  to  do  that  which  she  was  about 
to  perfomi  herself ;  but  Her  Majesty,  m  acknowledg- 
mg  the  racript  of  the  nofe^  dedinedeny  fiother  disene* 
sioa  of  the  subject.  The  princess^  however,  was  as 
goodashermrd,  and  the  letters  not  only  nude  their 

appearance  lu  the  daily  priuts,  but  were  transmitted 
by  her  to  the  qieaker  of  the  Honse  of  OomnKam 
which  produced  some  Tehement  speeches,  and  hed 
the  eftct  of  procuring  for  her  royal  highness  a  par- 
Kamentary  grant  of  thirty^e  thousand  acyear. 

Amidst  this  ungracious  business,  the  Queen  and 
the  Prince  were  exposed  to  much  obloquy;  and  the 
insults  offered  to  them  by  the  misguided  populace 
reflected  disgrace  upon  those^  who^  from  party  mo- 
tifisa,  took  a  pIsesQua  in  spreading  a  flune  wUch 
they  ought  to  have  extinguished. 

During  these  heats,  the  allied  sovmigna  landed 
at  Dover;  and  may  Englishmen  ever  remember 
with  honest  pride  the  emphatic  riBehmiatMHi  of  the 
Emperor,  "  God  be  praised  I  I  have  iet  my  foot 
^pon  the  land  which  hes  saved  us  allT 

On  the  eighth  of  Junc^  the  day  aaar  thesrawiynfm 
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liondon,  a  oouf^  fmefxraiplod  in  potnt  of  fplcnkMnv 
was  held  at  the  Uueeu^s  palace,  expressly  for  their 
introduction  %  after  which.  Her  Miyarty,  the  prin* 
oestes^  and  their  illustrious  visitors^  dined  with  the 
Prince  Regent  at  Carlton  House.  On  the  toBtfai 
the  allied  sovereigns,  with  u.  uuinci  ous  train,  went 
to  Ascot  races,  taking  iUcbmood  and  Hamptoa 
Gonrt  by  the  way;  and  on  the  come  theywm 
joined  by  the  Queen  and  her  family^  with  wIkmb 
the^f  afterwards  dined  at  Frogincfe. 

A  detail  of  the  entertainments  which  distinguisiied 
ibis  season  of  festinty-  would  be  periMqpa  amuipgs 
but  it  is  here  unnecessary,  as  Her  Majesty  had  littk 
share  in  them^  owing  to  her  advanced  period  ot  1^ 
and  increasing  infiruittKS*  Wottttng^  bowever,  wit 
omitted  that  could  do  honour  to  the  imperial  aod 
royal  Tisitors^  who  left  the  kingdom,  after  a  slay  of 
three  weeks^  strongly  impressed  with  sentimeutg  oi 
« admiration  and  regard. 

A  cipcumstanoe  happened  at  this  period  wUch 
greatly  a£3icted  tiie  Queen,  and  made  her  alinoi^l 
incapable  of  entering,  with  animated  deligbt,  iata 
the  extraoidinary  spectacle  then  exhibiting!  and  of 
which  her  fiunily  and  court  formed,  as  it  wen^  the 
central  point  of  observation.  While  the  allied  99ve* 
reigns  were  receiving  and  communicating  pieasui^ 
our  venerable  monarch  began  to  evuioe  an  appcir- 
ance  of  returning  reason^  so  tar  indeed  as  to  be 

made  sensible  of  die  great  revolution  that  bad  takes 
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place  in  Europe.  Tiie  Queea  being,  of  course^  duly 
*a}ipruEed  of  thit  pleasingr  change^  ordered  that  she 
sihouid  be  infbriued  when  His  Majesty  was  m  a 
state  capable  of  coinrersatioii.  She  was  so;  and^ 
on  entering  into  the  room,  she  found  the  King 
siugiog  a  liymo^  and  accompanying  it  on  the  harp* 
sichord;  after  which^  he  knelt  down  and  prayed 
mo^t  fervently  for  tlie  Queen^  liis  children^  and  the 
*  joaAtoii,  oondnding  with  an  earnest  sapplicati&n  for 
iuuiscif,  that  it  would  please  tlic  gi ciL  disposer  of 
all  events  to  remove  the  heavy  calamity  under 
which  he  laboured;  but  if  not,  to  give  him  the 
spirit  of  patient  resignation  and  bumble  submission 
to  the  divine  wilL  Having  concluded  this  solemn 
act  of  devotion^  the  aged  pionarch  burst  into  tears : 
the  gleam  of  reason  fled^  aiid  Her  M^iesQr  was  too 
much  moved  by  what  she  had  witnessed  to  disturb 
him  more  by  lier  presence. 

.  Another  occurrence,  which  at  this  period  gave  no 
little  uneasiness  to  the  Queen^  was  the  tiigbt  of  tbc 
Prweess  Chariotte'on  the  evening  of  the  twelfth  of 
July,  from  Brunswick  House,  to. the  residence  of 
ber  mother,  in  Connaught  nace,  Hyde  Park  Cor*^ 
ner.  Notice  of  this  strange  elopement  was  instancy 
despatched  to  Her  Majesfy,  who  bad  a  card  party 
at  Buckingham  House;,  but  which  instantly  broke 
up  .in  consequence  of  an  event  so  utterly  unex- 
pected and  distressing  to  the  parental  feelings  of  the 
Queen. 
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Hafipily,  howcrar,  the  royal  fugitive  was  mil 

convinced  of  the  error  wliich  she  had  committed; 
and  at  three  in  the  moraiDg  she  was  restored  to  the  « 
arms  of  her  fcther  at  Carlton  House. 

While  the  public  mind  was  agitated  on  account  of 
this  singular  a&ir^  and  ereiy  imai^iiatioa  was  ex- 
ercised in  wild  conjectures  respecting  the  cause  of 
it,  aether  oceasion  of  surprize  and  ramonr  arose 

in  the  avowed  declaration  of  the  Princess  of  Wales 
to  withdraw  from  the  kingdom.  No  obstacle  was 
thrown  in  ifie  way  of  this  des^n  on  the  partcf 
gOTemment ;  and  every  thing  that  her  royal  high- 
ness could  reasonably  expect  was  readily  granted 
by  the  Regent,  who  was,  however,  most  unge- 
nerously reproached  in  a  letter  whidi  the  priacefs 
left  behind  her  for  publication,  ^  as  her  most  inve- 
terate enemyj  imposed  upon  by  false  accusers^  and 
enemies  to  her  bonour.** 

It  is  painful  even  to  recur  to  these  circumstance! ; 
but  as  they  must  necessarily  fijrm  a  part  of  the 

national  history,  the  interest  of  truth  requires  it  to 
be  told^  that  the  princess  had  no  enemies  but  those 
who  were  immediately  in  her  confidence  and  siKNit 
herpersoQ ;  that  whatever  trouble  she  suffered,  was 
brought  upon  herself  fay  oonuexiuns  which  she 

should  have  avoided,  and  an  impetuous  spirit  that 
it  became  her  to  have  governed^  instead  of  lettitig 
it  loose  to  die  annoyance  of  the  peace  of  her  ilhis* 
triotts  and  forbearing  relatives.  . 
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No  people  upon  earth  are  more  easily  led  away 
bf  their  feeliogs  tbjui  the  £ngliab ;  and  thus  it  ii^ 
■  that  ninety-nine  times  in  a  hundred  thcj  are  the 
dupes  of  their  creduiky.  The  most  exiaravagant 
tafe  of  woe  moves  their  sympathy  to  the  proAmk 
oess  of  liberality^  and  an  inflammatory  speech  of 
invectiTe  at  once  rouses  their  indignatioii  to  an 
excess  of  viuleace.  In  neither  case  do  they  stop  to 
enquire  into  the  reality  of  the  stories  which  operate 

upon  their  passions^  whence  it  frequently  happens  . 
that  their  pity  is  as  unmerited  as  their  resentment 
is  unjust.   But  popubrity  conferred  by  faction  is  of 
short  duration^  and  censure  proceeding  irom  igno- 
nnoe  isnnworthy  of  a  wise  nian*s  oonceni. 

Though  the  departure  of  the  Princess  of  Wales 
was  a  grievous  disappointment  to  the  stirrers  of 
mischief^  and  the  zealots  of  party,  it  was  a  measure 
of*  great  public  benefit^  by  giving  the  people  an 
opportunity  of  calming  thrif  temper  and  oorreed^g 
their  jodgment. 

Ta  commeaoiata  the  splendid  events  of  this 

wonderful  year,  it  was  resolved  to  celebrate  a  grand 
nr*^~^'  jubilee ;  and  the  first  of  August,  as  being 
the  centenary  the  accession  of  the  Brunswielc 
jamilji,  and  the  day  also  distinguished  by  thi^  battle 
of  IM  Nile^  vras  most  appn^iriatdy  selected  for 
that  purpose.  The  early  part  of  the  monuiig  ap«  ' 
peered  veqr  iaanspiciaua  to  the  wishes  of  the 
anxious  inhabitants  of  the  metropolis^  but  towards 
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noon  the  sun  shone  out  in  all  his  gloiy^  and  in  every 
direction  crowds  were  seen  hastening  towards  the 
seat  of  attraction  ui  the  three  parks. 

On  this  occasion  Her  Majesty  inviled  the  Regent 
and  two  hundred  and  iiiiy  persons  of  the  iirst  dis- 
tinction to  dinner  at  Buckingham.  House.  After 
the  exhibition  of  a  naval  enfi^agement  on  the  Ser- 
pentine^ a  cunous  entertainment  was  presented  to 
the  admiring  spectators  in  a  display  of  flre-wofb 
on  the  water^  representing  a  variety  of  shifting 
figures,  the  Protean  forms  and  Velocity  of  whieh 
delighted  the  beholders.  But  the  Green  Pai  k^  in 
which  was  the  royal  booth,  was  thrprincipal  object 
of  attraction^  by  having  a  castellated  temple,  witfi 
a  Chinese  bridge  tiirown  over  Constitution  UiiL 
Here  also  a  balloon  was  prepared^  and  com|delely 
filled  by  six  o'clock ;  but  the  ascension  was  delay i:^! 
a  few  minutes  that  the  Queen  and  the  princesBcs 
might  witness  the  spectacle.  As  soon  as  it  was 
dark,  the  bridge  and  royal  booth  were  iUuminalieds 
soon  afler  which  a  diseharge  of  artillery  annomoed 
the  commencement  of  the  fire-works,  which  were 
on  the  grandest  scale  ever  witnessed*  ^[%is  wm 
the  triuuiph  of  tiie  pyrotechnic  art,  and  combmed 
ail  that  the  imagfaiatioii  could  possiUy  conceive  of 
the  sublime  and  beautiful,  in  tremendous  eftd, 
and  vivid  representation.  JbVom  the  battlements  ef 
the  oastfe  a  number  of  mekels  were  sent  up,  and 
at  the  sauie  moment  tiic  wails  exliibited  a  wond^ 
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fial  wiatjr  of  bnltknt  oniaiiMiiis.   Bmeh  lodEol 

contained  several  smaller  ones,  which  at  a  ^rcat 
he^ht  shot  out  iimumwUe  glitfeerii^  ttars^  that 
threw*  an  air  of  enchaotment  ovter  tins  tree*  and 
lawns  beufiath.  These  rockets  then  bursty  whep  a 
shoiver  of  Aery  light  desceodsd  to  the  eartb,  and 
exteniled  over  a  coasiderabic  space  of  ground. 
Altar  tfaity  tbe  fortress  obaaged  •oddcnl^  into  the 
Temple  of  Concord,  muviug  upon  au  axis,  and  dis- 
idaying  a  number  of  aUegofical  traoajpamicies 
Hiitgd  to  tiie  oceasMNi. 

St*  Jaoifis  s  Park  had  all  the  appearance  of  Vaux* 
hall  on  a  foil  night.  Over  the  Canal  was  eieetod 
a  bridge^  elegantly  oruaiuented  with  temples  and 
piUaii^  snnnoontad  by  a  lo&j  pagoda.   Along  the 

sides  of  the  Canal  nunrierous  tents  were  pitched, 
and  on  its  bosom  iioated  several  whenrias.  About 
ten  o*cloek,  die  bridge  and  ttt  towering  snperstmo* 
tore  became  an  ol;yect  of  singular  beauty^  and  the 
wkole  had  the  eppearMiDe  of  an  edifice  of  golden 
fire*  Every  pari  ui  it  was  covered  wttli  lamps,  the 
glass  refleetom  in  pi^ptr  {daces  relieving  the.  daa* 
Eltng  splendour  with  their  silver  lustre  ;  the  cano- 
pies  of  the  temple  throwmg  up  wheels  and  stars, 
the  pillars  covered  with  radiant  light,  every  rising 
'  tower  sendlQg  forth  showers  of  flauie^  while  from 
the  lofty  snamsit  of  die  pagoda  rodoets  ascended  in 
majestic  flights,  and  with  inconceivable  rapidity. 
The  efliect  of  Oiis  combination  of  light  on  the  witer 
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wiuch  Uommd  beneath^  and  oa  tfae  vsrduA  ibliagt 
of  the  tarrottndiog  trees,  te  well  at  on  iht  nttmd 

tentSj  and  moving  groupi  on  the  lawDj  suipemd 
dl  {M9irer  of  dctcriptioo. 

But  this  scene  ot  magmdcent  amusement  ended 
tragieellfi  end  eboiit  midiiiglit  the  pagoda  criiU 

bited  an  appearance  that  soon  converted  the  pleasure 
of  thespeetatoraiatoabrm.  Tbe  upper  towers  were 
ewmloficd  in  a  ehe«t  of  flame,  wUdi  resieled  all 
the  efforts  raiploy^  d  to  extinguish  and  in  a  <«hort 
space  the  splendid  stmotnre  was  destvoyed.  Ths 
catastrophe  was  much  lamented  by  those  who  ad- 
mmd  tlie  elegance  of  tbe  buiUmg  as  a  mmk  of 
taste ;  but  this  disaster  was  nothing,  when  com- 
pared to  tbe  loss  of  two  livesy  and  tbe  iiyaiy  sus- 
tained by  aoperal  other  peneaa  who  were  employed 
upon  the  works. 

On  thp  sesmdi  of  imamry,  IB15,  the  queen  gate 
a  grand  entertainment  at  Frogmore,  in  honour  of 
the  Princess  Charlotte,  who  then  coapkted  ber 
nineteenth  year;  and  shortly  afterwards  Her  Ma- 
jesty's birtb-<iay  was  celebrated  at  tbe  same  place 
in  a  iiinUar  manner  with  a  eonosr^  in  whidi  hsr 
royal  highness  performed  some  difficult  pieces  of 
mniie  on  the  grandnpiano  to  adminitioib  On  Ihe 

eighteenth  oi  May  a  drawing-room  was  held  at 
Bnckiagbaaa  House,  wfaidi,  on  aocoant  of  ks  beiiig 
die  flnt  since  the  dep«tareof  the  aliaed  soiweigns, 
and,  above  aU,  as  it  was  iLnoim  that  tbe  Princess 
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semblage  of  the  nobility  and  geuUy.  At  the  end 
of  the  laine  month  the  [niiicea  give  her  fint  eatitr^ 
tainment  at  Carlton  House^  which  was  attended  by 
all  the  female  branches  of  the  family^  and  a  large 
party  of  fiiendS)  who  were  delighted  with  the  liar* 
inoiij  tiiat  breathed  throughout  the  Bnusb  courts 
aad  the  pleasing  prospect  which  it  gave  of  mrf  sas 
ing  felicity,  little  dreaming,  wlulc  they  contem- 
plated the  gaiety  o£  the  sesne^  that  sbe^  who  now 
irradiated  tfie  cirde^  aod  inspired  all  hearts  with  jojr, 
would  ia  a  short  space  be  shrouded  in  darkness.

Whilb  England^  in  oomnioa  with  the  odwr 

powers  of  Europe,  \va3  cekbrating  the  Festoratiou 
of  peace,  and  devising  measures  fiyr  the  secaritf  of 

that  incbLiniablc  blesbuig,  the  diiturber  of  the 
world,  instead  of  being  thankful  for  the  super* 
abundant  liberality  whidi  he  had  experienoed,  sad 
cndeavouiTing  to  atone  by  his  conduct  for  the  mi- 
series he  hsd  prodiBoed,  was  seheming  to  renew  the 
hurrors  of  war.  Alike  callous  to  the  2»ufieriags  ot 
humanity,  the  compunctioos  of  conscicnee,  and  the 
sense  of  himour,  he  returned  with  the  malice  of  t 
dsemou,  determined  upon  dominion,  tluuigh  aware 
that  in  gaining  it  he  ihust  pass  dirough  an  oeean  of 
blood.  The  crisis  was  fearful;  and  they  whose 
hopes  were  the  strongest  in  hsnm  of  jostioe  eoaU 
not  coneeal  their  apprehensions.  Tlic  fate  of  suc- 
cessive generations  appeared  to  be  suspended  on  a 
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smglethmdy  and  all  who  bad  thehappinm  of  tfieir 

feUow  creatures  at  heart  watched  the  issue  with 
'intense  anxiety* 

*  Her  Majesty,  though  naturally  of  a  cheerful 
temperament^  and  diseipUned  bjr  feligioiii  principle 
to  a  spirit  of  resigned  submission  to  the  divine  will, 
in  all  things,  could  not  but  feel  a  deep  concern  for 
thereaidt  of  the  eventful  scene  which  was  then  pass- 
ing before  an  astonished  world. 

Happily,  howeirer,  the  trial  of  inititttde  •  was 
short;  and  the  deliverance  of  mankind  was  elected 
by  a  single  stroke,  so  fapid,  tremendous,  and  deei- 
stre,  as  to  remind  the  serious  obsenrer  of  the  pro- 
phetic triumph  over  the  tyrant  of  Babylon :  How 
art  thon  Allen  from  Heaven,  O  Lncsfer,  son  of  the 
morning!  How  art  thou  cut  down  to  tlie  ground 
which  didst  weaken  the  nations  I  They  that  see  thee 
shall  narrowly  look  upon  thee,  and  consider  thcc, 
saying,  *  is  this  the  man  that  did  make  the  earth  to 
tremble,  that  did  shake*  kingdoms ;  that  made  the 
world  as  a  wilderness,  and  destroyed  the  cities 
thereofr 

*  This  wnB,  indeed,  a  season  for  thankfulness,  and 
as  such  the  Queen  oonsidersd  it,  whose  eontempl^ 
tivc  mind  always  gathered  from  the  semes  which 
excited  the  wonder  of  the  multitude  matter-  of 
confidence  in  the  dispensations  of  Pirovidence. 
Conformably  to  this  principle,  she  studiously  regu- 
lated her  own  actions  by  a  conscientiotis  attention 
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fa  the  xuk  of  moral  obligaiion ;  vitfaout  mfering 
tlM  061110  of  dutjr  Id  be  eomproinisod  by  motivat  of 

policy  or  the  power  of  persuasion.    Of  this  Erin- 
MM  ao  instMce  occurred  at  the  present  period,  on 
the  marriage  of  the  Duke  of  Cumberland  with  his 
ooiiiiii  the  Pruioe40 y^^m  Biaunfielt,  daogfater  of 
the  reigning  Duke  of  Mecklenburg  Strelitz.  A 
eonsiderable  time  before  this  alliance  was  eaterad 
iato^  the  Duke  of  Cambridge,  with  the  oooaent  of 
tbeir  majesties^  offered  his  baud  to  the  prinoeaa,  who 
acrfffted  the  propoial^  and  matters  went.so  far  that 
the  great  seal  was  even  put  to  the  royal  a;sseii^ 
wbca  su^wly^  to  the  regKt  of  the  Qimn,  thfr 
contract  was  broken  off,  owing,  as  Her  Majesty  then 
undac^tpod^  to  some  ol:^iectM>ns  raised  i^;amiit  the 
inarriagc  by  the  Princess  of  Salaiis,  who  bad  con* 
ceived  an  itfkction  for  the  Duke  of  Cumberland. 
>Iot  beiilg  made  acquainted  with  liirtber  particnlan^ 
and  far  from  suspecting  that  the  King  had  concealed 
wy  thing  out  of  regiucd  to  her  feelingly  the  Qimsb 
was  induced  afterwards  to  sanction  the  proposed 
union  between  her  other  son  and  the  prioom  her 
meo^  towliom  she  wrote  some  letters  fiir  the  regu* 
ion  of  their  conduct^  and  one  also  on  theaul^cot 
to  b«r  kother,  tbe  dok^  of  whidi  die  Mlowing 
m  •  tnnslation :

Princess  of  Salms  could  not,  on  this  occasion,  fore* 
see  that  you  would  not  write»  Thusy  then^  thia 
ndoo  it  Mar  ita  oondmion.  God  grant  that  Ihe 
brilliant  perspective  wiacli  both  have  formed  may 
ho  leaiwad;  ia  the  lomlt  of  which,  the  age  of  both 
autliorizcs  the  most  flattering  hopes,  and  in  which 
tbo  character  you  tiaoa  of  your  daughter  gpvee  me 
die  groateat  oonAdanoa.  You  may  be  aienred,  my 
dear  brother,  that  1  aliall  endeavour  to  render  the 
midenee  of  the  Princess  of  Salma  amongst  ns  as 
pleasant  and  agreeable  as  circumstances  will  permit^ 
oonaideriiig  thet  niy  fedentary  life  preventa  me  fion 
contributing  to  the  amusement  of  the  princess,  and 
that  the  greater  part  of  my  tmie  is  passed  in  the 
cwmtry,  where  our  society  is  very  limited,  and  oor 
Bfe  uniform.  She  will,  however,  be  always  a  wei- 
CDino  goest  when  she  eoam ;  and  we  shall  eiidea* 
IFOur,  rny  daughters  and  myself,  to  do  our  best  to 
eotertaki  her.  1  have  written  to  my  son,  the  Duke 
of  Caaibcrlaiid,  my  ideas  rdadve  to  the  children  oi% 
balms.

Af 
this  is  for  you  alone,  I  conlide  to  you,  tiiat  it  i&aot 
the  fasfaioii  here  tx>  receive  moniing  visils  ftom  gen* 
demen,  to  whicli  she  will  be  exposed,  by  the  ar> 
omnstanoe  of  die  Duke  being  colonel  of  %  ttgoMBt, 

unless  he  himself  introduces  them  to  her ;  she 
shoukl  also  be  veiy  cireuaispect  in  the  cheies.ol' 
hMlies  with  whom  she  shall  asaoeiat^  whm 
be  so  much  tiie  more  neoeseaiy,  as  tlie  Duke  lias 
acquaintance  amongst  oar  sei,-  who,  although 
actually  of  bad  conduct,  might,  however,  become 
ii^ttriotts  to  her  in  point  of  p<rfiey«  I  have  tanai 
that  the  advice  of  the  dear  King,  of  being  uni- 
formly poUt^  to  every  on^  of  doing  nothing  m  die

When  this  letter  was  written,  the  Queen  had  no 
veaaon  to  believe  that  the  proposed, measure  would 
have  been  at  all  disagreeable  to  the  King,  were  ii^ 
then  in  a  capacity  to  act  as  a&ther  and  a  sovere^pi. 
On  the  contrary,  she  was  iuUy  persuaded  that  in 
giving  her  assent  to  the  alliance  she  only  did  that 
which  be  would  have  dona  himself,  and  to  which 
he  would  give  his  entire  approbation  iti  tlic  event  of 
his  recovery. .  Shortly  afterwards,  however,  she  was 
undeceived,  and  more  than  one  of  her  nearest  rela^ 
tives  communicated  information,  which,  as  it  con^ 
vinced  her  of  the  tender  afiection  manifested  by  tb^ 
'dear  king  for  her  feelings,  pointed  out  directly  th^ 
course  which  she  had  to  pursue  in  a  dutiful  atten-» 
tion  to  his*  Her  Majesty's  situation  was  painiiilly, 
distressing ;  but  she  could  not  endure  the  thought . 
of  wounding  that  mind  which  was  always  ready  tQ^ 
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make  sacrifices  for  ber  tranquillity,  and  of  which 
tba  pcefent  instanee  mm  a  striking  proof. 

Iler  feelings  on  this  occasion  wm  eomnmuicaiad 
without  delay  to  the  Aegent,  in  a  persooal  con- 
ferenoe^  in  order  tbat  the  Duke  of  Cmnfctrliwl 
might  be  early  apprised  of  the  change  whidi  had 
taken  place  in  Her  Migetty^s  sentiiiientB^  cod  of 
her  fixed  resolution  never  to  receive  the  princess  at 
the  English  oourt.  After  this  explieit  deckratiQiii 
accompanied  as  it  was  by  a  statement  of  the 
oa  which  the  resolution  was  founded,  the  Queen 
did  not  expect  that  the  numriago  wooM  have  iaktn 
place.  Notwithstanding  this,  the  ceremony  was 
peHfbmied  with  givat  pomp  in  tlie '  diQVsfti  ef 

JStrelitz,  on  the  twenty- ninth  of  May  following; 

and  at  the  end  of  the  summer,  the  roya)  ecm/k, 
logglliei'  with  the  Duke  of  Medclenburg,  arriyed  is 
£nglaxu],  where  the  marriage  was  renewed,  con- 
fennably  to  act  of  patliament,  at  Cailluii  Hobm^ 
though  neither  Her  Majesty  nor  any  of  the  prin- 
cesses honoured  the  nuptials  with  their  prcsenee* 
With  the  same  firmness  the  Queen  resisted  every 
attempt  made  to  shake  the  determination  which 
die  had  formed  of  exdnding  the  duchess  from  her 
court*  Her  reply  to  every  remonstrance  and  im- 
portunity was  uniform  and  consistent z  canneC 
do  that  in  the  present  state  of  the  King,  which  I 
would  not  venture  to  do  in  opposition  to  his  ju^ 
ment.** 
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Tills  answer,  so  decidedly  characteriitic  of  a  ooUe 
nindy  alive  only  to  the  ienaa  of  dntf,  veodm  all 
iurtiicr  observation  on  the  subject  su|>erfiuous^  and 
any  notioo  of  the  rahnnnini  thai  wara  iadoalnoiialy 
drcolated  on  the  occasion  perfect^  unnecossary. 

At  this  time  the  Queea  aod  her  daughters 
lesided  wholly  at  Windsor,  where  they  received  their 
foieign  visitors^  as  well  as  other  friends^  in  a  very 
hospitaUe  though  private  manner.

About  the  present  period,  the  image  of  royalty 
began  to  fade  away  altogether ;  and  as  the  sensory

.Jplace  became  thus  irreYO<»Uy  fixed^  it  was  neither 
attended  with  personal  neglect,  an  abstraction  from 
amusement,  nor  a  iorgetfulness  of  favourite  objects* 
Whik  the  mind,  to  its  own  peroqitibili^,  was  thus 
removed  into  another  sphere,  the  same  associations 
continued  to  cheer  and  exercise  the  thoughts  that 
had  afiwded  delight  in  fiMmar  days.  Thos,  a  new 
world  vvas  iu  a  manner  created,  peopled  with  recol- 
kqtad  connaxioni^  and  stored  with  imaginary  proa- 
pects,  which,  by  inducing  application,  and  exer-  ^ 
cising  the  fiuigr»  saved  the  royal  patient  from  suffiar- 
ing  trough  excemjve  kiitabiUly,  or  fidling  into  a 
gloomy  despondency* 

Under  all  tha  ciicwmittncifii,  Acrsfere,  thiamig^t 
be  considered  as  a  state  which  called  for  thankfiilr 
nesi^  and  in  that  light  it  waa  viewed  by  the  Quaen^ 
to  whom  Dr.  John  Willis  made  a  report  every  morn- 
ing after  breakfast  ^  wheiiy  il  it  was  deemed  advise- 
ahley  Her  Migasty  aooompanieddie  physician  down 
a  private  staircase  uito  the  apartment  occupied  by 
the  King,  with  whom  she  •omatimea  entered  into 
conversation^  no  oUicr  person  being  allowed  that 
privilege*

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From  this  awful  spectacle  of  a  noble  inieilect, 
redttoed  like  t  magnificent  temple  to  rains,  and  yet 
coniaianding  veneration  in  its  desolated  state,  we 
must  now  turn  our  atteutiOD  to  a  scene  of  liie  and 
gaiety,  where  the  eflervetcence  of  joy  orercomes 
every  other  sentiment ;  and  no  one  that  takes  a  part 
in  the  general  gladness  dreams  of  Ae  day  of  dark- 
ness to  which  it  leads. 

Under  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  the  loyal 
family,  the  national  hopes  were  eentoed  in  the 
Princess  Charlotte^  for  whose  settlement  and  hap- 
piness the  people  felt  so  warm  an  interest,  that 
much  concern  was  expressed  when  the  rupture  of 
the  projected  union  between  her  loyat  higfaness  and  ^ 

the  hereditary  Prince  of  Orange  was  announced. 
Tlie  popular  scntiiment  was  certainly  in  fiivoor  of 
that  alfianoe  on  many  aecoonts,  pailicuIaHy  as'  ft 
w  as  known  to  he  a  favourite  measure  of  their  ma- 
jesties; and  l>eoaase  the  prince,  fn>m  his  having 
been  wiioily  educated  in  this  country,  was  consi- 
dered as  an  Ea^hman.  Nor  was  it  ^ver  saspectiM 
that  the  princess  herself  had  any  objection  to  the 
Prince  of  Orange,  up  to  the  arrival  of  the  allied 
sovereigns,  when  it  was  discovered  that  her  mind 
had  taken  an  unaccountable  impulse  in  opposition 
to  the  marriage;  and  her  resolution  being  decidedly 
expressed,  the  negotiation  ended.

Aooofdngiyj  on  tho  Cvrauly-firat  of  F^braaiyy 
1 8 1 6,  this  &vaiired  youth  landed  at  Dover^  and  the 
daf  foUowing  prooaeded  to  Brighton^  where  Her 
Majesty,  with  the  Pnncema  EluEabdh  and  Mary^ 
vrare  than  ou  a  visit  to  the  Heyeiit  and  his  daughter* 
The  leotfitioa  of  ^  prinee  waa  most  cordial  on 
evi^ry  side;  and  on  the  dith  oi  the  following  mouth 
tiba  Qnam  and  princafltet  retnniad  to  Wbidior  to 

maiiLe  preparations  for  the  iq]proaching  nuptials, 
wbich,  howofer,  did  not  take  place  as  soon  as  was 
expected,  owing  to  the  time  necesaarfty  occupied 
in  the  settlement  o(  prelimmaFies^  and  the  severe 
ilbiett  of  Prince  Leopold,  who  was  oonflned  at 
Brighton  till  the  middle  of  April.  On  the  twenty, 
sixth  at  that  month,  bat^  the  birth-day  of  the 
Frnicess  Mary,  the  Queen  gave  a  grand  entertain- 
ment at  Frogmorov  where  the  Prince  Regent  waa 
received  by  his  royd  daughtm-,  the  Prinee  of  Saxe 
Cohourg^  and  several  members  of  the  family^  at* 
tended  by  a  numerous  party  of  the  nobility  who 
had  been  invited  to  dine  with  Her  Majesty  on  this 

ooeasac^  In  the  cf  enng  the  Rsgant  ratamed  to 
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London  ;  and  three  days  atterwards  the  rest  of  the 
ftmily  feUow«d»  t»  iMia  raMlniM  fior  the  naptMlit 
the  Princess  Cliarlotte  going  to  Carlton  House, 
Pnnce  Leopold  to  the  apwtmeoli  d  the  Duhe  of 
CTlarenoe  in  8t  JMnes*0  Meee,  oad  Her  Majesty^ 
with  the  princesses,  to  Buckingham  House,  where 
the  next  dxy,  being  the  thirtifdi,  •  dnniiiUg-wioM 
was  held  according  to  etiquette^  for.the  purpose  of 
l^vmg  Uie  young  priaoe  a*  formal  recoptiea  at  the 
Britisli  court ;  and  there  he  met  hit  intended  bride.

Cawnberiam  Unt  condaflfeeii  Mnoo  Loopold  to  the 
altar ;  and  next  the  Princess  Charlotte,  supported 
onthe  am  of  the  Dokeof  Chumoe*  liio  mU' 
twgc  cefemony  was  then  read  Arebbiahop 
oi  Caoterbuiy^  and  at  the  ronriusionj  the  jirinceafl» 
after  atabraeoig  her  royal  pannt,  weoft  and  respect. 
fuUy  kissed  the  Queen  s  hand.  The  new-married

As  the  royal  intention  bad  been 
previously  announeed^  the  course  was  thronged  with 
genteel'people;  and  many  came  from  a  considerable 
distance^  drawn  thither  by  the  general  expectation 
that  the  Princess  Chariotte  and  the  Prince  of  Co- 
bourg  would  also  have  been  present.  In  this,  how^ 
ever^  they  were  disa|^)ointed,  owing  to  the  indispo- 
sition of  theprincess,  wUch,  though  not  serious^  pre- 
vented  her  from  gratifying  the  curiosity  of  the  public. 

As  eariy  as  five  in  the  morning  the  post-road 
'from  the  metropoKs,*  as  well  as  the  cross  ones  lead-

men,  and  pedestrians^  hurrying  to  the  promised 
scene  of  pleasure.

Her  Majesty,  with  a  cheerfulness  which  youth 
might  hare  envied,  beat  time  with  her  foot,  whiia 
OMwelchaii  cm  of  the  prineeaaes^  by  the  modon  of 
their  hands^  seemed,  in  imagination  at  haast,  t» 
acobmp^ny  the  minstveia  on  the  piano.

tators :  so  that  the  poor  iellow  was  for  some  tune 
gneiffdad  a  ciovd  of  lovda  and  ladMa,  who  afK 
plauded  his  performaucc,  and  rewarded  him  boun- 
tifaUy^  in  mare  imitatioa  of  the  royal  eiampk 

TbtB  hntmMnPona  acene  lasted  about  half  an  hear; 
a£ter  which|  the  rc^al  party  drove  down  to  the  i|ot> 
torn  of  the  oomi^  whcio  two  splendid  marqnan 
were  pitched^  and  abundance  of  reijre;>imieats  pro* 
▼ided  for  their  aronwimodatkm. 

On  the  twenty-second  of  the  following  month, 
the  long-expected  fnmmg^  of  the  PrMxceaa  Maiy 
and  the  Duke  of  Glonceater  took  plaoa  in  the  gtaad 
saloon  at  Buckingham  Hou&e^  when  a  muaenMii 
assemUy  of  the  royal  funily  and  mions  peraonsef 
distinction  were  present.  About  nine  o'clock  ni  tlie 
amung  the  Qnaen  took  her  atatiim  on  tha  kft  side 
of  the  altar  in  a  state  chair ;  the  Princesses  Augusta 
and  Jttlizabetb,  the  Duchess  of  York,  and  the  i^inr 
eeas  Sophia  of  GHoneester,  being  on  her  left;  wbA 
on  the  opposite  »ide  stood  the  Prince  Regent  and 
his  vojil  biotbinL  IlieDokeofiCaBalmdgaiiitio- 
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dneed  the  bride,  and  presented  her  to  the  Regent, 
who  gave  her  away  in  marriage.  At  the  ceoclusion 
of  the  cemtaony  the  royal  family  Tetfared  to  the 
Queen  8  apartments ;  and  in  the  mean  time  a  pro- 
Ibsioii  of  refireshments  was  serredTottndto  tbecom* 
pany,  among  whom  Iler  Majesty  soon  re«appeared 
to  receive  their  congratulations. 

The  remaiiider  of  this  sommer  passed  witihoot 
any  thing  remarkable  ;  but  at  the  end  of  the  year 
Her  Majesty  received  the  tidings  of  the  death  ct 
her  brother^  the  Grand  Duke  Charles-Louis-Fre* 
deridK  of  MecklenbmgJSkrelitz.  This  news  was  the 
more  distressing,  as  the  preceding  accounts  from 
Germany,  stated  the  grand  duke  to  -  be  in  good 
healtl^  after  having  spent  some  months  in  triveU 
fing.  But  on  the  »ULiii  of  November,  about  iive  in 
Ae  monitngy  he  was  attacked  by  a  fit  of  apoplexy^ 
which  deprived  iiim  of  his  faculties ;  and  at  four  in 
the  afkemoon  be  expined  in  the  presence  cf  his 
second  son,  Duke  Charles.  He  was  bom  the  tehth 
of  October^  1/41 ,  lived  mmy  ymn  in  the  Hano- 
verian service,  and  in  1794  succeeded  hir  brother 
in  the  ducal  honours  and  estates.  The  sovereignty 
vriuch  the  extorted  Rhenish  confederacy  guaranteed 
to  him  he  did  not  exercise  to  the  oppression  of  his 
subjects ;  and  upon  the  hberation  of  the  continent 
he  obtained  die  dignity  of  grand  duke*  He  was 
twice  married;  and  to  two  sisters  of  the  House  of 

Darmstidt.  .  By  the  first  alliance  he  left  four  cfail* 
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dren ;  namely,  his  successor,  the  Grand  Duke 
George-Frederick-Charles,  bom  in  1779, 
wives  of  the  Duke  of  Hildburghausen,  the  Prince  of 
Tour  and  Taxis,  and  the  Duke  of  Cumberland. 
By  the  second  marriage  he  left  one  son,  Duke 
Cliarles-Frederick-Augustus.

Though  the  inflrmttiet  ot  age  were  now  percep- 
tible>  Uer  Majesty's  habitual  equaoimi^  of  temper^ 
and  general  liveUnesa  of  qnrtta^  prai^peiiteil  theni 
from  being  burthensome  to  berscli^  or  irksome  to 
odimi  for  which  tim  reaaon  was  alleged  by  hei^ 

self,  that  she  hardly  knew  what  tedium  was,  every 

w«a  Ae  eoiiateDit  antidote  to  the  eairea  and  trooUea 

of  which,  the  Queen  had  no  common  ihare  for  a 
person  in  her  high  station.   The  recent  death  of 

her  brother^  and  the  attack  upon  her  son  in  his 

letarn  firom  the  House  of  Loids  on  the  twen^-«i^ 
^Jamnffy^  I817,  gaveher  oonsidenddeuMMiBasiy  ^ 

wad  had  a  visible  effect  upcm  her  health.  No  alarm- 
ing symptoms,  however,  were  indicated  till  the 
twenty-second  of  Aphl^  when  preparations  were 
making  for  a  drawing-wm  to  h^  held  on  thn 
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morrow,  being  St,  George  s  Day.  In  the  course  of 
die  night  Her  Maittty  wit  Miaed  wkb  m  spttmodie 
afiection,  which  rendered  a  consnHition  of  physi- 
cians neoeasaryj  and  the  following  bulletin  was 
itsned:— The  Queen  has  bad  a  oold^  attended  hy 
some  fever,  and  pain  in  the  side :  Her  Majesty 
fimnd  the  pain  severe  in  die  night,  but  it  is  much 
abated  this  moraing."  Tiiough  there  was  too  juuch 
yeasgh  to  qpfmfaend  that  asi  impoitant  viaens  wis 
the  seat  of  disease,  soeh  was  the  eapeeBfeutfe  of  Her 
Majesty's  constitution,  and  the  attention  of  the  phy- 
sicians, that  she  reoovered  from  thia  attadk;  and 
on  the  twenty-sixth  of  the  same  month  her  conval- 
eseeaoe  was  oflkially  annoiinced.    8tiU  it  mi 

deemed  adviseablc  that  she  should  forbear  the  fatigue 

«ie«ipssanly  attendant  upon  tbeoeremonieaef  n^sytr- 
ing-room,  at  least  for  some  time;  and  pnblic  aotiee 
lo  that  e&ct  was  accoiidingly  circulated. 

On  the  twenty^wventh  of  May,  Her  Majesty, 
the  Princesses  Augusta  and  Ehzabeth,  frith  tbfiir 
mtlendanta,  went  to  £ton  CoU^  to  be  prseiBt  it 
the  Montem,  a  festival  which  had  frequently  before 
hosa  honoured  by  royal  visits*  Sooa  afterwards  llie 
Mnee Regent  emved  from  IxNidon ;  mdinashsit 
time  the  procession  began  to  move,  according  ta 
tba  noontoDOMd  £m,  pveeaded  by  ttia  bndft  dCthe 
Uuards,  amidst  the  greatest  assemUage  of  beauty 
wd  faahiitt  that  had  been  known  <m  Ik  cimbr  oes^ 
wua  ftr  muy  years. 
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As  Ihe  young  gentlemen  passed  along,  tbejr  re- 
ceived the  usaai  gratukies,  under  the  name  of  Salt, 

trom  all  the  spectators;  the  sum  so  collected 
amounting  to  somewhat  more  than  seven  hundred 
pounds,  being  an  outfit  for  the  captain  of  the 
school,  then  elected  off  to  the  university. 

On  the  following  day,  the  scholars,  in  their  mon- 
tem  dresses,  headed  hy  their  tutors,  went  m  pro- 
cesnon  to  Frogmore,  where  they  partook  of  an 
elegant  entertainment  in  the  gardens,  in  the  pre- 
sence of  the  Queen,  and  4&  numerous  party  of  Her 
M ajestya  friends,  who  were  invited  to  the  pleasing 
scene. 

On  the  eighteenth  cf  August,  Her  Majesty,  the 

Princesses  Augusta  and  Elizabeth,  their  Royal 
Highnesses  the  Duke  and  Duchess  of  .Gloucester, 
Princess  Sophia  of  Gloucester,  with  several  persons 
of  distinction,  paid  a  visit  to  the  Duke  and  Duchess 
ofMarlboiough  at  White  Kn^hts,  in  Berkshire.

Tbif  was  at  the  end  of  Oetobct,  jntft  a^  Her 
Majesty  was  preparing  for  her  journey  to  Bath, 
tiie  pfa^siciam  haying  considered  her  caae  aif 

that  stood  little  chance  of  an  alteration  for  the  hct- 
ter,  without  the  aid  of  the  salutary  springs  of  that 
enfehfaled  place,  following  this  adriee,  the  Qhieen, 
accompaitied  by  tiie  Princess  Elizabeth  and  the 
Dnkeof  Chuvnee,  left  Whidflor  Casdeon  the  morn- 
ing of  the  third  of  November,  and  the  same  evening 
reached  Sydney  Place,  where  three  elegant  honaei^ 
had  be0n  fitted  up  for  the  leccpficti  of  the'  ^eyat 
party.    Tiie  next  day  the  Queen  Tiaited  the  pump- 
room,  drank  the  water,  and  afterwards  took  an  air* 
ing  on  the  Downs.    Never  did  this  cit) ,  the  resort 
of  xnTaitds  and  iashioiiable  loungers,  display  so' 
much  bfiitTe  and  gaiety.    VisStors  poured  in  from 
all  quarters  hourly;  and  the  inhabitants,  partien- 
iarly  the  tnafing  part,  made  large  preparations  fbr 
an  active  aud  lucrative  season,  little  thinking  how*

with  no  odier  attendant  than  a  single  footman^ 

The  universal  concern  excited  by  this  mournful 
event  did  honour  to  the  public  ieelpigs;  but  the 
sympathy  whieh  the  aftcting  drcnnstmeea  of  tbe 
case  produced  would  iiave  been  more  satisiactory 
had  it  been  unmixed  with  prajudiees,  and  untainted 
by  calumny.  When  the  people  lamented  the  ex- 
tinctkin  of  the  national  hopes,  they  should  have 
gratefidly  raMmbered  the  briglit  example  of  virtna 
which  for  so  long  a  period  had  enlightened  the 

eonotiy*  Of  the  fiitnn^  no  dalamunafta  jndgSMsnt 
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qould  \m  formed ;  but  the  kUtory  of  more  than  halt 
a  ccntiiry  laid  an  obligpticm  upon  every  iiidin4iud 
in  the  kbgdom  to  tbi^k  wellj  apd  speak  reveraatly, 
qf  the  ai|gt)et  permuige  whoee  uniform  ootrfnct 
and  purity  of  heart  had  for  so  long  a  period  ^rm 
uue^aaipleddignity  to  the  ^rifisb  court.  Slaaderera^ 
howevWf  me  in  tbiff  boor  of  aonow;  and  what  was 
Wor;i^j  th^r  rile  insinu^tiops  were  so  credulously

would  not  have  gone  thither  till  after  the  deli- 
very of  the  princess,  if  her  royal  highness  had 
fMit  peitmptorily  dfflingd  the  oier  wUefa  Hit 
Hiy^sty  made  to  at  Claremont  on  that  occa^ 
siaB«  To  this  wash  and  inlsntiott  the  priaoeis  not 
only  appeared  decidedly  adverse,  but  she  made 
it  a  pcunt  of  seconding  the  adviee  of  the  raa* 
dioal  gentlemen,  by  saying  that  sbn  sho«td  be  most 
unhappy  if  on  her  ao^uut  the  Queen  protracted 
what  was  daamed  m  neeas^My  fcr  her  •wn  biiiib 
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Tbb  is  ft  timpic  ■teftenieiit  of  plftin  fkcCs,  the 

verity  of  whicli  it  woQid  be  easy  to  prove  by  iiida« 
bitable  tartiiiiotiy ;  and  they  who  best  knew  die 
princess  will  admit,  that  wlien  ou  mature  consi- 
deratioii  she  had  once  taken  up  her  tesoliitioiiy  no 
persosmon  in  the  %vorld  could  induce  her  to  alter  it. 

In  the  present  case,  the  propriety  of  the  determi- 
nattkm  camot  be  qnestkmed,  far  the  snffisrfaig  of  the 
royai  patient  would  have  been  rather  heightened 
than  abated  by  witnessrog  the  maasty  of  one  whose 

age  and  infirm i ties  were  so  ill  able  to  bear  thv  fatigue 
and  wretchedness  onavotdable  on  such  occasions* 
ft  shookl  be  obsenred,  dso^  that  there  was  nothing 
in  the  previous  circumstances  of  the  princess  to 
ghre  die  sU^itcst  room  lor  Apprehetirion;  but  that, 
on  the  contrary,  her  constitutional  energy  afforded 
Ae  strongest  gromida  fiir  the  oonfldent  «sp6ctation 

of  a  happv  result.  On  this  account,  therefore,  the 
.bock  came  with  redoubled  force,  because  it  Wtt  a 
eatastropfae  which  no  persom  eonid  hsre  drcvdod* 

That  it  was  a  nationai  ioss^  and  one  which  called 
ht  geoend  sdrrow,  the  expression  of  the  puWe 

feeling  sufficiently  evinced  ;  yet,  if  amidst  tlic  la- 
mentation which  it  raised^  the  hand  of  Proiidenee 
Wai  not  admowledged,  thefe  may  be  reason  to  fear 
that  this  has  been  a  stroke  of  the  divine  judgment 
Ibr  beoeAta  long  abused,  and  only  the  pretude  to 
evik  which  a  thaakles»  people  have  too  much  de- 
sei^Fvd* 
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The  reader  of  history/ who  tiaoes  tbe  emm 

and  coDsequeoces  of  great  events^  will  find^  in 
nitii^t  the  annaU  of  this  country,  that  there  never 
yet  occurred  an  instance  bearing  a  resemblance  to 
the  present,  but  what  was  productive  of  incideats, 
the  effiscts  of  which  Iuito  extended  to  distrat  gene* 
rations. 

Thus,  to  name  a  few  only:  the  death  of  Prince 

Arthur,  the  eldest  son  of  Henry  the  Seventh,  occa- 
sioned the  abolition  of  the  papal  antbotity  in 
these  realms  ;<-lhat  of  Edward  the  Sixth,  by  giving 
the  same  power  a  temporary  revival,  rendered  it  so 
odious,  that  £lizabeth  was  enabled,  through  a  laog 
life,  and  a  vigorous  administration,  to  establish  the 
reibrmed  church  of  England  on  a  steaid^  hasjb  *in 
the  succeeding  reign,  the  demise  of  Henry  Prince 
of  Wales  gave  the  crown  to  his  brother^  the  unfoi- 
tunate  Charles,  and  thus  prepared  the  way  for  tm 
•  revolutions  ;  — and  last  of  all^  when  the  hopes  of  the 
nation  rested  upon  tbe  young  Suke  of  Gloncestv^ 
the  last  child  of  Princess  Anne  of  Denmark,  his 
premature  removal  lett  the  successioa  open  to  the 
Houae  of  Brunswick,- in  which  line  of  heroditary 
right  may  the  throne  continue  to  flourish,  under  the 
divine  protection,  till  all  earthly  dominion  shall 
Attain  its  consummation !

HsR  Majkstt  returned  to  Batb  at  the  end  of 

November,  and  a  few  days  afterwards  made  her  . 
promised  visit  to  the  ancient  city  of  Bristol^  which 
place  had  net  received  a  Queen  of  England  within 
its  walls  since  Anne  of  Denmark,  the  consort  of 
James  the  First.  The  romantic  prospects  in  the 
immediate  vicinity,  particularly  the  subHme  view 
firom  Clifton  HiU«  afibrded  a  rich  treat  to  Her  Ma- 
jesty and  the  Princess  Elizabeth^  who,  notwith* 
standing  tlie  keenness  of  the  air^  stood  for  some 
time  on .  the  high  cliff  which  overhangs  the  Avon, 
and  contemplated  with  astonishment  the  magnifi- 
cent spectacle  which  presented  itself  on  rv(>ry  side. 
From  hence  the  royal  party  proceeded  slowly  to 
the  mansion  of  Colonel  Baiilie ;  and  after  staying 
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there  about  two  hours,  set  off  a^^ain  for  Bath, 
mmkbt  the  acclamations  of  thousandsi  who  lined 
the  road  all  the  way  between  the  two  dtiea. 

But  neither  these  eiyoyments,  nor  the  virtue  of 
Bhidu<rs  boasted  springs,  could  renew  an  eniiBeUed 
coastitution,  or  ward  off  the  encroachments  of 
disaaaa  Itwaib  h^iwwerf  piearing  to  obaenre  that 
under  much  weakness  there  was  a 
mind,  which,  though  it  could  not  altogetiier  subdue 
pani,  had  the  happy  elftct  of  rendering  it  leas  aenle 
and  distressing.  In  all  her  cares  and  sufferingSj 
tiie  Queen  was  never  at  a  loss  fivr  aabjects  to  exow 
cise  her  thougiits^  in  diUgent  enquiry^  and  bcnevo* 
lent  attention* 

While  at  Bath,  she  rq>eatedlf  viailed  Bdlhrooic 
House^  ail  establishment  of  a  very  singular  desaip* 
tiQii,  and  of  which  she  was  not  mly  dieiminedisM 
patrooessj  but  a  liberal  supporter.  This  institutiou, 
which  may  be  denomfasatad  without  any  impco- 

priely  a  reformed  monastery,  appears  to  have  been 
modelled  upon  the  pUn  of  a  society  formed  m  the 
early  part  of  the  re^  of  Cbaries  file  Pint,  by  tbs 
pxcellcut  Mr.  Nicholas  Ferrar  and  bis  funily,  at 
irtttle  Oidding^  in  Hnntingdoiiahire*  ThM  am 
also  many  communities  of  a  similar  kind  in  tlic 
Protestant  afalea  on  the  continent;  and  the  Moss- 
wens,  as  they'  are  called,  have  long  been  dtato- 
guisbed  by  this  species  of  <^ocial  union.

occasions  no  dii»uiictioii  among  the  inaiatei»  for  all 
arc^  in  hgt,  equally  independent  of  peeuniaiy  obli- 
gallon  either  to  the  pablic  or  eaeh  other*  The  so* 
ciety  live  togetiier  aa  one  iamiiy ;  but  none  are  ad^ 
■Bttod  who  hm  anjr  mTenion  to  a  telirsd  lifc,  ^ 
^bo  are  unwitiing  to  co-operate  iu  promoting 
woclu  of  efaaritjr  and  piety; 

The  institution  is  principally  intended  for  the  re- 
eqptioQ  of  thfi  widowa  and  daughters  of  clergjrmany 
andof  offiewaef  tbeamyand  navy.  Itiientiraly 
Ufiidar  the  auiBpioe/i  oi  ladies  of  the  highest  rank  i 
andn  innd  amennting  te  aone  thonaanda  iiae  been 
already  secured  for  its  support.  The  Queen,  who, 
finm  ita  ineipient  atat^  waa  its  warm  hisnd  and 
aealans  promoter^  took  great  delight  in  looking  over 
cveiy  part  of  the  buildiBg^  and  repeatedly  ex* 
piesiad  her  widi  that  there  were  more  enhthHrfv* 
ments  of  Uic  kind  in  England.  It  deserves  oon-r 
sideratioB^  alan  wfaethae  •^fc**"^  inatitutianiL 
almcted  en  a  like  prindple,  wonU  net  hm  equally 
advantageous  to  gentlemen  in  declining  years,  unen. 
tunAanO,  and  of  liwtod  faMMM  Cbvtan  it  is. 
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that  many  persons  in  easy  and  independent  cu*cum' 
stuccf  beoome  misenble  for  the  wantof  agiteiabfe 
companions,  the  reciprocation  of  sentiment^  and  • 
fiiendly  stimuluft  to  beneiiciai  exercise* 

Such  a  iodality,  tlMrefbre,  w  the  one  hone  le- 
eommendedy  seems  to  be  well  calculated  to  render 
Ae  downhill  petsege  of  life  ooiafoit«Ue»  bgr  fimng 

the  mind  from  tiie  evil  of  inaction,  which  is  the 
great  bane  of  existence^  and  too  often  the  {oedis- 
posing  cause  of  soicide. 

Though  it  was  hardly  to  be  expected  that  the 
Queen,  at  her  adwioed  age,  oonld  derite  any 
dieal  benefit  from  the  Bath  waters,  the  malady, 
which  had  entrenched  itself  too  deeply  inUie  n^rstsn 
to^  admit  of  an  actual  cure,  was  hereby  suspended ; 
and  she  returned  to  Windsor  ajpparently  with  le* 
ernited  strength,  which  conitant  exeraw  and  cfauigs 
of  scene  contributed  for  some  time  to  maintain. 
But  there  is  nothing,  however  innoomt  and  neois-* 
•aiy,  in  the  pursuits  of  eminent  jjcrsons,  that  the 
eviUminded  cannot  turn  into  ridicnle  or  nqjudeelu 
Tfaos  the  tongue  of  scandal  ascribed  Ae  eatni  sieas 
which  Her  Majesty  made  to  Brighton,  Bath,  and 
other  phees,  to  an  unbeeoming  gaiety  of  dispositioBf 
when  it  was  sufficiently  clear  that  health  alone  wa& 
the  object ;  and  that  in  these  indulgencics  it  was 
not  the  lore  of  pleasttre,  bat  the  adfioe  medicst 
men  that  was  followed. 

In  geneial^  a»  ^  advances  the  attachBMBt  ta 
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life  beoooies  more  tenacioiis,  especially  where  a 
ioQg  counte  of  health  has  been  ei^oyed,  and  where 
many  tender  oonnexiona  eodsty  upon  whose  friendly 

offices  the  mind  reposes  in  the  remainder  of  its 
joomegr. 

The  Queen  felt  as  most  do  wlio  have  reason  to 
relkct  upoa  the  past  with  pleasure,  and  who  still 
pasaess-an  endearing  tie  tint  giyes  a  charm  to  life, 
jeven  though  it  be  worn  to  a  state  of  almost  imper* 
c^tible  exility.  The  vale  of  yean  was  cheered 
by  the  presence  and  attention  of  affectionate  chil- 
dren |  bat  there  was  yet  another  relative,  who, 
though  shot  out  from  the  worMy  was  a  world  to 
her.  and  for  whose  sake  it  was  her  wish  to  live, 
that  Ac  might  watch  over  him  in  his  insulated 
condition,  and  miuii>ter  such  occasional  comfort  an 
the  .state  of  his  mind  could  hear.  Whenever, 
therefore^  Her  Majesty  left  Windsor^  it  was  with  a 
degree  of  reluctance ;  and  on  her  return  she  inva- 
riably alighted  at  the  entrance  near  the  apartments 
of  the  King,  to  see  whom,  she  immediately  went 
with  one  of  the  physicians  in  attendance. 

On  the  twenty-sixth  of  February,  1818,  the 
Queen  was  enabled  to  undergo  the  iatigue  of  a 
drawing-room,  at  Buckingham  House,  which,  being 
the  first  after  the  death  of  the  Princess  Charlotte, 
was  vevy  numettmaly  attended,  though  it  had  rather 

a  sombrous  appearance. 

Prepantiou  wei«  now  making  for  th«  uunaga 
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of  tfie  PrineeM  Elmbedr,  wHh  the  harditsry 

Prince  of  Hesse  Hoinburg,  a  union  that  hati  re- 
ceived the  nnctioil  of  Her  Majesty  and  the  Regent 
•ome  months  before,  bat  was  prevented  fi^m  tdnng 
place  in  consequeDce  of  the  late  lameatable  breach 
in  Ae  ftmttf.  Every  pomt  being  satisfaetofiiy 
settled^  the  nuptials  were  celebrated  at  the  Queen's 
Macr  on  tiie  evening  of  the  seventh  of  AptS, 

with  considerable  grandeur,  in  the  presence  of 
Her  Majesty^  the  Duke  of  York^  in  the  absence 
the  ninee  Regent,  giving  awa^  the  hand  of  bb 
sister. 

On  the  twenty*tlnnl  of  the  same  moath  the 

Queen  held  her  last  drawing-room,  which  was  tx- 
ecsstvely  crowded  in  conseqnence  of  the  recent 
ntamE^L' ;  hut  it  was .  evident  to  all  that  Rer  Ma- 
jes^  made  pamiul  exertions^  and  sacriticed  much 
personal  ease  on  diia  occasion,  to  gratify  her  name- 
rous  visitDrs. 

•  Bvt  though  this  was  the  lisst  act  of  royal  splen- 

dour  in  wliicli  the  Queen  engaged,  it  was  not  her 
last  appearance  in  public;  for  on  the  following 
w«ek  Ale  went  to  the  Mansion  Honse,  to  wftom 
the  examination  uf  the  children  educated  in  the 
aatkmri  schools.  When  the  royal  mtention  was 
made  known  to  the  chief  magistrate,  intimation 
ms  at  the  sane  time  given  itrnt  Her  Majesty 
wished  to  enter  the  city  in  as  private  a  manner  at 
possible^  ami  thesetore  desired  that  all  ibrm  and 
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C^fimoy  iiiMiU  be  omittad*  Sumy  piecMlM^ 
Iwwer,  wtft  adepled  to  pteNrve  order  in  the 
streets  through  which  the  carriages  were  to  paasf 
And  die  QfMtt  fapffewed  hmelf  highly  plMed 

with  tlic  reccpiiou  which  she  had  experieacad  m 
(hit  ImI  imt  to  the  metvopolis.  Then  wem  |m  . 
sent  in  the  Egyptian  Hall,  in  tlie  presence  of  Her 
Majesty,  several  members  of  the  royal  famiiyj  the 
iiid  mayor,  Mmwam,  wnA  a  greet  aiiaiiber  ot 
persona  of  distmction,  amoog  whotii  were  theArety* 
biabop  of  Caaterbory  ead  the  Riahnp  of  Loedoe,

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cluiiifiiliji  with  Mn.  Fry,  the  quaker^  and  scrmai 

other  ladies;  as  ulso  with  the  clerg^iatti  who  ex* 
aniaed  the  obildrea. 

To  the  Anids  of-the  society  for  eanying  en  thii 
noUe  work,  the  Queen  presented  five  hundred 
poinula;  and  her.enmple  was  foUowedbf  tbe 
Prince  Regent,  the  Duke  of  York,  and  otliers  of 
tbeiamiljr. 

At  thia  time  Her  Majesty  appeared  mncfa  better 
than  she  had  been  for  atune  months  past;  and  wfan 
the.  lotd  mayor  went  die  next  day  to  pay  bk  ret- 
peets  at  Buckinghajn  House,  lie  was  agreeably 
Ibnoedy  that  so  Sar  fiom  being  impaired^  tbe  heaiih 
of  the  Queen  whs  improved  by  her  visit  to  the  atf, 
and  the  pleasure  which  she  had  there  reoeired. 

hut  tfaia  was  merely  one  of  tbe  transient  |^eun 
which  occasionally  brighten  up  the  wintry  day  of 
fattman  life.   About  a  week  afler  this  Her  Migestf 

su&red  a  sudden  and  violent  spasmodic  attack,  as 
Ae  eat  at  dinner  at  the  Duke  ot  York  si  in  coos^ 
qiMMe  of'  which  abe  was  confined  to  her  room  liR 
the  latter  end  of  May^  when,  by  the  diligent  attea- 
ticn  of .  Sir  Henry  Halfioid,  abe  reooTered  anffi* 
ciently  to  w  itness  the  re-marriage  of  the  Duke  of 
Cambridge  aod  the  Princeas  of  Hetie.  Thiicers^ 
mony  took  .plnce  at  Buckingham  House,  on  the 
first  of.  June;  and  two  days  afierwaida  Her  Majesty 
bad,  to  undeigo  the  ea?ere  trial  of  partmg  froo 
a  beloved  daughter,  w]\q,  with  the  prince  her 
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hiialMiDd,  left  town  fin*  Brighton,  the^  tommain  a 
fiwr  days^  that  if  in  case  the  Queen  should  feel  the 
separation  so  acutely  as  to  bare  a  reiapte^  her  loyal 
lugfaneM  might  retom  and  wdt  the  issue.  Her 
Majesty,  how  ever,  with  that  self-command  which 
invariably  distinguished  her  through  life,  endured 
the  sacrifice  in  a  manner  that  hurprised  even  those 
wlio  were  no  strangers  to  her  hafaitoal  finrtitude. 
T^c  strup^gle,  indeed,  was  an  arduous  one  on  both 
sides  ;  and  it  was  embittered  by  the  afibcting  consi* 
deration^  that  they  who  bad  scarcely  lived  apart  ftr 
a  single  day,  through  a  long  course  of  years,  would 
see  each  other's  face  in  this  world  no  more^  Tfaua 
the  Queen  saw  herself  bereft  of  some  of  her 
dearest  connexions,  when  she  stood  in  most  need  of 
their  covnofing  presence ;  and  diough  the  settle- 
ment of  her  children  afibrded  satisfaction,  it  was 
.  mider  soich  pircnmstances  as  preduded  the  hope  of 
witnessing  their  felicity. 

Bang  desiroos  of  seeing  the  King^  and  spending- 
her  last  hours  under  the  same  roof  with  him.  Her 
Majes^  left  town  for  Kew,  that  she  might,  be 
nearer  the  object  of  her  wishes,  little  thinking,  that, 
short  as  the  distance  was,  she  should  never  behold 
Windsor  any  more. 

The  expected  arrival  of  the  Dukes  of  Clarenee 
and  Kent^  with  their  respective  brides,  delayed  her 
dfeparture  till  it  became  impossible  that  she  could

whene  she  lay  near  a  quarter  of  an  hour  in  a  m«rt 
distressing  condition.

Saturday,  daring  the  solemnization  of  the  nuptials 
of  the  Dukes  of  Clarence  and*  Mtoot;  thou^  sba 
wea  unsble  to  dine  with  the  company  aftopwwda 

Thus  were  the  iiymeneal  rites  perfcrmed  in  the 
anti-chamber  of  death ;  and  the  .Qamn  aughi  have 
0Md,  as  she  contemplated  tlie  quick  succession  oi 
these  new  reiatioaa,  they,  come  bkoahadowa,  tod 
ao  depart  fer  if  they  did  light  up  a  nomenter^ 
spark  of  delight  in  her  mind^  it  was  extinguished  by 
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the  reflection  that  the  teaaatioQ  would  in  a  short 
ipaoe  be  obliterated  for  ever. 
.  The  nature  of  the  disorder  under  which  Her  Ma- 
jesty laboured  was  so  unequivocally  marked,  as  to 
admit  of  neither  doubt  nor  hope.  The  anasarcous 
symptoms^  indeed,  had  been  so  long  apparent^  and 
*  Ae  consequences  foreseen,  that  ministers,  before 
the  dissolution  of  parliament,  thought  it  prudent  to 
bring  in  a  bill  to  amend  the  regency  act,  with 
respect  to  the  custody  of  His  Migesty's  person,  in 
case  of  the  demise  oi  tlie  Queen.  But  though  it 
was  evident  to  every  other  person  that  this  event 
could  be  at  no  great  distance,  the  royal  patient  het^ 
self  entertained  hopes  of  at  least  a  partial  reco- 
very.  With  the  anxiety  of  the  dove,  she  panted 

to  take  up  her  rest  at  Wuidsor ;  and  as  tl lis  was 
the  only  impatience  she  betrayed  amidst  ail  her 
suflferings,  it  may  be  truly  said  to  have  supported 
her  under  them,  by  having  the  effect  of  }^eeping 
her  thoughts  in  constant  exerdse  and  buoyant  ex* 
pectation. 

To  relieve  her  spirits,  though  with  little  idea  of 
being  able  to  gratify  her  wishes,  various  mecha- 
nical contrivances  were  thought  of  for  rendering 
the  motion  of  a  carriage  perfectly  easy«  None  of 
these  schemes,  however,  were  found,  upon  trial,  to 
answer  the  principal  purpose  for  which  they  were 
intended;  but  the  Queen  obtained  some  benefit 
from  a  kind  of  chair  that  ran  upon  cylinders,  and

in  which  she  was  occasionally  drawn  ronmt  the 
gaidens^  A  conchy  constructed  on  similar  prin- 
ciplet,  WB8  also  serviceable  widiin  doors^  by  the 
facility  with  which  it  could  be  moved  from  one 
room  to  another,  and  byltshaving  a  ntatog  tnd 
falling  back,  which  enabled  Her  Majesty  to  take 
without  exertion^  or  the  mcoQveme^cQ  of 
being  shifted  by  her  attendlsnts. 

Through  the  remainder  of  July  the  Queen  suf- 
fered Terymttch  from  frequent  paroxysms,  which 
exhausted  her  strength,  destru}  ed  the  appetite,  and 
aqprived  her  of  the  refreshment  of  sleep* 

At  the  bejo^nning  of  August  she  seemed  to  be 
^mewbat  better,  and  contmued  for  about  a  fort- 
-  night  to  improve  hi  such  a  manner,  as  to  excite 
some  hopes  that  she  would  recover  su£liciently  to 
be«r  a  removal  to  Windsor :  but  these  were  mere 

ilhisory  appearances,  which  soon  vanished  ;  and 
before  the  expiration  of  the  month,  the  spasmodic 
attacks  l»me  on  again  with  renewed  violence  eadr 
ieaving  the  royal  sufierer  in  a  state  of  complete  a* 
baustion  and  debility'*,  This  warfare  in  the  system, 

between  a  constitution  naturally  excellent,  and  a 
complication  of  ailments,  springing  from  one  dis- 
eased organ,  went  on  without  abatement  tiH  the 
cud  oi  September,  when  the  malady  once  mors 
subsided,  through  the  skiU  and  exertions  of  the 

'  physicians  ;   and  Her  Majesty  was  again  enabled 

%c»  b^  a  remoyal  from  the  b^-cbam.ber  ta  th^e 
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ik^^oining  room^  where  she  reMimed  tomething  like 
i^egnlar  meib^  ind  mw  a  few  select  Tisitars. 

.  The  arrival  of  General  Campbell,  with  letter! 
fiom  the  Prince  and  Princess  of  Hesse  Homburg^ 

contributed  much  to  this  tciiiporaiy  recovery, 
^which,  however^  was  of  sh^t  duration;  for^  on 
Mend  ay  eFenbig^  Ae  nineteenth  of  October^  the 
Queen  became  e^^trcmeiy  resUess^  witli  a  consider* 
able  dcigree  of  fevers  and  in  the  conne  of  the  night 
tlie  spasmodic  attacks  were  rapid  and  excruciating. 
Throughout  the  whole  of  the  next  day  she  suffered 
exceedingly  from  a  painffal  taision  in  tfie  right  side, 
aocompanied  by  a  short  hectic  cough ;  and  the  night 
passed  without  any  sleep.  On  Wednesday  the 
virulent  symptoms  increased,  and  another  sleepless 
night  followed ;  but  about  noon  on  Thursday  the 
paroxysms  abated  in  some  degree,  and  Her  Ma-« 
jesty  sunk  into  a  state  of  lethargic  repose^  The  two 
succeeding  days  went  over  without  any  severe 
attack^  and  some  relief  was  procured  by  the  appli- 
cation  of.  the  wann  bath  to  the  extremities ;  but  it 
%vas  manifest  that  nothing  more  could  be  done  than 
to  alleviate  the  sufferings  of  the  royal  patient  as 
much  as  possible,  and  to  blunt  the  acuteness  of  the 
shait  of  death*  Hencei  opiates  were  administered 
to  induce  repose  and  cordials  were  copionsly  given 
to  keep  up  the  animal  strength.  The  crisis,  how- 
ever, was  iast  approaching,  and  tlie  only  wonder 

vat  how  it  could  bav^  b^en  so  long  protractedi 
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mider  the  many  ^harp  and  tremendous  confikti 
which  the  royil' patient  had  endimiL  In  an  eulf 
stage  of  Her  Majesty's  illness,  one  of  the  physicians 
gave  it  as  his  private  opimoa  that  she  would  not 

outlive  the  fii  st  week  in  November  j  and  at  the 

period  predicted  the  disofder  assumed  an  a^ect  of 
deadly  malignity,  that  emced  the  eorrectness  of  fab 
judgment.  On  the  night  of  the  httii,  a  great  altera- 
tion took  place  s  and  tlie  llts  of  coogiiiiig  wws  m 
violent,  that  the  medical  attendants  thought  the 
termination  of  Her  Migest/s  su&rings  was  at  hand. 
The  Prince  Regent,  who  had  heen  dining  with  hb 
sisters  on  that  day,  did  not,  in  consequence,  leave 
the  palace  till  a  oonaideimble  time  after  nudnigfat, 
when  the  irritation  had  somewhat  subsided  by 
repeated  «pj[dicatio&s  of  the  warm  bath  and  topiesi 
fomentations.  Througliout  the  remainder  of  the 
night,  however,  and  the  whole  of  the  next  dl^y,  the 
suffimngs  of  the  Queen  weie.  extPemdir  disliessinir » 
and  though,  by  the  free  use  of  opiates,  a  little  tetn< 
poraiy  slumber  was  obtained,  nothing  like  an  aHe- 
viation  of  pain  could  be  procured.  Thus,  the  ma- 
lady went  on  from  day  to  day  with  tnmasing  vn- 
tence;  and  whatever  akeration  occurred  m  tin  pro- 
gress of  it  only  aggravated  the  afilictions  of  the 
sufoer,  who  might  have  adopted  the  hm^age  ef 
the  patriarch :  I  am  made  to  possess  months  of 
vanity,  and  wearisontke  nightiB  are  i^ipointed  unta 
me  :  When  I  lie  down,  I  say,  when  shall  I  arise, 
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MMltfit  aif  ^begoiM?  And  I  md  fiiU  of  tomngi  tb 
and  fpo  onto  the  dawning  of  the  day/'  But  if  the 
Queen  was  made  to  woarn,  like  Jab»  »be  had  alio 
that  npnit  of  meakncai  wbich  attabied  her  to  baar 
the  heavy  trial  without  murEQunug  i  aud  through 
the  irhola  of  thia  aevan  nsitatkMi  Mt  ona  ctm^ 

plaining  word  ever  c:>capcd  her  Upa*  Here  patteooe 
had  its  periect  work ;  and  the  triomphof  fiyth  was 
Mfcr  mara  atraagly  displayed  daring  a  long  and 
ttcmciating  ilioesft  thaa  it  waa  ia  the  praaeat 
aaatanea.  Thia  waa  not  rtaiwl  apathy ^  hot  pioiBi 
resignation  to  the  divine  will ;  and  as  from  eady 
joath  Her  Miyaaty  had  atadiad  the  pnmoiples  and 
practised  the  duties  of  religion^  she  sow  ahnndantly 
CTpenenced  the  power  of  ita  oonsolatioiia  la  4he 
boar  of  aead.  Itert  to  tiie  support  dfcriffad  inm 
the  promises  of  tiie  gospel^  ou  which  siie  rcUed 
with  'anahakeki  ooaAdanoaip  the  ftaecn  laeeiTed  th^ 

greatest  coiaiort  i'roui  the  unremitted  attentions  of 

'  her  chiUfea»  Nothiog  oaakl  exceed  the  filial  ls»- 
doraeaa  aad  aawa  nad  eaavtions  of  the  ftTiiec'saea 
Augusta  and  Mary^  who  ministered  day  and  night 
hy  the  ooiseh  ef  their  aflktod  perant;  w^r  did 
eithet'irf^  them  once  leave  the  palace  during  the 
trfiafe  nsaarnfU  period  of  eaia  aad  soitow. 

The  Prince  Regent  also  was  equally  afiectionat^ 
derotaag  aa  aauch  tioie  as  he  possibly  could  to  the 
aaaw  pkM  da^(  end  whan  ha  waa  neeeasarify 
abaent  from  Kew^  messoByeia  waited  upon  him 
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hourly  witli  a  report  of  the  state  of  Ilcr  Majesty. 
AU  ladcwd  that  could  be  done  bjr  sjrmpatby  or  solicit 
lode,  watehiiilnesi  and  obedience,  was  raMKI^r  and 
anxiously  performed,  to  ameliorate  the  suiieriugs  oi 
Ibe  foyal  patient,  who,  on  her  part,  fceUngly 
expressed  her  sense  of  the  affeclioimtc  kliuincss 
with  which  ahe  was  troaled  by  the  wbde  of  her 
ikmily. 

But  while  on  every  countenance  the  look  of 
doody  apprehensioii  was  strongly  marked^  that  of 
the  royal  suficrer  displayed  uncoinaion  sereoity^  and 
even  cheerfalness. 

When  the  lethargic  symptoiiis  disappeared^  her 
mind  seemed  to  rise  above  bodily  pain ;  and  the 
-powers  of  conversation  were  renewed  with  an  energy 
that  sufprised  all  her  friends  and  attendants.  The 
most' extraoidinaiy  thing  of  dl,  however,  was 
the  persuasion  which  prevailed  in  Her  Majesty's 
thoughts  almost  to  the  rery  last  that  she  should 

yet  recover,  and  once  more  liave  the  satisfaction  of 
seeing  the  Urng.  This  was  the  cord  which  kept 
its  firm  hold  upon  life,  when  evteiy  hour  gavis 
fresh  indications  oi  dissolution.  Amidst  convulsive^ 
pangs,  and  the  diffionlty  of  finding  rest^  in  a  fiame 
worn  out  by  disease,  the  mind  continually  pointed 
in  one  direction,  though  the  object  of  attractioA 
was  in  a  state  of  desdation  and  dafkness.  As  long 
.  as  this  hope  tended  to  cheer  the  spirits,  it  met  with 
no  disenuragement ;  but  wben>  irom  oeiiteingan- 
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gpeftow  appeamoet,  itbeoameerideiittliatdielait 

scene  was  near  at  hand.  Her  Majesty  received  the 
fe^eetfbl  idggettioQ  that  it  would  be  proper  to 
delay  no  longer  the  final  htittiement  of  her  tenoK 
pond  aflkiri.  Thia  was  only  the  day  before  her 
death ;  but  thoiii^li  at  flrtt  MHievrhat  ahocked  by 
the  iatimaUouj  she  betrayed  no  symptoms  of  impa- 
tience. On  the  contrary,  she  iimnediatsly  dictated 
her  will  to  General  Taylor ;  and  havmg  signed  and 
delivered  the  instramcat  in  dne  fixnn,  abe  calody 
regigwed  herself  to  the  approaching  event.  In  the 
aftemocm  she  sunk  into  a  lethargic  state ;  and  so 
litde  was  any  inunediate  change  expected,  that  at 
six  o'clock  Sir  Henry  Halford  s  carriage  was  orders 
ed  to  eonvey  him  on  faia  nsnal  visit  to  Windsor* 

Scarcely,  however,  had  the  carriage  drawn  up  to 

the  door^  when  Her  Mqesty  manifested  snch  an 
increase  of  perturbation,  as  induced  him  to  delay 

im  departure ;  and  soon  afterwards  the  journey 
was  put  off  for  the  night  Letters  were  in  oonse» 
quence  despatched  to  the  Prince  Regent,  who, 
•eeompaaied  by  the  Duke  of  Yorkj  arrived  at  thto 
palace  about  ten  o'clock ;  and  after  a  short  inter- 
view with  the  physicians^  their  royal  highnostei^ 
sriih  Ae  princesses,  went  into  the  sid:  chamber  to 
see  tiieir  august  parent,  who,  however,  was  uncon* 
seious  of  their  prescnee*  Vtcm  that  hour  till  mid- 
night the  symptoms  of  the  Jisorder  developed 

^lemaelves  in  such  slsrming  that  the 
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Recent  determined  to  spend  the  night*  Kxm, 
which  iiesago  be  abandoned  on  finding  that  ao 
•birtmentof  Mflmng  hid  taken  plMsei  and  be 
retiiraed  witii  ins  brotitcr  to  town.  They  had  not 
been  bog  gOM  biferd  a  frmh  attack  came  <m  ;  and 
throughout  the  remainder  of  the  night  the  Queen 
was  akaott  in  oontinual  agony ;  the  physicians,  with 
Bin  BniMfe^  nnnmiBffui  tba  ankMhanbar,  nd 
tiia  j^nceaiei  in  the  room  with  their  parwt,  till 
ifaa  tuonmg  wat  6r  advaaoid* 

At  half-past  nine,  on  Tuesday  Uie  seventeenthj 
tbe  fanlk'tin  was  £arwaadad  to  tamm  ki  the  cm^ 
toiMiDr  ■UBMser ;  but  the  bearai  fasd  not  left  the 
palace  more  than  three  quarten  of  an  boiuv  when 
Her  Migesijr  becaase  ea  aeiGh  wane,  thMit  a  eecdhd 

messenger  was  hastened  to  Carlton   House,  ta 

•eqneir  Ae  imoMdiate  aMeodtace  ef  the  Awe. 
CSoaeters  wene  abo  sen*  off  to  the  Archbishop  of

This  day,  at  ofiye  o'clock,  the  Queen  departed 
tfab  Kia,  to  the  iiiULyniiaiMs  grisf  of  the  royal  fa. 

mily^  after  a  tedious  iBness,  which  Her  Majesty 
bore  with  the  most  pious  fortitude  and  resignatioa. 
The  many  great  and  exemplary  virtues  which  so 
eminently  distinguished  Her  Majesty  throughout 
faer  kmg  life  were  the  object  of  universal  esteem 
and  admiration  aniongst  all  classes  of  His  Majesty's 
subjects^  and  render  the  death  of  this  illustrious 
and  most  excellent  princess  an  unspeakable  losi  to 
tbe  whole  nation." 
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On  Tuesday,  the  first  of  December,  the  ceremony 
of  lying-in-state  took  place,  though  on  a  contracted 
scale ;  and  the  next  day  the  mortal  remains  of  Her 
Majesty  were  deposited  in  the  royal  sepulchre  at 
Windsor,  of  which  solemnities  ample  particulars 
will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 
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Thus  have  we  followed^  from  her  birth  to  the 
tomb,  this  iUiutrious  personage^  aibcnre  fifty-seven 
years  of  whose  life  were  spent  in  the  lull  view  of 
the  British  nation*  ^hi^^gboat  the  whole  of  that 
eventful  period  not  a  smgle  mshince  was  ever  ad- 
duced of  her  having  exercised  the  least  iniluence  m 
support  of  any  particular  fine  of  politics,  or  in 
promoting  tlie  iuterests  of  any  set  of  iavourites. 
Faction  Itself  in  the  worst  of  thnes,  was  always 

dumb  in  regard  to  the  public  conduct  of  the  Queen, 
while  to  her  private  virtues  universal  homage  was^ 
wOUngly  paid.  In  the  discharge  of  the  relative 
duties  she  stood  unrivalled ;  and  if  she  kept  up  the 
decorum  of  her  court  mth  unbending  strictness^ 
she  did  it  without  prejudice  or  partiality.  Neither 
friendship  nor  consanguinity,  power  nor  solicitation^ 
could  obtain  a  relaxation  of  the  rule  which  she  had 
laid  down  for  the  exclusion  of  improper  persons 
from  the  royal  circle* 

The  great  difficulty  of  observing  this  law  in  a 
oowtiy  where  principle  must  often  yield  to  ezpe^ 
diency,  is  a  proof  of  the  integrity  of  Her  Majes^^, 
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cmiewimi«s 

whoj  amidst  all  the  violence  of  paiiyj  maiatuiied 

her  stand  with  undcviatin^;  Hrmncss. 

On  a  Bimilar  ground  she  fonned  her  household ; 
and  being  oooe  tutroonded  by  persons  whose  vittoe 
she  approved,  no  consideration  €:ould  prevail  upon 
her  to  abandon  them  for  new  connexions.  Some 

att^npts  to  lius  effect  were  made  by  li  greedy  admi- 

wstiaiioai  biit  the  xesolutton  of  the  Quem  soon 
oompelleddie meddlers  to  recede  Seom  their  purpose* 
Hftnce  it  was  that  a  train  of  domestics  aud  attend* 
ants  became  grey  in  the  royal  service ;  so  that  die 

virtues  cultivated  there  spread  their  iaOuence  ui  an 
cosemplary  mannert  but  without  osteniatiois  through- 
out  Ae  land*  May  we-  not,  therefore,  safS^y  say, 
that  next  to  the  decision  of  the  national  oounciii^ 
nnder  die  blessing  of  Divine  Providence,  tbesa 
realms  are  indebted  for  their  preservation  to  the 
ehMGter  eC  the  court  ?«<-*Certain  it  ia^  that  while 
this  steady  moral  light  irradiated  Britain^  the  courts 
OB  the  oontinent^  both  great  and  smail^  exhibited 
ft  very*diffsrent  picture  ;  the  consequence  of  which 
was,  tiiat  wheu  the  revolutionary  volcano  cxplo^*^ 

tfaej  wmU»d  virtue  to  stem  the  torrent.   It  is  tme^ 

the  retired  life  of  their  majesties  was  sometimes 
reflected  upon,  as  indicative  of  pride  or  paraknony^ 
bnt  very  im  j  ustly  $  for  no  persons  of  tiieir  auprane 
rank  could  be  more  easy  of  access,  or  condescend- 
ing in  their  manners;  and  though  n  splendid  liii 
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did  uot  comport  with  tbeu  lucliimtijou,  thj^  sufib. 
ported  tbfik  eiteWkli«i«nli  witb  digoil^,  and  mm 

constantly  eicercised  in  works  of  benevolence.  A 
iBore  magmiicent  atyin  nigbt^  loikcd^  kiv«  atn 
tFttctfid  the  admiritioB  of  the  theughtlest^  bill  k 
would  ueitlicr  have  conduced  to  prnrale.  £»hcity, 
Mr  ham  wsiUtd  tba  hubilt  of  tbe  peoplew  Ihe 
course  which  their  niiyesties  early  adopted^  and 
imamUy  pwwieiU  Mcosed  donm^  happuMM^ 
md  genccsl  respect^  though  it  could  not  escape 
the  ridicule  oi  tbols^  and  tim  censure  of  the  wicked* 
In  Ibis  cboioB  tbe  Sking  end  Qqmi  eetal  bjr  a 
coiyuDctian  of  aeutioient;  for  aa  tlieir  hearts  wetm 
owpented  by  tbe  VWMk  eiecsben»  to  tbejr  bed  m  - 

perfect  similarity  of  taste.  Had  it  been  othcrvv  i&e, 
tbe  difiicrenoa  muat  have  beea  leea.  i&.Uie  courae  (tf 
half  a  eoitury ;  and  ea  nodling  of  the  hsnd  wee 
ever  oWerved^  or  aUeged,  it  is  a  proof  that  tbe 
eftindof  the  ioveieiga  and  that  of  hia  conrat  weve 
in  perfect  unison.  Such  inde^  was  the  harmony 
whidi  aebiiited  between  thein»  tbat  it  ia  diflfcceUj,  in 
tbe  eatiniation  of  character,  to  separate  diem  from 
each  other.  Great  live  1 1  n  eas  of  temper  distinguished 
both ;  end-  tbia  cbeerfubieea  appeared  in  tbe  ftee* 
dum  of  their  conyeraation,  which  was  ever  uuro-  • 
served^  except  aa  politics^  or  where  private  lepn* 
tation  might  be  affected.  In  such  cases  tbey  al« 
waya  obswradsoatrktasikB^eaatoput  aoompiete 
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bsr  agunst  flatfceren  and  tale-bcarcw.  Though 

doubtless  they  had  their  attachments^  and  both 
were  well  aotfiudntod  with  the  hialofy  of  ail  the 
great  families  in  the  kingdom,  they  made  it  a  point 
aerar  to  pve  cam  of  oSboc^  either  to  public 
parties  or  private  individnak. 

How  well  the  Queen^  iu  particular,  bore  her 
fiusnltiea^  hy  steering  dear  of  natioiial  ooneeviWt 
appeared  conspicuously  when  tlie  great  questioii  of 
fhe  regencjr  waa  first  agitated.   Anudst  the  opvoar 

occasioned  by  the  obscuration  of  the  royal  intellect, 
Her  Miyeity  evinced  a  Buod  of  no  ordinary  vigour; 
and  yet,  while  she  watched  widi  the  moat  aednbos 
attention  over  the  suspended  rights  of  her  husband, 
ahe  mtermeddted  not  with  the  public  proceedings^ 
so  as  to  wound  the  feelings  of  her  son*  This  is  a 
hc^  thoo^  a  late  right  reverend  biographer  hat 
asserted  the  contrary,  in  a  memoir  erf"  himself,  so  full 
of  contradicttonsj^  that  the  poison  and  the  antidote 
nay  commonly  be  feond  in  the  same  page. 

Subsequently  she  has  been  reflected  upon  as 
having  indulged  too  great  a  partiality  Sat  the  Prince; 
and  they  who  pretended  to  have  discovered  that 
faulty  went  so  f«r  as  to  chaige  Her  Majes^  with 
widening  a  family  breach  which  she  should  have 
healed. 

*  Into  the  cause  of  that  rupture  it  would  be  unper* 
tinent  to  make  ,any  inquiry ;  but  thus  much  muy 
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be  afiirmed,  witiiout  my  hazard  of  denial^  that  if 
117  one  WIS  injuved  iiMm  than  another,  it  was  the 
Queen  lierseli,  whose  patience  underwent  many 
aevm  triab,  winch  aa  none  but  Chiiatian  ibrtitiMk 
couM  have  bome^  so  none  but  a  Clui:»tian  could 
have  forgiveii. 

Bnt  the  aocosadon  most  strongly  urged  and  ex- 
tensively accredited  against  Her  M^esty  was  that 
of  ' escfsrive  pennriounieas.  This  allegitioa  was  so 
often  made,  that  at  length  numbers  who  wished 
otherwise  were  afanoat  afraid  that  it  must  be  tnie. 

The  Queen  was  not  ignorant  of  this  aspersion,  and 
yet  she  took  no  steps  to  dear  henelf,iTOiii  it;  £of 
the  soundest  of  all  reasons,  since,  as  she  observed^ 
if  she  began  to  make  a  parade  of  benevoleoce^  or 
pdferiDed  something  oat  of  the  common  course,  it 
would  be  said  that  this  was  done  to  remove  a  stigm% 
or  to  acquire  popnUrity*  She,  therefore^  vecy 
judiciously,  went  on  in  her  usual  course,  dealing  out 
idiarifty  liberally,  but  silently,  and  keqping  dose  to 
her  Saviour  s  precept,  Not  to  let  the  left  hand 
know  what  the  nght  hand  did,**  To  this  rule,  aa 
lir  as  could  be  practised,  she  adhered  all  her  lifis, 
and  nothmg  bmxlly  ever  gave  her  more  uneasiness 
than  to  hme  any  act  of  her  'mnnififence  made 
known  to  the  world. 

Her  ^constant  uijnQetion  to  those  who  had  the 
disposal  of  her  bounty  was  to  keep  the  quarter  from 
whence  it  came  caiefiiUy  concealed  $  and  a  violation 
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oi  tiii^  direction  was  the  sure  way  ta  incur  her  difr^ 
pleasure.  A  lady,  who  bad  beeo  the  bearer  of  m 
considerable  largess  to  a  distressed  family,  was  after- 
weids  asked  whether  she  had  mentioDed  the  matter 
to  any  person ;  and  on  being  told  tliat  ouly  another 
lady  high  in  Her  Majesty^s  coafldence  was  made 
acquainted  with  it^  ^  Hmd^**  and  sbe»  ^  tim  is 
one  too  many." 

But  though  she  oould  not  endme  the  Wasoiiing 
of  her  good  deeds^  she  was  always  happy  when  her 
almonen  exerdsed  tfaetr  discretion,  by.giving  more 
than  their  verbal  commission  apparently  auihoiibed 
them  to  bestow* 

The  wife  of  a  kboaring  «mn  «t  OM  Wiiid«,r. 
with  a  large  family^  and  in  great  distress^  was 
brought  to-bed  of  twins;  which  beit^fcoflammuoaied 
to  Her  Majesty,  she  gave  the  informant  twenty 
pounds  to  be  laid  out  for  their  benefit.   In  doing 

this,  the  person  found  that  the  sum  would  be  uiade- 
quate  to  purchase  clothing  for  all  the  childreiiy  and 
to  redeem  the  poor  man's  apparel  and  took  irom 
the  pawnbroker's.  Kelying,  however,  on  the  Qneeiss 
goodness^*  she  Tentnred  to  add  another  tweetf 
poundti  to  the  royal  donation;  and  on  making  her 
report^  which  she  did  with  some  ^polofgies.  Her 

Majesty  stopped  her  bv  expressing  tlie  wajiiieijt 
approbation  of  her  fforriiK^  end  gmciously'Si^iiig 
that  she  took  it  as  a  perticnlar  obligation. 
All  persons  who  knew  the  Queen  felt  the  utmcst 
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wofideooB  €Q  gpprcmching  her  with  a  namtire  of 

woe,  because  they  were  not  only  assured  of  meetiug 
widi  m  jMlfiag  audicocey  bnt  of  recemng  an  ample 
eoQtrilnition. 

In  the  year  IJJQ,  whea  the  Quebec  frigate^ 
Captain  Farmer,  was  Uown  up  after  an  action  of 

four  [K>urs  and  a  half  oii  Jirest,  and  only  seventeen 
pcreont  were  saved^  the  Queen  took  a  tender  in<- 
tcirest  in  the  concerns  ul  Mrs.  Farmer,  fur  vvlioiii, 
and  her  funily^  she  procured  a  pension  of  eight 
bnndred  a^year.  Another  instance  of  her  sy  mpa- 
thetie  ieehng  occurred  at  the  same  time,  aud  con- 
aected  with  the  same  melaneholy  event.  One  of 
the  peisons  faved  from  the  Quebec  was  Mr.  William 
Mooie»  the  master^s  mate.  But  though  he  was 

taken  up  alive,  lie  was  drea^iully  wuunded.  The 
pitiablenesa  of  his  case  being  mentioned  to  Her 
Majesty  by  Mr.  Asbbmner,  her  silk*4neroer,  she 
caused  her  own  physician  and  surgeon  to  attend 
Mr*  Moore,  and  on  his  recovery  obtained  for  htm 
a  lieutenant  s  comaudwoui  not  long  after  which, 
tbreug^  th^  EafDe  interest,  he  rose  to  the  rank  of 
master  and  commander.

tkms,  and  her  promptitude  to  grant  snbatantial 

relief  in  cases  of  real  distress^  will  appear  iWMn 
another  instance* 

One  day  a  female,  wholly  miknown  to  Her  Ma- 

jesljr»  mi  vritbout  hdng  intioduced^  presented  a 
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petition  at  Windsor,  The  memorial  stated  that  she 
was  tlie  widow  of  an  officer,  and  left  with  twelve 
children  wholly  miprovided  for.  The  Queen  di- 
rected the  strictest  inquiries  to  be  made  into  the 
character  of  the  applicant ;  and  the  result  being 
satisfactory,  she  took  the  whole  of  the  children 
from  the  mother,  and  sent  them  to  school.  Some- 
time after,  however,  the  lady  married  a  person  in 
opulent  circumstances,  on  which  Her  Majesty  very 
properly  sent  back  the  children,  that  her  bounty 
might  be  transferred  to  objects  who  stood  in  real 
need  of  it.  .    ^  ♦

Bevides  these  stated  payments^  there  were  fre- 
quent public  subscriptionSy  casual  donations  to  a 
comideraUe  mximaat,  monef  laid  oat  in  school- 
books  for  childreu^  and  a  large  distribution  of 
dothini^  coali^  and  pro?isioiii^  amoiig  the  poor 
erery  winter.  The  consequence  of  all  this  was,  that 
so  iar  from  having  a  balance  in  her  favour  at  the 
}  ea/itf  end,  Her  Majesty  generallj  found  that  she 
bad  exceeded  bcr  income.  Parsimonious  persons  are 
comiiKMiljr  well  ac^tdnted  with  their  pecuniaiy  af* 

fairs,  and  arc  very  attentive  in  keeping  their  acooujits. 
Thia^  however,  was  not  the  case  with  the  Queen; 
and  it  waa  always  more  neoessary,  on  the  part  of - 
those  who  had  the  management  of  her  concemsj  to 
cantkm  her  against  proliise  liberalitfr^  than  to  en- 
courage  an  increase  €i  benevolence.  While  the 
King  retained  hit  Ikcultief »  Her  Mi^efty  was  ena* 
bled  to  exercise  her  charitable  disposition  more 
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widely,  and  without  much  embarrmmenty  because 

she  never  failed  to  meet  with  a  supply  for  that 
poiposCj  whenever  she  stood  in  need  of  it;  but 
after  his  illness  this  source  was  dried  up  ^  and  in 
addition  to  Irt  own  pension- lis she  had  also  the 
private  one  of  His  Majesty  to  discharge  out  of  her 
pocket,  unlijss  she  chose  to  abandoa  the  objects 
who  had  so  long  subsisted  on  the  royal  bounty. 
This  the  feeling  heart  of  the  Queen  could  not  en- 
dure, and  of  coun&e  lor  the  last  seven  years  her 
expenditure  was  so  very  heavy,  that  it  is  not  to  be 
wondered  she  should  be  incumbered  with  debts, 
instead  of  leaving,  what  a  censorious  wofM  ant^ 

cipated^  an  accumulated  hoard.  It  sliould  also  be 
observed  that  the  Queen  incurred  considerable  ex- 
penses  by  the  presents  which  she  was  in  the  habit 
of  making  to  friends  and  persons  whom  she  wished 
to  oblige ;  and  as  these  gifls  were  always  new  pup> 
chases,  Her  Majesty's  rule  being  never  to  part  with 
what  she  bought  for  herself,  or  had  received  in  a 
complimentary  way  from  others,  it  accounts  for  the 
extensive  wardrobe  and  valuable  jewels  of  which 
she  died  possessed,  and  upon  which  so  many  invi- 
dious reflections  have  been  made. 

Such  was  the  innate  goodness  of  the  Queen,  tfiat 
she  rather  encouraged  than  repelled  applications 
for  her  iavour  and  bounty.  None  were  ever  sufeed 
to  pass  unnoticed ;  And  the  utmost  solicitude  was 
,  always  evinced  to  pay  early  attention  to  all  repre- 
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•ciitfllionSy  whtAcwr  might  be  die  (^usrtcF  fifoai 

wbcBCc  tliejr  proceeded, 
in  Kke  manner  Her  Mmjestf  w»  alwqrs  amdooe 

to  express  her  sense  of  attentions  shewn^  or  services 
tendered  to  her^  althougb  tkt  same  were  performed 

by  persons  from  whom  she  had  a  right  to  claim 

them. 

The  ^[feetiBBt  InndneM  was  timfbf mly  manifested 
to  servants  of  all  classes ;  and  whenever  any  of  them, 
through  age  or  infirmities,  were  rendered  incapable 

of  labour,  they  and  their  &milies  were  certain  of 

m 

leoeiviag  an  adeqnvte  Bfxppott    To  do  good,  and 

diffuse  comfort,  constituted  the  chief  pleasure  of 
Her  MsjGSiy,  whose  active  mind  continued  on  the 
alert  ti^the  very  last  in  devising  measnres  of  bene- 
vokoce.  One  of  h^  iirst  aets^  after  taking  up  her 
midettoe  at  Kow,  was  to  order  a  list  of  poor  &mi-^ 
lies  in  that  neighbourhood  to  be  made  out,  and 
soitable  dotbing  pronded,  aeeosding  to  the  num- 
ber of  persons  in  eaeh*  This  was  intended  to  be 
given  to  them  on  her  departure  to  Windsor;  but 
Frondenee  hsnmg  ordained  otherwise  for  her,  the 
royal  bounty  was  bestowed  upon  the  several  objects 
shortly  after  her  decease. 

Among  the  public  institutions  under  the  imme- 
diate patronage  of  Her  Miyesty,  and  which  ibr 
many  years  experienced  her  benefiu^tions,  were  the 
Magdalen  Hospital,  the  Asylum  ibr  Female  Or* 
phans,  the  Queen's  Lymg-in  Hoqpital^  the  Rojral 
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Society  for  the  Support  of  decayed  Musicians  and 
tlidr  Families,  the  WettnuMtar  Hotpitftl  md  Iiw 
firmaiy,  the  Ledies*  Sode^  for  acfamtmg  tnd 
employing  tbe  female  Poor,  and  the  Bojral  Xofiiw 
mary  fbr  Diaeaiei  of  the  Ejfee. 

Tbe  Queen  was  yery  fond  of  reading ;  and  her 
libraries  at  Buckingham  House,  Windsor  Gastk^ 
and  Fro^ore,  exhibited  abundant  testimonies  of 
her  taste  and  judgment  in  the  choice  of  bookst 
With  the  best  authors  in  Eag lish,  Frsneh,  and 
German,  she  was  familiarly  acijuainted,  and  from 
many  of  them  she  made  c^yious  eKtrads.  The 
Bible,  however,  was  her  chief  favourite,  and  she 
spared  no  eipense  in  ooUaeting  works  ef  apimved 
valuer  which  had  for  their  oljeot  the  duddatioti  ef 
^tbe  holy  oracle  From  these  publi<^U0QA  she 
made  faurge  transeripta;  and  her  manuscript  eol» 
lections  of  this  description,  all  in  her  own  handji 
amount  to  several  vohimes* 

Whatever  tended  to  the  diffusion  of  religioui 
knowledge  always  met  with  libemi  eoeouiagemeiit 
fiom  Her  Mi^esfy,  who  took  great  pteasure  in  tbe 
company  of  such  persons  as  applied  their  talents 
to  the  confirmation  of  divine  truths  by  defending 
revelation,  and  clearing  up  its  obscurities.  Among 
those  who  were  thus  honoured,  the  two  veoeraUe 
sages,  Brjwit  and  De  Luc,  were  most  particularly 
••^•emed  by  the  Queen,  who  oftm  viMted  due 
fonner  at  Cypenham ;  and  the  latter^  who  enjoyed 
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Am  Mteytkm  of  mdor  to  H«r>f  ajestjr  above  Ibrty 
years,  addressed  a  series  of  letters  to  her  on  the 
natural  historf  cf  the  Earth  and  of  Maii,'wbich 
were  afterwards  published  in  the  French  langui^e.  ' 

Though  Uer  Miyeity  did  ao^  hke  Queen  CiuxK 
luM^  ait  up  any  prabnaioiia  to  fitefBtare,  abe  waa 
an  aduurer  of  female  genius,  and  took  a  pleasure  in 
the  conpaiiy  of  ladioa  who  had  diatrngdabadtfaaiii^ 
selves  by  their  talents  and  writings* 

Onaof  Iheaa  waa  tba  my  nfcenkNii  Mra«  IMboy^ 

intimate  friend  of  the  Duchess-Dowager  of 
Pertlandp  and  oaiehrated  for  her  extraordmary  ac- 
comfiliriinMifta  in  embroidery^  sbell*work,  pamtrng, 
and  natural  history.  On  the  death  of  the  ducbess- 
cbwapr^  the  King,  who  had  frequently  eonfancd  • 

with  Mrs.  Delany,  at  Bulstrode,  was  graciously 
planiPii  to  OMga  her  for  a  aoainier  residence  the 
V9B  of  a  house  completely  fttmished  in  St.  Alban 
Street  Windsor,  adjoining  to  the  entrance  of  the 
cattle;  and,  as  a  iarther  nark  of  the  royal  ftfour. 
His  Majesty  conierred  upon  her  a  pension  of  three 
hmdied  pomda  a-year»  The  manner  m  which 

this  pension  was  paid  added  to  the  gracefulness  of 
the  for  to  prevent  the  cnitomary  deductions^ 
the  'Qneen  herself,  in  die  kindest,  moat  oonde> 
acending,  and  considerate  manner^  brought  every 
half  year  the  bank-netea  in  ii|?r  pocket 
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In  tho  memoirs  of  the  life  of  Mrs.  EUzabeth 
CSntaT)  m  wdl  knowii  for  bar  eraditni^  » the  fol- 
lowing aaecdote :

among  her  most  intimate  and  valued  friends.  Lady 
Chorlolto  Fw£k,  and  her  two  daughters^  Mrs.  Field- 
ing and  Mies  Fbch,  aad  hmij  OmmM.  Those 
lodt^  who  saw  the  Qiieea  freqaently^  and  were 
honoarod  bjr  Her  Migosty^s  {wtieohr  regoid,  bod 

probably  mentioned  to  hev  occasionally  a  friend  to 

whom  tbejr  wore  ao  woniilj  attochfld  s  ood,  indeo^ 
Mrs.  Corlor  hod  hod  the  hoooar  of  seeing  oome  of 

)ike  princesses  in  Lady  Charlotte's  apartments  meve 
thon  Qoco*  lier  Majesty  wos  ^hssofatti  plooood  to 
desire  that  Mrs.  Carter  should  be  introduced  U) 
her  bf  Lmdy  Cnmomti  ond  ia  1791^  she  leeoiwad^ 
that  distinguished  honour  at  Lord  Cremome's  hoose 
at  Chelsea.  The  Queen  bad  the  goodness  to  enfesr 
uto  eonvomtiim  with  hor^  with  ouch  eogoging 
owe^ess  and  oondescension^  as  to  pot  her  very 
ooon  ot  her  eeso.    Tho  cMmnotson  ksled  for 

about  an  hour,  and  turned,  among  other  topics, 

upon  German  Ulmturo.  After  thai  tisne.  Her 
M^esly  woo .  ploosed  oAn  to  enqniro  ofler 
Mrs.  Carter  of  Lady  Charlotte  Finch  and  Lady 
Gramomo ;  ond  several  times  did  hor  die  .honottr 

of  lending  her  German  books^  and  of  sending  ber 
very  flattering  and  obtigmg  messages.** 
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The  \nrrh  oj)inion  which  ffer  Majesty  enter* 
tamed  of  Mn.  Trinmier  and  Mit.  Hsniish  More 
has  been  already  stated ;  and  iii  addicion  to  those 
ladies,  it  should  be  observed  that  Madame  d'ArUaff 
Charlotte  Smith,  Helen  Maria  Williams,  and  Miss 
Ckumeiia  Knight^  were  honoured  with  special  marks 
of  the  royd  Ikvoar. 

In  her  choice  of  friends^  the  Qi^eeu  was  particu* 
larly  select;  bat  whencror  she  fanned  an  attikji- 
ment  it  became  pcnnaaciit,  so  that  the  circle  of 
her  intiinates  at  the  last  consisted  almost  of  penoQS 
nearly  as  old  as  herself.  But,  whatef«r  mi^t  be 
her  private  sentiments  in  regard  to  mdividuals^  sh^ 
never  nanifesled  any  thing  in  the  shape  of  ftim^ 
ritism^  by  winch  prudent  course  she  maintamed 
her  own  independence  of  mind^  and  avoidiBd  all 

occasion  of  jealousy  in  others. 

Diongh  her  kte  Majesty  could  never  be -called 
a  1>eanttlVd  woman,  she  had  an  agieeaUsnesa  of 
person  which  made  a  strong  impression  upon  those 
who  were  admitted  to  her  presence;  and  fliis 
pleasing  appearance,  with  an  uncommon  liveliness 
of  the  visual  organs^  eantinned  oven  when  the  in- 
flrmities  of  extreme  senility,  and  the  encroaching 
ravines  of  an  incurable  disease,  occasioned  her  to 
stoop  pretty  much,  and  when,  in  the  striking  lan- 
guage of  the  royal  moralist,  she  found  the  grass- 
hopper to  hm  become  a  bnrtfain.** 
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The  Queen  was  extremely  conversable^  and  vcrjr 
cdireet  in  iiar  language,  with  IM^  if  anf  thing,  af 
a  foreign  accent,  though  she  retained  to  the  ia&t  a 
fandnmn  Smt  bar  mtif»  twgne;  nor  ooM  aoj 

person  please  her  better  than  by  displaying  an 
aoqnaiatanoe  with  Garmaa  literature. 

any  thing  very  parlicolar  took  her 
cy,  either  m  discourse  or  reading,  she  never  failed  to 
main  a  memorandnm  of  the  ooeomnoe,  or  to  mdh 
the  passage  for  farther  consideration  and  enquiry. 

Bjrdui  iNraetkaof  taking  notaof  wbatabereadf 

her  memory  became  stored  with  a  great  varie^  oi 
general  knowledge ;  and  thus  there  were  &w  sub- 
jects,  or  even  anthora  of  any  eonsequenq^  that  had 
escaped  her  observation. 
IIU  of  late  ywat  aheamniad  beraeif  ray  mnch 

in  drawing,  for  which  she  had  a  fine  taste^  as  she 
alio  had  6x  muaie ;  and  Mary ,  4hm  wife  of  WiUiani 
of  Orange,  oonld  not  ha^  bee^  fendar  of  har 
needle  than  the  wife  of  Geoige  the  Third. 

She  was,  through  life,  cBRseadii^ly  mdnatrMMii 
and  one  of  the  principal  complaints  which  she  made 
an  har  last  iUnesa  waa  the  want  of  amiiloyincat 
Aa  long  as  'health  permitted,  she  had  always  some 
design  in  hand ;  and  when  her  visitors  Aocyiontiy 
wondatod  how  she  got  through  so  oaneb,  the  reply 
was,  that  she  never  let  a  single  hour  pass  unooci(» 

pied.    Bvt  if  the  Qnaea  had  die  em&dneaa  of 
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M<ythft^  she  did  uot  stt&r  worldly  things  to  eagrost 
her  diooghtay  and  to  czctude  the  most  importuit  of 
•n  considerations.  She  managed  her  atiairs  with 
ditcrationt  e?erjr  ptmoit  in  whkh  migaged 

had  utility  for  its  object.    An  habitual  sense  of 
lehgion  sanctified  bor  conduct  throiigbottt  lifia^  aiiil 
•ho  jKscharged  ibi  sc?eral  dntiat  with  perliMt  eaio 
and  uniiimn  consistency.    Her  piety  was  neither 
aaslere  nor  onlhiiiiastic ;  b«t  a  mild  and  itead]f 
principle^  which  governed  her  temperj  enlivened  her 
eonwsation^  and  evinced  its  purity  in  all  ber 
actions.    Justly  it  is  said  by  one  who  knew  the 
Queen  most  intucnately^  that  no  person  could  be  a 
more  eiact  obeervar  of  any  promise  given,  or  eo» 
gagement  contracted ;  none  mcHre  cautious  of  b^ 
laying  a  secret  confided;  none  more  scrapnloiie  in 
the  discrimination  of  property^  or  in  claiming  any 
dung  to  which  a  dear  right  #as  not  estaUiahed  s 
and  none  was  more  anxious  to  avoid  calling  upon 
those  about  her  for  any  service,  or  act,  which  they 
oonld  not'consciendooriy  perfiBitn. 

To  a  Christian  spirit  like  this,  death  could  have 
no  terrors ;  and  hosoe  it  was,  that  though  the  pas* 
sage  out  of  life  was  dark  and  tempestuous^  biie 
bore  the  conflict  with  fortitude,  and  passed  her 
dreary  hours  in  prayer  and  meditation,  the  efficacy 
of  which  appeared  in  the  sereni^  that  beamed  upon 
her.  eottntenanee  as  Ae  moftal  coil  drew  neaf  lis 
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cl<»e^.aiul  when  the  vital  apkn-k  Itad  tied^  left  an 
smile  upbn  the  fwimm  cbanMrtmttic  of 
that  joy  into  which  the  royal  sufferer,  like  ,  the 
weatbeiubeatea  manner^  had  at  ia«t  entered. 

After  diift  extinctkm  of  a  light  which  bad  tbone 
upon  Bntaia ,  nearly  sixty  years,  with  unvaried 
brightnesai  an  mmfl%  of  every  pndicid  virtae,  it 
might  have  been  expected  that  the  national  ieefa'ng 
would  have  marked  a  sense  of  the  public  loss  by 
something  more  than  the  external  garb  and  ibnnal 
trappings  of  woe.  The  funeral  of  Her  M^esty 
did  indeed  escite  public  cariosity ;  and  in  semal 
jplaccs  of  worship  discourses  were  delivered  suit- 
able to  the  oceasioiit  some  of  which  were  afterwaids 

printed  ;  but,  even  this  token  of  respect  w  as  far  from 
being  general;  and  in  one  of  the  greatest  parishes 
within  the  precincts  of  the  court  there  was  netther 
service  nor  sermon  on  that  day. 

Would^  however,  that  this  were  the  only  instance 
€£  disrespect  and  ingratitude  of  which  the  hving 
may  justly  complain,  and  at  which  posterity  will 
pot  fail  to  wonder. 
All  the  world  now  knows  that  so  iar  from 
making  gold  her  hope^  and  fine  gold  het  conft- 
dmoe,"  the  late  Queen  impoverished  herself  in 
dealing  out  bread  to  the  hungry^  and  clothing  the 
naked ;  ia  supporting  the  poor  and  the  fatherless^ 

and  ia  causiog  Ae  widows  heart  to  sing  for  joy,!' 
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By  tiMte  good  dasdi,  not  catnal  aoflt,  bat 

$Uat  aad  extensive,  ^he  has  left  a  personal  estate 
cncmabcred  wttb  debts^  for  the  ditcfaafge  of  which 

painful  sacrifices  arc  making  on  the  part  of  the  re- 
'  preseRtatives  of  Her  Miyesty^  certainly  honourable 
in  the  highest  degree  to  themtelTes,  bat  fiur  other- 
wise  as  the  case  stands  in  regard  to  the  nation. 
That  the  penonal  effacts  of  the  Queeii^  aiid^  above  ' 
ally  the  literary  colkctions  which  constituted  so 
mudi  of  the  pleasure  of  her  life,  should  be  scattered 
abroad  by  a  puUie  sale^  is  discreditable  in  every 
respect ;  and  particularly  so  when  contrasted  with 
die  eoonnous  settlements  that  have  been  made  by 
parliament  upon  absolute  strangers,  for  contingent 
benefits  that  have  been  destroyed  in  the  moment 
of  expectation,  without  leaving  any  thing  behind 
but  painful  remembraooe  and  a  heavy  ejpeoditure. 

But  this  is  a  nckraing  reflection^  from  whidi  we 
turn,  to  dose  the  memoir  of  departed  excellence 
with  the  consoling  language  of  our  great  moral 
poet :

Tuesday,  December  tlip  first,  being  the  day  appointed 
for  admitting  spectators  lo  the  ceremony  of  lying-in-«tate, 
all  who  were  mvoured  with  ticket^  were  de*<ii>»d  t(,  l>,.  at 
Kew  bet  wren  ten  and  four  c/cloek.  On  entering  the 
funeral  apartments,  the  rca^un  of  this  rnnitaiion  was  im- 
mediately apparent ;  for  i)ie  house  where  the  i^ueen 
breathed  her  last  is  oti1v  an  appendage  to  the  palace,  and 
Was  used  formerly  ae  a  royal  nursery.  Such  a  hab nation^ 
therefore,  however  comfortable  it  might  be,  was  ill  calcu* 
Wted  fnr  the  pomp  of  state ;  and  a  numerous  train  of  do* 
flMitiM  mmd  only  incommoded  the  Tiikonk  Yet, 
tbA  of  the  dBeaaaed  required  the  obeeff ano  of  90m» 
immfitiet;  and  iSaon^  the  faaneger  eotild  not  {^lodvce  • 
nutfnifiMil  eppeatMioe,  he  JodlcAoosly  oonlrifed  to  give 
to  the  eeene  a  solemn  effect. 

The  entrance  was  the-fiool  door  of €he  p«i*ee»  ftom  die 
vestibule  of  which  the  ipecteftOie  inmediately  entered  the 
hell  of  SUMO*  IhiB  apartment  was  entirely  clothed  with 
Soman  di^>eriee  of  black  cloth,  and  itmnd  the  aides  were 
placed  a  ymH  imB^ier  of  doiMe  wax  hghn  ib  aher 
sconces. 

Tlie  coffin  wfi«?  placed  on  a  raised  platform,  the  head 
tinder  a  eaiiopied  recess,  and  pHrtinlly  covered  with  a 
superb  black  velvet  pall  lined  with  while  satin,  nnd  with 
three  escutcheons  on  each  sitk'  of  it.  Near  ihr  head  was 
placed  the  coronet,  on  a  rich  cushion  of  crini-on  velvet, 
bordered  vvitli  i^'old  fringe,  and  having  a  htrge  ta^»el  of 
gold  at  each  corner.  On  the  other  side  of  the  royal  cofRn 
were  three  large  silver  candlesticks  with  wax  lights,  placed 
©n  plattbi-ms.  Under  the  canopy  at  the  head  were  the 
untied  airms^  finely  painted,  ou  a  lozeoge-shaped  hatch* 
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mcnt  of  white  satin.  At  the  head  oT  the  eoflfa^  iniiiie* 
diately  under  the  hatchment,  sat  the  CounteM^Dowager  of 
Harcourt,  veileii  with  black  crape,  and  Aqpported  by  two 
geotlomen  vAsr^  Oh  cadi  stdeef  the  eoAn  sat  two 
todies  of  the  bedchamber,  veikd  also;  and  around  the 
whole  was  a  partition  hung  with  bladt  doth,  within 
whidi  were  placed,  at  each-  comer,  two  yeomen  of  the 
guard,  m  bkdt  cloth  diessss,  with  the  royal  crown,  and 
Uie  rose,  thistle,  and  shamrodu  embroidered  in  ^Id  and 
silver,  <m  the  breast  and  on  the  back,  and  having  their 
partiians  entirely  coTcied  with  crape.  From  the  state- 
room tlie  company  passed  on  through  another  apart nient, 
fitted  up  in  the  same  sotemn  manner,  with  black  drapery 
and  silver  sconces  ;  and  thence  through  the  passages  lo 
the  gardens  at.  the  Uick  of  th(a  pff  kf and  SO  OUt  into  ths 
caiTia^e^road  by  the  river. 

Wediujsday,  tlu-  second,  being  the  day  appc>in ted  foT 
the  consignrnwiit  ol  tlie  mortal  remains  ol  Ffi  r  late  Aiajesiy 
to  tiieir  kmcired  dust,"  the  roads  to  Kt  w  were  at  an 
early  hour  crowded  to  excels  v\iiU  jx;l^ou^l  uii  foot,  on 
horseback,  and  m  all  sorif>  ot  vehicles,  hastening  to  view 
the  melancholy  procession.  The  public  oflices  were  all 
shut  up^  and  the  shops  in  the  metropolis  were  doted, 
eTOBOt  those  So€  the  saliB  of  the  necemnes  of  tifii.  At  thts 
Ri  Auige  and  the  docks  all  busineso  w«a  suspended ;  and 
$31  who  could  $M>td  it  were  arwred  in  decent  moaminff. 

At  Kew,  the  honorary  guara,  stationed  at  the  panes 
while  the  remaina  of  Hei  late  Majesty  were  lying-in-state^ 
4iimed  out  at  about  half-past  seven  o^dock.  The  «^cers 
appeared  ^ith  crape  searfi  and  sashes:  crepe>  was  also 
flaced  roiuul  their  caps,  and  #  round  the  bdts  of  their 
swords^  They  remained  ot^  duty  in  the  front  of  the  palace 
until  the  royal  remains  were  removed.  At  eight  oclod^ 
a  detachment  fioiii  the  Ibth  lancers  made  their  appear- 
ance, slowly  moving  along  the  Windsor  road,  ana 
vancing  towards  Kew.  They  wci>i  stationed  in  two  bodies 
on  Kew4  irim.  ^T]w  road,  in  the  vicinage  of  the  palace, 
was  paiiolled  diu  iiig  ilie  morning  by  small  jKirties  of  tlie 
same  regiinciu.  At  liaU-past  eight  o  clock  the  hearse  des- 
tjiwd  to  couve)  die  royal  corpse  to  Windsor  anived  at 
the  palace.  It  was  accompanied  by  fifty  inuieriakers' 
amismnt^  onhocaei^k,  in  deep  mourning,  \viih  sUk  scar&, 
lMI*bfliilki^  to-  «wi  escori^ed  by  a  body  of  laucecs.  The 
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lead,  KewMipreeni  th*  y^ih^mLys^  and  ewy  open  space, 
WM  croyrded  wiih  ^lectetioft  aad  carnages,   iit  a  quarter

palace.  A  pan  of  them  formed  on  each  side  of  the  road, 
obliging  the  spectators  to  fall  back  pretty  close  to  the 
Thames.  Tlie  remainder  oi'  this  bodv  were  subdivided 
into  two  I  ju  ties;  one  to  pi^ede,  and  one  to  follow  the 
hearse.  At  ten  o'clock  tne  procession  whs  formed,  and 
the  cHvnlcade  m  i  nut  at  a  slow  and   nlemn  pacr. — ^Tiie

At  the  end  ut'  the  lirsi  part,  the 
cetebrated  anthem  by  KmH,  Hervr  my  Frsryef,  was  in- 
troduced, and  executed  in  a  very  fmisiied  manner.  The 
body  of  Her  Mii^mtj  was  then  let  tlown  into  the  trault 
prepared  tor  it,  and  the  solemnity  was  closed  in  the  man- 
ttet  usual  on  these  occasions,  by  the  Tenefabie  Sir  Isaac 
Heatdj  who  pi^mouitced  i^i  a  dbdaet  toie^  ikM  itftodiiig 
tmr  ttm  gtm^  ttfte  and  iaOMof  ItolManbjaMjr.
